I. BUNDELKHAND. 

T IIK Rajas of Rini(lelkliaii<l long- si l ugg’h'd io inaiiitain llu'ir indepond- 
eiict* against ilu* uhannuudaii pcnvcis ol Dtdhi. During the latter 
part ol the reign of Shall dahan, :i (Miiet named Champal Kai asserted hivS 
indejiendenee and a new dynasly in I he eastern part of the provinep wa>! 
louiided by his soit (Ihhatarsal. ddie westm’ii ('hiefs eontinned more ni* 
less subjeet io Dellii. The tmrilories of (dilialatsal \Neie estimated to 
prodnee a yearly land revenue (d' one erore of rn])(M‘s. His only strong 
fortress was Kalinjar, and his p7ineii)al resid<‘io‘o the (*it\- of I’annu, in 
the neiglibourhood of whieh are the eelelnab'd diamond mines of Raniia 
During the govtomment of Raja Cldiatar^al, flip province of Riindel- 
kharid was irnaded hy Mnliammad Khan Ranga^h, llie Rathan tdiief ot 
Rarrnkhahad; and Ihe hist Ih^shwa. Haji Rao, was invited from the 
Deecan for the pnr])os(' of reptdiino' this invasioii. The e\])nlsion of tlie 
J^athan from Rnndelkhand through Ihe sneepssfnl exertions of a Mahratta 
army ^vas followed by Raja ('hhatarsal’s adoption of the Peshwa as his 
son, and by a distribution of his teiritorv between his two legitimate 
sons, Ilii’de Sah and Tagat Raj, and his son by adoption, Raji Rao. By

Madhnji Scindia, in liislasi and snccossful a((em|)( to le-cvslabl ish the 
Mahvatta ]>oxver and infhience ir* Noribern India, Avas al tended by a 
strong reinfoi'cenient of troops Imm the Deccan under the cominajul of 
Ali Daliadnr, a giandson of Da ji Ttao, being llic son of Sbanisber Ibdia- 
dur, wiin was the otfspiing of tb(‘ t’esbwa and a Mnsalnian cnncibiiMw 
Oti a former ex ion (»f Madhn ji Scindia to Northern India, a nnmbei 
of the nobles liad abandoneil the Mnsahnan faction and intinence at 
Delhi and bad attached tbeinselvavs to 11 m‘ Mahi-aita bsubo-. Among these 
was Daja Ilimmat Hahadiir, the spiritual head and ?nililary commander 
of a large body of deA^otees, who had acejnired some territory in Dutuleb 
khand. Dissatisfied Avith hi< treatment hy Scindia, Ali Dahadnr, at the 
instigation of llaja Ilimmat Uahadnr, turiH*d liis attention to ih(‘ entire. 
eoTi(|iiesl of linmlelkhaml. An jigre(‘ment was eonclmh'd hetween Ali 
Bahadur and the Itaja, l>y A\hi(*h a laige poition of (li(‘ ])rovince was, 
when eoii<|ueTe(l, t<» l)e eonsigmnl to the iiidc'pendent manag<‘meiit of 
Ilimmat Bahadur, ami its reAeJiue to he e\ehisiA'(‘l y ap\)lie(l to the pny- 
nvent of a h<aly (d‘ tro<>ps wtiich the 11a ja engaged t.o iurnish and to 
maintain in the scovlct' of Ali Bahad\ir.

Ba' th(' Trc'atv of Basseln*. By wdiirh, anionp* other advantafjps, the 
British (Jovernniont ap(jnirpd territory in Bundelkliand yielding 
Ps. dfiMrj,000 a year, oeeasioned a fornial dei'liiration on the part of the 
British fTov(‘rnni(‘nt of their intention of niainfaininpr the provisions of 
that treaty; and this deidaration Avas imniediafely followed By offensive 
o])prations on fin* part of Danlaf Bao Seindia and flip Baja of Berar, and 
hy no less liosfiB*, flumnh more seerct and eanfions, measures of 
sion on flip part of Jaswnnf Bao TTolkar. 

In flip plan of Bostile operations sncrji'ested By tlu* last n.amod CBief, 
the invasion of (lie BrifisB fprritori<*s in the Gnnixefie T)oaB, and a. preda- 
toi y inenrsion info flu* disfrir ts of Mirzapur and Benares By the route of 
Bnnd(*lkhand . aaouBI a])p(*ar to Ikiap Been some of the measures to which 
the tjreafest importance aajis attached ; and NaAvaB Shainsher Bah.idiir was 
seloeted for tlu* exemition of the jiroject. 

Baja ITimmat Bahadur, foresceinc* in the sncress of this plan of the 
Mahratia Chiefs an immediafe dimiiintion of his oaati authority in Bnn- 
dclkhaiul, di'tcimined to aBandon tlic MaBratta iritciests, and to seek tlie 
]>ermanont {'sfaBlisBmont of Bis oaah iiiflueiu‘p, AA itli tlie ap’^iandisemeiif 
of Bis possessions in BnndelkBand, By assisting- in the transfer of fhe 
[novince fiom tin* ^lahraftas to British rule. Accordin^dy, hy an Ap^roe- 
nieiit /'No. T) concluded at Shahpnr on fhe 4fh of Septeniher IcSOH, it Avas 
provided, amonp* other si ipnlaf ions, that a portion of territory in Biindel- 
khand, yielding an annual revenue of twenty lakhs of rupees, should Be 
ceded to tlie Baja for the maintenance of a Body of troops under his com- 
mand in fBe service of the British Government; and, in consideration

Ourine- lh<‘ m'potiat ions hetw'cen the British Govern nu'ut and Baja 
llimnmt Bahadiii. ^awah Shani'sher fhiha<lni liad anixed in Bmidel- 
khand. TBit Ins efffuts to estahlish his authority apainst the' Biiti.sh 
Government w t'lc' nnsnccessful , and Ih' was conl(*nl in 1801 to accept a 
nroA'ision tlVo. TT') of four lakhs of rmu'es a v(*ar. with p^'inn-slon te 
7’eside at Banda. This prox ision xvas suhsetpientlx’ guaranteed fXo. TTT) 
to him in 1812. Sliainsher Bahadur died in 1828. and was sm c<‘eded hy 
his hrother Zulfikar Ali. To him succeeded ,\li TTahadnr, xxho jtiined 
in th(' mutiny of 18o7. and xvas theia'hne dc'orixed of his pension of foui 
lakh s a year. TTe was removed to Tndore. xxlu're he was i)laced under 
sinweillance and alloxved for hi« sunport a pension of B'*. HP 000 a A’ear 
life. TTe died in 1878, xxhen stip(‘nds a mounting to one-third of the 
lapsed yien.sion, oi* Bs. 12,000 a x^ear, were assiprned to his family 

Of the teeritiP'T I'eded hx’ tin' T*("'hw'a. tin' Bi iti^li Governnu'nt retained 
in their oxvn possession lands on the hanks of the Jninna xic'ldino’ ahout 
fourteen lakhs, exclusive of (lie tenitory ermited to Baja TTimmat Baha- 
dur. Tin* Gh iefs x\ ho hehl the r<*niaininn- portion w er(' nciint.ained in thei: 
territoiial ria’hts, with a view to secuie a Inniei ai'-ainst the inroads 
xvhich xvcr(' then medital<'d hv TTolka’. As tlo' aulhoritv of th(' Peshwn! 
in Bundelkhand xvas little moT<' than nominal, it hecaine neci'ssarv for the 
paeifleation of the i*onntix' to f'liler into enTap-mnent s xvitli tlie Ghiefs 
holdiTH’- landv. hi the 0«-shxv’'’s •^Imre of the oroxnhiee. seenrine to them 
the rights they enjoyed under Ali Bahadur’s p*<)vernm('nt on condition of 
allepiancc and fidelity. The Ghiefs in ihe wi'steni portion of Bundel- 
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khniid weie treated as inde])endeiil , and treaties of friendsliip and alii-* 
Alice were forined with tlieni. 

All the soveieifin riphts of the Veshwa in Biindelkhand were finally 
ceded to the Bi itish (Toveninienl on the extinction of the Beshwa’s ])ower 
in 1817. 

Four of tlie Biindelkhand States, Jalaun, dhansi, Taitpnr and 
Khadi, lapsed to the British Government; and si\, rhirp-aon, Bnrwa, 
Tiroha, Biiairajjfhof:>;arh , Shahp-arh and Ban])nr, were confiscated, the 
four last named o/i account of the rebellion of llieir Ghiefs in 1857. The 
Ohief of Banjinr i\as the repiesentative of the oldest Bnnd(‘la line, whicii 
lost rhandeii, Tialitpiii*, Kurwai, and other distiicts to the Mahrattas 

Ther(‘ are twenty-two Stat(‘s in Biindelkhand of more or less im])ort- 
ance. Fntil 1888 Khaniadhana >\as imdnded in this Agency; but in tliat 
year its ^xditical supervision was tiansferriMl to the Besident at Gwalior 
(sa fiwalior). In 18fMJ the State of Baraundha or Pathar Kachhai', 
the Kstate of Taso, and the five so-called Kalin jar Ghanbe Jarirs 
(Paldeo, Taraon, Bhaisaunda, Pahra and Kanita Bajaula) were trans- 
ferred lo till' charge of the Political A^’ent, Ba^helkhand. I^he onl\’ 
States whi<h havi' formal treaties with the British Government are 
Orchha (fonmuly known also as Tehri), Datia and Samthar. The other 
diiefs hold tlieir territories under Sanads, and a!(‘ bound by Thrarnamas 
or (h*(*ds of fealty and obedience. 

All transit duties have been abolished at ditferent times in late years 
throughout Bundel kliand. ^Miere are no extiadition ajjieements with any 
of the States. Extradition is effected in accordance with the Extradition 
Act and the rules connected with it ; but there are recijiroiail arranfje- 
ments on certain matters, c.//., extradition, surrender of Police and 
Military deserters, service of Summons, etc., betwiMUi the States in 
Biindelkhand and certain other States in and outside Gentral India and 
aiijoinin^- Biitish Districts. 

The area of Bundelkliand is 10,18() sijuare miles, with a population, 
■Ki'ordino- to tlie Gensus of lf)!^l, of 1,200.785. 


(I).- LAPSED STATES. 


As already stated, four of the Biindelkhand States have lapsed to the 
British Government, namely Jalaun, Jhaiisi, Jaitpur and Khadi. 

1. flAnAUN. 

The Ghief who was in possession of Jalaun at the time of the Britisli 
occupation of Biindelkhand was Kana (lovind Ttao. He joined Shamslier

Bahiulur in liis hostility lo Iho British rtovornineiit, and liis territories 
were rnerefore occupied hy British troops. But on his subiuission his 
estates were restored (No. TV) io him in 180(1, with (he exception of Kalpi 
and a few villaf^es on the hanks of the Tninna. In 1817 lie was released 
(No. V) from the Irihiitt* and military servi(*e which (loverinnent had 
acquired a ricTit lo demand afler Ihe Peshwa had ceded to thein all his 
sovereign righls i?i Bundelkhaiid ; and he ceded (o (lovernment (he disli ict 
o( Kande and some villages in (lie pargana <»f (diurki. Nana (lovind 
Kao died in 182‘.2. and was succeeded hy his soir'Bala Bao Govind. Gn 
ti)e deatli of Bala Kao Govind in 18d2 without issue, his wid«)w adopted 
her hrotliei’, R.ao (Jovind Bao, on whose death in 1840 lh(‘ territoiN lapsed 
to tlie British (lovej'nment. 


2. JirANSi. 

The first Treaty (No. YT) with Thansi was made with Sheo Bao Bhao 
in 1804. lie was succeeded in 18ir> hy his grandson Bam (^hand Bao, 
with whom a n(‘w 'Pii'aty (No. A^ll) was made iii 1817, aftm* the Ihvshwa 
had (‘('ded his rights in Bundelkhand to the British GovauiiTnent. Bam 
(/hand Itao died childless in 1805: and, ;js the Treaty of 1817 was inter- 
preted as guaranteeing tin* inheritan(‘e of Jhansi not to the dc'scendant!* 
of Bam ('hand Bao only hut of Sheo Bao Bhao also, the su('c(*ssion of 
Baghunath Ihio, unch* of Bam Phand, was recognis(‘d. Tie also died 
without leaitinmte issue in 1808, T'he right of his hrother Gans,radhav 
Bao to the suc<‘ession was admitted; hut, owdng- to his incom])eten<'e, tin' 
direct mnnag<*ment of the State was retained hy the British Goveiannent 
The administration, however, was t ran shored to him in 1840, undei* condi- 
tions spoi’ificd i?] an Agreeimoit (No, VTll). Gangadhar B-ao died child- 
less in March 1850: and, as there was no male heir of any of the 
Ghiefs who had ruled Thansi since its first connection Avith the Britisfi. 
the State la.])sed to the British Government. 


0. Tattptjt?. 

Idle Jaitpur Bstate AA\as held hv ofu* of the descendafits of (^hhatarsal, 
Tht‘ first Sanad (No. IN) of the British Government was givofi to Ba}a 
Kesri Sifigh in 1812. On his death the estate descended to his son Pari- 
chat, who was de]iosed for rebellion in 1842. The EsState was then con- 
ferred on Diwan Khet Singh wdio as a desceiidant of Ghhatarsal, had 
advanced claim'< to the State (d' (^harkhari. On the death of Khe^ Siiigh 
in 1840 w^rthou^ male heirs, the Tail pur Tvstate lapsed to the Britisii 
Government. A descendanl of the family, tin* wddow' of Tliwiin Tail 
Singh (Mussamai Bani Dulaiya, nliax Baja Beti) receives a pension of 
Bs. 250 per mensem. 
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4. Khadi. 

Kha,di was a small granted X) ia 1(SU7 to Parsiuaiii, loader 

of a band of plunderers, with a view to the pacilioation of llio proviure t»f 
Huudel khaiid. Parsuram died in It was thou ruled that the f>‘raut 

was meiely for life, and the Ja^ir was aorordingly resumed.

The Kstate was oonfisfiated 
in ISoS tor the i(*hell ion oi its holder Surju Prasad, son of lhag Das, 
and in JStih it was included in the territories administered by the Chief 
(Jonimissionei* of the (Central Provinces. 

•I. SHAIKJAKII, 

Th is Kstate was confiscated for the rebellion of its ('hief in 1857. 
Raja Rakht Bali, the ex-(Miief, died at Bindraban in 1878. 

5. Ban^i'UK. 

This Kstate was claimed by Scindia as forming part of the (dianderi 
district con(|uei*(‘d by (pNalior in 1880. I'he claim was not admitted; 
but, after the confiscation of the Instate conse(|uent on the rebellion of 
its Chief in 1857, it was made over to Scindia under the arrangements 
connected with the Treaty of 1800. The ex-(8iief Baja Alardan Singli 
died at Muttra in 1879. The tTOveriiment of India granted allowances 
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lor the 8U])p()rt ol* his ji^^raiidson Biwiiii Nirblie Singh and his family. 
These allo^vaiiees Imve been eontimied in gradually decreasing amounts. 
At pjcseiit a ])ensi()n of Its. j)er nietiscin is enjoyed by a desceiidanl , 
Diwan Sawant Singh. 

b. TmoiiA OR KiRini. 

Aiurit llao of ^riroha was the son of Ihe J’eshwa Uaghoba. On Ihe 
fiiglil of Jlaji Kao to Kassein, llolkar wished to treat his flight as an 
abdication, and to pnt forward Ainrit Kao as liis siK't essor. The advan(‘e 
of the Kritish trooy)B on INtotni, however, defeated his ]>lans. Ainrit Kao 
opened a friendly corresjain deuce with the Hritish a iithorities, and an 
Ag*?eenieiJt (No. XI) was made in l<S0»b guaranteeing to him and to his 
son a pi'ovision of seven laklis of nip(‘(*s a year. Aiiiiit Kao at the same 
time abandoned his pretensions to the Peshw’aship. Ke selected Tiroha 
in Knndelldiand as liis residen(*e, wdiere a dagii* of Its. 4,t)91 was ci)n- 
ferred on him. Amrit Kao died in IS24, and w’^as succeeded by his son 
Vinayak Kao. t )n Vinayak Kao's death in 180,4 w’iihont issue, tlu‘ 
j)ension of seven lakhs ceased. He left twr) sons by adoption, IVarayan 
Kao and Madho Kao. TIh'sc joined in the reladlion in 183T, and their 
family estates were confiscated. Narayan Kao died a prisomo' at Tfazari- 
bagh in 18tJ(). Madho Kao was pardoned in consideration of his youth. 
He attained liis majority in IStJb, and was ])ermitted to draw the ])ro- 
vision of Ks. 40,000 a year which had been made for him. Tn 1874 a 
sum of Ks. 0(1,(100 was advanced to him for the purchase of landed prop- 
erty in Kareilly, the amount being deduct<‘d from the (*a])ital sum in- 
vestetl; in 1877 a similar transa<*tion was sanct i«)ji(‘d involving a fiuther 
advance of Ks. 4^i,000. The allowance payable to Madho Kao was thus 
reduced to Ks. 20,720 a year. Il(* was originally ])ermitted to reside at 
Kareilly a»ul to purchase lands there; hut about 1804 lie left Kandlly and 
settled at Keharghat in the Kulaiidshahr district, and in 1001 it was 
decided lliat there was no longer any reason for requiring him to reside 
in a s])ecified place.

Tlie only three Stales in Kuiid(*lkhaiid with which formal treaties have* 
been concluded by the Kritiah Government are Ordiha, Datia and Sam- 
thar, 

1. OttCHJiA. 

Orebba, wlnhdi w'as fomerly known also as O’ebri, is the oldest and 
bigbe.st in rank of all the Kundela States, and w^as the only State in 
Bimdelkluind whi( h was md bebl in subjection by the Ocslnva, though the 
Mahrattas severed from it tJie territory which formed the State of Jhansi. 
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Kud^^ p!*ala|i is said to have founded Orehha in 1501. }3ir Sino;li Deo 
(lG()r»-l()2fJ), wl)o was the fourili in sin-eession from him, is the most 
famous of the Onddia (Miief.s. Ifis son and suceessor Jujhar Sin^ll 
{ ]eh(‘lled and was «lis])ossessed oi his (.'liiefship, 1h(‘ Slate le- 
maininn- willmui a tallied' from In when Sliah Tahan resior(‘d 

ii to Valiar Siiif^li, anotluM- sem of Dir Sirij^h Deo. 

Sawant Sin^li ruled over the State from 1752 to 1705 and rereivtjd 
from Shall Alam, son of Alam (rir 11, a royal banner and the title of 
“ IVIahendra ” whieli is still lairne by the Oi-i hha (ybief. 

llaja Ilikramajit Mabendra., ebnenth in sueeession from Dahar Sin^li, 
was tlie riilinji^ (Jbief of Orehba when the Jlritish entered Bumhdkband, 
and a Treaty of fri(*ndship and defensive alliam e (Xo. ^11) was eoneluded 
with him on th(‘ 2f‘b(l December 1812. T'his (diiel ioiinally abdicated in 
lavour of his son Dbaiam Ihil ; but, on the death of the latter without 
issue, Dikiamujit again assumed the government of his State, lie died 
in 182,4, and was succee(b‘d by his brother 4’ej Singh, who died in 1841, 
having- previously adopted his cousin’s son, Sujan Singh. Siijan Singh's 
light was disimicMl by the lairai Itani, the widow of Dbaram Pal, wln^ 
claiuM'd the right to ado])t a siiccessoi to the State. The pretensions of 
the Larai Itani led to serious disturbaiiees ; but, as llie adoption of Sujan 
Singh was aeknow'ledg(*d by the British (iroveruinent and acipiieseed in 
l»v the ii(*ighb()uring (Mnets, (lovm-nmeiit ('slaldisluMl Sujan Singh in the 
sueei'ssion and ap[)()inted the Bani as regent till ht‘ attained his majoiily. 
Sujan Singh died a lew month,', attei- h(‘ had nniehed bis majority. On 
bis d(‘atli bis widow was permitted, with the* adviei' of tb(‘ priiieipai 
Buiubda (diiefs, to adopt Ilamii- Singh, a c(dbiteral relation of tin* family 
and then a minor. 

The Maliaraja, of Oiehba loinierly paid a tribute of Bs. «», ()()() |(, 
Jhaiisi for tJie dagii ot ’Ferauli. 'J'his jiayment ])assed to lli<‘ Miitish 
OoverniiHuii on (lit* lajisc* ot Jbansi, but was remitted as a reward tor the 
services ot the Maliaraja in 1807. Tlie islimrari revenue of the village 
of Mohanjiur, amouniiug to Bs. 200, was remitted at the same time. 

In I8(i2 tlie Buler of ( tichha leceiNod a Saiiad of Ado])tion (No. 
XI 11): and in 1807 was granted a jiermaiieni salute of 15 guns. 

The Larai Bani died in 1807, shortly after llamir Singh had been 
invested with the admiuisiration of bis State. llamir Singh died in 
March 1S74. Ills younger bj-other Bratap Singh was recognised as his 
successor, and a British otlicer \%as temporarily deputed to supervise the 
administration of the Stnt(‘. Pra(a]» Singli was ontiusted with the 
o-overnmtMit in dune 1874, and the British oflici'r was witlidrawn iu May 
?870. 

All transit duties w^ere abolished in the Orehha State in 1880, and the 
fact was notified in the Gazeile of India.

In 1882 Maharaja Praiap Singh was granted the hereditary title of 
Sawai, and in 188(> that of Saraniad-i-llajaha-i-Bundelkliand or First 
of the Princes of Hundelkhand. 

The Maharaja’s eldest son Paja Baliadur Bhagwunt Singh died in 
1920; and his se(*<)nd sou, Kao llaja Sawant Singh, was adoj)ted by the 
Chief of liijawar wdioni, with th(‘ sanrdion of Coverninent, he succjecdod 
in 1899, after renouiicuig all possihJt* liiluju* < laiius to the Oicidia State*. 

In 1884 the Maharaja juade over land free of cost foi* the Jhansi- 
Manikpnr State Kailway (now the (treat Indian Jh*ninsula). vSubsequent- 
ly he claimed compensaiion whicli, in tin* special circnmsiaiK'es of tin* 
ease, the Government of India paid. Civil and criminal jurisdiction in 
the lands acquired for the railway was ceded (JNo. XiV) by the Maharaja 
in 1888. 

In 1887 the name of the capital of tlie State was changed trom 
“ Tehri ** to “ Tikamgarh,” and the State and the Darbar were ofticially 
styled “ Orchha,” thus avoiding the fmmer confusion with the Tehri (or 
Garhwal) State in the United Provinces. 

Vrior to 1909 the village of l)adj)ura had escaped actual incorporation 
with any of the States or Jagirs in Humh'Ikhand or with the Jhansi 
District. This omission vvu.-^ discovered in 1908: and Orchha, Dhurwai 
and Tori Fatehpur each laid claim to the village. It was decided in 
1911 that it was de[)endent on the Orchha Darhar, to whom it W'as accord- 
ingly transferred. 

For the coiistnict ion of the DhaKwan wcii oi tlie Petwa (hnial the 
United Provinces Goveinmcnt. in 1915 acquiied from tin* vStatc,*, on pay- 
ment of compmisation jind under certain other conditions, tin* land ol 
the Kaikigarh island in the Hetwa Hiver. 

In connection with tin* constinciion of the Paliari Pesf*rvoir in 
the Dhasan Hiver the Pnited Provinces Canal Dep.irtnient acquired in 
1915 an area of approximatclv 298 acies <d‘ State land nndei an Agiee- 
ment (No. XV). 

In January 1920 the Maharaja acipiired from Kampfa Pajaula, a 
Tagir in Raghelkliand, a ]>lot of land for the const rnclion of a temple. 

Mahara ja Prat a]) Singh died on the Jtrd March 19.‘10 and was 
succeeded by his grandson tbe pi’esent Maharaja Vir Singh, born in 

1898. 

The area of Orchha is about 2,080 square miles; the population, by 
the Census of 1921, 284,9-18; and the revemn* about fen lakhs of rnjiees, 
but about one-half of this amount is alienated to relations of the (^hief 
and others. 
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The military forces consist (1926) of 130 Cavalry, 500 Infantry and 
100 Artillery men, with 50 serviceable and 40 unserviceable guns. 

2. Datia. 

Dniia was in oi igin an oft'shoot ol Orchlia, as regards both the State 
and tile family ot the Chief. Bhagwaii Kao, a son of Kir Singh Deo of 
Orchha, received it and Keroni from his father in 1626. The territories 
of Datia came under the supremacy of the British Government with the 
other territories in Bundelkhand ceded by the Pcshwa under the Treaty 
of Bassein (see Vol. VII, The IVshwa).' llie first Treaty with Datia 
was concluded with Kaja Parichhat on the 15th Marcdi 1S04 (No. XYT). 
A tier the dejiosition of the Peshwa in 1817, a tract of land on the 
east of the river Sind was added to Datia as a reward for the attach- 
nienl of the Kaja to the British Government, and a new Treaty, dated 
the .‘list July 1818 (No. NVII), was made with him. Kaja Parichhat 
died in 1830 without issue, having jireviously adopted a foundling, Bije 
Bahadur, whose succession was recognised. 33ie succession of Bije 
Bahadur was opposed by Diwan Madan Singh of Beroni, a collateral 
branch of Parichhat’s family, on the grounds of coTisanguinitv and an 
(dd agreement that, in tlie event of the Datia Chief dying* without male 
heirs, the suciiession would lie in the Beroni family. But, as Govern- 
ment had already recognised the adoption of Bije Bahadur, and as the 
country was fairly governed and the succession was agreealde to the 
peo])le, the claims of the Beroni family wer<‘ set aside. Th(‘ Thakur of 
Beroni also endeavoured to obtain a recognition of the distinct tenure 
of his Tagir in independence of the Chief of Datia, hut in this he did 
not succeed. 

Bije Rahadur, who died in 1857. left an illegitimate son, Arjun 
Singh, but was succeeded by his ado])ted son Bhawani Singh, who was 
born ill 1845. Tu cotiso(] nonce of disturbances caused by tbe advocacy 
of tlic claims of Arjun Singh, who was sujiported by tlic Kani Kegcnt, 
Arjun Singh was removed from Datia. Subsequently a rcladlion was 
laiscd by the Kani and her followers, who seized the fort of Seonda. 
7'lie fort was reduced hv a British force, the chief rebels weie scuitenced 
to imprisonment for life in the fort of Chunar, and the Kani was placed 
under close surveillance. The claims f)f the Beroni branch of the 
family to the succession were again brought forward and rejected in 
1861. Tn October 1861 Captain Thompson was defiuted to Datia on 
special duty, and was not withdrawn till tlie young Chief was invested 
with ruling powers in May 1865. Arjun Singh died at Nowgong on 
the 30th September 1887. 

Tn 1862 all transit duties were abolished in Datia. 

Tn the same year the Kuler of Datia received a Sanad of Adoption 
(see No. XIII). ' 
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Ill August 1S(.)0 the (ioveruiueiji of liicliu decided that in future the 
Chief ol Datiu should lie railed Aluharaja, and in January 1877 the 
hereditary tiile of liukendia (A'o. XN'lll) was bestowed on him. 

In 1807 the Kuler of Dalia was gfianted a. permanent salute of 15 guns. 

In 1871) the Alahaiaja eiiteied into an Agreeiueiit (AJo. XiX j re- 
garding llie niaiiufaclui<‘, import and expoit of salt; and prohibiting 
the export oi bJiang, ganja, spirits, opium, oi‘ other intoxicating drug, 
or piepa ration llieieol, by routes l)arred liy the inland customs line. In 
considmation ol the loss Jk‘ would sustain by tin's agreement, it was 
arrang<‘d tliat he slionid receive* Ks. 10,000 a year. The ]>rohibiti()n 
regaiding tJie impoi l oi salt was tentatively Avii lidi awn in 1881, and has 
not \ et l)(*(‘n r(‘-iniposed. 

In I88‘J a (juestion of much imjiortaiu'e to the* Stale, wliicdi ha<l been 
pending bn* many years, was <h*cidf‘d. It. jelat«*rl to tlie devolution of 
sliaies in tlie lleroni Jagir. 'I’lie main point involved was the origin 
ol tliis ('state, and it was d(*tinitely rub'd that the Jagir was a grant 
enlii('l\ indcjiendent of Datia, inadi* fiom Delhi, and that the iMaharaja 
could not th(*r('b)i(* claim to stand in the sann* ri'lation to H(*roni as h<’ 
might to jagiidars holding limit*!* a grant fiom his Stall*, though the 
'riiakuis ninst la* considt'ted as ptditically subordinati' to Datia. In lOtfJ 
the (ton c'ltiment ol India i<*-allirmed th(*ir dt'cision that in matt(*r*s ol 
succi'ssion Ib'Toni is not subjt*ct to Datia, and that succt'ssion to shari*s 
in the lb*i*oni lOstati* must be according to llu* !ul(*s of Hindu Law; 
this decision, how<‘v<*i*, in no way atfccts the gcnt'ial suhoi-dinat ion (d' the 
Bernni Thakuis to the Datia State. 

In 188 l’ tilt* Alaliaiaja ceded land bu the Hetwa. (’anal, rt‘e(*iving 
p*aynu*nt toi* the aiea ac(juii(*d. In 1888 an Agrt*(*m(‘nt (Xo. X .\ ) was 
nt*gotial(*d belwi't'ii ( biv (*inm<*nt and tin* Darbai* regaiding (*essiou ol 
juiisdict ion and oth<*r matt(*rs conn(*cted with the ('anal. 

In 1888 the Maharaja ce(b*d (No. XXI) (*ivil and ciiminal juiisdic- 
tion ill the lands which had l)(‘(*n ac((uired in 1884 in the Datia Stati* 
foi* the present (ir<*at Indian Peninsula Railway. A (juestion of com- 
jiensation aros(*, similar to that Avhicli was disi'ussed in the cas(* of 
()r(*hha; but the Alahaiaja (b*clined to r(*cel\e any jiaynu'Ut from (lovein- 
nu'iit tor tin* land he had inadi* over for the railway. 

The Daibai* has ado])t(*d British currency as the sole l(*gal tendei 
for all traiisai t ions in the Statt*, and iepoi*t(*d that the woi-k of conversion 
had b(*<*n coni|di*t(*d on the 9lh January 1004. 

Mahal aja Bhawani Singh di(*d in August 1007 and was sm eei'dt'd by 
his ">on, tin* |)r(’s(*nt Mahaiaja IjoKiuidra (Jovind Singh Balmdur 
Owing to maladministration the Afjiharaja w'us teinjiorarily depiived of 
hia powers in 1011, and the luliniiiistration was carried on, under the 
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Palitical Agent’s ronirol, })y a JJiwan {ij)[>ointe<l by the (jlovernmenl 
ot‘ India. 

Itestricted power.s were given le the Maharaja in and full 

administrative powers were lestored to him in .1916. 

Iji I9()H the Stat(‘ entered into an Agreement with tin*- United l*ro- 
\inees (io\ernnient in jespeet of the closuie on eeiiain e-onditi^m^ of 
ihe licjuor and drug slio])s in the State village lhiud) i. 

d'In* lmp(‘rial J*os1al Dejiai inoMit took over tlie postal arrajigenient> 
(d' Ihe Stale in 19!2], since when a free grant of Service Poslage Slainps 
(d‘ the fac(‘ value of Its, 5,1)00 is made annually to the State. 

The Maharaja of Datia pays to Scindia, through the British Govern- 
ment, its. 15,000 (Xanak Shahi currency) on accotint of the ])ajgana of 
iS a digaom

8. Samtiiar. 

The State of Sanithar was once a part of the Datia State. About 
1785 Baja India jit Singh of Datia granted titular honours to Naune 
Shah’s son Mudan Singh Gujar, who was at the same time niad( 
Kilahdai' of the Samthav Fort Later, a Tagir of five villages was 
giaided to Madan Singh’s son Devi Singhj and from tin's Jagir the 
present State of Samtluir developed. When the British entered the 
province, Hnja Baiijit Singh, son of Devi Singh, re(|uesled to he taken 
into the friendship and ])i‘otection of the British Government: l)ni m 
definite arrangement was made till 1817, when a Treaty (No. XXTl) 
was eoinduded with him. 
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Kan jit SingJi died in 182 •, and was succeeded by bis son, Hiudupat. 
In 1858 the Kaui was allowed to administer the State as Kegent, the 
Raja being of unsound mind. 

In 1862 the Ruler of Samthar received a Sanad ol' Adoption 

(No. XXlll). 

IJindupat had two sons, (Jlihatar Singh and Arjun Singh, the latter 
of whom was commonly known ns Ali Bahadur. In 1864 (Jlihatar Singh, 
hnving attained his majority, asserted his claims to rule the State, and 
they weie recognised by the Goveinment of India. 

In 1865 the jiargana of Amra, roughly equivalent to a quarter of tlve 
Slate, was assig-ned to tin* Rani for the maintenance of herself, lier 
hushand and her younger son. The Rani died in 1880; but (he arrange- 
ments wen* not distuibed, the assignment of the Amra pargana con- 
tinuing foj tin* suppoit of Ali Bahadur and the (*x-(6ii(‘f. Tn 188^1, 
owing to inconvt‘niences caused by Ali Bahadur’s management, the 
pargana of Anna was restored to Sandbar: and the detached \dlage 
of Sami, as well as cash allowances, were assigned for the maintenance 
of Ali Bahadur and his faiher, who wane directed to \acat«' tl»e Amra 
foil as Hxm as siiitalile ai'coniinodat ion hud hei'ii provid(*d for lh(‘ni at 
Saim. 

In iS67 Ihe Ruler of Saintliar was gra,n(t‘d a j)erman(‘nl -alulc nf 
11 guns. 

In 1S6S the claims oi the Slate to an uTiiiual payment ot Rs. 780, 
formerly mad(* to it h\ the dhans; villages of Manikjmia and IVandjmra, 
were admitt<*d; and in full satisfaction of th(*m tin* village ol Sajaiini 
ill the Jalaun districi was t ransfi'iicd to Sanithar. 

In 1872 all tiansil dues wore abolished in Sanithar lerritory. 

In connection with the general sthome for the equalisation ot salt 
duties, aai Agt(‘<‘ment (No. A XIV) was made with (dihatar Singh in 
1870. By tills h<* umleitook to contioJ the manufacture, import, transit, 
and taxation of salt, and was allowed in return an annual supply free 
of cost of -iOO niaunds of salt tor consunqil ion witliin fiis State, iiic 
agn‘cuu*nt also prohibited the expoit of all intoxicating dings, prepara- 
tions and spirits by all routes and in all dir<‘ctions barred bv tin* inland 
customs line. In 1884 tliis agreement was revised (No. X XY) : and 
tile State* now reciives Rs. 1,450 annually in lieu of the sujijdy of salt 
mentioned Jihove ; while tlie restrictions contained in the .\gf.‘emcnt of 
1870 relative to the inquirt, export and transit of salt weie tentatively 
withdiaw n, and have not yet been re-imposed. 

Tn 1882 (dihatar Singb ceded land for the construction of the Beiwa 
Canal, and was])aid compensation. In 1888 an Agreement (/tee No. XX) 
was negotiated reg^arding cession of jurisdii'tioii and other matters con- 
nected with the Canal. 
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III ISSS Chliatar Singli (eded (No. XXVI) cii'inhial and civil 
jurisdictinii in tlie lands wliicli liad l»ecn ar(][nired in 1884 for flic j)reseTit 
Great Indian Peninsula Pailway. finest ions as to eoin]>ensati<)n arose 
similar to those in Oichtia and Daiia, and the (TOV(*rnment of India 
sanctioned the payment of com])ensation ; hut (dihJiatar Sino-h declined to 
accept it. 

MMn* e\-(Miief, llindnj>at, <lled al Sami in 18{)(l, Tlavinj*- ic^aid to 
tin* length of' time which had (‘lajjsed sirna* (dihatar Sing liad hec'ii 
dc lar.lu riih'r of the State, the Government of India ife(‘ided that theja* 
was no n(‘cessity for the foiinal recognition of his succession. 

Chhatar Singh di(*d on tlu* Jtith J luie ISJhi, and was succeeded 
hy tin* pi(*s(*nt Puh*!’, his eldest son Hir Singh ])('o, who was horn oB 
the 8th Nov(*m]»er I8f)5. Gn the 1st Tanuary 18f)S the title of Maharaja 
was conferred (m Pa (a Pir Si?igh Deo as a p(*rsonal distinction. 

In 1005 a canal telegraph lim* was op(*nefl along the lletwa Canal, 
a ])ortion of which runs throu<rh the S;iinthai‘ State territory.

In 181)2 tin* Samtliar State was h(*ld liable to the |)ay7m'nt ol nazaiana 
at the rate ol a (|Uaiter ol a year’s net i-e\e7>\ie on diiect suc«‘<‘ssions, a))d 
half a \ ear’s net re\(*nue on successions by adoption; l>\il at tin* l)(*llii 
Ass(‘mblage ol 1877 the obligation to pay nazai'ana on direct successions 
was lernittc'd : and at the (5»ronation Darbai of 1011 all Nazarana levies 
were abolished. 


(fV).- STATES HETd) UNDKP SANADS. 

Of the rlass of Chiefs who hold their States under Sanads and ai(* 
bound by Tkrarnamas, or deeds of allegiance, th(*re w^ere twa'iity-six in 
Pundelkhand but seven of these were transferred to Paghelkhand in 
1800. Of the twenty-.six Chiefs eight are descendants of Paja 
Chhatarsal. Chhatarsal had twenty-tw'o legitimate aiid thirty illegi 
timate sons. Four only of the former had ofFsy>ring, namely, Padam 
Singh, Tlirdt* Sah, lagat Itai and Pharti Chand. Chhatarsal divided* 
his ]>ossessions Ix'tween Paji Pao Peshwa and his two sons. Hirde Sail 

* The Peslnva’s share eonsisterl of the distriet.s of Kalpi, Pattn, Kaii^or, Thansi. 
8iron,i, (Jana, (lai liak<»la, and Ttinlenacjar. 

TTirfle Sah’s share as helonjrinc to tin* senior line under the name of the Rai 
of Panna. emhr.aeed the districts of Panna, Kalinjar, Amha, Shah^arh. etc. 

To Jagat under the name of the Raj of Jaitpur, were allotted Bhonagarh. 
Banda, Ajaigarh, Jaitpur, Charkhari, etc. 
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and Jap:ai Raj. The dissensions in the family, however, broke up the 
possessions of the two sons into a niiniher of small States, and prepared 
the nay for their eonquest by AH Bahadur. On the death of Ali 
Hahadur, at which time actual ])ossession formed the basis of the engage- 
ments between the British Government and the Chiefs of Bundelkhand, 
the following States were held by the descendants of Chhatarsal : — by 
t)ie descendants of his second son, TTirde Sah, the vStates of Banna and 
liiJgasi ; bv th<' descendants of his third son, Tagat Raj, Hie States of 
Charkhari, Bijawar, Ajaigarh, Sarila and Jaitpur; the State of Tigni 
hy a grandson r)f his eldest son, Badatn Singli; and the State of Taso 
hy a great-grafidson of Bharti Chand, the fourth son. The State of 
Beri was held hy a deseendant ()f Tagat Raj in the female line. Besides 
these* State's hedd by a<*tual <lese*en<lanis of Cbbaiarsal, tbe following 
States were formed out of tbe territories over wbieb be ruled : Cbbatarpur. 
Baraundba, tbe Kalin jai- Cbaube Tagirs, Bibat, AHpura. Gaurihar, 
Kaigawan Ri'bai and GarrauH. 

A fundannnitnl principle in tbe arrani»ements made by tb(‘ Britisb 
Governme'iit in Bunde'lUbnnd was originally declared to be tbe confirm- 
ation of tbe Chiefs of that ]m»vince in ibe possession of smdi ])arts of 
their aiicie'iit territorial liylit as iK'ri' held umbu* Ali Bahadur’s govi'rn- 
me*nt, snb’ps t tee the* conditions of tlM'ir allegianeM* and fidelity to tbe 
Britisb power; their r(‘nouiicing all views of future aggrandizenn'iit ; and 
tli(‘i7- aband(»iiing such parts of Ali Bah.adni’s comiuesfs as had been 
ac(jnirt*d hy them subsc(|uently to his d(*ath. Tt ivas also resolved to 
form sirTangt'inents with some buiders of ])lundering bands who were 
noi b(*i'('dit aiw Chiefs, but whose hostllitv was dirc*cted soleB' to the 
objeef of (d)tainini»' subsistence, and to grant tbeni some feiritmy with 
}i vieu’ lo Hie pacificafion of the countn'. Af Hvsl if was the polici' of 
trovenmient to leave the pi'ot<*ction of th(*ir l(*Tritories to tlie Child’s 
thenisel\ (*s, and to exact no fiibute or revenue from tlu'Tn. In several 
of the engagements exeentod in 1805 and 1800 it wxas therefore distinctly 
stipulated that the (Hiiefs should renounce all claims to the aid and 
proit'ction of Government. Experience, howev(*r, soon showinl the 
necessity of de])artino- from this principle, and of declaiing the 
Biindelhhand Chiefs to be subordinate to, and dependi'nt on, tbe Britisb 
Government. But it was not tbe intention of Government to establish 
its laws and regubilions in tbe States of these Chiefs; and In remove 
all doubts on this subject, these vSfates w^ere declaii'd bv Rognlation 
XXTT of 1812 to be exempt from tbe operation of tbe general regula- 
tions and from tbe jurisdiction of tbe ciAul and criminal ('ourts. Tbe 
particular r lauses of tbe engagements made wn’tb tbe Cliiefs, which imply 
a right of jurisdiction on tbe part of GovernmoMt, have been ii^cneially 
understood to conA^ey excliisiAelA" a right of political inrisdictiou, that 
is to say, a right io interfere for llie seltliuuent of disputed claims, 
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(liffereiires and disputes of any kind, jio< througli the cLaiinel ot the 
courts of justice, hut through the ag‘(*ncy of ihe i ejnestuitative of llie 
British Governnient in Bundelkhand, 

l^he engagenients mode with the States held uiidei- Sanods are neailv 
oil alike. I'hey declare ^'enerally that the territory was r(*ceived hv 
cession from the Peshwa and annexed to the British dominions, hat thai 
the States of tlie riiiefs w(‘re continued to them fioni motives of justice, 
henevoleTice, and good faith ; they hind the Thiefs to implicit suhmission, 
loyalty, and attachment to the British Government; they re(jiiir(* them 
to fyovein well; to i!>cr(‘ase the cultivation of lh(‘i]- territories and make 
the ryots contented; to deliver up crimina*! refugees; to s«>ize thieves and 
!f)]d)eTS and mak(‘ them ovei to th(‘ British (io' (Momcnl . '^I’hey an' liahh' 
to such control, not inconsistent with their <'ngagemeiits, as the British 
( lovi'i'nment mav se(* fit to e\errdse, and the rights and powei s of ihe 
rhi(‘fs are limited to s\ich as have* In't'ii e\]uessly confe!r(‘d. Hiosc' 
riiii'fson whom special ])o\vers liad not h(*en (onfc'rred wen' ohligc'd to 
refei all h(*in<uis cast's, in\ ol\ ing st'ntt'Uce of th'ath oi t lansportatioii or 
lm])ristmment Tor lift', tt» tht' local tdficers td' tlu' l»ritish (loNernmt'nt ; 
hut in 1!)‘J1 all t)l’ tlu'in u lit) (‘n jt»\t‘d a salutt' ('\cept Ajaigarh, 
receivt'd Sanads (No. ^XXA^I) t'lnptjwt'ring tht'm to dispose t)f all 
ciiminal cast's except thost‘ against Ihiiopeans, Amt'ricaiis and Gttvern- 
ment servants, Mihjt'ct to t he ctnttlit ion that pt*rsons st'iilt'iict'd tt) death, 
transj>o]tatit)n or inipidsotunent lor lift* shtuild he givt'n ('\t‘ry facilitv 
tt) ])i'est‘nl a pt'tition ft)r merc\ tt> the Aoent to tin* Gov(*n»t>r-Gt‘neral. 
Ajaigarh Tt'eeivt'd a similar Sanad in 1025. 

All transit dutit's have heen aholished in the Bundt'lkhand States at 
different dates during the last fifty-seven years, the fjholition heiTig 
risirally notified in tht* Gazcil v of 1 lulin . ;is in tlie case t)f t)rchha in I8S0. 

It is extremely difficult to esfiniatt* the revenm* t)f the Bundt'lkhand 
States, owing to the prt'vailing ])rat'tice of giving largt* tracts of land 
on st'ivict* tenure, instt'ad of collecting tin* levenue and paving; cash 
foi service. Xoiu' t)f the Bundelkhand Phiefs pa^■ tiihute in resnect 
of the whole of their States; hut three, namely Gharkhari, Ajaigarh and 
Bilmt, do so for certain villages or districts. Ohe total amount of tiihutt* 
paid annuallv hy th(*se three Rtates is T?s. 10,007-5-0. Banna pavs a 
quit-rent of Bs. 0,055 (q.r.). fBor a list of those payments see Intro- 
duction to Ahd. IT). 

1. Banna. 

The Banna Ghiefs are descended hy hlood from tlie Orchha house. 
During the anarchy that followed the death of luihar Singh, Ghampat 
B,ai, a grandson of Ddot Singh, hrother of Madhukar Sah, Baja of 
Gi-chha, hrohe off all relations xvlth Orchha and hecame tin* rei'ognised 
leader of the Bundelas, Di« sen Ghliatarsal a<-(]U!red much tei'rifory 
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east of the Dliasan river nnd founded Panna. On his death his posses- 
sions Avere divided, tlie town of Panna falling to his senior son Hirde Sah, 
who thus heoanie the first Paja of Panna. 

When tlie British entered Ihuidelkhaud, Kaja Kishore Singh, sixth 
in sneeession from Birde Sah, who was then a minor of about 12 or IrS 
y*‘ars, was the Chi<‘f in possessimi of Panna, whirh was then in a 
most disorganised condilion. A Saiiad (No. XXVTT) was eoriforred 
upon him in 1S()7 on tiis subscribing a deed of allegiaTice. This 
Sanad eonfirTiied him in tlie ])ossession of 802 J villages and three 
parganas. Many <d the villages imdiuled in the Sanad \sere, however, 
in tlie poss(‘Ssion ol men \n ho had wrested tlunn from the Paja and 
refused to give tlunn up: but with the aid of the British (lovernment 
he reeoven'd not only th<‘S(*, bnt manv other villages not entered in 
the Sanad. A fresh Sanad (No. XXVTIT) was therefore gianted to 
him in 1811, b\ which he lercdved in perpi'tnity 1,808?, A'illages. 

The oppressive' <-ondiirt. of Paja Kishore Singh forced Ihe British 
frovernmont on several oreasions to interpose. Tn 1828 he ontrnsted the 
management of his State lo Knar Pratap Singh of ChhatarpuT for fonr 
years, and the engagement was guaranteed hy the Britisli Govern merit, 
Bnt Ix'fore the <*nd of tin* pt'riod the conduct of Kishore Singh led to his 
expulsion from Panna, and tin* a]ipoiiitment of his son TTarharis Pni as 
P('g(‘nt. Kishore Singh died in (‘\ih‘ in 1884. flarhans Pai, having no 
children, was smccedc'd, in 1841) hy his hrother Nirjiat Sing-h ; hut tin' 
succt'ssioii of Nirpat Singh was not ackm)wledg*ed hv the British 
Goveniment till h(‘ had issued orders for the prohihition of xtrti 
tlij’oughout the T’aiuia State. 

For his services in the mntinv Nirpat vSingh received, among other’ 
rewards, a kfiilat of the value of Ps. t?0,00t); hut in 18^2, in consequence 
of his resisting the s(*ttlement of houmlary disputes, he. had to be warru'd 
of tbe terms of allegiam-e on wbicli he held his State. 

Tn 18()2 the Puler of Thmna received a Sanad of Adoption (No. 
XXTX). 

Tn I8b8 Nirpat Singh ceded certain lands requir-ed for* railwav pur- 
poses (No. XXX). 

Tn 18fi7 the Puler of Panna was granted a permanent salnti' of 
1 1 guns. 

Xirpat Singh n'ceived in 18(>7 a Sanad (No. XXXT). conferring 
iiooii him, under e(‘itairi conditions, snprerne erimirral jurisdiction 
within his territories: it was specified, however, that tlie powers thus 
granted acre not necessarily ti’ansmissihle to his successor’s. Tn 18fif) 
the title of Malreridar was conferred on him hy a Sanad (No. XXXTl) 
in recognition of his 1 oval tv to the British Government. This title 
was made hereditary in 1875, 
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Maharaja Nirpat Singh, whose liberality in alleviating the distress 
which prevailed in Hundelkhand in 18()9 had met with the marked 
approval of (lovernmeut, died in dune ]«S70, and was succeeded by his 
(ddest son, Kndru l^ratap Singh. 

In 1887 supreme jurisdiction, under certain conditions, was con- 
ferred on Mahara ja Jtudra Pratap Singh by a Sanad (No. NXA’llI), it 
being laid down, as in tlie Sanad granted to Nir])at Singh, that the 
powers w(‘je not necessarily tiansmissible to his successors. In Eebiuary 
1891 it was riib'd that tliis Sanad had no a])pJication to any ciiminjd 
c.a.s(‘ in \\hi<‘h the jxusfui uccusimI, or ajiy one of tlie ])(‘rsons a(‘.cuscd, 
is a European llritisli subject or of Kuropean oi* American nationality. 

In 189‘{ itudra Prataj) Singli died, and was succeeded by his 
brothel- Diwan Jjok))a] Singh, on wliom snprtune criminal jurisdiction 
was conferred under the usual conditions by a Sanad in 1896. In 1898 
Lokpal Singh died, and was succeeded hy liis only son IVladho Singh. 

Idle Saagor-Katni Hailway, for which land in tlie Paijinr Pai’gana 
lia<l been ceded fr(‘(‘ of <ost in I89tl, was (»[)en(Ml on tlie 1st January 
1899. Full lights of civil and criminal jurisdiction, wliich had been 
originally cech'd in lS9(i, w(*rc also conceded in tlie revised form in 
July 1899 (No. NNXIV). 

Ill IflOt? ^Tadlio Singh was di'posed foi conijilicily in Die d('ath of liis 
UTicl(\ Kliuman Singh, by poison, lie was interned at Jlellary in the 
Madras I’r(*si<lency, with a suitable alloivanc(‘ for his sup])ort. He was 
succeeded on the LdlDi June 19()‘.2 by his first cousin Yudvendra Singh, 
Kliuman Singh’s (ddest son, who was horn in 181)8. During the minority 
of Yadvf'iidra Singli tin* administration ot the Stall* wois vested in a 
Diwan and Oouncil supeiwised hv the Ihiliticjil Agent. 

In 1900 a l(*ase of the Darhor’s cxcisi* rights in (*t‘rtain isolated 
outl\ ing A'illages situated wholly in tin* Danioh District was granted to 
tlic Pentral Piovincos Administration. In 1910 and 1910 further 
agrcemeiiU l)(*twt‘(Mi the Oo\ eminent of the Pentral Provinces and the 
Paiinii Stat(’ wore entered into restricting- the yirodiiction, sale, etc., of 
country spiiit, opium and hemp drugs in Die villages of TTrla and 
Papeti and hnisiiig Die excise riglits in cejtaiii island villages of the 
State. 

For the Ken Canal land was ceded in 1900, on ])aynient of the usual 
compensation, and in 1908 the State entered into an Agreement 
(No. XXXV) regarding jurisdiction and *ither matters connected with 
the w'orking of tlie Canal. 

Maharaja Yadvendia Singh was invested witli full ruling powders 
on the IDi Fehriiary 1915. In 1921 a Sanad (Xo. XXXAM) (inferring 
hereditary extended judic ial powers Avas granted to him.

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In 1921 lilt* linporial Postal Department agreed to take over the 
whole of tlie Postal arrangements in the State, and tlie Darhar were 
given a free supply of Serviia* Postage Stam])s for State eorres]>oml* 
enee of the face valii(‘ of Its. 9(M) a year. 

The area of Pauna is about 2,59(» square miles; tlie pojmlation, 
liy the Census of 1921, lf)7,t;00; and the revenue about Its. 10,()8,299. 
A small and fluctuating revmiue is also derived from the diamond mines 
near Panna. The Maharaja pays a quit-rent of Its. 9,95^ on the districts 
«d Sheora j|)iir and Aktohan.

Diwan Dhirai Singh, g*randson of Hirde Sah, was in jiossession of 
seven v ill ages during the governnuMit of (he Pundela Paias and also 
during the period of Ali Bahadur’s authoiitv. .\ftm the establishment 
of the Biitish riovernment he was maintained In ]>o^session, and oti 
(he 9th Decendiei' ISOS ri'ceived a Sanad fl'Co. XXXA^IT) aftei executing 
the usual deed of allegiance. 

Tn consequence of the infirmities of age Dbiraj Siiigh, in 1S14, re- 
quested ])er.mission to abdicate in favour of his second son Sardar Singh, 
in preference to his eldest son Padam Singh, who four years befori* had 
ridielled against him, and had only submitted befoie a delachment of 
British (roo])s, and on receiving a separate assignment of hind for his 
support. This was sanctioned on condition of Padam Singh being ])('rma 
nently secured in his jagir. In o?*der that he might not be driven bv his 
necessities to any despenite steps in asserting his claim (o the sm'ces- 
rtloii. It was not considered necessary to issue a new Sanad (o Sardar 
Singh. Dhiraj Singh died in 1819. 

During the mutiny of ISbJ half the villages f»f liUgasi wer<* laid waste 
bv the rebels in consiquence of llir fidelity of Sardai Singh tn (he British 
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Government. Tn rewjird for liis services Snrdar Siiipfli received a jap;ir 
of Rs, 2,000 a year, and n kliihit worth Rs. 10,000. The privile^»e of 
adoption, accorded io him n1 ilie same lime, was snl»se<|uenlly <‘onfirmed 
ill 1802 by a Sanad (N<». XXXVTII) <»;ran<ed to his sm cessor. 

Sardar Sin^-li died in 1800, and was sncct‘ed(Ml by his j^randson ITlia 
Sin^li, bis son, Murat Sinp^h, bavinp died previously, llira Sinpb 
enpaped In 1802 (IVo. XXXTX) to kec]) <*lear roails Ihrouph llie jimples 
in the japir which was pranted to bis prandfather. ^Phis apreement was 
in 1873 modified to the extent that <*erlain Rabliel ” land in tlie villape 
of Dhaukhra M'as restoied to the japirdar, as it was cult ui able ; whib' he, 
cm bis pai't, provided 000 biphas of prass land in Haral Snr<‘rl f<M‘ the 
horses of Ihe cavaliy lepiment <|*>arteiod at Nr»wponp. FTira Sinpb died 
In 1872, and was sncce(‘ded bv his son TThel Sinph, with ih(‘ hereditaiv 
title of Taiwan. On the latter’s death In 1002, his (ddest son Ohhatrapati 
Slnpb succ(*eded. He die<l on the ^>0tb Novembei* 1017 and was succeeded 
hv his infant son Rliopal Siuph, born on the 31st October 1010. Durinp 
bis minority the administration of the Japdr is under the supervision of 
the Apency.

In the interval debts had 
heeii liijuiilated to the exti'iit ot sevmal lakhs, and a substantial cash 
balance ai'cuuiiilated in the State treasurii's; the succession na.zara.na had 
been paid h\ the State to (loveinmenl and hv the Thakurs to the State; 
and t he reealeit rant 'riiakurs had been pai doned and re, placed in the 
peaceful possession id their estates, 

1’he legular ii'veiiue snrve\ and settlement ot the State by specnilly 
selected Britisli olheers were eomjileted in 1905. 

A Sanad (.vcc No. XNA\ I), eoiilening hereditary extended erimimil 
powers on the Bulei, was giaiited in 19‘J|. 

The area of Bijawai is about 97d sipiare miles; the, jiopulation, by 
tin* (’eiisus ot 19‘J1, 111,7'J:»; .iiid the revenue about its. T,"^4,000. 

'The military tones eonsisi (lO'-iO; of iiO Cavalry. 100 Juiaiitry, ‘JO 
Armed Police ami cS Artillery men, with S servieeahle and 4 unserviie- 
ahle guns. 

'[Tie State wa.s liable to the Nazaraiia rules u]i to 1911 when, on the 
oeeasioii of the Coronation Darbar, all sm'h levie.s were, abolished. 

5. AjAJliAllfl. 

In 1705 (Tiinnin Singh, a nephew of Pahar Singh the Chief of 
Jaitpur, was granted Banda and A jaigarh by his uncle. The Chief of 
Ajaigarh was originally styled the Eaja of Banda. Baja Bakht Singh, 
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or Bakht Bali, grandson of Jajjfal Baj, was driven from liis possessions 
by Ali Bafiadur, and leduoed to sueli indi^(*n('e iba< be was f*lad to aecept 
a stipend of two ni])ees a day fr(»m bis eompieror. On tlie British occu- 
pation of ItuiHb'lkhainl in 180i{ l»e received a pension of three thousand 
Goiihar SJiahi ruj)oes a inonlh, until an adequate territorial provision 
could he assigned to liiin. At this time the fort of Ajaigarh and the 
gr(‘ater j)ovtion of the territories forming the old poss(‘ssions of Jagat 
TIaj were irj tin* hands of a militai v adventurer named Laehhman Dawa. 
With a view to the paeific'ation of the eountry, it was resolved to confirm 
the ocen])an(‘y of liachhman l)a*wa, on condition of his making sui)- 
mission and tendering allegianct* to the British (jiovernnient. Bachhman 
Dawa was accordingly requirt‘d in I80(i (No. NliV) to surrender the fort 
of Ava\gaA\\ to the (ioveiuiwent at the end o\ two years, atul 

meanwlnle to pay a tribute oi Bs. t.tUHt a sear, lie \>roke t\\ese condi- 
tions, and was therefore dispossessed. A large share of his territory was 
givcTi to the Baja of Ajaigarh uho in 1807 r4'C(*i\’e(l a Saiiad (No. XBVT) 
restoi’ing to liiin a portion of liis j)ossessions. ITis pension was dis- 
continued in 1808, In 1812 the Baja asked Tor a Sanad, si)ecifying 
in detail the villages which compo.sed his State. This was granted in 
Septenil>er of that Near (No. XIi\ II); ami al the same time, at the 
]'equest ol the Baja, the otli and (itli Articles of tiie (hnnl of allegiance, 
which lie had executed in 1807, were cancelled. 

Bakht Singh di(‘(l in 18-)7, and was succe(‘ded hy his eldest son 
Madho Singh, who died childless in 18-19, and was succ(‘eded hy liis 
brother Alahipat Singh. The question was i'ais(‘d at the time Nvhether 
the engagement with Oak lit Singh limii<‘d the su(*c(^ssion to his lineal 
descendants, and whether the State should escheat to Government; hut a 
decision was finally gi\cn in lavoiii’ of the sncccs.sion of Alahijiaf Singh. 

Mahiput Singh died in 18b8, and the smM•e^sioll of his son Bije Singh, 
a hoy eleven years old, was lecognised. Tie died in 1855; when the 
British (Joveinmen t considered that the State of Ajaigarh Jiad lapsed, 
and declined, pending a refeieiice to Ihc ('ourt of Diiei'tors, to recognise 
the wish of Bije Singh’s molher to a[)point Banjor Singh, Jiis ilJegitiniati* 
Lrotliei’, as successor. At the close of 1850 the Couj t of Biroctors desired 
iJiat, liefoie deciding that theie was no rightful heir to the State, an 
enquiry should be made into the oiigin, nature, and extent of the rights 
of Bakht Singh’s family as they existed before the grant of the Sauad to 
Bakht vSingh. T’hese instructitms had not been acted on when the 
mutiny of 1857 bioke out; and as the reliel Faizaml Ali, by proedaiming 
ljok])al Singh, alleged to in* an illegitimatt* son of Madho Singh, as 
Chief of Ajaigarh, jet aided tin* pacification of the province, while the 
wudow^ of MaJiijiat Singh renjained steadfast in her allegiance to the 
British GoveiJiment, it was defermined in 1859 to waive the claim ol 
Government to the lapse, and to recognise (No. XliVlJI) Banjor Singh, 
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on the same terms and conditions as those on 'which the State had been 
held by Bije Sin^h, with fiu<*eession to the heirs male of his body law- 
fully begotten. Certain exclusive ])rivileges within tlie town of Banda, 
to which th(‘ British legulations were extended, were, however, 
excepted from this agreement. 

In 1802 the Ituler of Ajaigaih received a Sanad of Adoption {see No. 
XXITI) : and in 1807 was granted a permammt salute of 11 guns. 

Dui’ing the mi7iority of Banjor Singh, the State w\as administered 
by the widoAV of Maliipat Singh. On her death in 18()8, the young 
Chit‘f was entrusted wilh the manageunent of the State. At the Delhi 
Assemblage of ISTT lie received the title of Sawai as a hereditarv 
distinction. 

Supreme criminal jurisdiction, under certain conditions, was con- 
ferred on the Chief by a Sanad (.see No. XXXI II) in JSS7. It was ruled 
in Febj uarv 18f)l I hat the Sanad does no( apply to any criminal case in 
which the person a(‘cused, or any one of the persojis accused, is a European 
British suhj(‘ci, or is of European or Ameiican nationality. 

In IbOo (he Maharaja ceded land for the cons! ruction of the Ken 
(^anal, on payment id' compensation for the area acc^uired. In 1909 the 
State enteied into an Agreement, similar to that executed by l*anna 
(sac No. XXXV) regarding jurisdicl ion and other matters connected 
with tin* working of the Ken Canal. 

In 1909 llanjor Singh laid claim to tin' Chielshi]) of tiii' Charkhari 
State; but lhi^ ^^a^ rt‘ject(‘d b\ ihe (lovernment of India in 1914. 

In tlu* same y<*ar tlu* State entiucd into an agriHonmit with the Tnited 
l*i'ovinc(‘s Covernment in respect of the closure of liquor, opium and 
ili’Ug shops in certain villages of the Banda district and the Ajaigarh 
State. 

Banjor Singh died in 1919 and was succeeded by his eldest son, the 
present ruler, Mahaiaja Sawai Bhupal Singh Bahadur, born on the 
14th Nov(*mber 1S(>(). 

A Sanad (.vcc No. XXXVI), conferring hereditary extended criminal 
poweis on tlu^ (9iief, was granted in 1920. 

The area of Ajaigarh is 802 stjuare miles; the ])Opulation, according 
to the Census of 1921, 84,790; and the revenue about Bs. 0,00,000. The 
Chief pays, on account of the Khera and Bachon districts, a tribute of 
Bs. 7,013-12-0, a remission of Bs. 2,000 having been made on the 
separation of Jaso from his territories in 181(). 

The military forces consist (1920) of 20 Cavalry, 216 Infantry and 
41 Artillery men, with 9 serviceable and 4 unserviceable guns.

In eonsidcral ion of hivS influence in Ihe distiici and his submis- 
sion to tin* hritish tio\einmenl, an allowaini* of Ks, 1,001) a month was 
f»Tanted to him until a suitalde pioxision in land could be made. The 
villagt*s he ( laimed \ lelded Ks. ‘J‘>.000. 'rhey were confened upon him 
in 1807 b> a Sanad (No. XLIX), ami his p(‘nsion ceased. 

Tej Suijih was succeeded by his son Anrodh Sin^h, and he by his son 
Llindupat. 

In ISO's? the Itulei ol Sarda iecei\ed a Sanail ol Adoption 
No. XXI II), 

llindupat died in dime 1871, wlien Ihe 1 ioM*i niiieni id India chose 
lor the (Miiefship Khalak Siu^h. a membei <d a distant branch oi ihe 
faniilv, who iiad been .idf»jd,ed b\ Hindiipat's widow. Khalak Sin^l: 
was a legitimate descendant of Kehri Singh, another of the sons of dagal 
llaj. Klialak Singh ilied clnldless in \HH2, without ado)>iing an hen, 
'Idle ( iov(*i iimeiil ol India .Neleeted as hi^ succe.sscu his bjolhei Pahar 
Singh, then aged about sis \eais. 'I’he (lovernmeiii v^ere guided in 
iliis selection jiartly by the wishes ol the d(*ceiised (diief’s widow, wdn* 
was piejiaied to adojit flic bo\ and .^ubseij uent ly did so; but at the same 
time lhe\ iided that adoption In the widow ol a dec(*ased (duel doer, 
m>i <d itself conter a right Io suee<*ssion. As an aed of grace the (lovein- 
ment of India decided to treat the sm-cession as that oi an adopted son 
and io levy riazaiana aeeordiriglx . Paliar Singh was installed in 1895 ., 
but died on the !Ji3nd Febiuary 1898. He was snecoeded by bis posthu- 
iiions son, the pieseiit Itaja Maiiipal Siiigb, born on the lltli Septembei’ 
1898 . 

Ill I !)()'» tin* State agreed to grant land for the eons! rncl ion of llie 
Dhasan (ditial Ihiongh ils territory, on the same terms as now e.xist in the 
case of tbe Beiwa Canal. 
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Ifnja Afahipjil Sin^Ii wjis inv<*si(Ml ui#h hill sidin inistruii ve powers on 
hie 5il» Novemhei' J91!): and in .Decern her 192G he was graiited a tSanad 
(No. \i) coiilerrinp: on hioi e.nlvanced judicial powers as a personal 
disiiuetion.

rite dafiir was much teduced during (he Alahraha invasmii, Lachhuian 
Sinph, l^adam Sin^li's son, (»nly mana/.'in^’ lo jetain j)ossession ol the 
(wo par;*:anas ol llalh and Ihtnwarj. 

Ihilhwi Sinj»-h, sort and succ(‘,s.sor <d liaclihinan Sin^h. was in pos- 
session oj louil.eeii vilJag'cs at (he time ol Die Diitish oc( tipation M^hese 
rt’cre al.lached in consetpicncc ol his contumacy ; loit two yeai'S la(;er sIa 
ot 11 j(‘ \illao«',-, w(‘ie icstoicd (o him 1»N a S.inad (No, U) ^tanled in 
iSIO. (hi liis dealli in ISdOwilhoul I(‘^i( inia((' sons, il was proposed (o 
lesunie the .lagir; hul a posthumous v(ui, Hhojta) Singli, was hoi n and 
was eventually iccognisi'd, llu* admiinstraiiou remaining in the hands 
<»1 the widow. In 1S40, in couse-(|ueue-e oi a tend hclween the Rani 
Regeiil and her iiinlideiitial ailvisers, arising Irorii the Ram having 
allowed an undue exercise ol authoritv lo her hiolhei, a suhjeel of 
(Irehha, tlie llriiisli ( lovernmeiil iiilerleied ami appointed luauagers, 
who were liouud to aci faithhilly in Ihe inleresls ol' Ihe dagirdar and 
lo suhmil accounts ol (he im-omc and cxpeiidiluve to the Agent ol the 
Ilritisli (lo\ernmeiit in Dundelkhaiid. 'Phe admiiiistratiou was made 
over to BJiojial Singh in 184h. 

Illiojial Singh was of weak mind . and, in c«>nse(|uence ol his gross mis- 
mauagemerit, which JCvSnlled in an allia.> , at(eii(h‘d with Joss of life, 
helw^eeu his followers and tliose of the Rani, the fTagir was taken under 
(he (liieid managemeui of Ihe British (lover rniient in 1855. 

In 18()2 (he (Miii'f id digni ieeei\ed a Saiuid of Adoption (JNo. LM). 

niio]ial Sing'll died in 187(1, when the adoption, in aceordanee with 
Ins w islie.s, ol Isiehlimaii Siiigh, \oungi*^( son ol Malunaja N irpal 
Singh of Ihinna, was recognised hy the Oovernment of India. During 
Lae.hhman Singh’s minority the Jagir remained under British supervi- 
sion until 1881, when he was jrermitted to assiiruc management. 

Laehhman Singh died in 1892, and was succeeded by Bhan Rratap 
Singh, alias Fateh Singh, a scion of the Gharkhari house, whose adoption

by Lacbbnian Singb’s widow was vsanctionod by the Government of 
India. Bhan JMaiap Singh was born on the 18ih May 1878, and during 
his minority the nuinageineiit was entrusted to Lachhman Singh’s wddow. 
The munageuieni of the Jagir was placed in his own hands on the 
1st January 1918. 

In 1903 the Jagirdar agreed to gran < land for the construction of the 
Dhasan (Janal thiongh liis teiritory, on ihe same terms as now’ exist in the 
case ol the Bctwa Canal. 

Bhan Pratap Singh's only son. Arimardan Singh, succeeded by 
adoption to the (Miarkliari ('hiefshi]) in 1920: and during his minority 
the Itao acted as Begcmt of Charldiaii. 

In 1J123 tljc (jfovernment of India decided that the Jagirdar should in 
future he designated as the Itao of Jigni. 

The area of Jigni is 20 JS s<juai‘e miles; the poj)ulation, by the Ceiisus 
ot 1!)2J , 3, (M2; and the revenue about Ks. IJ^IOO. 

By th(* teiins of the Adoption Sanad of 1802, nazarana of a quarter of 
a yeaj’s net Je venue, in cases wliere the succession did not go to a lineal 
heir, wuis taken Uj) to 1911, when all .Nazarana levies were abolished on 
the occasion oi the C'oronation Darbar. 

8. Beri. 

Divvan Jugal Prasad, to w liom a Safiad (No. LIII) was given in 1809 
by the British Government, was a descendant of .lagat Baj in the female 
line. His grandfatli(M-, Acharju, jujnried a dauglit.(‘r of Jagai Raj, who 
granted hini in jagii- the village's of ITmii, (diili and Dadri. Th(5se were 
held in the family umhu the Bundela Pajas, and weie c,ontirmed to Jugal 
Pjasad by Ali Bahadur. On the Bi itish occupation of Biiiidelkhand the 
villages of CJiili and Dadri wine resumt*d, but the Diwan was loft in ])os- 
session of IJmri. The village ol Dadii was givtm lo TS'ana Govind Rao, 
Chief of Jalaun, in exchange for villages in the distri<‘t of Kalpi, Suh- 
secinently tlie rigid of Diwan Jugal Prasad to thes(‘ villages was (‘stab- 
lisbed. The village of Chili was tluMeforo restored, lands of ecpial value 
in the pargana of Jalaljmr were given in lieu of Dadri, and the collec- 
tions made from the villages during’ the period of resum])tion w’ere re- 
funded. These villages, how’c\er, Avere all surrounded hy lands in whirl- 
the British regulations were in force, and (’(Uild not conveniontly he ex- 
empted from the operation of these regulations. Other villages Avere 
tlierefore given to the Divvan in ex<*hange in 1811 (INo. DTY). 

Jugal Prasad died in 1814. lie A\as siieeeeded hy Pliairan Singh, 
grandson f)f his full lirother Gaiidharh Singh, the elaim to the snreession 
having been voluntarily renouiieed by Raojn, the father of Phairaii 
Singh. In 1857 Phairan vSingh Avas su<*.<*ceded by his only son Blsh- 
wamith Singh. On tlve death of HishAvanath Singh in 1801 the wu'doAv 
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wished to adopt Balbhadra a distaiH relaiive of the family, to the 

exclusion of Bije son of Bishwanalh Sinch’s first cousin. But 

Government installed Bije Sin^li, theji thirteen years old, on tlie grounds 
that hcj was the nearor relative* of the deceased; that he was livingr in 
Bishwanath Sinf>h’s house at the time of liis death, and performed the 
funeral ohsecjuies; that he was recognised as the ii^dHftd claimant hy the 
principal ^JTiakin’s; and Hint tin* Political ( )fliccrs weie in favour of his 
lecognition on grounds both of ri^lit and ])olicy. Tn consideration, 
hc)wever, of the sei vic(‘s of Bishwanath Singh during the mutiny of 1857, 
the nasiaramj, which in oidinarv ciicumstaiuies would lmv<* ])een claimed 
on Hie succ(*ssion, was lemitted. 

Tn 1802 the (liief rec(‘ived a vSanad of Ado])tion (No. TiV). 

Til 1<S85 the Jagirdar ceded land tor the Ih’twa (\anal, r(*ceiving the 
usual compensation. No formal engagements w(‘re concluded with Beri 
in regal'd to this (M'ssion of land or j uiis<li<*tion . 

JTije Singh died in 1 892, and wais suc<‘eed(“(l by his eldest son Kaghii- 
raj Singh. Baghuraj Singh died in 1904. and was succeeded by his 
eldest son liolvcndja Singh, who was bom on the 29th August 1891. 
During Iiol\(‘ndra Singh’s minority the flagir was administered, in 
accordance with Baghuraj Singh’s last Avis(i(*s, by his junior surviving 
widow, assisted by a T\amdai‘ a])])ointed by the Political Agent. Lokend- 
ra Singh was grant(‘d rest ri<'t(‘d |)owers on the 2>rd dune 1914 and full 
[)owers in May 1915. 

Tn 1908 the Tagir entcn‘d into an agre<‘ment with the TTnited Prov- 
inc«*s (loverinnent in r(*sp(*ct of the closure* of tin* liepioi', opium and drug 
shops in the villages of Bhojpur and Pathraita. 

T ?i 1925 the* ( ie)ve*rnnie*nt e)f India elt*e‘ieled that the* Jagirdar should be 
designated the ltae» of Beii. 

The area e)f Be*ri is abeuit 52 s«)uare* nnle*s; the* pe)]>ulation , by the 
Census of 1921, 4,021 ; and the r(*venue about Bs. 40,000. 

Nazarana e>f a (juarter e)f a year\ net revenue on eliree*! suecessiem, and 
half a A^ear’s net revenue ein sue-e-essiem by adoption, was taken up to 1911, 
W'hen all Nazaraiia levies w'(*re abedisheel em the e)ce asie)n of the Corona 
tion Darbar. 

9. Chhatarpur. 

Kunwar Sone Sail, whenn the Britisli (io\'ernn»ent established in the 
Raj of Chhatarpur, was a ser\ant eif Tlindiipat, grandfather of Baja 
Kishore vSingh of Banna. During the trenddes whie*h ensued on the intro- 
duction of the Alahratta pe)wer, Kunwar Seme Sah usurped a large trae t 
of ceiuntry fe)r himself: and, e)n tlie British eH*eupalio»i of Bundelkhand, 
his influeiiee was se) great that the* ])ure'hase of his submissiem by the 
guarantee of his possessions w'us eemsulered an imjiortaiit political object 
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TiJ ilte Sniiad (No. liVT), 1 j> him in ISOfi, Ihe iown of Ohhalarpnr 

arifl I'oiir Ihsnms wliloli woro in his jMissossirm during Iho lilViinio of Ali 
Ballad nr, with tlio towns of ^tlion ;ind Salat, which he had nsnrped allcr 
Ali Bahadin’s d(‘ath, wcic ivsorvcd hv Ihe British (lovernnipnt ; and in 
consideration ol' this, (ilovei*nnienl remitted to him, as a ])rovision for his 
‘son Bratap Sinj^di, the trilmie of Bs. 19,000 which he paid to Ali 
Bahadur. 

(Tovernment, however, were of f)pinion that it mio-ht he expedient tc 
j-estore rhhalarjmi- and tin* four thanas, on the umhasta ndino' that Sone 
Sail would he resp<msihle for the peace of his own teri itories. The ?*estora- 
tion wa'^ not made till ISttS, when Afhnv was j.»i\'cn to Sone Sah and 
rhhata,r]>ur to his son Bratap Sin^rh,* on the withdrawal of the British 
trof)ps from that (piaiter. 

Tn 1S12 Sone Sah madt* a distrihution (»f his ttorifories amono his fiv<‘ 
sons. Tiater he vas jaMsiiaded hy his yimnooi sons fo mate anothm- dis- 
trihution, h\ which flu* share* of Bralaj) Sinj^h. the elder, was consider- 
ahly lessmied , and all the hrothers were dee'lared to he indep»*ndent of each 
other, rfovernmeiit disapproved of this paid if ion as Ix'irin' hoth on just to 
B?*afap Sinjih and opiiosed to tin* pediiw of the British Oox <‘i nment, which 
desii ed to \Meven\ Wie dismemhei mewl id* the Bwivdelhhawd States; and 
the Baja was informed that if, in <*onset|nemM‘ tht‘M*of. sinv in'cessily h.r 
inteifeia'iice arose after Ins death, rrovernment would uphold the rights of 
Brata]) Sin^h. nov(‘rnnu‘nt also refused to r<‘(*oonise the heua'ditary des- 
eamt of the shar<*s of the veuintre*!' hrothers in llo'ir familie's, and directed 
the Ao'ent, on tlieeh'utli of Sone Sah, to assume tin* first distrihution td tin* 
State as the basis of an an an<»‘emenl with Brata)> Sinph ; the other 
hrothers, Himmat SIny-h, Britinvi Sinf>h. Hindnpat and BaKdit Sinn-h, 
holding' their shaies for lif** in snhordin.al ion to Brafai) Simvh. IMies'' 
iiistrnet ions were lanried out «m the death of Som* Sah in I81h, and were 
confirmed hv Sanads planted in ISltl to the fi\e hiothers. from e.udi of 
whom a cori'esy)ondinp- enuap(.iuent was taken f!V<) l.VTTi Afte' the 
shares rd‘ the hroilo*rs had h(*en allotted, sonn* exchanges took ]»la(‘e for 
mutual accommodation. Biat.ii* Sinuh had imomed mmdi expense in 
fortifying the fort of Deora. which commanded the passes throup’h the 
liills. This wais in the share* allotted to Bakht Sinpdi, 1ml the* t>ossession 
<if it was ne<*«*ssarv t<i cnahh* Bratap Simdi t<i fnlfil his ohlieation t(t ke«'n 
maraudeTs in eiierk. The* elistriets of I)eo»a and Tvariani were Mier(*fore 
L»iven to Brata]> Siiioh, in eNchanor fni Baicaili and Telolm, which wa*re 
L»iv<*n to Baklil SinL»h.

Alaiiy of these were 
hamlels dependent on villages named in the Sanad of 180t>, I»ut twenty- 
one of them were elaijned hy Kaja Kishoie Singdi of Danna. Tt was 
found, howev(*r, that all these villages w^ere in possession of Sone Sah at 
the time of Ali Bahadur’s death, and his possession of them was there- 
fore maintained, l^ossession at the time of Ali Bahadur’s death was 
declared in this, as in other cases, to constitute the standard for the 
adjustment of all snch claims. 

On the deaths of llimmat Singh, Prithwi Singh and TTindnpat, their 
jagirs reveHed to the Ohliatatjmr State Bakht Singli was nnahle to 
manage his jagir and made it over to Praia]) Singh, who gav(‘ him iii lien 
of it an allowance of Bs, a month. Tn this jagir there was an as- 

signriieiit of three villages, which had heen n)ade to tin* Dichhit family of 
Nowgong hy Hindupat. Pratap Singh made viirious attem])ts <o reMinn* 
th<‘se village's, hot was always <*ompelled hy the British Oovernment to 
withdraAv, on the' ground that the familv had a r ight to the jagti' hy vir- 
tue of ohl gi’ants ft'onr ITindu])at. Wliile, however’, the' right of the Baja 
of (Mihsrlarpui ro resume these vilhrges was deni(*d, his suprenraev over 
the' T)ichhtt family was n'cognised, ainl the family were declareul to h(= 
gnjrranle'ed sirhorrlinates of ( ’hhatarp'iri'. n’hns the Tlichhit Tagiralar i'< 
rrot of the r'anK of a Brtndelkharnl Ohief, nor has he any claiirr to a se'par- 
ah' Sariael from the Tlriti'^h rJoveiriment . It is ac(*or’dinglv imurnrhent 
on him tfr refer such epiestiorrs, as the aholitioir of transit dues wdthiir 
the jagir-, to the rhhatar]iui- Thief for his concurrence. Trr 1910, on the 
resrrmption hy the rirhalarpur Darhar of certain plots of land in the vill- 
age of Man, the statrrs of tire rirhatarpnr State in relation to the Bilehri 
Mrrafl wa'' rnor-e clearly d(*fined, hy tin* rlecision of the novr'rurivrent nf 
Iftdia that the j urisdret ion irr the Psfate, which had for some years heerj 
w'ith th<* political Ao-ent. should he restored to tin* Thhatarprrr' Barh.ai- 
on certain comlitions. Trr accordam-e with this decision the State a^'- 
srtrned control of the Mirirfr w’ith effect from th«' ?0flr Tanuary 191?0^ and 
oranti'd a Sarrad to the Mrraftdar- in res]>e<‘t of the lands in Marr. 

When Sone Sah died irr ISlh, his second, third and forri'tlr sons, 
llinrrrrat Singh, Prithwi Singh and Tlirrdupat, had rehelled ngaiirs-t 
Pratap Singh rrrrd had resisted his resuni])tion of Sone Sjrh’s jagir: hrrt 
Prithwi Singh at last accepted, irnder British g uar;rrrt(‘(', a money sti])end 
from Pratap Singh on condition of residing out of Thhatarpur : an ar- 
rangenu'rrt hv wdiich Prithwi Singh was considered to have for-feitr'rl any 
rights that he rrtight other-wu'se have had to the sirceessiorr . 

Tn I Sht? Plata]) Singh proposed toado]»t and nominate as his heir- Jagat 
Baj, grandson of his vonngest hrothei. Bakht Singh, to iho exelnsion of 
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Kunjal Sab, son of Pritbwi A refereiK'e was made to ilie CliiejV 

of Orolilia, (Jluirlibaii, Jfijwar, Panria, Ajai^arli, ])atia and Sluiligarli, as 
to the of Pratap Siii^li to adopt Jagat Raj. They j^ave it as tkeir 

opinion that, according to the practice of the Chiefs of Buiidelkhand, 
Pratap Sinf>li had a i-ijj^lit to select Jaj^at Uaj and to ])ass over Kunjal 
Sah, The Court of Directors, however, disapproved of reference to tlie 
arbitration of the Rnndelkhand Cliiefs as a means of settlino* such <jues- 
tioiis; l)ut, befoie it was detdded whether Pratap Sinf^li should be allowed 
to adopt dagat Raj, or whether tb<‘ State should lapse on his death, 
]h-atap Sin^h died in 1854. The Court of Directors ruled that Kunjal 
Sah had no rij^-ht lo the succession, the Sanad of ISOH beinpf only a 
life frrjnit : and that, as the Sanad of 1817 liniitml the succession to the 
lineal hei?‘s male of Pratap Siiip-h, and Pratap Sinjjh had died childless, 
the State of Chhaiarpur had clearly lapsed. Xforc'over, they declined to 
recognise any right oji the part of dagat Raj in consetpience of his ado]i- 
tion by Pratap Singli. Rut in consid(‘ration of th(‘ fidelity of the family 
and the good government of Ih’atap Singh, (Jovernment consented in 1854, 
as an act of grace arid favour, to grant the Slate to Jagat Raj under a new 
Sanad fXo. FiVTll), the snceession being strictly limited to him and his 
male descendants. d4ie widow of Pratap Singh was made Regent dmiiig 
the minority of dagat Raj, but was removed from tb(‘ Regency in 18f)3, 
in conse([nence of Ihu* unsatisfactory management, and because of th(' 
asylum she gave* to rebels in the Chbatarpnr teriitorv. A Rritisb officer 
was deputed to Chhaiarpur to su])erinteiid the administration and instruct 
the young Chief in his duties. 

In 18t)2 the Ruler- of Chhatarpur reciu’ved a Samid of Adoyition (/fee 
Xo. XXIJT): and in 18()7 was granted a permanent sahiti* of 11 guns. 

Tagat Raj was entrust(*d with the management of tin* vState (‘arlv in 
18fi7 but died in the following November, leaving an infant son Vishwa- 
natb Singb, born on the 20tb August IStid, who was recognised as bis 
successor. From 18(57 to 1887, except for a short period (from 1875 to 
1878) the State remained under Rritisb supervision. Rut on the 29th 
August 1887 the ("hief, having then completed his twenty-first year, 
invested witli full administrative powers siibjeet to tfie conditions iisiialK 
imposed in smdi cases. In 1894 Raja Vishwmnath Singh Avas emyiowered 
under eertain conditions (No. LIX) to exercise criminal jurisdiction over 
heinous offences within bis State as a personal distinction: these powders 
»v(’re made hereditary in 1921 (.fcc No. XXXVl). On the 25tb May 
1895 the title of Maharaja \vas conferred on him as a personal distinc- 
tion : and this ivas made hereditary (No. LX) in Tune 1919. 

In 1905 Mahara ja Vishwanath Singb ceded land for the construction 
of the K(‘n (-anal, on payment of compensation (or the area reijuired : 
and on the 20th October 1908 the State entered into an Agreement similar 
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to tlie one exec.utecl hy Paiiiia [st'e No. XXXV) regarding jurisdiction 
and otJicr inatlers connecled with tlic working of the Ken Canal.

3'f) secnie llie peace of 
Ali]>ura and its nei^hlanirhood, Rakht Sinj^h was k('pt under surveillance 
at Gwalior.

(Oiha tarpal i died on the 20tli ]\rarch lf)22 and was smaa'cded by his 
son llaipal Sinnii, born on tlie 12th Aui»'ns1 1882. Ow ino* tt) his father's 
ill-health, he liaii assisted him in tht' administration of the Tao’ir from 
1001 to 1010, and had ht'ld st)b' charo-t' of it, xvith th(' a])])roval of rbivern- 
ment, since 1010. 

In P)23 the (b)vcrnmcnt of India decided th.it th<‘ Tapirdar should be 
desip’natt'tl the Rao of Alipui-a. 

In 1031 the ])ersonal titb* of Raja was conferred on Rao Tlarpal 
Sinp'h. 

The area td' Alipura is about 73 square mile^; the ])opulation, by 
the (k'lisiis of 1021, 11,580: and tin* revenue about Rs. 50,000. 

Under the terms of the Adoption Sanad tin* lap^ir Avas held subject 
to the ]iavinent. of nazarana, of a (|uarter of a year’s net rexenue on 
succession by adoption, np tt) 1011, wben all Nazarana levies xvere 
abolished on the occasion of the Coronation Uaibar.

Raja Ram was (lovernt)r of tin* Idrt of Rurhapaih, in the service of 
(fUinan Sinph, amx'slor of the Rajas of Ajaiparh. Dniinp* the anarchy of 
the times he rebelled against his master, and for a short xvhile Jield the 
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fort sii(*(*(‘sflfiilly iif»‘uiiist Ali IJaliadiir. At the lime of the British oceupa- 
tioii of HiiTKle11<]ian(1 lie was at the head of a hand of professed plunderers, 
and for lon^r disturbed tlie peace of the country. The Raja of Ajaifirarh 
was hound ])y the 5t]i Article of his Kng-a^enient (No. XTiVI), to reduce 
llaja Ram to obedience and to j,n*ant. liini subsistence; hut he was unable 
to do this eith(‘r by persuasion or force, and the resistance of Raja Ram 
was so su(*cessful that Government sanctioned the offer of Rs. 30,000 
for his capture. But before the ])roclamation was issued he was induced 
to sunendei' on ilie juomi.se of i‘cc(*ivin^’ a territorial possession on terms 
similar to those granted to the Bnndclhhand Ghi(‘fs. 1T(* rectdved his 
Sanad (No. TiXA T) on the 20th November 1807. 

Raja Itam died in 1840, and was .succeeded by his only surviving- 
son Sawai Ra jdhar Riidra Sink’ll. For hi^ services diirinj*- the mutiny of 
1807 Sawai Rajdhar Rudra Sinj^h received a Uhilal worth Rs. 1.000. 

In 1802 the riiief lecmved a Sanad of A<h)j)lion f.vrc No. XXXVIll) 

Sawai Rajdhar Rudra Sinjrh died without issue in 1877. On his 
death-l>ed lie leJine.sfed the Rolitical A^ent to niove the Government to 
])erTnit his wuMow to ado])l an h(*ir to the Taiiii*. h^)r three years no action 
was tahen rejjrardine* the suc<*ession, and the widow' in the nu‘antime 
manap'ed the Fstat(', In 1880 it was ]'e])orted that she had ado])ted 
Oajadhar Rrasad, a i‘(‘lative of the late Ghief, tiud GctvernmeTit a]>- 
proA’ed of his succession. Gaiadhai- Prasad di(‘d ir» 1887. h'avini*’ neither 
a natural noi* an ado])ied heir: and Shamle Prasad, a member (d' a e<d 
lnt(*nd branch of the fainilv, was selected by GovjMiinu'nt as successor to 
tin* h^hitd’shi]). 

Sliamle I’rasnd died on tlie 2nd .\pril 1004, and was sucreed(‘d hv his 
el<l(‘st .son. Rritlipal Sinoh. lK)rn iti 1880. dnrint!‘ A\hose minoiitv tlu' 
Jaeir was administiu'ed ])y his mother with the h(d]) of a Kamdar ap- 
])ointed by the P(ditical Aj^:ent, In Auoaist 1011 Prithpal Sinj»h w*as 
p'ranted full admin istiat Ive poweis, hut th(‘se Averc* aa itlid raAvn in Decem- 
ber 1013 and the Jap’ir Avas ])laced under the supeiA ision of tin* Political 
Ap-ent. Kis powders Avert* restored in .\oril 1015 Avith certain restrictions, 
wdiieh Aveie AvitlulraAvn in Tuly 1018 hnt apain imposed in De(*emher 
1020, T1u* family art* Tijlndia Brahmans.

Oopal Rinc'h of Garrauli Avas one of the most actiA-e and dai inc of the 
nilitarv adventurers who opposed the occupation of Bundelhh ind hv the 
British Government. PTe had heon in the service of Durjan Rinpli and 
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Hari Singh, the grandsons of Chhaiarsal, and on the invasion of Ali 
Bahadur he seized the paigana of Kotra for himself. For years he resist- 
ed all efforts of j)ersuasion or foree 1o reduce him to submission; hul, being 
at last convinced of ihe hopelessness of th(‘ uue(|ual contest with the 
British troops, h(‘ submitied on condilion of leceiving a full pardon iind 
a provision in land. A Sanad (No. LXVIll was given io him in 18Bi. 

As an iiidiKcirienl Io (lojuil Singh Io suhmil, Ihe Baja of Ihuiiia, whom 
(io|>al Singh had befriended in distress, gave him eighteen addiljonal 
villages, 'fhe Baja, of l*anna assert(‘d that these villages were given on a 
service tenure; but in 18!il, after full enquirv, it was decided that no such 
condition was annexed to the grant. The villages continued with Gopal 
Singh lill his deatii in ISdl, when \\\oy were r(‘sumed by the Baja of 
l*anna, the original grant having been only for the life of Gopal 
Singh . 

Goj>al Singh was succeeded by Diwan Bahadur Parichat. 

Jn 1802 the Chief received a Sanad of Adojition (.see No. LV). 

Diwan Bahadur Paricliat tlied in 1«S84. and w as succeeded by his infant 
grandson (;handra Bhan Singh, who was born on the 2nd April 1883. 

In 1884 the Tagirdar ceded land for the J hansi-Manikpur Section ot 
the Great Indian Peninsula Bailwny, receiving ('oinjiensation for the area 
acciuired; and in 1888 he cedial (No. CXVIJI) criminal and civil juids- 
diction thereon to the British Government. 

ill 1898, on the death of the Superintendent appointed by Governinent, 
the administration was entrusted to th<* Jagirdar’s mother. On the 1st 
duly 1904 the management was traiisfeired to Chandra Bhan Singh, on 
his attaining his majority; but his extravagance necessitated interference 
and the temporary restfuatiou of the administration to his mother in 
1905. She died in 1909, and administrative poweis Avere restored to 
Chandra Bhan Singh on the 1 1th February 1910, on certain conditions 
which weie subsequently witlidraAvn. 

The Jagirdar agreed in 1903 to grant land for the constiuction of the 
Dhasan Canal through his tenitory on the same terms as now exist in the 
case of the Betwa Canal. 

In 1908 the Jagirdar entered into an agreement with the tJnited 
Provinces Government in respect of the closure of opium and drug shops 
in certain villages of the dagir. 

Jn 1915 the dagirdar ceded land to the TTnitcd ProAdnees Irrigation 
Department for the construction of the J*ahari Beservoir in the Dhasan 
River (No. LXIX): and in 1921 a final Agreement wUs executed in res- 
pect to this land (No. LXX). 

The family are Bundela Rajputs.

ITe rtM civcd iji 1807 a Sanad 
(No. liXXI) for M\'<' vi]la^i“S. lit* <li<‘d in 1S()(S, iiiid was sucrcc'ded hv his 
son dagat Sin”]i. In ISoO ii, was d(M‘i<ied tliat tlic daj^ii" of Naifia.wan 
Itehai is beJd ni(*i<‘ly on a lii(‘ hMUiie. and ouoji^ io have hecn resumed on 
the death of JiacJiliman Sinph. It was, liowcvei^ continm'd to Jaji'at 
Sin^h, wlio had l)een so lon^ in possession, on the distinct understand- 
ing that it. was t,o laps(‘ ahsolut(*ly at liis dcuitii. In the nicaiitijnc, how- 
ever, in 1801^, a Sanad oi Adoption (.nvy- No. LV) was giantc'd: and on tlu' 
Jagicdar’s death in 1807 the succession of his widow, Laiai Ituliiaiv.i, 
was sanctioned. In ISttO the dagiidai-in adoptml \’iswa,nath Singh, a 
distant connection: the adoption was sanctioned h\ tin* ( Joven uimmt ol 
India and his right ot succivssion to 'riiakuraiii Larai Dulhaiya was i(‘- 
cognised. Visliwanath Singh was graiitinl adnn uist rat i\ powers on tlic 
8th Marcli 1909. 

In 1908 the dagir entered into an agremnent wjth the Unitial ]9()V- 
inces (loviMtmicnt in resjxM'l ol the closurt* of iicjuoi, opium and ding 
shops in the villages of (hnirai‘i and Jtagauli in tin* dagir. 

The dagirdar enjoys the title oi Kuinvar.

10. Baoni. 

Baoni is the only Atuliammadan Stall' in Bundclkhand. Nawah 
( ihazi-iid-Din Khan, grandson of Asaf dah, N izam-ul-Mulk of llydera- 
had, received from tin* Ih'shwa a giant of fifty-two villages near Kal[)i. 

At the time of the British occujiaiion of Bundelkliand liis son Nasir-ud- 
Daula was found in jiossession of forty-nine of tliese village's, three hav- 
ing h('en usui ped hy the snhordinate agents of the Beshwa’s tioveriinient 
without authoiity from the Boona Darhai-. ddie Ka.wah suhmitted a 
pa[)er of reipiests in 180(> (No. LXXIl) claiming the continuaina' of these 
villages: and, although actual possession was wanting to comjilete the 
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gTOund of claim to tlu’oc of them, yet, as a measure of liberality and in 
consideration of the rank of llie iVawab and his pxemi)larY cojidin-t frmn 
the time of tlie Eriiish occupation, it was resolved to (iontiniie to liim the 
whole of the villages comprised in the Jh‘shwa’s ^rani, io his father Eut 
the grant of a Sanad was vvilhheld uniil the claims of the T<a,na of Kalpi 
could be adjusted, as the s])ecific nature ami exient of the Nawab's 
authority and j)rivib‘ges within bis jagir might dej)end in a great measure 
on the nature of tije seitlement wilh Ihe Nana. During the invesl igation 
of the Nana’s (daims it a])p(‘ar(‘d iliat he stor)d Io the Desliwa in Ihe posi- 
tion of a tjibutary, and that Ihe distri<*( of Kal])i, in wdiich lay the 
Nanab’s jagij', did not forjii part of tin* lands actually held by the 
Peshwa and ceded under the Treaty of Ibisscin pec Vol. \^IT, The Pesli- 
wa). It was therefore ruled that the Jfritish (io\ eiiiment had Jio right 
to grant a Sanad for ihe villages constituting the N'awa])’s jagir, It) exer- 
cise any authority ov('r the Nawab and bis possessions, or to ratify tlie 
pa])er of recpiests which the Xawab had juestmled. Jlut (tovernment con- 
sider(‘d that there wei(* no (d)jerl.ions to the e\e(*iition of a deed recognis- 
ing the validity of the J*<‘sln\a’s San.'nl; and this was accordingly dom* 
in a letter addri^sscwl to tlie Nawab by the ( »o\ (‘i nor-t Icnera I on the Itli 
December ISOtJ. Any claims to in(h‘])ciidcncc of tin' Ib itiNli (Government., 
which till' Xawali niijjbt hav(‘ Iummi dispostsl to l>as(‘ on this decision, w(‘i‘c 
ext ingnislied in ISIT, when tlu* Poshwa ceded all liis so\('ieigii |•iL’•hts to 
the Hritisli (iovm iinieiit. 

Na,sir-ud-])aula di{‘d ir) ISlb, and was succeeded by bis son Amir-ul- 
MulK, wdio was siicceed(‘d in ISdS b\ his son Mnhamniad Husain Khan. 
In ISot; th(‘ Nawab r('(|nesied that lie might he peiniitlcd to proceed on 
a pilgrimage to Mecca, and that bis eldest son Alelidi Husain Khan 
might be recognised in Ihe su<*ccssinn ; and, wilh a vi(*w to pii‘\eni 
((iiarrels, he projiosed to s(‘tth‘ allowances amomiting to Ks. 1), ()()() a, yeai* 
upon the ()lh(M‘ nieiubtM’S of his family. ddies(‘ arrangements were sane- 
IjojumI , but ow ing to t lie iiiut iiiy and ot her coust*', (he Nawab did not go on 
(lie pilgi'image. N evertbeless Mchdi llusaiji Khan coiifinued to be ad- 
dressed as Nawab, and to have sob* ehari»t‘ <d llu* adni in isl rat ion till the 
death of his father Muhammad Husain Khan, which look place in ISblb 
After the death of Muhanmnul Husain Khan, om* of his sons, Aluhdla 
llnsain Khan, endt*avourc(l to cast suspicion on Mchdi llusaiii Kban s 
birth and so secur(‘ tin* succession to himsidt; bill after f'Tupiiry (roveiii- 
nnuit recognised Mchdi llnsain Khan as (he legitimate heir. 

In 18G2 the rtulm- of Hioni received an Adoption Sanad (No. 

liXXIll). 

In 18(>3, as a rew'ard for various liberal measures adopted bv the 
Nawab, and particularly the abolition of transit duties within tin* limits 
of l)is State, (loverument sanctioned an addition to his complimt'ulary 
titles. 
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In 1807 the Nawab rec^eived a Saiiad (see No. XXXI}, gTatitin|;r him, 
under certain conditions, supreme criminal jurisdiction Avithin bis lands, 
these powers were not necessarily transmissible lo his successors. 

In the same year the lluler ot Baoni Avas granted a permanent salute 
of 1 1 guns. 

In 1874, at the special re(jue.st of the NaAvab, vvlio was in ill-health the 
management of the State was taken over by (rovernmeni. In 188?1 he 
abdicated, with the approval (»f Ihe (lovernmeiit of India, in favour ot 
his son Muhammad Uasan Khan, then about i weniy-tliree \ears ol age, 
receiving a cash allowance for his own maintenance. 

In 1884 Baoni ceded land for tlie Betwa Oanal. receiving the usual 
compensation, and in 1888 entered into an Agreement (ncc No. X X.), raii- 
fied in 1889, regarding the cession of jurisdi<dion and olliei- matfers con- 
nected with the Canal, 

Full ciiminal jurisdiction, under certain conditions, was <*onferied on 
Muhammad Hasan Khan by a Sanad (ser No. XX XI 11) in 1887, the 
powers not being necessarily transmissible to his successors. In h'eb- 
ruary 1891 it was ruled ticai the Sanad did not apply to any criminal 
case in which the j)ei‘son accus<‘dj or any one of the ])t‘isons a<*cus(‘d, was a 
Fiuropean British subject, oi- ot hiuropean or American nationality. 

Muhammad HasaJi Khan died at Mecca in 18!)-). Jl(‘ was succc(*ded 
by his first cousin Riaz-ul-Hasan Khan. The ex-Nawab Mehdi Husain 
Khan died in 1895. In 191)8 the adfuinistration, till then vested in a 
Superintendent appointed by Government, was }>lac-ed, undei* certain 
restrictions, in the young Nawab’s hands. 

Riaz-ul-Hasan Khan died on the 87th October 1911 and was suc- 
ceeded by his eldest soji Muhammad .Musla(jul Hassan Khaii who was 
invested wnth full ruling powers on the 7th Fehruary 1918. 

A Sanad (srr No. XXX Vi j coiifei ring hereditary criminal powers on 
the Hiller w^as granted in 1921. 

The revised complimentary titles of the Nawab, which have been re- 
(tognised as hereditarv by the (ioveinmeiit of India, are Azani-ul-Um- 
ara, Iftikhar-ud-Daula, Iinad-ul-Miilk, Sahib-i-Tah, Mihin Si?dar, and 
Hafdai’-J ung. 

The area of Baoni is 121 scpuire miles; the population, by the Census 
of 1921, 19,784; and the revenue about lIs. 1,95,900. 

The military forces c^oiisi.st (192(>) of 5 Cavalry, 82 Infantry and 5 
Artillery men with 2 servi(;eable guns. 

In ac(‘ordam‘e with the terms ot its Adoption Sanad the Baoni State 
was liable to the payment of iiazarana at the rate of half a year’s net 
revenue, vvheneve]* the succession did not go to a direct lineal heir, up to 
1911, wdien all Nazarana levies were abolished on the occasion of the 
Coronation Harbar. 
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16. The IIasut-Bjiaiya Jagirs. 

These juf^irs oriyhiully ionned part of iJie Ojcliliu Slaie. The foumlei 
of the family wos Divvan Rai Siii^h, <^ieal-^ioal -^-raiulson of Bir Singh 
Deo, one of tJie llajas of Orehha, who possessed the jagii' of Baragaon. 
The name of Ilashl-Bhaiya dagirs is derived fioni the fad of Diwaii Rai 
Singh having divided his jagir of Baragaon inlo sliaies, Kari, 

Ihisari, Taranli, Ohirgaon, Dliniwai, Bijna, Tori J*’a1eh])iii and Banka 
Pahari, among Iiis t'ighf sons. '^Phe jagir of Ivari (or Dndpur) IxM-anie at 
a7i early dale merged in Ihe otlier shares; Taraiili re\erted 1o Orehha; 
and ]*asari was ineor])o?aied in Uie Jliansi distriei and is now Brilisli 
territory. The dismemherment of the Orehha Stat(' hy tlie ^lahrattas 
and lhf‘ foiinaiion oi Bie s(‘para(e State of .Ihansi j(*d to dispnt(*(l claims 
between Orehha and Jhansi as to the snpicnnaey o\(M‘ the reinaining fivt 
jagirs. A careful in vestigat ion was made in 1821, and it was deeaded 
that these jagirs sliould lie eonsi<h‘red diie<*lly d(‘p('ndent on the IBitisli 
(fovernment., through whom the tiihnte lev IcmI h\ ihe Jhansi State* wouhl 
he* paid; hat that the* jagirdars shonlel e-ontinm* Ihe usual ohse*rv‘inee*N to 
the Raja of Orehha as the nominal head of the* family. 'Phe^ Thatisi 
(’hief, howeve*r, hael se'izeel se‘ve*ral <d' the* villages helonging to the‘Sfc 
jagirs, and was allowed to re*lain them in lieu of the Ij'ihule*" vvhiedi 
vvemld e)t]ie'rvvise have lie<*n exae ted 'Phe*se* ai range'ine'iiis vve*re enihexl ie*e] 
ill Sanads (Nei. LXXTV) whie‘h were granted in 1821 and 1828 to the 
jagirdars. Vor the jagir of Taranli, whiedi hael reverteel to Oiehha, the 
fdiief of Orehha was reepiired tei pay an annual trihute of Hs. 8,000 to 
Jhansi. This tribute bee*ame payable tei the British Gov^ernment on the 
la])se eif Jhansi, but it was remitted in 1860 as a lewarel feir the serv ie*es 
rendere'd hy the Baja eif Ore'hha eluiingthe* mutiny. Ohirgaem was eein- 
tise*ated in 1841 for the rebelliem of the dagirdar Bakht Singh, so that of 
the eiriginal eight shares inte) vvhie*h the jagir of Baragaon was divide*el, 
there remain now only the* fe>ur holdings v\hie*h are eh'se*ribed below.

Engagement concluded between Nana Govind Rao Pundit, for biraself, his 
heirs and successors, and Captain John Baillik, Political Agent of the 
Honorable Sir George TIilaro Barlijw, Baronet, Governor-Gonoral, 
etc., etc., etc., in behalf of the Honorable the East India Companv, at 
Banda, the 23rd day of October 1806. 

Wliereas by the Treaty of Ihissein a portion of territory in Savannoiir an<l 
Oolparra, formerly in the |)OHse«sion of TTis Highness tlie IVishwa, was ceded to 
the Honorable the East India Company ; ami Whereas hy a subsequent agre.e- 
m(*nt between tlio two GovernTmmts, the said territory was restortul io His Higfi- 
ness the Peishwa, and in exchange for that territory together with certain other 
considerations wliich are detail<Ml in tin* agreeirn'iit in question, a territory in 
tlie ])rovinee of Bnnd(‘lcund, yielding an annual revn iine of thirty-six lakhs and 
sixteen thousand Ru|)e(‘S was ]»erni.inently ceded to tln^ British Government 
and annexed to their ])ossessions in Ilindoostan ; and V\’^ln‘T(‘,a.s at the period when 
the British troo|)s were first employed in the occupation of the province of Biin- 
delcund, and in the punishment of the disanVol.cMl in ttiis ])rovine-e, Nana Govind 
Rao did for a time oppose tin* ()p(‘.r;i.1 ions of the British troops in this province, 
by which conduct ho the said Nana Govind Rao placcid himsfdf in the condition 
of an (meiriy to the British Governnnmt, and s(*v<*ral districts and forts in the 
province of Bundelcund, wdiicli were formerly j)ossessed by him, were conquered 
by tlie British army and occupied by their authority ; and Whereas after the 
conquest of the aforesaid districts and forts, Nana Govind Rao, professing sin- 
ccTc obedience and submission to the Honorable ('ompany, joined the British 
army with his froo})s, and since the jieriod in question invariably regulated his 
conduct by a rigid obs(‘rvance of the duties of amity and attachment to the British 
Government and to its interests, in consideration of whicli the ilakas of Oorey 
and Mohiirnmedabad were n^storcfl to him <luring the first year, and the pergun- 
nail of Mohaba in the second year after his submission ; and Wliereas a promise 
was made by the British Government to grant to Nana Govind Rao an eipiivalcnt 
for the district of Calpee at some future period, tlie Jlonorahle the Governor- 
General in Council has lately been pleased to direct the performance of that 
promise : Therefore, and with a view to the eoiitidentie and entirti satisfaction 
of Nana Govind Rao regarding both his ancient posse,ssions and those which arc

All the Articles of the Engajjjeimmt contracted with Nana (lovind Uao by 
Colonel John Baillie. on the ])art of the British Covernment., under date the Jrd 
day of October J80(», corros[)onding with the JDth of Shabun J221 llijnui, and 
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the 11th ol Kooar Sood 1 803 Simihut, shall reuiain in full force, excepting in as 
far as tljey are not allered by this Treaty. 

Article 2. 

Tlie Britisli (lov(‘rnnient hereby relinquishes for ever its right to tribute and 
military service from Nana (loviml Itao, his heirs and successors. The llritisli 
CloviU’imient moreover acknowledg(‘s and hereby constitutes Nana (lovind Itao, 
his Indrs and successors, the hereditary rulers of the territory at juesent in tijo 
Nana’s actual jjossession. 

Article 3. 

The British Government further engages to ])rotect the aforesaid |)OBsessious 
of tiie Nana from th(‘ aggressions of any foreign ])o\ver, and it is accordingly here- 
by agr(M‘d betwe(*n the coni ra.< ding parties that whenever the Nana shall have 
naison to ajipndicnd a design on the ])art of any })ower to invade his tenitories, 
wh('ther hi consequema' ol any (lis]»ul(‘d claim or on any (dher ground, he shall 
report lhe circumstances of the ease* to the. British Governiiu*nl , wliich will intcr- 
pos(‘ its im'dialion for tl\e adjustment of such dispute<l claim : the Nana, ridying 
on the )ustic(‘ and e(piitv of the British (.iovm-nment. agrec's implicitly 1o abide 
by its award. If the appndiended a.ggr(*ssion b(‘ referabh* to any other cause, 
the JlritisJi ( h)\ (‘riimeiit. wall endeavour by rej) resen tat ion and remonstrance to 
avert tin* design, and if, notwithstanding tlie Nana’s acqui(*sccnc(‘, m the award 
of tlu' British (Jovmnment, the other party shall persist in its hostihi ilcsrgris, 
ami the ende.a\ours of th(‘ British Govmmmeut shall fail ot success, such incasiiri's 
will be a(lo]»t(‘d for liu‘ protection ol the Nana's tmrituries as tin* e-i re ii instances 
of the ease, may aqrpear to require. 

Akticle 4. 

Nana (lovind Kao lioreby codes to the British Government in per}n‘tual sov- 
ereign ty the wliole of the lands of tlie ilakali of Kundah appertaining to tin* ])er- 
guiinali of iMolnihuli, circumscribed by the territories of tin*. British Government, 
and also certain villages on tlie banks of the River Jumna ajipertainmg to the 
])(*rgimnali of (hoorke, and intermixeil wit.b the Honorable Comjiany's lands 
of Blindaiek and Bayjiore, including iiial, sayer, charity, and rent-free Jam Is of 
everv ih‘S('ri])l ion. agreeably to a Seheilnle subjoined to the Treaty; the Nana 
aecortlingly engages that the aforesaid lands shall be given up to the Otlieers ot 
the. British Go\'einim*nt. immediately on demand. IKit with a view to tlu* satis- 
faction of c(*rt.am claims upon the Nana, for wdiieli some of these lands are j»ledg(*d, 
the British (i(A (*rnmont }i(*reby agrees to grant to tlu^ Naiia the revenue of those 
lands to be paid in cash u]> to the end of Assar next, corresjionding wdtli July 
ISIS; the cm rent revenue, after deducting the expense of collection, the out- 
standing balances, and tJie advances of tuccavie which may b(* justly demand- 
able up to the end of Assar next, according to the Regulations of the British Gov- 
ernment, shall accordingly be collected by the British Revenue Otlieers and paid 
to the Nana monthly. 
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Article 5. 

If at any tiino tho Nana have anj^ rause of t*onjj)laint aj^ain.st any of the Bajahs 
or (^fiiefs allied to the British (fovcrnlnent, the Nana en<T,i«jjes tf) refer the eas(‘ 
to the. arbitration and deeiKion of that (loverninent, and to abide implieilly by 
its award, and on no aeeoiint to eoininit a^j^n'ssions aj’a.iiist the other ])arty, or 
to e.in])loy his own foree for the salisfaeiion of such claim or the n*(h(‘s,s of the 
grievane.e of which he may comjdain. 

Article 0. 

Nana (Jovind Ibio hereby en^a^es to abstain frorn eorresjiondin^ with fon iifn 
j)owers, exeeptiii" with the j)rivity and consent of the British Covernment. 

Artk’LE 7 

With a view to facilitate the adjustment of boundary dis])iit(‘s betw<‘en th(“ 
subjects of the Nana and ihat of the British (lovc'rnment, and to avoid the delay 
of a r('fer(*ne<' to the Nana, the Nana hereby eniia^jes to r(‘(|uire all his Anmils 
and ol lur Ollicers on the frontici t(» comjdy immediately wilh any ord(*rs t lu'V 
niay r(‘c(‘iv(‘ hom the Snpennbmdent. of JVditical Alfairs. for causing the att.cmd- 
am‘(‘ of parth'S and wiiin'sses, or lor any other pnr{)os(‘ coinit'cted with the ad- 
jnsinn'iit of boundary disjmtes without w^aiting the result of a, reference to him. 
The Nana lurther agretss to gJV(‘ rea<ly and due att('ntioji to all suggest ioiis from 
th(‘ Su])erin((*ndent rcsp<'(t ing tin* punishment, of any ol his subji'cts wdio may 
be convicted bi'fore the Su]»erinte)Kh*nt of \ iolence and aggn'ssion towards the 
British subjects. With a furtlnT view to avoid disputes respecting tin*, new" 
boundaries which will be lornn'd between tin* lands now" ceded by the Nana and 
those to w hich t ln*y are contiguous, it is hereby agreed that, actual ])ossession 
at the date of this 7 real y shall la* held to In* the critiuion for the settlement of 
all disputes which may arise J(‘speeting the aforesaid boundary, and ihat no re- 
trospective claim founded on former possession shall be sustained on either sule. 


Article 8. 

The British (lovernmeni, hereby engages to eontrai't no engagi'inents with 
llao Benaick Kao, tin* manager of Saug(»r, or with the Bheik Sahiba, detrim(*ntal 
to the claims and rights of the Nana in tlie country of Saugor. The British (lov- 
ernnn'iit, mori'over, oilers In'reafter to int<*rj)Ose its good ollices with a view" to 
bring about a satisfactory adjustment of the tlili'erenee betwc'im Nana (lovind 
Kao and the inanagm" of the country of Saugor. 

Artkjlk 9. 

Whenever the British Government may have occasion to send its troops 
through tho territory of Nana Govind Kao, or to station a British force within 
his territori(*s, it shall bo competent to the British Government so to detach or 
station its troops, and the Nana shall give his consent accordingly. Tho (Com- 
mander of the British troops which may thus eventually pass through or per- 
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maucntly occupy a j)osiiion within tho Nana’s territories shall not in any manner 
interfere in tlie internal (concerns of the Nana’s (lov^ernineut ; whatever materials 
or HUpj)li(^s may be re<|uired for the use of the British troo])s during their oon- 
tinuanee in tin* Nana's territories shall be readily furnished by the Nana’s Ollicers 
and sul)jects, and shall be paid for at the price current of the bazaar.

This Treaty, consisting of ten Articles, having this day been concluded bet- 
ween the British (loverniiKmt and Nana (tovind Rao through the agency of John 
VVauchope, Ksip, in virtiu' of powers delegated to him by the Most Noble the 
Governor (leneral on the om* part, and Abha Bulvvnnt Rao, the vakeel of the 
said Nana (Jovind Rao, on the otlu'r, Mr. Waucliope and tlie said vakeel signed 
and s(‘ale,d two copies of the Treaty in English, Persian, and Ifindee, one of whie.h, 
afi.er liemg ratiiied by tlie seal ami signature of the. Most Noble the Manpiis of 
Hastings, (lovernor-Co-mu’al, will be returned to-morrow to the said vakeel, and 
tin* said vake(‘l iiaving obtained the ratification of the Nana to the ol-h(‘r copy, 
engagt‘s to deliver it. within th<‘ same time to Mr. Waiiehopi*.

IIrttish (tgvernment and TTis Htgiixess the Peishwa, shortly after 
the arrival of a detachimmt of the British army in Bundelgunj), transmitted 
to Ills ExcncLLENOA" Gexerae Lake, (^ommaiKler-in-(!hief, etc*., ete., throiigli 
Captain John Batllie, f*olitieaI Agent on tlie f)art of Ills Exoellenoy 
in Benmielcund, a Wajib-ool-Urz or i*aper of Rtupicsts, »*\pressive of his 
submission end attachment to th(‘ views and int(‘rests of tlu* Bri'I'isii Gov- 
ernment, and containing seven distinct Articles or rcspiests, all wliicli have 
been acceded to by Hfs Rxcirllenov the (U)mman der-jn-Ciiiee , and Where- 
as certain rerpiests and agreenumts on the part of SiiEo Hao Bhao vvc'o; not, 
included in the said Wajib-ool-Urz, ami are now necessary to be arhlcd : 

'rh<‘ following Aiiich's are now agreed on for tin* purpose of affording addi- 
tional security and confidence to Sbeo llao Bhao, and of constituting an addi- 
tional pledge of his fidelity and attachment to tJie British Govemnniiit : — 

Article 1. 

The Bhao, jirofessirig his entire submission and sima'n* a,ttachm(mt to the 
British Government and to llis Highness the Piusliwa, li(‘reby (Migages t.o con- 
sider the friends of both Governments as his friends, and tiudr enemii^s as liis 
enemies, that is to say, he promises not to juolost any Chief or State who shall 
])e obedient to the Brit-ish Government and to Ilis Highm'ss th(‘ Pcishwa ; a,nd 
considering all such as may be, rebellious or disaflected to thi^sc' Gov(‘rnment.s 
as his enemies, he engages to give no protection in his eonutry tt» such persons 
or their families, to hold no intereourso or correspojidenee of any nature with 
them, and to nsc every means in his power to seize ainl deliver tliem over to the 
Government against which they may oJIond. 


Article 2. 

If at any time, a dispute or di(Terem;c arise betwce,n tlie Bliao and any neigh- 
bouring Stat<‘ or Chieftain professing obedience to tlie British Goviirnment, the 
Bhao engages to communicate the grounds of such disfnite or dilfereuce to the 
British (fovernrneut, that they may have an opportunity of investigating the 
matter in dispute and of adjusting it to tht‘, mutual satisfaefion of the jiarties, 
or of punishing the party who sliall be refractory.

Wliftn(*,v«r a detachment of the British forces shall bo employed in ])iniish- 
irif' the di.safTocted in tlu^ (ioiintrics contifruoiis to the j)ossos,sious of »Slu*o Rao 
BliaOj the Bhao engages upon every such occasion to join t lie Jkitisli forcivs with

the n(‘ighboiirhood are ready to submit to and bcc.ome tin* s(*,rvants of the Brit ish 
Government, let the possessions of these Chiefs be guaranteed, and tin* revenue 
which tlniy hav(*, paid to the Peishw'a, shall be jiaid into tin? British tr(*,asury. 

7tk . — Let every arrangement with me be concluded through the medium of 
Rajah Himrnut Bahadoor.

Treaty with Row Ramohunj), the Minor Soubaiidar of Jhansie, — 1817. 

Whereas a Treaty of defensive alliance was concluded between the British 
Government and the late Sheo Row Bhow, Souluihdar of Jhansie, under date 
the 6th of February 1801, or lOth of Rhagoon Boodee I860 Suinbut, when the 
said Soubahdar was in the condition of a tribulary to Ilis Highness the Peishwa ; 
and Whereas the whole of the rights of His Highness the Peishwa over the prin- 
cipality of Jhansi(i hav(‘ since that peuiod been transferred to the British Govein- 
inent, in virtue of a Treuty concluded ])etween that Government and the Peishwa, 
under date the 1‘Jth of Jiiiu* 1817, corresponding with the Hth Assar 1874 Sunibut, 
and in consequence of that transfer the relations established by the former 
Treaty between the British Government and Jhansie have become virtually ex- 
tinct ; and Whereas the Britisli Gov<‘riiinent, in consideration of the very res- 
pectable cliaracter borne by the late Soubahdar Sheo Row^ Bhow and his uni- 
form and faithful attachment to the British Government, and in deference to 
his wish expressed before his (l(‘ath that Ihe jmncipality of Jhansie ujight be con- 
firnu'd in per])etuity 1o liis gramlson. How Ramchund Row, to be conducted 
during the minority ol the said Row Ramchund Row by Row^ Go]>aul Row' Bhow 
manager nominated by the lale Show and confirm(‘<l by the British Government : 
On tlu'se considcratitnis and in the confident reliance of the continuance of the 
saine fri(‘n(lly disposition on tin* part of the Government of Jhansie and of its 
strict adln'nmce to iln* engag(‘men1s com[)rised in this Treaty, the British Gov- 
ernment. has consented, on certain conditions, to constitute Row Ramchund 
the hereditary (diief of the lands a<*iually held by tin* late Row’ Slieo Bhow at 
the commencement of t he British Government in Buudelcund and now ])Ossessed 
by the Government of Jhansie. The following Articles have accordingly been 
concluded between tin! British Government and Row" Ramchund Row", under 
the direction and with the concuiTence of his said manager, Gopaul How Bhow. 

Article 1. 

The Treaty concluded between the British Government and the late Sheo 
Row Bhow', under date the (>th of February 1804, or 10th of Phagoon Boodee 
1860 Sumbut, is hereby confirmed, excejuing such parts of it as are altered or 
rescinded by the i)rovisious of this Treaty. 

Article 2. 

I’he British Government, with a view" to eonfirM the fidelity and attachment 
of the Government of Jhansie, eonsents to aelenow’ ledge and hereby constitutes 
Row Ramchund, his heirs and sneeessors, hereditary rulers of the territory en- 
joyed by the late Row Sheo Bhow at the period of the commencement of the 
Brifiah Government, and now in the jiossession of Row Ramchund, excepting 
the Pergunnah of Mote, which being held by the Jhansie Government in mort- 
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gage from Rajah Bahadur will continue on its present footing until a settloTuent 
of the mortgage takes place between the parties. The Britisli Government further 
engages to protect the aforesaid territory of Row Ramchund from the aggros- 
eion of foreign ])owers. 

Artj(‘lk 3. 

The Britisli Government having by the terms of ilie foregoing Article engaged 
to protect the principality of Jhansie from the aggressions of foreign powers, 
it is hereby agreed between the contracting [larties that whenev(‘r the Govein- 
njent of Jfiansie shall have ri'ason to apfirehend a design on the part of any foreign 
povrer to invade its territories, wheth<*r in conse(jiienc(‘s of any dis[nites, claim, 
or on any other ground, it shall re])ort the circumstances of the case to the British 
Government, which will interpose its mediation for the adjustnumt of such dis- 
put<‘d claim; and the Jhansie Government, relying on the. justice ami equity 
of the Ikitish Governnumt. agree.s implicitly to abide by its award. If the aj) ■ 
prehemled aggressions shall 1)(‘ referable to any other caiis(‘, the British Govern- 
ment will endea vour by representations and remonstranci* t.o a\ ert. the design, 
and if, notwithstanding the Soubalidar’s ac<|uies('(‘nce in tin* award of the British 
Government, the other ])ower shall p(‘rsist in its hostile designs, and the endea- 
vours of the British Gov(‘rnm(*nt should fail of succ(*ss, such nuMsiires v\ill be 
ado[»ted for the }>rotection of the Soubahdar's territories, as the circumstances 
of the cas<' may a|tp(‘a,r to re(juire. 


Akticmo 1. 

In consideration of tin* giiaranl(*e and piot.eclion alfonh'd by the two fon*- 
goiiig Art.icl(‘s t(» How Hamcliund, the Chief of .Jhansii*, that Cliit'f hen'by binds 
liiiusclf to employ bis troops, ut bis own exjx'iisi*, wln*n(‘V(‘r r(‘«juir(*d to do so, 
ill co-operation with tliosi* of tin; Biitish Government, on all occasions in wliich 
the interests of the t wo Governments may be mutually eoneerned. On ail such 
occasions the Jhansie troops shall act under tin* ord(*rs and control of tin* Com- 
manding Ofiicer of t he lb‘itish troojis. 

v\UTI(’T.H T). 

How" ItaiMclmnd hereby agrees to submit to tin* arbitration ol the Brilish 
Gov(‘rnm(*nt all his disputes with other fStates, ainl implicitly to abide by its 
award. 

Article b. 

Bow Ramclmml (*iigages af all tinn*s to employ his utmost exertions in (h*- 
fending the roads and passes of Ids country against any ein'iiiics or ju-cdut.ory 
lio'lies who may attempt to penetrate through it into the territories of the Honor- 
able Company. 

Article 7. 

Whenever the British Government may have occasion to send its troopsi 
through tin* dominions of Row Ramchund, or to station a, British force within 
l|is territories, it shall bo competent to the British Government so to detach or 
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station its troops, and Row Ramchund shall give his consent accordingly. The 
Commander of the British troo])s which may thus eventually pass througli or 
permanently occu])y a ])osition within the Jhansie territories, shall not in any 
manner interfere in the int(*-rnal concerns of tlic Jhansie Ooverniucnt. What- 
ever materials or sup}>lies may he re<piired for the use of the British troops during 
their continuanee in the Jhansie territories, shall he readily furnished by Row 
Ramchund’s Ollicers and subjects, and shall be paid for at tln^ ])rice current of 
the bazaar. 

AnTTf’LTO 8. 

Row Ramchund hereby binds himself to maintain no cGrrcs])ondence, with 
foreign States without the juivity nnd cotiserjt of the British Covornment. 

Aktict.k 9. 

Row Ramchund engages to give no nsylurn to criminals, nor to defaulters 
of the British (Jovernment who may abscond and t.ik(^ rtdugc* within bis terii- 
torics ; and should the Ollicers of the l»rit.ish OoverM'U'nt he sent, in jnirsuit of 
such criminals and defaidt(*rs. Row Rainchiind fnrtht“r engages to alTord smdi 
Ollicers ev(‘rv assistance in his power in appreliendmg llnun. 

10. 

This Treaty, consisting oi bm Art.ich'S, having tliis dav hefui concluded bet- 
ween the British (iov(‘.rnm<Mit. and Ivf)W Runn liund. through the, a,g(Mn*y of John 
Wa.iicho|)e, I5s<piirc, in virtue of powers delegat-(Ml to him hy the Most Xoble the, 
Oovernor-t huKU'al on the one jr.rrt. and Nfan.i. Buiwunt Rf>w, tlu' \urkecl, o?\ the 
other, Mr. \Vaueho|)(‘ and the .-.aid vak<‘(‘l hava* sigursl and .stsiled two copie.s of 
the Treat s in English, l*ersian, and llimlee. oiu‘ of whie.h, afO'r l)eing ratified by 
the .seal and sigiiuiuro of the. Most .Voble the Manpds of Ha, .stings, Covernor-

Av.'.— That on the 1st January 1843, or as soon after as possible, the State 
of Jhansie shall be made over to him, Guiigadhur Rao, with the ex(M*])tion of the 
undermentioned lands, which are to be assigned to the British Government tor 
the payment of half the cost of the Bundelcund Legion ; and are assessed for 1l»e 
year Sumbut 189!) at 2,55,891 Jhansie Rupees, or 2,27,458 Coiiipany’s Rupees.

-The n.'o’ef is to fulfil all the eiiuugeiiKmts which hav<‘ been et)t('red into 
with lundho!d(*rv fm the reinaiidrig three years of the (juiiujuennial settle- 
ment, and to submit all references arising out of this subjc'ct to the (haiision of 
the Agent Goverm/i’-General in Bundelcund, or any Officer who may be appointed 
for the purpose by Government. 

ihd. -That the prisoners confine<l in the Jliansie Jail under sentence of im- 
prisonment an* not to bi‘ released till the ]>eTiods of tlieir sentence e\])ire without 
vionsulting the Agent of t.h(‘ Governor-tJeiieral m Buudeleund. 

4th. -That all pensioners of tlie Jhansie State whos(^ claims liave hoeii already 
decided by the Officers of our Gowmment, and all creditors of that State whose 
claims have been decided })y the Ollicers of our Government in concert with the 
Chief of Jhansie, be punctually ])ai<l by instalments. All those who receive grants 
of land, payments from the treasury, or assignments upon the customs for ser- 
vices to be. performed, aie t.(> enjoy the stiine only u})on condition of perform- 
ing the duties for wliieli they have been assigned ; and the Chief to be left sole 
judge in their eases. 

It is understood tliat the Chief will pay all jiLst debts and claims to pensions 
which have not yet b^-en adjusted by the Officers of our Government; but our 
Gfoverument is not to interfere. 
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5ih, — That the Chief shall pay to every public Officer who has served us in 
the administration of the Jhansie Government for a period of three years, and 
whose services he now dispenses with, a donation of six inontbs* salary, pro- 
vided they do not find emplojmient in Jalone or the ceded lands. 

— That the Chief pay off the debt to the British Government by annual 
instalments of not less than fifty thousand Rupees. 

7th. — That the Bundelcund Legion be kept permanently to at least its present 
strength for the protection of the .lhansie and Jalone districts, but tlie distribu- 
tion of this force is to rest with the Officer fbnimanding, or the representative 
of our Government in Bundelc-und. The Officer (Commanding the Legion is to 
comply with the requisitions of the Raja for the aid of troops whenever he thinks 
them proper, without reference to such representative ; hut should he at any 
time n(»t deem it proper to comply with such requisitions, he will state the cir- 
cumstances of the call for aid, and his reasons for not ( . implying with it, to the 
representative, of the Government, and 8us}>end com})luince till his orders are 
received. 

8ih. — That the Chief will assign lands for a military cantonment in any j)art 
of his territories which the Government may select for th(‘, pur)) 0 S(* ; but the Officer 
(Jommanding the troops in such cantonments is not to interfere with the civil 
administration of the Government, or permit the troojis to ojipri'ss the subjects of 
the Jhansie State. What suj)plies for the use of the troops may he required from 
the country around arc to be procured through the Officers of the Jliansie Govern- 
raent, and paid for at the current jirices of the day. 

The Articles of former Treaties between the Jhansie ('hii'fs and the British 
Government are to remain still in force ; and all the salutes heretofore given to 
those Chiefs and courtesies of reception whhJi are tli(‘ same as those given to the 
Chiefs of Orchha, Dutlia, and Snrnptur, to be continued.

Translation of a Sunnuo granted to Rajah Kisskry Singh, the Rajah of 
Jeytpork, dated 20th September 1812. 

Bo it known to the Chowdries, Canoongoes, and Zemindars of the Pergun- 
nahs of Punwarreo and Powey, etc., in the province of Biiiulelcund : Wlicreas 
the Rajah Kissery, the Rajah of Jeytpore, one of the aindeiit and respectable 
Chiefs of the province, and a In'reditary descendant of the Rjijah Juggut Raje, 
previously to this period, liaving submitted iiimself to the authority and (uitered 
into engagements, and obligations of obedience, loyalty and submission to the 
British (Government, and delivered in an ikrarnamah, or writt(‘m engagement, 
to the above effect, consisting of eight Articles, the said Rnjah received from the 
British Government ^fifty- two vullages in the Pergunnah of Punwarn'c, nmt-free, 
and ever since has niinained faitliful in his obediiiiHic and loyalty : Wherefore, 
on the I5th of July 1809 A.D., the said Rajah re.ceived from the British Govern- 
ment in gift, certain villages in the Pergunnah of Powey, and on the 12th Septcin- 
b(U* in the abov<i year, he, the said Rajah, also re(a‘ived in free gift certain cbaniond 
mines in consideration of his situation and claims to the favor of the British 
(Tovernmont. Now the said Rajah having recpiestetl to r(‘(H‘ivc one Sunniid in- 
cluding the whole of th(5 grants, a 8uimud is thiTidore given to the said Rajah, 
granting him, rent-free, t!n‘, villages and possessions enumerated underneath. 
So long as the said Rajah, his heirs and successors, shall remain faithful to and 
truly dis(;hargo the, terms of the ikiarnamah he has now entennl into, e"<,isist- 
iug of eleven Articles, tlie villages and possc^ssioiis, enunnnated below, with the 
whole of their land revenues, and sayer, abkaree, and all oilu'r riglits and dues 
belonging thereto, sliall remain in his and their unniolesU'd j)oss(‘s,sion, rimt-frce, 
generation after ge.neration for (wer. It is j»roper that you consiihu' tlui afore- 
said Rajah the true proprietor of the. \illuges and j)oss(‘ssions in (pu'stion ; and 
the duties of the said Rajah are to jnotect and ])roiiiote the emnfort of tin; inhab- 
itants and cultivators, and, reiideriiig liis possessions populous and Hourishiug 
enjoy the produce in good wishes and prayers for the prosperity of the British 
Government.

Whertias J, Kajiili Kissery Siu", Kajah of Jeytpore, ojie of the ancient and 
reH[)(ictable (diicds of the ])rovince of Kundeh-iind, and deseep.ded from the Kajah 
Jugj^nt Kaje, from the time that I delivered in my Ikrarnamah or obligation of 
submission and obedience, and obtained in jagliire fifty-two vi]lag<*s in th(‘ ])ei*- 
gunnah of Ibinwarree from the British Government, have discliarged with heart 
and soul the obligations of loyalty and obedience, and I have fieen admitted 
amongst the dejiendents of tlie British Government, and remainetl faitfiful to 
the terms of my engagements, in no instance di'viating a tittli* therefrom ; during 
the administration of Mr. .Jolin Hicliardson certain villages and possessions in the 
pergimnah of Powey wer(> granted to m(‘ for my susttmauce, and the aforesaid 
gentleman required from m(‘ a fresh Ikrarnamah, in terms appro])nate to t.he edninge 
of circumstances: for which riiason, and to conlirm mv submission, loyalty, and 
obedience to the British Government, I now deliver in tin* jiresent Ikrarnamah, 
consisting of tin' eight Artich'S of my former (‘ngag(‘mcnts, and of iJiree m‘w Arti- 
cles, in all eleven Articles, under my seal and signatnn*, and 1 hereby promise 
and engage that J shall never deviate a tittle, from those Articles m letter, spirit, 
or tendency. 

Artiolr 1. 

r ])romise never to unit<‘ on any occasion with cAternal or internal enemies of 
the British Government, and to be ever obedient and submissive to t he.ir will and 
commands, from the due [lerfonnanec of which duties I shall never tlepart. 

Article 2. 

If any of my ehildron and relations excite disturbauees in the, British terri- 
tories, 1 agree to use my utmost endeavours to previmt them, and in the event 
of tht*ir continuing to bcdiave impro])erly, 1 jiromisc' to join the British troops 
with my forces for the purpose of punishing them.

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seizure and delivery to the British Government of the thieves and robbers. I 
sliall immediately seize and deliver over to the British authority all murderers 
and others who may have committed crimes in the British possessions, and may 
have taken refuge in any of my villages. 

Article 5. 

If any of the nei^hlmuimg Ohiefs rebel against the British authority, although 
tliey Ixi my iH‘ar relatioiis, 1 tlo hereby {)romise to abstain from all friendly eom- 
munication witli thejii, and not to protect or sun’er any of their ndations or de- 
pendents to remain in any of my villages. 

Article f>. 

1 engage never to quarnd witli any (■hie-f who is obedient and submissive to 
the British (lovernment ; if any of tliem should (piarreJ with me, I juomise to 
submit such dispute to the d(5cision of Government. 

Article 7. 

I promise not to retain in my servic<‘ a greater jiumber ol troops, horse or 
foot, than may absolutely Ix* u<‘cessary for t he collection of the re\ (mnes of my x illa- 
gea, Slid for I he purposes of personal state, without the authority and 2 )erniission 
of the British (fovcrnmcnt. 

Article 8. 

1 engage wnth my free will and consent n(‘ver to have any concern of any 
nature wdtii tlx; fort of Je.ytporr*, and not permit my <b‘j)(‘nd<mt,s to go round it, 
nor shall I rc[)air the breaches of the fort.

cursion into tile Brii/isb territories through my possessions, or tliose of tlicfdiiefs 
in a.llcgianc(! tlicndo, I (mgage to furnish the ()Hic<‘rK of tlx' British (loverjinxmt 
wdtli inloriuation of tlie circumstanc.e before Ids aj)pr()ach 1o tlx*, neighbourhood 
of my territories, and to exert my utmost efforts to obstruct/ ids progress.

Wlienever tlic British trooi>s sliall have occasion to ascend tlx*, ghauts t hrough 
any of the pasvses subject to niy authority, 1 agree not only not to obstruct or im-

I, Purseram, do hereby declare and acknowledge that [ have submitted in 
person to the British Government, and with a view to conflrin my obedience and 
submission 1 do hereby present this Ikrarnamah, com])rising the following Arti- 
cles : — 

Article 1. 

Whereas 1, Purseram, fiefc'ly and sincerely professing my obeflience and sub- 
mission to the British Government, have been rank(5d among tln^ number of the 
depeiidants and adhereiii.s of that Government ; and WIk'H'jis Tolin Ricdiardson, 
Esq., Agent on the part of the Bight llon'ble tim Governor-General in Council 
for the geiHiral superijitcndence and control of the province of Bundelcund, has 
required from me an Ikrarnamah or obligation of allegiance: to the Brit ish Govern- 
ment : Therefore, and in consideratioi\ of the ami)le maintenance, whicdi has 
now been conferred upon me by the British Government., I do hereby present 
this Ikrarnamah, comprising the. following Artich^s under mv own seal and signa- 
ture, from which I liensby (mgage ncv'cr to devial.c* and n(*V(‘r to (‘ommit any act 
whieh shall in any degree violat<‘. the terms of the said Articles. 

Article 2. 

I agree to reside with my family and children ir. one of the villages of my 
jaghire and not to leave such vdllage without orders from the OHicers of the Britisli 
Government. 

Article 3. 

I lu^reby engage to have no connection with any mariuidcrs, plunderers, 
robbers, or other evil-doers within or without the province of Biindelcuud, especially 
with llajali Tlam, and not to ])ermit any such persons to resid(3 in any of my vil- 
lages ; to give every information regarding tlicm to the Olheer of che British 
Government and to relinquish all intc'rcourse and corri'spondencc whatever with 
them. I further engage not to enter into dis]mtes wdth any of the servants and 
dejiendants of the British Government, and if a dispute should arise between any 
of the dependants of the Govermnoiit, I engage to remain passive in such dispute, 
to afford no assistance to cither party witliout orders from the British Govern- 
ment, and scrupulously to observe tin* duties of obedience and submission on 
all occasions.

It any inliabitant of the British Clovernment ahscond and tahc refuge in any 
of my villages, I engage to seize and deliver him up to the Ofheers of the British 
Government ; and if any person should be deputed by the Government to appre- 
hend such absconder, 1 agr(»e not only not to oppose or ijupede. sucli person, but 
to afford him every assistance in the apprehension of the offender. I further 
engage to obey the orders of the Civil and Criminal Courts in all cases that shall 
occur after the date of tliis Ikrarnamah, and never to cA'clte any disturbances 
or commotions wltatever.

1 engage not to liaihour thieves or robbers in any of tlie villages of my 
jaghire ; and if the ])roperf.y of any of the inhabitants or travellers be stolen or 
plundensl in any of tin* villages, 1 engage to make the zemindar of such village 
responsible either for the rc'stitution of stolen property or for t))e s(UZutc and doliv- 
(‘ry of tin* thi(*f or rohber to tin*.

To the nintsuddie’s, jaghiredars, kiirorecs, chowdrieis, and kanoongoes, present 
and future of the |)orgminah of Motouinl, in the province of Bumleleimd, be it 
known; that Wln*rcas Purserain, on hearing the fame of the justice and bener 
volcFicc of the Britisli Government, has freely and sincorely professed Ids obedience 
and submission to the ( Jovn*rnm(*nt and having aceompanic'd Itajjili Bukht Sing 
to the fFresciiet', of the Agent to the*, Governor-General in Bundeleund has asked 
forgiveness for his past offences, aiul has delivered an Ikrarnamah or obiigatiou 
of allegiance eom])rising six Arti<-les urnler Ids own seal and signature ; and 
Whereas the hcnevcdent ])rineiples of bho liritish Govermrieut dispose it to show 
mercy to olT(*nders and to afford support and protection to all its adherents : 
Therefore, and under the irdiuemje of those btmevolent prineiphxs, tJic villages of 
Kudhcc and Jybrimha with their dependencies situated in tlio pergunnali of 
Motound, and yielding a kamil jumma of fifteen thousand Kupoes agreeably to 
the subjoined statement, are hereby granted by the British Government in jaghire 
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to the said Purserara, And so long as the said Parserarn shall continue firm in 
his obedience to tlie Britisli (Jovernment and true to the terras of his Ikrarnamah, 
the aforesaid villages shall remain in Jiis jmssession in perj}ctnity. 

It is incumbent on the said Purserara to render the inhabitants of his jaghire 
contented and grateful by his good government ; to direct Ids utmost exertions 
to |)romot(* their eojufort and conciliate their alTections and to give no asylum to 
thieves or robbers in any of his villages. It is the duty of the ])easantry and in- 
halutants to consider the sahl Purserara as jiaramount jagidredar of the afore- 
said villair<‘s, and 1o acknowle<ige his right to all tlie duties and immunities ap- 
})ertaining thereto, to offer no 0 })position or diso])edicnce to liim, nor to require 
the annual renewal of their Sunnud. 

After obtuinmg the sanction of tljc Right llon’blo the Governor-Cbmeral 
this Sunnud shall be considered as valid.

Treaty with Amrut Rao, dated the 14th August 1803. 

The particulars of a Treaty between the Honorable Major-General Wellesley 
and Sreemunt Amrut Rao 15ahadoor. 

Article 1. 

It is agreed tliat during the natural life of Amrut Rao Bahadoor, and that 
of his son, Benaik Rao Bappa Sahib, he Amrut Rao (and his son after his decease) 
shall be ensured the enjoyment of a revenue of seven lakhs of Rupees. This 
shall either be granted in territory or in cash : the ISnglish Goveriiment considers 
itself responsible for its payment. The revenue of all .such district.s as are at pnssent 
in Amrut Rao Bahadoor’s possession must be included in the account of his annual 
revenue, and ho shall receive the dilleren(;e between their amount and the sum 
fixed on for his support, of seven lakhs of Rupees. 

Article 2. 

As a proof that Amrut Rao is sincere in his profcs.sions of friendsliif) to the 
English Govcrmneiit, he must meet the Honorable Major-Gentiral W<dlosley, who 
means to advance to Aurungabad. 

Article 3. 

Amrut Rao must on all occasions exert himself cordially to forward the interests 
of the Honorable (/ompany and His Highness the iVi.shwa. 

Article 4. 

Whatever friends and adherents may attend Amrut Kao may l)e satisfied of 
their perfect safety, and be assured they shall receive injury from no quarter 
whatever, as they will be under the protection of the British Government. After 
the meeting between the Honorable Major-General Wellesley and Amrut Rao 
shall have taken place, some arrangement shall be made for their sm)port.* 

Article 5. 

When Amrut Kao joins General Wellesley, the more force both in cavalry 
and infantry that accompany him, the more will be the Genorals satisfaction. 


Article h. 

VV'hen Amrut Kao procerds to join General Wellc.-.ley’s army, he will send 
his wife and all his family to the fort ot Ahmcdiiagur, or to Bombay or Salsettc, 
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or to such otlicr place, within the territories of the Honorable (.^oinimuy that he 
may more. approv(^ and the English Government will adopt the necessary mea- 
sures lor th(*ir full protection and efficient security. 

Aktiolk 7. 

The ijjeeting hetween Ihe Honorable Major-Gejieral Wellesley and Ainnit 
Hao Bahadoor must take ]dace nineteen days after this date.

Tkkatv of l^RTKNDSHTP and Dkfknsive Alliance concluded between th'i 
British Government and the TIajah of Oorcua,— 1812. 

The. Rajah Mahender Biekcrmajcct Bahader, Rajah of Oorclia, one of the 
Chiefs of Bundeleund, by wlioin and his ancestors his present ])ossessions Inave 
been held in successive f»enerations during a long course of years without ])iiying 
tribute or acknowledging vassalage to any other power, having on all occasions 
manifested a sinc(U‘e friendshi}) and attachment to the British Covernnient, and 
having solicited to he placed under tlie pow'crfiil protection of that Covernnient^ 
the British Covernnient, relying on the continuance of that disjiosition which tiie 
Rajah has hitherto manih'sti'd towards it, and on his adliereiice to whatever 
engagements he may form on the basis of a more intimate union of his interests 
with those of the Honorabh* f^ompany, has acceded to tlu^ Rajah’s rc<juest, and 
the following Articles of a Treaty of friendship and alliance are accordingly by 
mutual consent concluded between the British Covcrnnumt and tlie said Rajah 
IVlahonder Bickerinajeet Bahader, his heirs and successors. 

Article 1. 

The Rajah Maheinh^r Bickerinajeet Bahader, Rajah of Oorcha, having pro- 
fessed his obedumce and attachment to the British (loverninent, he is admitted 
henceforward among tlie number of the allies of the British (Tovermmuit ; accord- 
ingly the said Ivajah Inu'eby engages to consider the friends of that Government 
as Ids friends, and its enemies as Ids enemies, and to abstain from molesting any 
Cldcf or State in alliance or in amity with the Jh*ltisli Government ; and consider- 
ing all persons who may be disalfceted to that Government as his own emnuios, 
he further engages to afford no protection to such persons or their famili(‘s in his 
countr 3 ’, to hold no intercourse or correspondence of any nature with them, hut 
on the contrary, lo use cAerv means in his power to seize and delivrT them U]> 
to tlie OflieiTS of the British Government. 

Article 2. 

Idle territory which from ancient times has desramded to llajah jV'Ialiendcr 
Bickermaii‘et Bahader by inlieritancc, and is now m his possession, is lierchx' 
guaranteed to the said Rajah and l-i> his heirs and .successors, and they shall never 
he molcsti'd in the enjoyinent of the said territory by the British Govermmmt 
nor anj" of its allies or depimdents, nor shall any tribute be demanded from 1dm 
or them. The British Government, moreover, engages to yirotect and defend 
the donduions at jiresmit in Rajah Mahender Bicjvermajeet Bahader’s possession 
from the aggressions of any foreign power. 

Article :i. 

The British Government having, by the terms of the foregoing Article, (ui- 
gaged to protect the territories at present possessed by the Rajah of Oorcha from 
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the ap;gressions of any foreipi po\v*cr, it is hereby agreed between tlie contracting 
parties that, \vhe 7 iev('r tlu' Hajah sliall have reason to appreheiul design on the 
part of a!iy foreiirn ])o\ver to invade his territories, whether in consequonee of 
any dis]nit(Ml chiini or on any other ground, lie shall report the eireiimstances of 
the ease to the liritish (}ovt‘rninent, wliieh will interpose its ine<liation for the 
adjustment ol such disputed elaini, a, ml the Tlajali, relying on the justice and 
(iquity of the Britisli (Government, agrees implicitly to abide by its award. If 
the apprchiMided aggression sliall be ri'b'rabh* t.o any other cause, the British Gov- 
ernment will endeavor, by rejiresentatiou and remonstrance, to avert the design ; 
and if, in the former ease, notwithstanding the Bajalds acquiesconee in the award 
of the Britisli (Government, the ot.hcr power shall jiersist in its hostile designs, 
and if, in the latter case, the endeavors of the British ( to v or n men t should fail 
of suc(;evss, snedi ineasiires will be ado[»t.<*d for the protection of the Itajah’s terri- 
tories as the <‘ireumstances of the laise may a])}>ear to require. 

Arttc'lk 4. 

If at any time the Rajah of Oorcha shall have any claim or (‘ause of com- 
jilaint against any of tlie Rajahs or Chiels allied to or defamderit. on the British 
Governnumt, the Bajah engages t.o refm* the laise to the arbitration and decision 
or that Gov(‘rnm(Mit, and to abide liy its award, and on no a.ceoiint to coininit 
aggression against, the other partv, or i.o emplov his own force for t.he satisfac- 
tion of such elaim, or for the redress of 1 h<‘ gi i<‘\ aixa* of which he nun conqdain. 
On the <»tlier liand, t he Brit ish Government engage', to withhold its allies or depen- 
dents from cominitting any aggn'ssion again.st the Rajah of Ooreha, or to fiiinish 
the aggressor and to arhitrati* any demand t hey may have njmn t.he Rajah of Oorelia 
according to the strict [innciples of jiistiee, the Rajah on his [>a.rt. agreeing im- 
plicitly to abide by its award.

The Rajah of Ooreha engages at all times to eiii])loy his utmost exm’tions in 
defending the roads and passes of his country against any enemies or predatory 
bodies who may attempt to penetrate through it. into t he territories of the Honor- 
able Gornpany.

Whenever the British Govf‘rnment may have oceasion t.o send its troops 
through tlie dominions of the Rajah ol Oorcha, or to station a British fore.e witliin 
his territorie^. it ‘.^hail be (ompetent to the British Government so to detach or 
station its troops, and the Rajah of Ooreha shall give Ins consent nccordinglv. 
The Gommamier of tlx* Britisli troops which may thus evmlually jiass through 
or temporaniy occupy a position uithin the Rajah’s l.ruTi’tories, shall not in anv 
manner interixn* in the internal concerns of tlx' Rajah’s Government. What- 
ever mat.m'iah-' or su[)plies may be najiiired for the u.si^ of the British troops during 
their continuance in the Rajah’s territories shall be readily furnislx'd by the. Rajah^S

race. 

Be assured that nothing sliall di.sturb the engagement thus made to you so long 
as your Hoitso is loyal to the ( 'rown and faithful to the condition, s of tlu* Treaties, 
Grants, or Engagements wdiich record its obligations to the British (4overiiment.

Baillie, Political Agent of Hrs Exc.ellknoy (Jkneral TjAKE, (Joinnnin- 
der-in-Ohiof, etc., (;tc., etc., at KooTijun (Jhat, the ir)th day of March 
18d4. 

M'hcrcas a firm Treaty of alliaiic<t and friondsliip subsists liet ^cen tlic British 
Government and Ilis Highness the Pcisliwa, and by a mutual agreojuent betwemi 
tlicsc^ t,wo powers, a portion of the Province of Biindolcund has been ceded in jicr- 
]>etual sovereignty to tlie Hon’ble Or)m]mny : and Wlieroas shortly aftei the arrival 
of the Britisli army in Buiidclcund Kao Kajah Parc(‘-chul Baliadoor, the ruler of 
Dutleeah, repaired to Ihe British Standard, and was admilli'd among llie number 
of the dependents of the Prilisli Governnumt : Therefore, and with a view to 
the greater seeiuit}’ and confideuce of Kao Kajah Pare.eehut Baliadoor, a Treaty, 
comprising the following Articles, is now conclitded between the British Govern- 
ment and the ^aid llajah Parecehut Baliadoor. 

ATirT(JLK 1. 

Itajah Pareeelmt Baliadoor having profes.sed his ohediene(‘ and attachment 
t ) the British (tovernnumt and to that of ifis .Highness the Pin'sliwa, lioreby engages 
to r-onsidiT t lie friends of fioth (fox ernments as his friends, and tludr enemi(‘H as 
his enmnies : tliat is to say, he promises not t-o mol(‘st any Ghiid or State, who 
shall be oliedimd ti) the British Governmmit and to His Highness the Pcishwa, 
and considering all such as may lie rehellious or disaffected to those Governments 
as his own (memies, he engages to give no protection in hi.s country to such ])ersons 
Of their fandlies, to hold no intercourse or corrospondenee of any nature with them, 
and to usi* everv means in his p(»wer to seize and didiver them over to the Govern- 
ment against wdiich the}* may offend. 

Artici.e 2. 

If at anv time a dispute arise hetAveen Kajah Pareeehut Baliadoor, and any 
neiglibouring State or Chieftain professing obedience to the British Government, 
the Kajah engages to eommuiiicate the groumls of such disjiiitc to the Ihitish Gov- 
ernment, that, they may liaAo an op])ortitiiity of invisstigatiug the matter in dis- 
pute, and of adjusting it to the mutual satisfaction of the ])artics, or of punish- 
ing the })arty W’ho shall bi^ ridractory. 


Article d. 

The ilaka of Bhanderc and certain other mehals having been lately ceded by 
the British Government to the Kana of Gohud, the Kajah engages to abstain from 
all manner of interference with the said ilaka and mehals ; and the Kajah 
further engages to live on tonus of amity and friendship with all the neighbour- 
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ing Chiefs who have professed their obedience and attachment to the British Gov- 
ernment, and to avoid entering into quarrels with any of those Chiefs. 

ARTrOLK 4. 

Whenever a detachment of the British forces sliall be employed in punishing 
the disaffected in the countries contiguous to tlie possessions of Bajah Pareechut 
Bahadoor, the Kajah engages to join tlie British forces with his army, and to assist 
in the accomplisliment of thciir views, and if at any time a detachment of the 
British force shall march into the Rajah’s territory for the purpose of quelling 
disturbances there, the whole expenses of such detachment shall be defrayed by 
the Rajah ; on the otlier hand, if tlie assistance of the Rajali's troops be at any 
t/iine demaiifled for the purpose of quelling disturbances in the British territory, 
the cxj)ense of such troops shall be borne by the British Government. 

AimcLK 5. 

Rajah Pareechut Bahadoor is in reality the commander of his own troops, but 
it is hereby agreed, that on every occasion, when they may be acting with the 
British forces, the general command of the whole shall be vested in the Com- 
manding Officer of the British troops ; and in the event of peace being (concluded, 
due attention shall be paid to the interests of the Rajah. 

Article 6. 

'rhe Rajah engages iicvcr to entertain in his service any British subject, or 
European of any nation or description whatever, without the consent of tlie British 
Government. 

Article 7. 

The ancestors of Rajah Pareechut Bahadoor having uniformly been treated 
with respect and distinction by the powers of Hindoo.stan and by His Highness 
the Peishwa, and having uniformly enjoyed the undisturbed possession of the 
territory now in tlie Rajah’s occupation, the Rajah shall in like manner experience 
every degree of consideration and favor under the British Government, so long 
as he shall continue faithful and attached to its interests. 


Article 8. 

The territory which from ancient times has descended to Rajah Pareechut 
Bahadoor by inheritance, is hereby confirmed to the Rajah, and to his heirs and 
successors, and they shall never he molested in the enjoyment of the .said terri- 
tory by the British Goverrmieufc, nor by any of their allies. 

Article 9. 

If Rajah Ambajee Inglia at any time mole.st the possessions of the Rajah, 
the British Government shall interfere to prevent him. 
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Article 10. 

Accusations of disaffection, if adduced by any person aj^ainst the Rajah, shall 
not be attended to by the British Government, unless the truth of them be jiroved. 
This Agreement, containing ten Articles, signed and sealed by Ca{)tain John Baillie 
and Rao Rajah Pareechut Bahadoor on the 15th of the rnonth of March, corros- 
ponding with the 2nd of the month of Zelhij 1218 Hijerec, and the 4th Jeit Soodee 
1861 Surnbat, at Koonjun Ghat, is delivered to Hao Rajah Pareechut Bahadoor, 
and another of the same date, tenor and contents, signed and scahal by the parties 
on the same day, is delivered to (Captain John Baillie. Whenever the ratifica- 
tion of this Agreement under the seal and signature of llis Kxc.ellency General 
Lake, or of His Excellency the Most Noble the Marquis Wellesley, Governor- 
General, shall be delivered to Rajah Parecc/hut Bahadoor, the Rajah engages to 
return this Agreement. 


No. XVTI. 

Treaty between the British Government and the Rajah of Dutteeah, 

dated 31st July 1818. 

Whereas a Treaty of friendship was concluded between the British Govern- 
ment and Rajah Pareechut, Rajah of Dutteeah. on the 15th of March 1804: and 
Whereas by virtue of a Treaty concluded between tlie British Government and 
the late Peishwa, under date the 13th of June 1817, tlie territory held in jaghir, 
from the Peishwa by the Viiichoorker Jaghireilar, north of the Nerbuddali River 
was ceded to the British Government ; and Whereas the Rajah of Dutteeah bv 
the zeal, fidelity and attachment wliich he lias uniformly manifested to the British 
Government since the date of his former Treaty, and more espi'.cially by tlie prompt 
and effectual assistance he alTorded tlie British troops during the late encamp- 
Mient of the army under tlie personal command of the Most Noble tlie Governor- 
General within his country, has established a just claim to the libi'rality and indul- 
gence of the British Government, the Most Noble the Maripiis of Hastings, Gov- 
ernor-General, influenced by these considerations, has consented to bestow in 
perpetuity upon the said Rajah Pareechut, Rajah of Dutteeah, that portion of 
the late jaghirc of the Viiichoorker Jaghiredar, lying east of the River Sinde, 
commonly called the Chourassee, subject however to the cliarges and conditions 
set forth in the following Articles. With a view also to the further strengthening 
and confirming of the friendship and attachment of the State of Dutteeah, the 
Britisli Government has consented to protect the Diitteeali territory against all 
foreign enemies. The following Articles have accordingly heim concluded between 
Rajah Pareechut, Rajah of Dutteeah, and the British Government, in amend- 
ment of the former Treaty : — 

Article 1. 

The Treaty concluded between the British Government and Rajah Pareechut, 
under date the 15th of March 1804, is hereby confirmed, with exception to such 
parts of it as are amended or altered by the provisions of this Treaty. 
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Artrjlk 2. 

'I'hc British Ooverrimont hereby grants in perpetuity to the said Pareechiit, 
Rajah <»f Uutt(‘eali, all those lands lying to the oast of the River Sinde, known 
by the name of Cliourassee, and formerly held by the Vinchoorker Jaghiredar, 
as detailed in the subjoined list, subject liowever to the conditions and charges 
contained in the following Articles. The Rajah is hereby also confirmed in the 
perriianent j)ossession of that j)art of tlie Vinchoorker Jaghire, contained also 
in the subjoined list, wfiich is already in the Rajah’s y)ossession. 

Articlk .*1. 

Ran (lunpiit Rao, the Agent of the Vinchoorker Jaghiredar, will receive an 
assignment to the amount of f 0,000 Rupees 2)er annum on the aforesaid lands ; 
and the Rajah of Diitteeah herel)y agrees to pay to the said Giinput Rao the above 
provision, in such manner as the Most Noble the Governor-fieneral may direct. 

Arttclk 4. 

The British ( {oviirnment hereby agrees f.o jirotect the original territory of 
the Uiijali of Dutteeali, as w(‘ll as the district now granted to the Rajah, from 
tin*- aggressions uf all fondgn yiowers. 


.VKTICnE b, 

I'he British (lovi'niincnt. having l>y the terms of tin* foregoing Article engaged to 
protect the ti-rritory of Did.teeah from the aggressions of all foreign yiowers, it is 
liendiy agreed lietwetMi tin* eoiitraeting parties, that whenever the Rajah of Dutteeah 
shall apprelnoid a d(!sign on the fiart of any foreign power to invade his territories, 
whetfn;r m coiiseipieuce of any disputed claim or on any other ground, he shall 
report the eircmnstaiices of the case to the British (lovernmeiit., which will inter- 
pose its mediation for the adjustment of such dis])uted claim, and the Rajah, 
relying on t.he justice, and eipihy of the British tJoverniiK'iit, agrees implicitly 
l»o abide by its awanl. If the ayipreliendi'd aggressions shall be referable to any 
other cause, the British Government will endeavour hy rcjirosentation and remons- 
trance to avert its design, and if, not.with.standing the Rajah’s aeipiiosceriee in 
the award of the, British (iJovernment, the. other power shall jiersist in its hovstile, 
designs, and tliii endeavours of the British Government shall fail of sucisess, such 
measures will he adopt(;rl for the protection of the Jtajah's territories as tlie eir- 
cumstanees of the, ease may appear to require.

Ill consideration of tli(‘ liberal grant of territory now made to the Rajah of 
Dutteeali, and the protection and guarantee afforded by the two foregoing Articles 
to the Rajtih’s territory, the Rajah hereby binds himself to emjiloy his troops,

Whatever materials or 
sufiplics ma> he napiired for the U‘<e of t in* British irooj)S during tbeir eontinuanee 
in the J)utte(*ah territ.ories, shall he readily furnished hy the Kajali's Ollii'ers and 
siihji‘ct.s, and shall lx* paid Icr at the price current of t.ln* bazar. 


TJie Rajali of Dutteeali hereby l»iiids hmisell to maintain no eorrespondeiiee 
with For(*ign States without the privity and eonsen-' of t he British (tov(‘rnment . 

Aktu'lk 11. 

The Rajah of Dutti'cah lien'hy engages to give no asylum to criminals nor 
tfO d<'fault(*rs of the IJrit-isli Covt“rnment wdio may ahs<-»md and take n'fiigf- within 
his territoritis ; and should tin* Dllieers of the British (loverumeut be sent in pur- 
suit of such criminals and defaulters, tin* Rajah further <*iigagcs to allurd such 
Oliicers every assistance in his power in a[*prehendiiig tliem. 


This Treaty, consisting of twelve .Vrtich's, having been this day contracted, 
subject to the pleasure of the Most Noble, the Governor-Ceneral, between the 
IJritish Govern mi*nt and the Rajah of Dutteeali, through tlie agency of Mr. John 
Wauchope, Agent ot the Goverrior'G(*neral, on tin* one part, and Rao KSheopershaud, 
vakeel of the Rajah of Dutteeali, on Uie other, Mr. AVauchope and the said vakeel 
hav^(^ signed, sealed, and exchanged two eojiies of it in the Englisli, Persian, and 
Hindee languagi's. A corresponding copy, if approved, will be ratified by the 
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seal and signature of the Most Noble the Governor-General, and hereafter de- 
livered to the said vakeel for the purpose of being transmitted to the Rajah, after 
which another copy, signed and sealed by the Rajah, will be delivered to Mr. 
Wauchope for the purpose of being deposited among the records of the British 
Government.

Agreement for the security of the Salt Kevenue of British India in the event 
of the abolition of the Inland Customs line, and for the abolition of Salt duties 
within the Datia State between the British (xovernrnent and the Maharaja Bhawani 
Singh Lokendr Bahadur of Datia his heirs and successors executed on the one 
part by Lieutenant-General Sir Henry Daly, Agent to the Governor- 

General for the States of Central India, in virtue of the full j)ower8 vested in him 
by the Governor-General of India in Council, and on the other part/ by the Maha- 
raja Bhawani Singh Lokendr Bahadur. 

Article 1. 

The Maharaja of Datia agrees .that no salt shall bo manufactured within the 
State of Datia except at the Works specified in Scliedulc A attached to the Agree- 
ment. The quantity manufactured at any single work in the schedule shall not 
in any year exceed double the quantity cnter<*d opposite to the work in the 
schedule. 

Article 2. 

Nothing ill the foregoing Article shall be held to prohibit the h(»}d fide manu- 
facture of saltpetre rasi, sajji, or saline products other tlian edible salt at those 
Works which are aln^ady in existence and entered in Schedule B attached to this 
Agreement, but th(‘ Maharaja agrees lhat no new works of this di‘Scrij)tion shall 
be opened. 

Article 8. 

The Maharaja agrees to priwent — 

Idy the export from the State of Datia of any salt therein manufactured, 

2nd, the import into and passage through the State of any salt other than 
salt upon which duty has been levied by the British Government. 

Article 4. 

Further the Maharaja agrees that no tax, toll, nor duty of any kind shall be 
levied within the State of Datia on salt upon which duty has been levied by the 
British Government. 

Article 5. 

If any stocks of salt other than salt manufactured in the State of Datia be 
found to exist within the territories of such State on the date on which this Agree- 
ment comes into force, the Maharaja agrees, if so requested by tlic British Govern- 
ment, to take possession of such stocks and to give the owners thereof the option 
of either transferring the salt to the British Government at such eijuitabli^ valua- 
tion as may be fixed by the Maharaja in concurrence with the Political Agent, 
or paying to the British Government such duty not exceeding two rupees eight 
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aiiuas per inaurid on suoli aalt as the (Tovernor-Cjenoral iu Council may fix. In 
the event of the owners accepting the latter alternative they sliall be allowed to 
retain the salt on which the said duty may have been paid, but not otlierwise,. 

Aktjclk 0. 

The Maharaja agrees to prohibit the export from bis Sfcai.e of bliang, ganja, 
spirits, opium or other intoxicating drug or prcjiaration by all routes and in all 
directions heretofore barred by the Inland (histoins line. 

AltTlChK 7. 

In consideration ol tln^ enforcement of this Agreement by the jNTaharaja. and 
of proclaiming throughout his State fre<‘ trade and transit for all salt manufactiin'd 
and excised at Jliit.ish Salt Works the British <h»vernmcnt agree t.c ]ia,y him annu- 
ally the sum of liiijiees ten thousand (1(),(KK)).

1. Subject to any modifications or alterations wJiieJi may hereafter appear 
necessary, His Highness the Maharajah of Datia will retain full jurisdiction on 
thos(^ ])ortions of the Betwa canal which jiass through tin* Datia State ; pro\dded 
that the charge, and ciist.ody of tin* cana,l, its hanks and sliiic(\s, as widl as all 
arrangements for regulating the issue of water, will rest ex<‘liisively with t lu*. British 
canal officers. 

2. In order to facilitate eommunieat ion with Britisli canal ollicers, tJie Datia 
State will appoint, a responsible official to be ealle<l the C!a,nal Motamid,” whose 
name will be reported to the Executive Engineer ot the Jbitish ( lovernnient tor 
the canal and the Political Agent in Buinh’lcund ; and this Motamid will bo the 
medium of communication between the British Clovernmi*nt and the Datia Darbar 
in all matters relating to the working of Hu! canal. 

3. The Maharaja hereby declares clauses I, 2, 3, 5, 10 ainl 11 of s(^etion 70 
of the Act of the Governor-deneral in (Council, No. VIII of 1873, to be in force 
as law in the Datia State ; and His Highness engages to deal expeditiously and

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in the manner contemplated by the aforesaid section with all complaints made 
by British canal ofTicers in re^?ard to the workinfr of the canal in Datia territory. 

4. Beports or complaints will ordinarily be made by or through the Execu- 
tiv^e En^rincer to the Canal Motarnid ; but in all iirp:ent cases, such as serious 
damage to the canal and consequent waste or apprelicnsion of waste of water, 
chowkidars will report direct to the Motarnid, who will invariably frive a written 
receipt for every complaint so made. 

5. The Datia Darbar will j^ive the Executive Engineer due notice of the date, 
time, and place fixed for the trial of any off<‘nce under Section 70 of the above- 
mentioned Act, VITT of 1873, or of anv criminal case to which a canal subordinate 
!nay be a party ; and the Ex«icaitivc Engineer shall be at libt?rty to depute an 
officc'r not below the rank of a. Sub-0 verseor to watch the proc(‘edings in the 
Darbar ’s Court. 

0. The Datia Darbar will report monthly to the Political Afjiuit in Bundel- 
cund all complairjts mad(‘ during the month by British canal officers, and the 
manner in which such cases may have Ixmmi dis[)osed of. 

7. (a) Any canal officer who is accused of having? committed in Datia terri- 
tory a heinous offence, such as murder, cu]pal)le lioTuicidc not araouiitin^ to 
murder, and dakaiti, may bo arrested by tlie Mabaraja’s aulborities. 

(7/) Information of every sue!) arrest shall be ^iven by the Darbar at once to 
th<‘ nearest British canal officer. 

(c) In all other eas<‘s in which the arrest of a canal officer is d(‘sired, a warrant 
of arrest will be sent bv the Darbar for <‘\<‘eu1ion Ihroiit^h ih(‘ Suh-Ove^soer if 
the offender is a fdiowk'idar, and to f lu' Sub-Divisional Ollicer if the offender is 
of a hi^h(‘r jjrade. 

(f/) Police ()ffic(*rs and Magistrates of the Darbar may evercise, with respect 
to Bur()])can Mritish sui)j(M‘ts. in Datia. territ.ory, the same ])ow(Ts as may be exer- 
cised with res]>eet to Europisin Biitish sul)iecis by Polict* OHicc'is and by Magis- 
trates wlio an* not Justices nf tlie Pisici*, ri'^pia-tively, in ])lac(‘s in Britisli India 
beyond the limits of the Presidency towns. 

8. (a) The Datia Sfate will be responsible the Pritish Covorninent for aP 
wilful damage to the canal, its sluiies or banks, and for fludt of watiu* within 
Datia territory ; but it will be opm to t he D.irbar, hen n‘qnircd by t he Jkilitical 
Agimti, to show cause Avhy it. should not be calh*d upon to com]>ensatc the (^anal 
Department for any such injury or theft of water. 

(/>) In such eases tlie award of the Political Ageut as to the liability of the 
Datia Stut.c to ])ay eoinpeiisatioii ami as to tlie amount ]>a.yable shall be binding 
on the Darbar, subject to an ajqical to the Agent to the Oovernor-Goncral, whose 
decision shall be final. 

9. The British Uovernmeut may, from time, to time, after hearing any re]>re-

As according to the 
wish of Government of India ] am agreeable to cede to Government (‘riminal and 
civil jurisdiction on the lauds that ha\e come under the Indian Midland Railway 
in my Slate, I tIuTcfore. infomi you of my assent to the cession of the po^^e^s by 
nieans of this letter.

Knoaoement condudcd bctwooii tlio British (Government and Bajah Kiinjeet 
SiNHH of SuMFTUR, dated J2tli Nov(‘]n]>er 1817. 

Whereas llajali Riinjoot Singh, Rajah of Suin])tiir, with t\ view to ohtyin 
th(‘, powerful proO'ciion of the British (lovernnieiit, jiresented on tli(‘ 22n(l of 
Kel)riiary 1805, (!orresy)onding with the 3rd of Phagoon 1210 Fusle(‘, to Coloiud 
.Folin Baillie, then Agent to the. (lovernor-denerai in tiie Jhovinee of Bundi‘1- 
khiind, a Wajib-ool-Urz, or Paper of He<piest.s, containing six distinct Articles, 
all of which were cither coniyilied with or answered ; and VVlii'n'iis circuinstanccs 
occurred sonie time afti^rwards to prevent that jtrcliminary aTrangenicnt from 
terminating in a dedinitive 'Preaty betwcMUi the llonorablt' Ponipfinv nnd tin* 
liajah Runjeet Singii ; and Whereas the Rjijah having since rcpi'atcdly and (‘ar- 
iK'stly solicited to be placed under the protection ot the British ( Jovermnent, 
and having on s(‘veral occasions manifested his loyalty and attachnumt to it., 
both by professions and acts, the British (lov(‘rnim‘nt., relying on the eontinuanco 
<d' t.hose sentiment.s, and on the Bajah’s strict adherenc<* to whati'vei <‘ngag(‘- 
nients h(‘ may form on the basis of a more intiniat<* union ol his interests with 
thos(‘ of the Honorable (\>mpa.ny. has now acce<hMl to the Rajah's rcijiiest, am) 
t)h(* following Artich'S of a Treaty of Alliama^ are accordingly eontraeti'd bet - 
W'(‘en the British (fOV(;riimeiit and Rajah jlnnj<*et Snigli, his Jieirs and siu’ces- 
sors : — 


Artkm.e 1. 

Bajah Bunjeet. Singh, Rajah of Suinyrtnr, being luTcdiy a,dmitt(*d among 
th(' allies id' the British (Jovernment. engag<*s to consider’ the frimals of that (Gov- 
ernment as his frimids, and its enemies as his (mmiiit's. He further cngagi'S ti* 
give no ni()h*station tf) any (’hief or State in amity Avith tin* British ( lt»vcrnment , 
but considering all persons wdio may be disaffected to that ( Go\ ('rnmeni as liis 
owm eneniii's, In* pi'oniises to alTord no j»r(»tection to tln'in oi their families in liis 
countrv, to hold no intereoursi* with them whatever, ami to use (*vt‘ry means 
in ids jxiwer to seize and d(‘liver them up to the Ollicers of the British (Governnn*nt . 

Article 2. 

The. British ({overnment, with a \iew to confirm the attachnn*nt. and fidelity 
of the (Government of Sumyd.ur, hereby guarantee's to Rajah Bunje'ct Singh, 
his heirs and successors, the territory actually ytossessed by him at tin* period 
of tin* cstablishnn*nt of the British (Government in Bmnh'lkliund, and now in 
his occii]>ation, and tin* British (Government hei-<*by agr(*es to prot<*ct and defend 
the same from the aggressions of any foreign fiower. 

Article 3. 

The British Government having by the terms of the foregoing Articdi* engng(*d 
to protect the Rajah of Sumptiir from the aggressions of any foreign poW(*i, 
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it is hereby agreed between the contracting parties, that whenever the Kajah 
shall have reason to a])prehend a design on the })art of any foreign power to in- 
vade his territories, whether in consequenee of any dis])iited ebiiiri or on any other 
ground, he shall report the eiren instances of the case l-o the British Government, 
which will interjiose its niediation for the adjustnnuit of such disputed claim, 
and the llajah, relying on Ihe justice and eipiity of the J^ritish (loverninent, 
agrees implicitly to abide by its award. If the a])pr(“h(‘nded aggn^ssion shall be 
referable to any otlier cause, the British (Joverninent will endeavour by reju'e- 
sentation and riMiionstranoe to avert tlu*- design, and if, notwithstanding the 
Rajah’s acquiesccmce in Ihe award of Ihe British Gov^(‘rninent, the other power 
shall persist in its hostile designs, and the endeavors of the British Goveiiiinent 
should fail of succc'ss, such measures will be adojded fc)r the ])rotectioii of the 
Rajah’s territories as the circumstances of the cas(} may appear t.o require. 

AimcLE 4. 

In consideration of the guarantee and j)rotection extended by the two fore- 
going Articles to tin' Ib'ijaJi of Sunqdur, tin* J’ujali heK'by binds himself at his 
own expense to em])]oy Ids troi)])S wln*never lecjuirc'd to do so, in co-operation 
with those of the Ih'itish Go\ eminent (»n all occasions in winch the interests oi 
the two Go\erninents may lu' mutually concerned. On all such occasions the 
8uinptur troojis shall act under the ordiTs and (ontr(»i oi the Gommanding Oilii'cr 
of the British troops. 

Aktk’le 5. 

If at any time the Rajah of Snmjdur shall havi' any claim or cause of com- 
plaint against any of the Raijahs or Ohiefs allied to or dej)endaut on the Biitish 
Government, the Hajah engages to rcf<*r the case to the arbitration and d(‘cision 
of that Government, and to abide by its award, and on no account to commit 
aggre.ssion against the other ]>arty, or to employ his own force for the satisfac- 
tion of such claim, or for tlic redicss ol the grievance of whicli he may coinjdain. 
On the other hand, the British Government engage.s to withhold its allies or 
dependants from cnmiuitting any aggn'ssion against tJu* Rajah of Siiinjitur, 
and to arbitrate any demand they may have upon tlie Rajah of Sumptur, ac- 
cording to the strict jirinciph'.s of justice, the Rajah on his part agreeing impli- 
citly to abide by its award , 


AltTICLE 6. 

The Rajah of Sumptur engagi^s at all times to employ his utmost exertiona 
in defending the roads and passes of his country against any enemies or preda- 
tory bodies who may attempt to penetrate through it into the territories of the 
Honorable Company. 

Article 7. 

Whenever the Britisli Government may have occasion to send its troops 
through the dominioiis of the Rajah of Sunqitur, or to station a British force 
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within his territories, it shall be competent to the British Government so to detach 
or station its troops, atid the Rajah of Sumptur siiall give his consent accord- 
ingly. The Oommander of the liritish troops which shall thus eventually ])ass 
through or permanently occupy a [>osition within the Rajah’s territories, shall 
not in any manner int.erfer(i in the internal concerns of the Rajah’s Government. 

Whatever mateTials or supplies njay be ref[iiired for the use of the British 
troops during their eontimianee in tlu*. Rajah’s territories, shall b(‘, readily fur- 
nished by the Rajah’s Glhce.rs and subjects, and sfiall be. paid for at the price 
current of the bazar. 

Artfclk 8. 

The Rajah engages n<‘ver to (uitertain in his service any British subject or 
European of any nation or description whatever, without the. consent of the 
British Government. 


AllTlCLl? 9. 

The Rajah of Sunifdur her<‘by binds himself to maintain no correspond- 
ence with Foreign States without the ])rivity and consent of the British Gov- 
ernment. 


Article 10. 

The Rajah engages to give no asylum to criminals nor to defaulters of the 
British Government who may abscond and take riduge within his territory ; and 
should the OHicers of tln^ British (Government be sent in pursuit of such criminals 
and defaulters, the Rajah furtlnn' emgages to allord such Ohicers every assistance 
in his power in ajijirehending them. 

Article 11. 

This Treaty, consisting of eleven Arti(d('s, having this day been concluded 
betwemi the British (Jovermmmt an<l Rajah Runjeet Singh, the Rajah of Sump' 
tur, through the agency of .lohn Wauchojje, Esquire, in virtue of ])owers delc' 
gated to him by the Most N()]>le the Gov^Tnor-General on the one part, and Dureao 
Singh, vakc<*l of t he said Rajah, on the other, Mr. Wauchope and the vakeel have 
signed and sealed two cof)ies of the Tri'aty in English, Ptirsian, and Plindee, one, 
of whiefi, after being rat ified by the seal and signature of the Most Noble the 
Marquis of Hastings, (Governor-Genera, I, will be delivered to-morrow to the said 
vakeel, and t he sai<l vakeel having obtained the ratification of the Rajah to the 
other co])y, engages to didiver it within the same time to Mr. Wauchope. 

Signed^ scaled y and’ exchanged at 2'erait, on, the 12th day of N ovember 1817 y corres- 
pondifig with 18th Kartick 1874 Sumbut, and second of Mohurrum 1233 Iligeree.

hereby covenant that, trom a elate* to be* fixe*el by the British (to\ e*rnment. 

J will ne)t pewmit. the* manulae*t ure* e)f any salt, in my State exce*]>t at saltpetre* 
works at pri*se*nt existing, nor the import into and ])assage thre)ugh my State of 
-any salt e>1 h(*r than salt, ujion whie*h duty has bee*n le‘vied by the British (lovern- 
me‘nt and I he .^aiel "eOD mauinls e>l salt.. 

1 will not permit any new saltpe*tre* weerks to be openeel in my State, nor any 
extension eef t.heese neew e*xist.mg. neer will I allow the outturn e»f salt from those 
works te) cxceeMl an a,nnual limit e)l 1.500 maunels e)f eelible salt., in accorelance 
with the list. at.t.ache*d t.e) t he a.gree*ment. I wall furnish the British (lovernment 
annually wdth a state'inent sinewing the* ejuantity of edible .salt pa.ssing out. of each 
of these works. 

Further, 1 will neet. permit any toll or tax whatever to be levied in my State 
on salt on which duty has been levied by the British Government. 
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If any stoclcR of salt other than salt manufactured in my State be found to

Lastly, the (‘xport of all intoxicating drugs, preparations and spirits (such 
as bhang, ganja and opiuiti) by all routes and in all din'ctions her(*aft(‘T barred 
by the Inland Custom line shall be prohibited.

Whereas since the first anm'xation of the province of Biindelcund to the domi- 
nions of the Britisl) (Government. J. Knjah Kishore Sing Bahadur (the contract- 
ing jiarry), and projirietor of the share of llerdee S.ah (who was the dhief of all 
the Rajahs of Biindelennd), having acknowledged my allegiance and submission 
and remained obislieiit to the British (Jovernment, and nev^er in any instance 
deviated from the olxslienee and loyalty due from a good subject, but during 
the periofl of the agency of (’aptain Baillie, by reason of a eondnnation of acci- 
dental circiimstaiK'es, I was prevmited from a])pearing in the above Oflicer’s ])re- 
sence, 1 liow(‘V<‘r de])ut(‘d to the above gentleman Kaj Dhur (Inga Sing Bahadur 
on my part., and a]»])lic(l for a Sunnud from the British Oovernmerit : accord- 
ingly, the said Raj Dliur (luga Sing Bahadur aboA’o-mentioned debvered in an 
Ikrarnamah (or ohligation of allegiance) under my seal and signature and received 
a Sunnud hjr several villages. Many villages that were then in the haiuls of 
usurpers and op])ressorh were not inserted therein, and to oldain fxisuse.ssion of 
even those villag<‘s which w<Te included in the above Sunnud from Lntchinun 
Dowaih and other unjust jX)Sser,sors. I was n(*cessitated t.o wage war, and in con'se- 
({uence of my own want (»f j>ow<‘r, and receiving no ai<l from tlie British Oovern- 
rnent, 1 was unabh' to obtain possession of the ])laces in question. After the 
arrival of Mr. John Richardson, T waited iijuni that gentleman, and according 
to the orders of the Right Kon’ble the (TOvernor-deruTal in Lonncil, by the 
aid of a British force, 1 obtained ])ossession of the villages included in the Sunnud 
granted hy the British (loverninent , as well as those villages which were in the 
possession of usurpers and unjust claimants. At this ])eri()d, and with a view 
to confirming my obedience and attachment to tlie British (Tovernnient, I have 
prepared, under my seal and signature, and hereiiy pr sent, the Jkrarnamah con- 
taining olevim distinct Artidcs, to Mr. John Richardson, Agent to the Governor- 
General in Bundelcund, and required a Sunnud for the villages and lands now 
in my possession, and 1 tlicrefore hereby declare and promise, that I w'ill scru- 
pulously observe all the Articles contained in this Ikrarnamah, and revor 
evade or infringe any one of them.

If any of the subjects of the British Government shall fly, and take refuge

I further ong.igt' that I will never harbour or give protection in my country 
to persons accused or suspected of rolibory or theft ; that, if a ro))l)(>rv be com- 
mitted, or the property of m(‘rc,hants or travellers lx* stohm in any of the villages 
subject to mv authority, I will render the inhabitants of that, villagi* n'sjxmsibh* 
for the restitution, or value of the property stolen or rohlxMl. or for the sc'izuri' 
and deliv<‘rv of the thieves or robbers ; and, in general, that murdenu's and all 
other pinsons amenalih* to the. criminal jurisdiction of the British (loviM-nnumt 
for crimes e(miMiitttMl in the British ]>ossessions, who may take refuge in mv dis- 
trird.s, shall be immediatelv seized and delivm’t'd over to tin* l^ritisb authority 
in Bundelcund 

Artk'lk T). 

If any of 1b(‘ surrounding (duels rebel against the British authority, although 
they be my nc.ar relations, I engag<‘ to abstain from every imumer of friendly 
intercourse with su(di (Jhiefs, and not to harbour or give protection in my country 
to them or any of their relations. 

Article (>. 

I engage not to e.nter into quarrels or disputes with any (diief who is oliedient 
or submissive to the British Governmeni, and if at any time a quarrel or dispute 
arise betweem me and anj’^ of tin* other dep<‘ndants of the British Gov<*rnment, 
in cither case I promise to submit the cause, of such disfinte for the decision of 
the British Government. 

Artkm.e 7. 

I engage to guard all the passes through the (Jluits under my aulhority, so 
as to prevent all manuders, plunderers, and illslisjiosed persons, from ascend- 
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ing or descending the Ghuts, or from entering the British territories tlirougli any 
of those passes ; and if any neighbouring Chief or Leader should meditate an in- 
cursion into the British territory fchiough my possessions, or those of the Chiefs 
in allegiance thereto, I engage to furnish the Oflicers of the British Government 
with information of the circiunstance before his apj)roach to the neighbourhood 
of my territory, and to exert my utmost efforts to obstruct his progress. 

Article 8. 

Whenever the British troops shall liave occasion to ascend the Ghats through 
any of the passes subject to my authority, 1 agree not only not to obstruct or 
im])ede tlieir progress, but to de])ute respectable and intelligent })ersons to con- 
duct them by the most convenient route, and to furnish them with the necessary 
supplies so long as tliey remain within or in the vicinity of my possessions. 

Article 9. 

Whereas Goj»aul Sing and Rao Himraut Sing of Murreadali, and Zalira Sing 
of Burdwaho, and Ibiddum Sing of Tliingah, and Gote(‘ Jumadar, and Manickjec 
of Mahut Cowha, have rebelled against the British Government and are guilty 
of marauding and plundering in tin* territories of that Government, I hereby 
declare that I will n(‘ver have any intercourse with the above-mentioned rebels ; 
but, on the contrary, whenever 1 shall hear of any of their joint or sej)arate de- 
])re(lations in tbe territories of the British Government or any of its dependants, 

I engage to attack the aggressor or aggressors, and to the utmost of my power 
])iinish them, and in the event of any of them being seized, 1 engage to deliver 
them np fo tlie British Government. 

Article 10. 

Whereas between me. and the Rajahs atul (Chiefs of Bundelciind there existed 
many disj)ijted claims concerning many villages, wliich disputes have been ad- 
justed and settled by the doci.M’on of the British Government; and as now there 
is no disputed ))oint or <*.anse of tiilToreiice nunainiiig, 1 hereby therefore declare 
and promise, that hereafter J will not dispute, or (jiiarrel with any Rajah or Chief 
on acc.uunL or any village or lands. If any Kajah or Chief shall dis])ute or quarrel 
wi<«h me on aceount of any villag<'i or lands claimed, I engage to submit the same 
to the British Government, and to abide, by its decision, and not to dispute or 
quarrel about tlie point myself. 

Article 11. 

I engage that one of iny confidential .-servants shall "Iways bo in attendance 
as a vakeel on tin; Officer of the British Government in this province for tlie pur- 
pose of (executing his orders, and in the event of such vakeel being from any reason 
disapproved of by the said Onicor, 1 agree immediately to appoint another in 
his stead.

nexation of th(‘- province of liimd<‘lcnnd to tho doininions of tin; British Govern- 
ment, has invariably oi)S(‘rved a fri<Midly and ob(‘(.lient conduct, and in no instaneo 
deviated from tho loyalty or attachment din^ io the British Government, but 
who, during the periofl of tl}(‘ Ag<‘ney of (^ajdain .loiiii Baillie, having been by 
a combination of accidental cinMimstnnces prevtmted from waiting U})on that 
gentleman, deputed Kaj Dhur Guga Sing Bahadur on liis (the said Rajah’s) part,

2. In order to facilitate eomniuiiicatiou Avilh British t'aual Oifieers, the l^aiina 
Stat<* will appoint a rcspon.sible Olhcial t(» he called ‘Mlic (,'anal Mutainid ”, whose 
name will be reportial to the Kxeeutive Kngiiu'er ol tlu' Britisli (oivmnment for 
the ('anal and the Polith-al Agmit in Biiiidelkhand ; and thi.s Motamid will be 
the medium of comiminicalioii betw<*en tin* BrilJ.-.h ( ioverimuMit anil the Jkinna 
Darbar in all matters relating to the working of the Canal. 

‘i. The .Maharaja hereby declares clanst's I, 2, o, 10 and 11 of section 70 
of the Act of the Governor-General in Council, No. VJJl of 187.*b to be in force 
as law in Panna Stati* ; and Tlis Highness engagi's to diail exjteditionsly and in 
the manner eontcmijlatcd by the aforesaid section with all com])laiMts made by 
Britisli ('anal Dtlicers in regard to the working of the ('anal in Jkmiia Territory. 

4. Re}>orl.s or complaints will ordinarily be made liy or through the Execu- 
tive Engineer to the Canal Motamid ; Imt in all urgent cases, such as siTious damage 
to the canal .and consequent waste or a j) prehension of waste of watiu-, Choukidars 
will report direct to the Motamid, who will invariably give a written receipt for 
very complaint so made. 
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5. The Panna Darbar will give the Executive Engineer due notice of the date, 
time and place fix(‘d for tlie. trial of any olTence under section 70 of the above- 
mentioned Act, VIII of 1873, or of any criminal c.ase to wliicli a canal subordinate 
may be a parley : and the Executive Engineer shall be at li])erty to dcj)iite an 
Officer not below the rank of a Sub'Overscer to watch the proceedings in the 
Darbar Court. 

6. The Darbar will report monthly to the Political Agent in Ibindclkhand 
all complaints made during the month by Britisb CWial Officers, and the manner 
in which sucJi cases iriay hav(‘, been di.sposed of. 

7. (a) Any (-anal Officer wJ)o is accused of liaAong committed in Panna terri 
tory a heinous ofTence such as murder, culpable homicide not amounf ing to murder, 
and dacoity, may be arrested by the Maharaja’s Authorities. 

(b) Information of every such arrest shall be given by the Darbar at once 
to the nearest British f^inal Officer. 

(c) In all other case's in which the arrest of a ('anal Officer is desired, a w'arrant 
for arrest will be sent by the Darbar for execution through the 8ub-()verseer if 
the olTender is a Chaulvidar, and tt> the Sub-Divisional Ollicer if the oifonder is 
of higher grade. 

((/) Poli(‘e, Ollict'r.s and Magistrates of the Darbar may exercise, with reH])ect 
to European llritish subj(‘c1s, in Panna territory, the same pow'crs as may bo 
(‘xercis(*d with n'spect to EurojK'an British subjects by Police' Officers and by 
Magistrates who are nut justices of the ])oacc, respectively, in jdaces in British 
India Ix’yoiid Inuits ol tin' [)resi(h'nc} town.s, 

8. (a) TJie Panna Sta(-(' will be responsible to the British (lovernment for all 
wilful ilamagc to the (’anal, its sluices or hanks, and for t-heft- of water within 
Panna territory ; but it will be ojx'ii to the Darbar, wlien required l)\ the Poli- 
tical Agent, to show cause why it sliould not be called U])ou to compensate the 
(^anal l)c]>dtrtment for any sucli injury or theft of water. 

(b) In sucli cases the award of the Political Agent as to the liability of the 
Panna Stab* to pay compensation and as to the amount jiayable sliall be. binding 
on the Darbar, subject to an ajqical to the Agent to tin' (b)Vprnor-(Tcneral whose 
decision sliall he final. 

9. The British Government may, from time to f-ime, after hearing any repre- 
sentations which tin* State may w’isli to make, frame rules regulating tlie distri- 
bution of watt'i-, the collection of the w-atcr rates, and any other matters wdiieh 
further exjx'rience in the working of the Ken (!amil may sliow to lie necessary.

provime of Bundelcund, having nMjuir(‘d of me an Ikranuunah or obligation of 
allegiajiei' : Therefori', and in consiih'ration of t he aiii])le provision which the 
Jiritish Go\(‘rnment lia.s Ixhmi jileasod to b(*stow upon me, I have jirepared, and 
do hereby ])resen1 , this Ikrarnamah, comprising tlic lollowing Articles, under 
iny seal and signature, from the conditions of which I promise nev<*r t.o dtupart 
and iievm' to commit any act in violation of any of tlu' suhjoimal Articles. 

ArticiJ''. 2.

of the British (Government. ] engagi' never to eiitm into disputes with any of 
the servants or dependants of the Brit ish (Jovernmciit, and luiver t.o alTord a.ssis- 
tmice to any of tin* (Minds dependent on the British (jJovernnnmt, in tin' event, of 
disputes arising among them, without orders from the ]>ritish (Jllieers, and on all 
occasions serupnlonsly to observe t.he strictest obedience and submission to the 
British Government. 

Arijcle d. 

If any suliji'Cts of the British Goverument. ahscoml and take refuge in any 
of the Villages composing iny jughires, I engage to .seize and deliver him to ser- 
vants of the British Government, and if any person he dej>nte,d on the jiart of 
the British Government to apprehend such ab.seonder, J agri'c not only not to 
oppose t hat person but to (‘o-operate w itli liini in the a]»])reheii.sion of tlie abseonder, 
and 1 agri'c to olx'y the order.s of the (Mvil and (.’rinunal Gourls on all oi'casions. 

Article 4. 

I engagi' not to ])ermit tliieves or robliers to re.side in any of my villages, and 
if the jiroporty of any of tlie iuiiabitants or travellers be pliiiKh'icd or stolen in 
any of my villages, I engage to make the zemindars of such village responsible 
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for tlie stolon property or for tlio seizure and delivery of the robber or thief to 
the Officers of the British C!overn]Uf*nt ; and if any p(‘rson amenable to the. British 
Laws for murder or other crimes committed in the British territory take refn{T(‘ 
in any of my villages, I further engage to seize .such offender aiul deliver him up 
to the British Government.

Whereas the Siinnuds which I have received from the Briiish Gov(;rninent 
have been drawn out in conformity to the ancient Hurinuds which 1 havt‘, [►resentt'd ; 
if it shall hereafter be clearly proved that any of the villages comprised in ihose 
Sunniids W’as not in my possession during the government of the late Naw'ab Ally 
Bahadur, but bave, bcMUi oeeupied by me subse(juently to tlie death of the laB*. 
Nawmb, I hereby agn'c io give up any such villages wilhout dillieultv or hesita- 
tion to the OffiecTs of the Jkitish Government, and not to advance any objection 
to the surrender of them, on the .score of such villages being nichnh'd in tin' Sunniida 
which J have received from the British Government.

the Nowgaon Cantonment, and for which Rupees 95 have been allowed by Govern- 
ment as compensation, be taken care of; that tlie clearances of the jungle be 
limited to 200 yards in breadth, wind that a road about 20 feet broad be made 
through the middle of it, so that two loaded carts may be able to pass without 
any hindrance to eacli other : I do hereby bind myself under this written Agree- 
ment in the following terms : — 

That in the places marked below, I will keep clear 200 yards of jungle in 
breadth, and will not allow jungle to grow in that portion of the land. 

That through the cleared land I will make a road in the manner stated above. 

That I will also look after the preservation of the “ Rukheil ” land in rnouzah 
Chowkuiideh, and will not allow it to be injured in any way. 

From rnouzah Jheenjun up to the boundary of Jimao. 

From Jheenjun via Kunrorc a new road up to the boundary of Nowgaon. 

A road from Jheenjun to Samana and Undlieeria. 

From rnouzah Donee, ilakah Chutterpoor, a road to Majhgaon.

Whereas tlie jnovince of Bundeknind has lately been annexed to the f erritories 
and possessions of tlie Britisli Government in India, and the British troops are 
now employed in the punisliinent and suppression of the disaffected and turbulent 
in this province ; and Whereas Maharajah Beekur Mageet Bojy Buhadur, having 
siiu’erely professed his submission and obedience to the Government of t he Honor- 
able Company in Hundelcund, presented a Wajib-ool-Urz or pa])er of recpiests 
comprehending eight distinct Articles to (.’aptain .Tolm Baillie, Polit-ical Agent, 
on tlie part of His Excellency General Gerard Lake, (^ommander-in-Chief, etc., 
etc., etc., all which distinct Articles and requests have been answered or complied 
with according 1o the just and benevolent principles of the British Government 
in India, with a view to the encouragement and satisfaction of the Itajah ■ and 
Whereas an obligation of allegiance and fidelity to the British Government on the 
}>art of Maharajah Beekur Mageet has now been re(|uired as a permanent pledge 
of his future submission and attachment : Thereiore Maharajah Beekur Mageet 
Bejy Buhadur hereby stipulates and engages for the strict perloimance and obser 
vance of all and each of the following Articles and conditicuis : - 

Article 1. 

The Maharaja li hereby ])romises and binds himself on no <»ccasion to unite 
with the external or internal enemies of the Jlouorable (.’ompany in Bnndeh und 
and to be ever obedi<‘nt and submissive to the will and l ommands of the Biitjsh 
Government in all tbings. 

Article 2. 

If any one of the ciiildren or relations of the Maharajah excite seditions or 
disturbance in tlie British territories or possessions, the Maharajali engag(*s to 
do everything in his power to prevent and re.strain them, and in the case of their 
persisting in such conduct the Maharajah eugages to unite his force with the 
British troops in the punishment and suppression of such persons. 

Article .*1. 

If any of the peasantry or immediate .subjects of the British Goverumeiit 
abscond from the British possessions and take refuge in the districts subject 1i» 
the authority of the Bajah, be eugages to seize and deliver over all sucli defaulters 
to the Otlicers of the British Goverumeiit ; and in the case of persons being simt 
to apprehend them in his country, the Maharajali not only engages that he shall 
not oppose, but hereby promises to the utmost of his power to assist, the person 
who may be sent into his districts for the purjiose of apprehending and securing 
such defaulters. 

Article 4 . 

The Maharajah further engages that he shall never harbour or give protection 
ju his country to persons accused or suspected of robbery or theft ; that if a rob- 
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bery be committed or the property of mercliants or trav'^ellers be Htolen in any 
*)f the villages subject to his authority, he shall render tlie inhabitants of that 
village responsible for the restitution or value of the ])ro]>erty stoh'ii or robbed, 
or for the seizure and delivery of the thieves or robbers ; and, in general, that 
murderers and all other ])ersons amenable to the criminal jurisdiction of the British 
Government for crimes committed in the. British possessions, who may take refuge 
in his districts, shall be immediately seized and delivered ovei to tlio British 
Authority in Buudelcund. 

Article 5. 

If any of the. surrounding ('hiefs rebel against the British authority, although 
they be the near relations of Bejy Buhadur, tlie Maharajah hereby engages to 
abstain from everv manner of friendly intercourse v/ith such Cdiiefs, and not to 
harbour or give protection in his country to any of their relations and de])einbints 

Artfcle G. 

The Maharajah engages not to enter into rjuarrels or disputes with anv (Miief 
who is obedient or submissive to the British Ooverninent : and if at any lime a 
quarrel or dispute arise between him and any of the otlier dependants of the Ib ilish 
Government, he ]»romiHes to submit the cause of sueh dispute for the decision 
of the British (biverninent. 

Article 7. 

The Maharajah further engages never to raise nor to retain in his service « 
great*‘i nninhcr of troops, horse and foot included, than may be absolutely neees“ 
sary for the collection of the leveiiiie of his districts and for the usual purposes 
of personal state, without the evpre.ss ])ermission and authority of the, Biitish 
(lovcriiment for so doing. 


Biinnud or Grant of the nndermentiuned Di.stricts ami Villaoes of the 
Honorable the. East India Gomf*any to Maharajah Beekur Majeeu 
Bejy BnnAinm, 1801. 

Whereas the province of Bnudelcuud has lately heeu annexed to t he territories 
ami [lossessioiis of the British Government in India, and the British troops are 
now employed in the piini.shment and suppression of the disaffected ami tnrliulent 
in this provinee ; and Whereas Maha Rajah Beekur Majeet, Bejy Buhadur, who 
is one of the aneieiit, and rightful jiossessors of a portion of t erritory in Biindelcuml, 
having sincerely prjifesscd his submission and obedience to the (iloveiiiinent of 
the Honorable Company, has ent,ere<l into ami transmitted t.o the British Govern- 
ment, under his .signature and seal, a Wiitten obligat'on of allegiance and lidelity, 
consisting of seven distinct Articles, by all wliicb he is bound to abide : 'riiere- 
fore and with a view to the juotection ami security of the ancient- rights and 
possessions of the Nat ive (iiiefs of this country, which it is the just ami benevolent 
])rinciple of the British Government in India nniformly to siijipori and protect, 
the nnderineutioned talookas or inehals with the villages and small fortresses 
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belonging to them, yielding a gross revenue of four lacs, four hundred and eighty- 
eight Rupees, whicii were formerly held by the ancestors of Maha Rajah Beekur 
Maject Bejy Buhadiir, and are now in his possession, are granted and secured to 
him, and to lus heirs and successors, to be held under the British Government 
on the terms anil conditions which are specified in his obligation of allegiance ; 
and it is hereby stipulated and agreed that so long as Rajah Bejy Buhadiir shall 
strictly adhere to the terms of his obligation and shall practise implicit submission 
and obedience to the will of the British Government, he shall not be molested in 
the possession of the undermentioned talookas and forts.

Answer. 

Whereas all the disputes that hereto- 
fore existed between the several Rajahs 
and Chiefs of this jmivince have beim 
adjusted by the decision of the British 
Government : This being the case, it is 
to be expected that no further disturb- 
ances will arise between the Chiefs in 
allegiance to that Government. If, acci- 
dentally, from any unforeseen cause, any 
dispute should arise between you and 
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Article 4. 

If any of the zemindars of my terri- 
tory, or my servants or managers, 
shall abscond and take n]> their 
residence in the British possessions, 
I liopc that such persons shall be 
delivered over to me.

I (‘ugage to guard all tlie passes through the Ghats under my authority, so as 
to prevent, all marauders, plunderers, and ill-disposed ptusims from ascending or 
descemling the Ghfi-ts or from entering the British territf^rios through any of those 
passes ; and if any neighbouring Chief or leailer should ineditat.e an incursion 
into the British territory through my possessions, or those of the Chiefs in allegi- 
ance thereto, I engage to furnish the Officers of the British Gov»*rument with 
iufoimut.ion of t-he e,ircunistaiic,e before his approach to the neighhourhood of 
ray territory, and to exert my utmost efforts to olwtruct his progress 

Article 8. 

Wlnmever the British troojis shall have occasion to ascend the Gh&fs through 
any of the passes siibjee.t to my authority, 1 agree not only iiol. to obstruct or 
impede their prt>gress, hut l.o depute respectable and intelligent persons to condm^t 
them hv the most convesiient route, and to furnish them with the necessary 
supplies so long as they remain within or in the vicinity of mv possessions. 

Article 9. 

Whereas Gopaul Sing and Rao Himmut Sing of Marriadah, and Zaliin Sing 
of Bnrdwaho, and Puddiuii Sing of I'hingah, and Gootee Jamadar, and Manick- 
jee of Mahot Gowah, have rebelled against the British Government and are guilty 
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of marauding and ydundcring in the territories of that Government, I hereby 
declare that I will never Iiave any intercourse with the above-mentioned rebels ; 
but, on the contrary, whenever I shall hear of any of their joint or separate depre« 
dations in the territories of the British GovernnKmt, or any of its dependants, T 
engage to attack the aggressor or aggressors, and to the utmost of my power punish 
them ; and in the event of any of them bejng seized, I engage to deliver them up 
to the British Government. 

Artiole 10. 

Whereas between me and tlic Bajahs and Chiefs of Bundelcund there existed 
many disputed claims concerning many villages, which disputes have been ad- 
justed and settled by the decision of the British Government ; and as now there 
is no disputed point or cause of diflerence remaining : T, therefore, hereby declare 
and promise that hereafter I will not dispute or quarrel with any Rajah or Chief 
on account of any village or lands. If any Rajah or C'hief shall dispute or quarrel 
with me on account of any village or land claimed, T engage to submit the same 
to the British Government, and to abide by its decision, and not to dispute or 
quarrel about the point myself. 


Article 1 1 . 

I engage that one of my confid(‘!itial s(‘rvants shall always be in attendance 
as a vakeel on 1h(‘ Oflicer of the British Government in this province, for the 
purpose of executing his orders : and in fh(‘ event of such vakeel being from any 
reason disapproved of by the said Officer I agree imnnaliately to appemt another 
in his stead.

Translation of a Sunnuo granted to Rajah Ruttkn Sing, the Rajah of 

Bltawur, — 1811 . 

Be it known to the chowdries, kanoongoes, etc., of the [)ergunnahs of Khuttolah 
and the pergunnali of Powey, in the province of Bundelcund ; that Whereas 
the deceased RajaJi Kissery Sing, the late Rajah of Bijawur, one of the respect- 
able hereditary (Chieftains of Bundelcund, and a descendant of the Rajah Juggut 
Raj, since the p(*riod of the annexation of the province of Bundelcund to the 
dominions of the liritish Goveriiment, invariably conducted hiriiself with obe- 
dience, submission, and attaclmient, and remained firm in his allegiance, and 
in no instance deviated from the loyalty and dutiful dcuneanor tliat was due 
from him towards the British Government; and Whereas a Sunnud granting 
to the said Rajah the confirmation of the villages and lands in his ancient posses- 
sion was promised to the said Rajah on the part of the British Government, as 
soon as the adjustment of the disputed claim that formerly existed with 
respect to the right to the tuppah of Isanagiir took place ; and that point 
having been accordingly adjusted by the decision of the British Government ; 
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and at this period, the aforesaid Rajah being dead, and the Rajah Rutteri Sing, 
the. eldest son and heir to the deceased Rajah, having succeeded by the sanction 
of the British (loverninent to the title and p4)sses.si(»ns of ]iis fat li<‘r, iias now de- 
livered in to th(‘ British Government an Ikrarnamaii or obligation of allegiance 
under his seal and signature, containing eleven distinct Articles, and napiested 
a Sunnud from the British Government. Thetrefore tlie villages enumerated in 
tln^ subjoined schcMliile, which w'en*. from ancient times in the j)ossession of the 
decreased Rajah, and also those villages which w<‘re given to tin*, afon^said Rajah 
by the. British GoV('rnment, in additiorj to his former [)Ossessions, through the 
liberality of the British Government, with a view to c.ordirrn and bi?id his all(‘gianc(\ 
together with all the rights thereof, land ri'venin*. sa,yer, forts, and fortified plac(‘s, 
are. now confirmctl to th<‘ Rajah Rutten Sing and his heirs in perjieluity, exempt 
from the payment of revimue ; and a Sunnud for I he sani(‘ is h(‘reby granted. So 
long as the said Rajah and his heirs or successors shall remain firm to their engage- 
ments, and obs(‘rv«* faithfully th(‘. terms of tin* several Arlich's of this Ikrarnamah 
or engagiirnenf', no molestation or resumjition of 1h<‘ above ])ossessions shall take* 
place on f.ho jiart of the British Government. It is mn-essary that you all consider 
and account the said Rajah the Lord of the sani ]>ossessions, and the conduc.t that 
is incumbent to the said Rajah and his Inurs is, that he shall exi'i't himself to the 
utmost to cultivate and imjirove the said villagiss and lands, and to promote the 
j)rosp(‘rity of tlie inhabitants ; and enjoy the j)ro<]uc(‘ of tlie abovt* ]»oss(‘ssions, 
ill obedimice, submission, and loyalty to the Rritish GovernnuMit.

Wher(*as on the arrival of the British troops in Bundi*Icund for the purpose 
of occupying tlu^ country, (\‘iptain John Baillie was appointed by the (lovernor- 
(leneral to sujierintend and adjust the affairs of this ])rovinc(^ ; and When^as I, 
having been expelled <luring tlie (b>vernment (»f Alee Bahadur from mv Haj and 
my territory, the said (Captain ,b>hn Baillie, from t.liose motives of lilx'rality and 
justice whi(“h ever regulute the conduct of the (Jtlic.ers of the Britisli (fovern- 
ment, reinstated me in tlu* possession of the houses which 1 formerly possessed 
in the town of Jkanda., and assigned to me a monthly allowance of three thousand 
(rohur Shahii’i Rupees, whii'h allowanc-e nas b(‘en reg’darlj’^ jiaid to me up to the 
prescjit (late ; and Whereas with a view to the conciliation and hafijiiness of the 
inhabitants, and to the suppression of commotions and disturbances, several 
mehals in this jirovimxi were lately conlirmed in the possession of their rightful 
owners, and I also, being among the numb<*r of the Chiefs ]x)ssessing just claims, 
solicited from the said Captain Baillie a Sunnud for the tiergunnah of Kotra and 
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oih«i‘ mehals, which are iny rightful property by inheritance, and are now un- 
justly occupied by Gopaul Sing, and my request being approved of, a Sunnud 
was ])romise(l to me at a future period ; and Whereas Mr. J. Kichardson having 
l)ei*ii Iat.(‘ly appointed to the general superintendence of the affairs of Ilundel- 
ciind, I have solicited and ohtaim*d from that gentleman a grant for tin* aforesaid 
niehals : Therefore, and witli a. view to confirm my obedience and fidelity to 
1-hc British Goverjiment, I have prcjiared, and hereby present, this obligation 
of allegianc(‘, eonlainiiig tin' following Articles, from whicli I j)romi8e never to 
depart or deviate a hair’s breadth : — 

Article 1. 

t iiercby engage' to have no connection with any marauders or plunderers 
either witliin or out of the province of Bundeltnind, to afford them no asylum, 
nor j)crniit tliern or their families to reside in my possessions, and to abstain from 
all eoi‘res})ondenee whatever witli them. I further engage not to enter into any 
quarri'ls or disputes willi any of the adherents or servants of the Britisli Govern- 
ineiit, and if a dispute siiovdd arise between me and any of the Bajahs or (liiefs 
of this province dependent on the British Govermnent, I agree to submit such 
disputes t(»r the investigation of the Officers of the British Goveriimcnt, and 
scrupulously to observe and abide by their decision. 1 agree not to retaliate 
against any one for any injury offered to myself, nor proceed to redress any griev- 
ance witliout the order of tli<* British Government, to which 1 will ever be obedient, 
and submissivT.

1 engage to guard all the passes thnnigb the Gliats under my authority, so 
as to ]ircv(‘nt. all marauders, ]duudcrers and ill-disposed jiersons from ascend-

befonr liis approach to the iK'ighbourhood of niy territory, and to exert Iny utmost 
olfort'S to obstruct his progress

WheneN'er tlie British trooj.s, shall have occasion to ascend tlie Ghats tbrijUgh 
any of the passes subject to my authority, I agree not only not to obstruct or 
imjiede tlu'ir progress, but to dej)iil.e respectable and intelligent piu’sons to conduct 
them by the most convenient route, and to furnish them wdth the necessary sup- 
plies so long as they remain within or in the vicinity of my possessions.

The Brit ish Ciovernnieiit having conferred upon me the pergurlnahs of Kotra,

Whereas it app(^ars from the report of the (lovcrnor-Oenorars Agent for Cen- 
tral India that Rajah Bejev Sing of Ajeygurh died leaving no issue, and that thj 
Ranee, the mother of the deceased Rajah, manifested her fidelity and attach- 
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ment to the British Government during the late disturbances frojn the coniinence- 
nient to the end ; I therefore grant the territory of Ajeygnrh anew, with iJie ex- 
ce])tion of the exclusive privileges within the town of Banda, to Rajah Kunjore 
Sing Bahadur, the half-brother of the late Rajah Bejey Sing, and the heirs niah* 
of his body lawfully begotten, with the title of Rajah Bahadur, on the condition 
that, so long as Rajah Runjore Sing Bahadur and all his dependants arc faithful 
in their allegiance to Government, he and the heirs male of his body lawfully be- 
gotten shall not be disturbed in the possession and enjoyment of the above terri- 
tory.

Applicant will obtain a KSunnud from 
Gov<‘rninent, which, on condition of 
fealty according to the Articles of his 
Ikrarnaraah, will always remain in 
force. 


The malgoo7irco villages were in 
charge of the applicant. When the 
(lovcrmmuit autfiority became estab- 
lish<*d, then, according to the custom 
of (lovermnent, a settlement was made 
with f.he zemindars of the villages men- 
tioned. If the applicant has a claim 
to the projuietorship, he should fde a 
complaint in the Civil t\)urt, so that 
after investigation ilm right .may come 
to tin*- rightful owner. 

Jt is not the custom of the Ollicers 
of the British Gov^iriinniiit to acccfit 
th<* statcnnmt of interested persons 
without iu vestigation.

I, Kao TVithoe Sing, dcolaro, tliat I have submittod in person to the Hritisli 
(jlovernnient, and with a view to confirm my obedience ami sulnnission to the 
Jiritish (iovernimMit, 1 do hereby present this Ikrarnariiah, (^onijirising the fol- 
lowing Articles - 

Article 1. 

Whereas from the jieriod when the Hritish iroops first arrived for the purpose 
of subduing and ])iinishing the refractory in the province of Kiindelcund, 1 cheer- 
fully and voluntarily acknowhuiged my obediences and submission to 1-he Ikitish 
( loviu'iimcnt, and have Ixm'ii admitt(‘d among the number of its de[>endants ; 
and Whereas Jtihii Kichardson. l<jS(j., who has been lately invested by the Kight 
Honorable the (Jovernor-({em*ral with the general su]-* rintendence and control 
of the affairs of Ibindeleund, revenue and otherwise, having recpiired of me an 
Ikrarnamah or obligation of allegiance of the purjiort below given: Therefore, 
and in consideration of t.lu' ample provision which the British Clovernment has 
been phaised to bestow upon me, I have prepared and do hereby jiresent this 
Ikrarnamah, comprising the following Articles, under my seal and signature, 
from th<‘ conditions of which 1 ])romise never to dejiart and never to commit any 
act in violation of the subjoined Articles. 

Article 2. 

1 hereby engage to hava‘ no int(‘rcourse, transactions or coTres])ondence with 
any maramh'rs or c\ il-disfiosed persons either within or without the jirovinct* 
of Bundclcund, and never to harbour or ]>ermit any such jiersons to rt‘side in nn 
villages ; and w henever I shall obtain information of t he haunts of such persons, 

I engage to use my <*nd(N‘ivours to apprehend them and delivm’ them ii]» to the 
Ollicers of the British (lovernment. J engage never to enter into disputes with 
any of the servants or dejiendants of the British (lovermmmt, and never to afford 
assistance to any of the C-hiefs dependant on the British (fovi^rnment. in tiu* evimt 
of disputes arising among them, without, orders from the British (XlieiTs. I 
will remain at my own home and on all occasi<ms serupuloiisly observe the strii test 
obedienci* and submission to the British (lovernment. 

Artt‘ i.e 3. 

If any subject of the British Oovernment abscond and take refuge in any of 
the village's composing my jaghire, I engage to seize and deliver him to the servants 
of the British (lovernment ; and it any jierson be deputed on the jiart of the British 
(lovernment to apprehend such absconder, I agree not only not to op]>()se t-hat 
person but to co-uperat<* with him in the. ajiprehension of the absconder ; and 1 
agree to obey the orders of the Civil and Criminal Courts on all occasions. 
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Article 4. 

I ongag<* not to pcinnit tliiovcB or robbers to rcsidti in any of my villages ; and 
if the ])ro])erty of any of tli(‘ inhabitants or travc^Uers be plnnilered or stolen in 
any of my villages, 1 engage to make the zemindar of suefi village responsible 
for the stolen pro])cii/V or for the seizure and delivery of tin; robber or thief to 
the Odieers of the Hritisli (Government ; and if any jjerson, anumable to the British 
laws for murder or other erimes eommitt(‘d in the territori(‘s of the Britisli (gov- 
ernment, take refuge in any of my villages, I further {‘nga.g(‘ to seiz(^ su<*l> offender 
and deliver him up to the British Government. 

Article 5. 

Whereas tln^ Suuniid which I Jiave reeiuved from the British Government 
has been drawn out in conformity to the schedule of villages in my ])ossessi()n 
whicli I hav(‘. presented ; if it shall liereafter be clearly proved that any ol the 
villages named was not in my possession during the government of the late Nuwab 
AUee Baliadoor, but has been occupied by me suliscipumtly to Ids deat\\, 1 bereby 
agree to give up any such villages without dilliculty or hesitation to the OlVieers 
of the British (joviirn merit, and not to advance any objection to the surrender 
of them ou the score of such villages being included in the Summd which J have 
received from the British Government.

—1810. 

To the chowdries, kaiioongoes, zemindars, and mokuddurns of the pergunnah 
of Bunwaree, in the province of Bundeleund, be it kn(>wii : that Wlnueas Bao 
Prithee iSing of the Bundela caste, and one of the Chieltanis ol rank of the jiro- 
vince of Bimdelennd, Juivmg in token of Jiis obedienee and submission re])aired 
in person to the Ollicers of the British GoviTimient, and haAuiig Ironi the first 
annexation of the jirovinee of Bundeleund to the fintisli t(>rritories strictly ob- 
served all obedienee and submission ; and having moreover deposited among 
the records of tlie Government an Jkrarnamah or obligation of allegiance under 
his own seal and signature, (oinjirising live Art-ielcs, and expressive of his sincere 
obedienee and faithful attaeJmient to the British Government : Therefore, and 
from motives of benevolence and good faith, the villages specilied underneath, 
which from ancient times have been and now are in the iiossession ol the said 
Kao Prithee Sing aforesaid, tiiv hereby granted to him rent-free by the British 
Government ; and so long as the said Kao and his posterity shall abide by the 
terms of his Ikrarnamah, and shall continue strictly to observe all the duties of 
obedience and submission to the Government, the said villages shall continue 
to be held rent-free by them in perpetuity. It is the duty of the said chowdries 
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kanoongoes, and zemindars, etc., to be obedient to the said Rao Prithee Sing, 
and to pay to him as heretofore the established dues and immunities of the said 
villages ; and it is incumbent on tin; said Rao Prithee Sing to render the peasantry 
and inliabitants grateful and satisfied by his good government, to devote his 
attention to the iucTease of the ])rosperity and the extension of the cultivation 
of his possessions, and to enjoy the revenues thereof in obedience and allegiance 
to the British (Tovermmmt. 

This Sunnud, aftiir obtaining the sanction of the Right Hon’ble the Governor- 
General, shall bo considered valid.

Her Majesty being desirous that the Governments of the several Princes and 
Cliiefs of India who now govern their own territories should be })erpetuatod, and 
that the representation and dignity of their Bouses should be continued ; in ful- 
filment <d this desire this Sunnud is given to you, to convey to you the assurance 
that on failure of natural heirs the British Government will ])erinit and confirm 
any adoption of a successor, made by yourself or by any future (-hief of your 
►State, tliat may be in accordance with Hindoo law and the customs of your race ; 
subject to the payment of a (juart,er of a year’s net revenue as a relief whenever 
the succession does not go to a direct lineal heir. 

Be assured tliat nothing shall disturb the engageanent thus made to you so 
long as your Bouse is loyal to the (’rown, and faithful to the conditions of the 
Treaties, Grants, or Iilngagements which record its obligations to the British Gov 
eminent.

To (he kanoongo(*s and ehowdries of the ])erguunah of Jellaljiore in zillah 
Bnndelcund. Jh* it known Wlnueas Dewan doogul Pershad, who is oiu* of 
the descendants of the respect.abh* families and ancient’ t'hiefs of this jirovlnce, 
and whi^ since the period that the jirovince ol Bundelcund came under tlu* control 
and authority of the lintish Covernment has in no way acted in opposition to 
the Jb'itish Covernment, or on any occasion discovered a refraihory or disobe- 
dient disjiosilion ; and Whereas he held tin* village of Aumeree in his owm pos- 
session as a rent-free villagi- ; and WIn'reas he (he said Joogul Pershad at this 
tim(‘ has jirescMited an arz(‘(‘ to the Presence, jiraying that he may be restored 
to the ])osscssion of (In' \ illage of Chillee in tin* pergminah of Jellalpore, and to 
the village ol Dudns* in the pt‘rgiinnah of Kirka, on tJu' grounds and claim that 
th(‘ alum* villages were from anci<*nt tinu‘s his rent-free lands and were resumed 
by the British Covernment, on its acquiring jiossession of Ifundelcund ; and Where- 
as the ])roce(‘dings held in th(‘ mv(‘stigation of the said claim were submitted to 
tin; Bight Honorable the Covernoi-th'Ueral in Council, and t,he right of the said 
Dew^an having beim acknowledged to the three above-mentioned villages; But 
as }ir<'vious to this inv(‘st igat joii the village of Diulre.e above-mentioned had been 
transferred to the Nana of Culpee, with other villages, to effect an arrangement 
ordered by Covernment,; and as on that account it cannot now be taken from 
the Nana : For the foregoing reasons it was ordered by Government that the 
said D<‘wan should receive some other place in lieu of Dudree : Accordingly in 
conformity to flu* empiiry and determination of the Board of Commissioners and 
the Collector of the zillah of Bundelcund, the transfer of the village of Bandee 
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Buzzoorg, with Gurriih, and the village of Berrotteo in the pergunnali of Jellal- 
pore, in lieu of Dndreo, was sanctioned by (Government on the 22nd of July 18(J9 
as an adequate excliange,, td he given to tlie aforesaid Dewan : For the above 
reasons the villages of Aunierce and Chillee, his aneieuit rent-free tenures, and 
the villages Bande(‘. Buzzoorg and (Giirrah, and the village* Berrettee in lieu of 
the village of Dudree, together with all their appurtenances, are granted rent- 
free to ihe said Dewan doogul ]\*rsha<l in perpetuity, generation af1(‘r generation. 
While the said Dewan and his heirs remain faithful to the terms of the several 
Articles of tin*, Ihrarnaniah or the engage-njcnt which he has entered into and 
(hdivered to CGoverninent, he shall receive no sort, of molestation nor shall the 
above j>la.(;es he r(‘sume<]. It is ne<*(*ssary that you consider the said Dew'^an the 
confirmed pro]jTietor of the j>laces in question ; and the said Dew'an is bound to 
cultivate the said villages with industry and to tr(‘at the ryots and cultivators 
with kijulness, justice*, and encouragement, and to rea]i the advantage of the 
2 )Toduce in oh(*dienc(* and good wdshes to the British (Jovernment. When another 
Sunnud shall be rec(‘iv(*d from the Clovernor-CJenera], the present Sunnud shall 
be ext'hanged for that signed by the (Governor-CGeneral and be cancelled.

in his ow'ii ]>(»ss(*ssi()ji as a rent-tree villagt* ; and Whereas he, the said Joogul 
Pershad, at this tinie has ])reserited an arzee to the Presence, i)raying that he 
may be restored to the ])oss«'ssion of the village of Chillet* in tlx* j>ergunnah of 
Jellalpore and to the village of Dudre<‘ in tlx*. j)ergunah of Kirka, on the grounds 
and claim that tlx* above villages wert* from ancu nt times his rent-fr(*e lands 
and were resumed by the British (Government on its acquiring jiossession of liun- 
delcund ; and Whereas the 2 )i‘oc(iediugs held in the investigation of the said daim 
were; submitted to the Bight Honorable the (lovernor-Geiieral in Council on the 
3rd Ajiril 1809, arxl the right, of the said Dewan having been acknowledged to 
the three above-ment ioned villages ; But as previous to this investigation the 
village of Dudree above-mentioned bad been transferred to the Nana of Culpee 
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with other villages, to effect an arrangement ordered by Government, and as 
on that account it cannot now be taken from the Nana ; For this reason, in lieu

Whereas in tlie year 1806 A.D., corresponding with 1863 Suinbut, my father 
Kooiir 8once Sah f)r()fessed his obedience and siibinission to the British Covern- 
inent, and having in token thereof ce-ded to the British (lovcmrneiit the town 
and chokee of Chiitter])ore and the towns of JVIow^ an<l Saint, lie obtained from 
(Colonel .lohn Baillie, then Agent to the Governor-General, a Snnnud in perpe- 
tuity for the lands and villages in his actual possession ; and Wiiereas in the year 
1808, the British Government was pleased to restore the town of Mow to my 
father and to settle the town of (Mmtterpore in jaghin* uf)on nu* ; and Whereas 
in consequence of the demise of my father and with a view to the j)rovision of 
my brothers, an obligation of allegiance to the British Govertiment, preparatory 
to my being invested with a Snnnud for the lands and villages composing the 
jaghire of the late Koour Sonee Sah, has been required of me ; Wherefore, and 
in further proof of my submission, fidelity, and attacdiment to the British Gov- 
ernment, 1 have ])re])ared and hereby ])rescnt to Mr. John Wauchope, Superin- 
tendent of Political Affairs in Bundelcund, on the })art of the Right Honorable 
the Governor-General, this Ikrarnamah, containing tln^ following ten Articles, 
from which I solemnly promise never to deviate or depart in any instance what- 
ever. 

Article 1. 

I engage to maintain no intercourse with any marauders, whether in or out 
of the province of Bundelcund, to give them or their families no asylum in my 
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jaghire, and to abstain from all correspondence with them. I promise to engage 
in no dispute nor quarrel with the adherents or dependants of the British Govern- 
ment, and in the event of any (-hieftaiu or Kajah of the province, in alliance with 
the British Government, entering into a dispute with me respecting the bound- 
aries of my mehals or villages, or in any other subj(‘ct whatever, 1 engage to re- 
present all the circunistanc(‘s of the case to the British Government, with a view 
to the adjustment of t.lu^ dispute, to abide inifjlicatly by its deeivsion, and to take 
no ste])S towards obtaining redress with my own hands, without tlie authority 
of the British Govn'rnnnmt, to which 1 promise to conduct myself on all occasions 
with strict olaidience and submission.

: Bo it known to the chowdries, kanoongoes and zemindars of the provinc<i 
of Bundelcund ; that Whereas in the year 18()fi, corresponding with tin* yi'ar 
1863 Sumbut, Kooar Sonee Sah, having jirofessed his obedience and submission 
and having Ceded to the British Government tlu* towns of (.^hutterpon^, Mr)W, 
and Saint, with their depending villages, was vested by the Jirilish Gov(‘rnment 
with a hereditary grant of llie remaining lands tlum in his actual f)ossession ; 
and Whereas, in the y<‘ar 1808, th<‘ British Government wus pl<‘as(‘d to T(‘store 
the town of Mow to Kooar Soikh* Sah and to settle the town of ( 'huttinporc Uj»on 
his eldest son Kooar J*ertab Sing : and Whereas in consc(|Uence of the demise 
of Kooar Sonee Safi (which ha])]K‘ned on tin* 4th May 1816, corresponding with 
the 20th Bysack, Sumbut 1873), and the unecpial and inconveiiicmt disposition 
which the Kooar before. Ids death made of his lands, rendming all his sons in- 
dependent of each oldier, it has become necessary for the British (b)vernincut 
to interpose the ])ower which its feudal supremacy leg.dly V(‘sts in it, in order 
to prevent the ]mblic inconvenience that was likcdy to result from that uimqual 
disposition ; and Whcu-eas the British (b)vernnient by vir1,ue of that power and 
in view to the j>ublic security and tranquillity, has Ixmoi ])leased to recognise Kooar 
Pertab Sing as successor to his father Kooar Sonee Sah, and to confirm him in 
possession of his fathc^r’s jaghirc*, on condition of his making a suitable 2 >rovi 8 ion 
for his younger brothers and their farnilii^s ; and Whereas Kooar Pertab Sing 
has entered into and has this day jirosented an Ikrarnaniah or obligation of alle- 
giance to the British Government, comjirising ten Articles, by which he binds 
himself among other stipulations to leave to his younger brothers the unmolested 
possession during their lifc'tiine of the lands which are hcreaftc^r particularized 
in this Sunnud '. Wherefore, and under the considerations and fninciples above 
set forth, the villages and lands specified in the subjoined schedule, with the ro 
servation of the life-tenure to his younger brothers, which is also pai ticularized 
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m the said schedule, are hereby granted to Kooar Pertab Sing and to his heirs 
in perpetuity re.nt-free by the British (iovernment ; and so long as the said Kooar 
Jhirtab Sing and his lieirs shall conduct themselves in obedieaiee and submission 
to th(‘ British Government, and shall strictly adhere to all the terms and condi- 
tions of their engagements, they shall not be molested nor disturbed in the j)os- 
Bi^ssion of their lands a!id villages aforesaid. 

Tt is your duty therefore to acknowledge and obey Kooar Pertab Sing as 
tin* jaghiredar of the aforesaid villages, and to consider yourselves as account- 
able to him for all rights and immumti(‘s appertaining thereto. It is on the other 
hand incumbent on the said Kooar Pertab Sing to conciliate and render grateful 
the peasantry and inhabitants by his good government, to devote his endeavours 
to im!r(*ase th(‘ pO[)ulation and to enhance the prosperity of his jaghire, and to 
employ its flourishing resources in the service of the British Government.

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Ram, impressed with a due sense of the acknowledged justice and benevolence 
of the British Government, has voluntarily and sincerely professed his obedience 
and submission to that Government ; and Whereas he has attended in person 
for the purpose of soliciting forgiveness of liis former ollVnces, and has presented 
an obligation of allegiance expressive of his obedience and submission, comprising 
six distinct Articles, signed and sealed by himself ; and Wliercas the forgiveness 
of contrite offenders and the su])port and encouragement of de]>endants arc con- 
sistent witli the benevolent principles of the British Governn'ont ; Tliercfore, 
and in pursuance of those benevolent princijdes, the village of Munwaro and others, 
in the pergimnah of Matound, agreeably to the stibjoined scdiediile, are hereby 
granted in nankar to the said Raja Ram, to be enjoyed by him and by Ins succes- 
sors in perpetuity froni the eommencement of the Fnslic year 1215 ; and so long 
as the- said Raja Ram shall continue stritttly and faiihfully to adhere to the terms 
of his obligation of allegianee, the aforesaid villages shall never be resumed.

(c) As to the land shown in Statement B, the Jagirdar wishes to reserve his 
decision as to whether to accept compensation and give up the land to Govern- 
ment or to retain in his posscs.sion and take no coinj)ensation from Government. 
For the present he agrees to retain the said land in his j)osscssion and to intimate 
his final decision before the end of the year 1915. lie further agrees that the 
valuation of the land should be made as for the land in Scdiedulo A and in case 
he hereafter decides not to retain it in his possession that the compensation to be 
paid shall be decreased l/2r)th for each year that it remains in his possession from 
and after the completion of the dam.

Translation of a Wajib-ul-Urz or Paper of Requests presented by Koour 
Luchmun Sing, — 1807. 


Ist Request. 

Having submitted in person to the 
British* Government in the hope of 
obtaining a subsistence, I am ready to 
accept whatever tlie Government may 
allot to me as a maintenance ; and I 
shall reside along with my dependants 
in the villages composing iny jaghire. 
But I shall also be at liberty to accept 
of service eitlier in Bundelcund or in 
any other country. 


2nd Request, . 

If anyone maliciously or interestedly 
misrepresent my conduct to you, let 
no such misrepresentation be received 
without investigation. 


Srd Request. 

During the j)eriod in wliich I have 
been in a state of disobedience to the 
Government, I have been in the con- 
stant habit of exciting disturbarmes and 
of plundering goods, specie, personal 
property, horses, camels, cattle, etc. 
Let no complaint preferred against me 
in consequence of those acts be listened 
to. 


Answer. 

You are not prohibited from enter- 
ing the service of any person who 
is not in a state of enmity or rebel- 
lion to the British Government. But 
it is necessary that you first request 
and obtain the permission of the 
officers of the British Government 
for that purpose. And in the event 
of two of tlic adlierents of the British 
Gov<-!rnment being engaged in actual 
hostilities with each other, and one 
of them either offering you service 
or inviting your assistance, you must 
in this case also be guided by tlie 
orders of the British officers. 

Answer. 

ft is not the practice of the British 
Government to attend to any self- 
interested insinuations against the 
conduct of any one. It is neces- 
sary, however, that you carefully 
avoid giving a handle to calumny 
by the commission of any act that 
might c reate suspicion. 

Ansu'er. 

With regard to the acts commit* 
ted by you prior to the date of your 
obligation of alh'giam^c* to the Bri- 
tish (Tovernment, ru.) retrospective 
notice shall ho taken of tJiem on 
the j)art of the Government, either 
in the Civil or Criminal Courts of 
Justice, nor shall any complaint in 
consoqucnco of them be attended 
to. 
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4th Request, 

If any of my servants or my credi- 
tors shall come before you and make 
a complaint of whatever nature against 
me, let them not be attended to. 


5lh Request. 

I possess considerable j)roperty and 
several claims in many places. When 
I shall submit those claims to you, 
I trust from your liberality that you 
will be pleased to cause them to be 
granted to me. 


Answer. 

No notice shall be taken of those 
acts of which the cause of com- 
plaint shall have originated previ- 
ously to the date of your obligation. 
But with regard to those which 
shall originate subsequently to that 
period, you must consider yourself 
as subject to the authority of the 
Court. 

Answer. 

As no claims against you arising 
from any act committed prior to 
your obligation are to be listened 
to, mdther can your claims against 
others on account of former acts with 
j)ropricty bo admitted.

Tkansl^tion of an Ikrarnamaii or Oblkjation of Allegiance presented by 
Koocr Iriciimtin Sing. 

I, Koour Luchmiin Sing, do hereby acknowledge and declare that ] have sub- 
mitted to the authority of the British Government ; and with a view to confirm 
iny obedience and subu)issiou 1 do hereby present this Ikrarnamah, comprising 
the following Articles : — 


Article 1. 

Whereas T, Koour Luchmun Sing, freely and sincerely professing my obedience 
and submission to tlie British Government, have been admitted among the num- 
ber of the siirvants and de]>endants of that Government ; and Whereas John 
Bichardson, Escpiire, Agent to the Right Honorable the Governor-General for 
the general superintendence of the affairs of the province of Bundelcuinl, has 
required of me an Ikrarnamah or obligation of allegiance : therefore, and in con- 
sideration of the maintenance which the Jiritish Government has been pleased 
to grant to me, I do hereby present this written obligation of allegiance signed 
and scaled by myself, and 1 declare that 1 will never infringe this engagement, 
and that 1 never will commit a single act in opposition to the terms of the follow- 
ing Articles. 
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Article 2. 

I aj^rcc to reside with iiiy family and children in one of t.he villages eoiiiiirised 
in niy jaghire, and never to go elsewhere without the permission of the ollieers 
of the British Government. 


Article 3, 

1 hereby engage never to have any coimcction wit-li marauders, j)lunderers» 
robbers, or other evil-doers (especially with llaja Ram), either within or without 
the pr(»vince of Bundeleund ; never to harbour any such persons in any of the 
villages of my jaghire ; to eonve^y every information regarding their haunts to 
the ollieers of the British Government ; to avoid all correspondence or intercourse 
whatever with them ; to enter into no disputes with any of the servants or de- 
])endants of the British Government, ainl in the event of a dispute arising be- 
tween any of the de])endants of the Government to afford no assistance to either 
party without tin; ])erniission of the Government ; and invariably and scru]>u- 
lously to observe the duties of obedience and submission on all occasions. 


Article 4. 

If any of the inhabitants of the British territory abscond and takt; refuge in 
any of the villages of my jaghire, 1 engage to seize and deliver him uj) to the ollieers 
of the British Gov^ernment ; and if a ])erson on the j)art of the British Govern- 
ment be sent to ap])rehciid such absconder, 1 agree not only not to ojtpose such 
j>erson, but to co-t)j)erat(; with him in the apprehension of the said absconder ; 
and I engage to o])ey tlie orders of the civil and criminal courts in all cas(;s that 
shall occur after the date of this Ikrarnamah. 


Artk’.le 5. 

1 engage not to harbour thieves or robbers in any of tin; villages comj)rising 
my jagliin; : and if tin* ])ro})erty of any iidiabitants or travell(;rs be siohm or robbed 
in any of tlmse villages, I engage, to make the zemindars of such village respon- 
sible for the restitution of the stolen property, or for the seizure and siirrender 
of the thief or robber to tin; British ofliccrs ; and if any person amenable to the 
British laws for murder, felony, or other crimes committed in the British territory 
shall take refuge in any of my villages, I engage also to apprehend and deliver 
up such offender to the British Govermnent. 


Article 6. 

The zemindars of the villages composing my jaghire having already given 
kubooleuts to the (Collector of this distric,t for the i)ayment of their revenue, 1 
hereby engage, during fhc existence of their engagement with tin; Government, 
to collect the revenue from them agreeably to their present pottahs and kubooleuts, 
and to make no further demand ujion them. 
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Translation of a Sunnud granted to Luciimun Sing, — 1807. 

To the mootsuddies employed in the duties of the sirkar, the jaghiredars and 
kiirories, the chowdries and kanoongoes, present and future, of the j)ergunnah 
of Punwarry, in the province of Bundclcund, be it known ; tliat Whereas Koour 
Luchmun Sing, on hearing of the fame of the justice and benevolence of the British 
(lovcrnment in India, having freely and voluntarily professed his cordial obedience 
and submission to the British Oovernment, and having accompanied Raja Bukht 
Sing to this place, and in ])erson asked forgiveness for his past offences, and having 
further deposited in the records of the (lovernmcnt an Ikrarnamah or obligation 
of obedience and submission to the British Oovernment comprising six disthict 
Articles, and attested by his own seal and signature ; and Whereas the ])rincif)lcs 
of the British Government being founded on mercy and on the inainteiiance and 
sup])ort of its de})endants : Tlierefore, and in conformity to tliose just and bene- 
volent principles, the village of Nugwan, together witli four other villages situated 
in the pergunnah of Punwarry, and yitdding kamil jumina of fifteen thousand 
and three hundred Rupees, as specified in the subjoim*d schedule, are hereby 
granted in jaghirc to Koour Luchman 8ing. And so long as the. said Koour 
Luchmun Sing shall remain in obedience and submission to the BritisJi (Govern- 
ment, and shall strictly adhen^ to the tern»s of his (*ngagements. the aforesaid 
villages shall always continue in Ids possession. It is incumbent on tlie said 
Koour Luchmun Sing to conciliate and render grateful tln^ ])easantry and inhabi- 
tants by his good government, t( direct his utmost exertions to ])romote the com- 
fort and haj)pincss of all the inhabitants of his jaghirc, and to give no iiarhour 
to thieves and rol)bers in any of his villages. It is the duty of the, inhabitants 
to acknowledge Koour Luchmun Sing a.s the jaghiredar of the, aforesaid villages, 
to consider all the affairs and duties connected with the aforesaid villages as sub- 
ject to his authority, and to offer no 02 )position or disobedience to him what- 
ever, and not to require the annual renewal of his Sunnud. 

Herein fail not. 

This Sunnud shall be considered in forc(! after being (;onfiruied by the Right 
Honorable the Governor-General.

Translation of a Paper of Requests delivered by the Nabob Nusseer-ood- 
Dowla and of Captain Baillte’s Answers, — 1806. 

As in consequence of the receipt of a letter from the Honorable the Governor- 
General, informing you of my mission to Bimdelcund for the purpose of adjust- 
ing all your concerns, you have been pleased to arrange every subject under dis- 
tinct heads, and have required from me such a formal answer to each point as 
shall in every respect possess the validity of a judicial decree ; 1, with a view to 
your immediate satisfaction, now commit to paper your requests with the follow- 
ing answers annexed to them ; and I have applied to the Honorable the Governor- 
General in your favour for a grant of the jaghire, together with the three villages 
which are in your occupation, and I shall accordingly now have the honour of 
delivering the Sunnud to you. 


Js( Request. 

I have incurred tlic enmity of all 
the Mahrattas by my connection with 
the British Government. Let not their 
reports to my prejudice be attended 
to, nor oven the representations of 
Maharajah Bajee Row in favour of my 
brother Moulla Jah, who is now in 
attendance on him ; and believe not 
the malicious reports of others without 
investigation. 


2nd Request. 

Let the fifty-two villages in tlic district 
of Cal pee be granted to me as the re- 
ward of my fricn<lship and attachment 
to the British Government ; of my 
being the first of the Chiefs of this 
province to come into the British camp ; 
of my havijig invited the English to 
come into this country bticauso of the 
enmity subsisting between me and the 
Mahrattas ; and of my friendly conduct 
in joining the British. In this arrange- 
ment let not the reprssentations of 


Answer. 

From your ap])rovod fidelity to 
the Britisli Government, I am satis- 
fied that His Highness the Peishwa, 
from the union subsisting between 
him arid the British Government, 
will not injure you or annul the 
engagement whicli was so long ago 
concluded witli your d(U‘.eased father. 
If he should, the British Govern- 
ment wdll exert its utmost influence 
with His Highness in favour of your 
interests. The representations of in- 
terested persons shall not be attended 
to witliout investigation. 

Answer. 

The British (R)verjijnent will not 
molest you in the occuj)ation of 
those villages which you held in 
jaghire of the Peishwa, previously 
to the introduction of the British 
authority into Calpee ; nor will the 
British Governnumt transfer those 
lands from your ])ossession to that 
of any of your brothers. The Bri- 
tish Government, however, enter- 
tains a confident expectation that 
you will pay to the Nabob Moulla 
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Moulla Jah or of any of my brothers be 
listened to, and I shall pay to each of 
them their usual allowances. 

3rd Request. 

With rcspc<;t to rny father’s debts, 
part of which were incurred by the 
execution of bonds under his own seal, 
and part in consecpience of my father’s 
liaving taken up his residence in the 
Punjab, whence it would have been 
diHicult to obtain bonds under his 
signature, always at the motnent when 
they might be required, by bonds whicli 
I executed at Ids desire under my seal 
in this maj;’ namely, that “ 1 had 
taken u] t a sum of money from 
the bankers on my fatlier’s account, 
and that conformably to his desire 
I should apply it to defray my ex- 
penses,” those debts are very exten- 
sive. On this subj(‘ct I have tt) obs(‘rve 
that, aecordirif^ to the Mussulman law, 
with which the. English law also agrees, 
the debts of the father and the join- 
ture of the father’s widow, unless the 
father shall leav(^ money to his son, 
are not chargeable on the rev(;nue of 
the (son’s) land(‘d property and houses. 
Therefore as my father has left me 
no money I am not bound by law to 
pay his debts, etc. Moreover some 
bankers have received the j)rincipal of 
their debts, of whicli the interest only 
remains due, while others have received 
the principal and interest of their debts, 
so that only the compound interest of 
such debts is not liquidated. Under 
these circumstances no person has any 
legitimate demand for principal money. 
These differences however refer to a 
period antecedent, to the introduction 
of the British authority into this pro- 
vince, and ditlerences which originated 


Jah and your other brothers and 
dependants their usual monthly allow- 
ances. In this case no further de- 
mands upon you will be attended 
to. 

Answer. 

The settlement of your father's 
debts rests with yourself, and the 
British Government will not inter- 
fere in that business, and the British 
Government will, in the spirit of the 
benevolent laws which regulate its 
conduct towards all the Chiefs of 
Hindoostan, uniformly manifest to- 
wards you every degree of atten- 
tion. 
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before that time, by the regulations 
of the British (rovernuient, arc not 
cognisable by it Notwithstanding these 
irrefragnblo nrgumonis and the numerous 
jjortioDS which arc payable to ni}' 
brotliors aod oiliors, however, I, for 
the iionoiir of my family entered into 
a composition with the hankers under 
the Maliratta Grivernmciit for the pay- 
ment of my father’s del)ts. But if the 
bankers should now, from an idea of 
the high eJ)araetcr of a Britisli (Vnirt 
of Justi('e, be dissatisfied with sueli 
compromise and advance further claims, 
it will be impossilde from my exten- 
sive disbursements and narrow income 
to satisfy tliem. I am confident that 
the British Govinaiment will ])ny dm* 
regard to my honour by its hospital- 
ity, and give elTeet to my wishes in 
this j)oint. 


4th J^equeM, 

If at anj" time any one shall submit 
for decision a difl’ereiice with mo of 
any nature wddeh may ha.v<‘. occurred 
previously to the introduction of tin' 
Britisli authority into this province, 
that is to say, which originated in the 
tinu*. of iJic Mahrattas, let them not b<‘ 
att-ended to, agreeably to the. regula- 
tions of the. British Government. 

6th Reqyest. 

The relations and family of my father 
are iTifect(sl with the vices of the age, 
and are guilly of actions involving 
evils which alTect the character of my 
house, but in particular my individual 
character, and nothing but the strongest 
menaces can restrain them. Tjot not 
their evil aei.ions bo ascri])ed to me, 
since no religion can make the son 
responsible for his father’s misconduct,

Certainly they shall not- meet with 
any attention. 


Aiisv^cr. 

No unworthy or unwarrantable 
actions which may be committed 
by others, even though they should 
proceed from your own brothers 
and immediate dependants, will be 
laid to your charge, neither shall 
any claims which have not been 
preferred since your father’s death 
to this time, be attended to. 
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or, on tho contraiy, the iathet aTABwet- 
able for liis son’s evil actions. 

Two or three of my brothers ami 
some other individuals ih(iru are, who 
liave deserted my father’s house nearly 
thirty years, and have sought a provi- 
sion in other families. To these j>ersons 
my father never allotted any ])rovi- 
sions, and at tlu^ period of his death, 
so far from leaving anything to them, 
was pleased to direct in his last will 
and testament in my favour that those 
<*hildrcn and other individuals who had 
forsaloMi his roof during his lifetime 
should not return wlum he should he 
no more.

It is therefore pro- 
per that you should, as a measure 
of pfecaution, issu(^ percm])tory orders 
that no rohhers or highwaymen shall 
tak(‘ refuge in your jaghire, and if 
at any time any subject of the liritisJi

er to the British Government. In 
like manner, it any individual inhab- 
itant of your jaghire should be

When I had last year an interview with Captain Baillie, I had the honour to 
address a friendly letter to you, which was forwarded tlirough his assistance and 
cannot fail to have reached you and to have been honotirc^d by your perusal. A 
long period having clapstMl since then, I am induced by an anxious wish to bt*. 
informed of your welfare without awaiting the ree,oipt of a reply to addrc'ss you 
again, both with the view of expressing my regard and of submitting to your 
notice some circumstances of 1113 ^ own condition ; and I rtdy on your kn(»wn regard 
to the duties of hosjntalit)' and friejidshij) for your liberal consideration of the 
case of this sojourner in the British dominions. 1 have had the [)leasure to re- 
ceive a satisfactory letter from (Jajitaiii Baillie, on tlie subject of my wishe,s and 
claims, which was written to me by your desire in consichuation of n'y faithful 
attachment to the Honourable Company’s interests, ami tliis iottcir has alTorded 
me the fullest confidence and security for tlie remainder of my life. But if, from 
a Consideration of my family and of my uniform and sincere attachment to the 
British Government, you should be jdeased in your own nanui to confirm the 
assurances conveyed to me by Ca))tain Jhiilli'*, the particulars of wJjich will no 
doubt be submitted to you by him, this confirmation wotdd increase my confi- 
dence in your friendship. Should it not be convenient to do so, T shall still remain 
satisfied, as it is not my wish to be troublesome ; and the letter of Ca])tain Baillie 
is in reality the same with your own, as havdng been written under your direction ; 
Captain Baillie will not fail to convey to you the truth c,oncerning me.

T he Baghelkliaud Agency, \vhi<*li then ooinprisccl tlio States of Kewit, 
Nagod, Maihiir, Soliawal and Kotlii, wUwS esialdislied in Alarcli 
1H71. A Agent was temporarily attached to Itewa in 1857, and 

shortly at'terwards the confiscat<‘d Estale of Bljairagliogarh, and Ihe 
States of Nagod, Alaihar and Soliawal, which were undej* British 
luanageinent, were placed under his jurisdiction. The Eoiiticnl Agent 
was vvillidi\'n\n in 18(iJ3 at the Maharaja’s reipiest, and liis cdiargo was 
added to that ol‘ the Political Agent, Bundelkhaiid , in whose hands it 
r(‘iiiained until the je-(‘stablishinent of the s(‘parate Agency in 1871. 
Eor adniinistral ivo convenience the State oi Baraundha and the Jagirs 
of Jaso, Paldeo, Taraon, Bhaisaunda, J‘ahra and Jvanita Itajaula were 
in 18111) transi erred ironi the Jtundelkhand Agency to the JiaghelkJiand 
Agency. 

Traiisil diilies have been aliolished by all llu' Ehiels in Baglielkhand. 
i\o separate extradition arjangeimnits have ln'cn concluded \\itiL them; 
extradition is (dfected in accoi dance with Ihe pjocedure tor the lime being 
in lorce in Biilish India; bill theie aie i<‘ci procai a iiangtomMils on cei- 
taiji niatleis, c.7., cxlradil ion, suireiidei of pohh-e and niilitaiy deserters,

be C'liiefs ol He^^a are Bagbel l{aj|)ut.s, deseiMub'd Iron) the (lujarat 
family whicb ruled at Anbilwara Jbitan from llJH) to HMhi. A nieinbei 
ot the family migrated to JVortbern India and obtaijied possession of 
Ihindbogarh, uhiili rcMiiained (be capital ot the Baglnd posses, ^ioiis until 
its c.a])iure by Akbar in 1597, when Bewa became the chief town. 

The first Buler ot Bewa witli wboni a tr<*aty was made, ^^as Maliavaja 
dai Singli Deo. ONcrtuies, made in 1808 after the conedusion of the 
Treaty of Bassein (.s<?c Vol. VII, The IVsbwa), were rejected by him. 
In however, a body of Biudaris invaded Alirzapiir thiougli Itewu 

tiM'ritoiy, and (be Alabiaraja was b(*lie\ed (utlier to have alx'lted this 
enterprise through deli berate design, or to have countenani'ed it through 
weakness. He was aciiordingly required in 1812 to accede to a Treaty 
(No. T), by wlindi b(‘ was acknowledged as the rub'i’ ol his possessions; 
was brought under the ]>rotectiou of the British Oovernnnuit, to w'hose 
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arbitration he bniuid hiinsolf to jvf<*r all disputes with neigbboiniiig 
Chiei's; and engagtMl to pciniii Hritisli troops to niaicdi through, or bo 
stationed in, liis territories. 

Jiii Singh JJeo failed to fulfil bis o]»ligat i(uis and, when a military 
j)ost was established in his territory, he attenipUnl to starve out Idle 
detachment, d’roops were sent to entoree the execution of tlie engage- 
ments and to obtain security for tlndi* future fulfilment. Accordingly, on 
th(* Lhid June liSlf‘l, a.nothm‘ 'riealy (iNo. IJ) was mad(*, confirming tin; 
previoUvS Tiiatly and defining moie cleaily the Itulei’s lelations with the 
Jiritish Cf overnmeut-. TJje oil) Article of the Treaty acknowledged the 
right of the Jlrit ish (lovmiiinenl to punish Lai /abardast Singl), Jagirdar 
ol Churhat, wl)o had coni uma(‘io)isl\ lefused to allow the (Joveinment 
])ost to be laid tluough his torilories; and (he 8tl) Article related to 
tht‘ piiiiisluneni ol certain landhobleis in the Siiigrauli district, who 
liad attacked a J>aity of lijiti.^h tioopr> during a,n armistice wJjicli had 
bt*eii agreed on ft>r the purpo.'^t‘ ol negotiating the d’reaty. Zabartlasi 
Singh was panioiied on his engaging (No. Ill) never again to ofleml 
against the llrilish (Jovernuient . 'I'ln* lamllioldei s in Singrauli weie 
(h’prived ol theii propiictar^ light'', winch weie couitured in 1814 l>y a 
Iresh Treaty (No. l\'j on tin' Maharaja, on his promising not. to molest 
cm tain ol his sulxjrdinate (Jiiel.', who had leiidered assistance to the 
Uritisli (ju\ ciiiiiient. Tiie lli itisii (io\ eriinienl have on two occasions 
directly intcricred (ui hch.ili til tin; Thakur ol Singiauli whose estates 
lie partly in liewa and purtlv in lliitish teriitory. 

Jai Singh IJeo alulicated iii favour ol his sou Jlishw aiiatli Singly 
who was succe(‘ded in JSbi by his sou Itagiiuiaj Singh. According to 
local chronicles, he was ihe I h irt^ -second ol his line. 

In 1847 the j\Jaharaja prohibited salt throughout hivS dominions. 

Tor bis scj v H'cs in the mutiny ol 1857 the district ol Sohagpur and 
the village oi A inarkaiitak vven‘ conierred in sovereignty upon Itagliuraj 
Singh, who was inlojiiied that, in his deaiiiigs with tiie zaniiiidars, he 
would be expected to ado])l a cuuise in eonltuniit} vvitli the practice of 
tiie iUilisli tjlovernment. 

in iStiXJ tlie ituler oi Kevva receiveil a Sanad of Ailoption (No. V). 

ill I8(i4 the .Maharaja ceded the land ieij,uiied for railway purposes 
with all his sovereign lights thereon (No. VI). 

in 1807 the lluler of itewa was gianted a peiiiianeiit salute of 17 
guns. 

In 1807 Itagliuraj Singh, at whose reijuest tlie Jlritish Agent tciu 
])orarily appointed in ISb? to assist him in his government had been 
withdrawn in I80:i. desiied the direct intcrfeience ol tJi(‘ Ihilisli Gov- 
ernment in ellecting relorms in the administration of his Stmte; but 
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the application was declined on the f^round that it was incumbent on 
the Maharaja himself to discharp^e his duties as a ruler. In 18G8 he 
abolished the system of levying transit dues as well as that of farming 
the revenue to contractors; and, as a. furtlier means of remc'dying the 
disorganisation into whifdj the State liad fallen, ajjptdnted Itaja Dinkar 
Uao as his MinivSter. The Briiisli (lovernnnuit eonsonted to the arrange- 
ujent, but declined io guarantee the position of ihe Minister, who was 
compelled eventually lo abandon the. taslv he had und(*rta.Iven. In 
1870 Grovernment agreed io the MaJiaraja’s re(|uest foi* tlie re-estab- 
lishment of the separate Agency. Since ils wnthdrawal in 18()‘«i, Ihe 
political supervision of E(jwa affairs had been entrusted to the Bundel- 
khand Agent. 

In 1873 the Maharaja, to avejige an insult alleged to have been offered 
to the Maharani, violated his treaty engagements by despatching into 
Sohawal territory an armed force, which plundered a house and mur- 
dered one of its innmtes. For this offence he was fined Its. 10,000, 
and the Sardars who had aided him in its commission were fined Its. 1,(M)0 
each. 

In 1875 the Maharaja r(*presented his inability to manage the affaiis 
of his State, and agreed (No. VII) to make over the administration to 
the l^litical Agent, aided by the Minister, I^al ilandiman Singh, until 
the debts of the State should be li(|uidated and a. proper goveruincuit 
established. IMie proposal was a(5(‘ede(l to on the understanding that, 
when th(^ time should arrive for th(‘ llritisli (Government to withdraw 
from the direet management of the Stat.(‘, an tuigagcmeni should be givcui 
by the Maharaja to maintain tin* system f)i adininistrotion iiitro(iuecd 
hy the Ilritisli (lovernment, and to ])roteet a.ny rights which might have 
sprung up under British administration. 

Maharaja, Itaghuraj Si?igh died in 1880, and was siKiceeded by his sou 
Venkat Raman Singh. 

Ill May 1881 Ram Raj Singh, tlie subordinate Chief of Madliogaih, 
who was heir presumptive to tin* Rewa died without issue. Tlie 

Estate was resumed by Rewa on the ground that the Maharaja was tin* 
nearest male relative of the deeeased and that the Estate, whicb had 
been assigned in 1809 by Maharaja Jai Singh Deo as tlni portion ot 
his second son, reverted, on failure of direct heirs, to the State. This 
action was upheld hy tlie (Government of India. 

In February 1882 the. Political Agent, Baghelkhand, who had con- 
tinued since 1875 to administer Rewa, was appointed Superintendent of 
Rewa. A (Vmneil of Sardars >vas appointed as a (consul kit ive body to 
assist the Superintendent in the administration of the State, and to advise 
in matters eoiineeied wiili the Maharaja's family and the (‘ustoms td 
the State. 
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In 1882 ilie Stato assumed responsibility for the maintenance of the 
portions of the Great Deccan Road, Rewa-Sutna Road and Sohagi Pass 
Road lying within Rewa ierritory. 

In 1883 the State agjecd to eedt?, with full jurisdiction theieon, the 
lands retjuiied for the Beiigal-Xag])ur Railway (No. VII 1). 

In January 1885 tlie R<‘wa State handed over to the Government of 
India, with other ne(‘essa.ry eoneessioiis for mining purposes, the surfaee 
and mining rights in tlie llmaria coalfields, a tract of about three square 
miles. The terms included the payment of a royalty to the Daibar. 
In April 1885 civil and criminal jurisdiction over the coalfields was 
ceded to the Government of India, who entrusted the immediate admin- 
istrative control of the tiact and the executive management of the opera- 
tions to the Chief Comiriissioner of the (-entral Provinces. The whole 
arrangemenf, which was subjecf to reconsifleration on th(‘ Mah^lraja^s 
majority, terminated at the Maharaja's request on the Ist January 1900, 
when the colliery was retransferred lo tl)(‘ Rewa Darbar on the under- 
standing that any proposal to transfer it thereafter to a company 
would be submitted for (he <‘.on si derat ion and orders of the Government 
of India (No. IX). 

In November 1895 the administration of the State was handed ovct 
to Maharaja Veuhat Raman Singh under certain conditions, and (he 
(domicil oT Sirdars was dissolved from that date. 

la May 1902 an agreement was made between the Ibuigal-Nagpur 
Railway Company and the Maharaja, as the proprietor of the Rewa 
State colliery at Uniaria, for the ])erf(U‘mance by tbe latter of certain 
servifuis at the ])it-liead t(*rmiiius of the IJmaria branch line, for the 
jmrpose of developing the coal traflic between the collieiy and tbe stations 
of the railway company and other connected railway lines via the TJmaria 
station of the company. 

V(*nkai Raman Singh died on the 80th October 1918 and was sue- 
ceed<?d by his elder son the present Maharaja Gulab Singh, born on 
till* 18th Mandi 1908. During the ensuing minority the administration 
was, ill accordam'e with the wishes expressed by the late Maharaja, 
(•allied on by liis brother-in-law, Maharaja Sajjan Singh oi Ratlani, 
as Regent, assisted by a Couiieil. 

The termination of the minority and the investiture of Mahaiaja 
Gulab Singh with full powers was announced by the Viceroy at a Darbar 
held on the 31st October 1922. 

In 1924 the State consented to the construction of a Railw\ay line 
from Hutra to Annupur through its teiritory. 

In the same year the State entered into an agreement with the 
Bengal-Nagpur Railway for the eonstriietion, working and maintenance 
of a siding to serve the Hurhar State collieries. This was followed Ly 
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another, concluded in and by a supplejnentary agreement, made 

in J92y, regarding the working of coal under the siding. 

In J9dU the title of Alaharajadliiraja was recognised as a hereditary 
distinction in favour of the lluler of Itewa, whose ierritorial designation 
of Maharaja of Itewa rejiiains unaltered. 

The area of the State is Id, 000 square miles; the population, accord- 
ing to the Census of 1021, 1,101,524; and the revenue about 00 lakhs.

The liability oi I he Slate to the jiayimuit of Nazarana on successions 
had not been ilecided b} 1011 when, on the occasion of the Coronation 
Darbar, all such levies \\ere abolished.

The founder of llie iVagod family, \\ho are Taiihar llajpuls, is said 
to have been Hhoj ba j, ho is siqiposed to have migrated from Kotara, 
tliiough tear of dealli at the liands of his bastard Inolher, and settled 
in lijicliahia in 1 ITS. Like liolhi, the Stale of JSagmi was ojiginally 
included as one of Ihe subordinates of l*anna in the Saiiad granted to Itaja 
Ivishore Singh. lUit, as Unchahra had been in the possession of the an- 
cestors of Lai Sheoraj Singh before the esiablishment ol the power ol 
Chiiialarsal in lUindelkhand, and the family had never been oiisled 
eilhei* by the llundela Rajas or by Ali Bahadur, a Sanad (No. X) was 
given to Lai Sheoraj Singli in ISOO, confirming him In his possessions, 
lie was succeeded in 1818 by Jiis sou Balbhaddar Singh, who was 
dejiosed in 1831 for the murder of his brother, llagliaveiidra Singh, 
son of llalbhaddar Singh, was then a juinor, and the State was tein- 
])orarily taken under British administration. On attaining his inaj(»rity 
in 1838, Ilaghavendra Singh was installed; a new Sanad (No. XI) was 
given him, and a nazarana of Ks. 8,001) was taken, lie soon heeame 
deeply involved in debt and, at his own lequest, the State was again 
taken under British management in 1844. The Kaja rendered good 
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service during ihe mutiny, and was rewarded in 1859 with the grant 
(No. XII) of eleven villages from the confiscated Instate of Bijairagho- 
garh, which had at one time formed a portion of the Maihar State. 

In 1802 the lluler of Nagod received a San ad of Adoption [sec 
Jfundelkliaiid No. Xlll). 

In 1808 the Itaja ended lands (No. XJJJ) for railway purposes, with 
full rights short of sovereignty. 

Jn 1805, at liie Baja’s request, the management of iJie State was 
again made over to Jxim. 

-Ill 1807 the Jtuler of Nagoil was granted a permanent salute of 9 guns. 

Itaghavendra. Singli died in J874, and was succeeded by his soJi 
Jadabindra Singh, (tailed also Sambhu Das, who was put in full charge 
ui tlie State in February 1882. The grave disorder existing in the 
State rendered it jiccessary in 1898 to re(j[uiie tiie Baja to appoint a 
(pialihed person, approved by the J*(ditical Agent, as his Diwan. He, 
howeveJ’, resen tt‘d this advicte, and in 1894 wxmt to Benares and settled 
there. Tlie (iovernnient of India were therefore compelled to direct 
tin' BoliticaJ Agent to assume (tliarge of the Slate. The Baja lived in 
voluntary exib; at Benaies, d('clining Ihe allowance that Goveriunent 
W('ie pjcjiaied to giant him trom his Stale, until SepteJober 1904, when 
li(! consented to live at Sutna and to accept an allowance of Bs. 2,000 
a month, paid ironi (In; revenues ol the State* In 1904 he formally 
adojiled i rom a I’arihar family of Katkon (Nagod State) a boy named 
Bljai'gveiidja Singh, tlieii aged about 17 years; but he subsequently 
contracUid another marriage, and sons were born to him in 1912 and 
1910. Bestiicted powers were restored to Jadjibindra Singh in 1920. 
lie died in 1922 and was succeeded by his elder son Narharendra Singh, 
who died on the 20th February 1920 and was succeeded by his younger 
br(»thcr the present Baja Maiieiidra Singh. Since tln^ commencement 
of the minority in 1922 the administration has been carried on by a 
State (knineil with tin' Political Agent in Baglielkhund as J^resident. 

The aiea of Nagod is 501 square miles; the po^juJation, according 
to ihe (.Jeusus of 1921, 08,100; and the revenue about 2^^ lakhs. 

Tlie military forces consist (1920) of 11 Cavalry, 02 Armed Police 
ami 5 Aitillcry men, w'itJi 8 serviceable and 1 unserviceable guns. 

The State was liable to the operation of the Nazarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the oecasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies 
were abolished. 

8. Maih.\r. 

'Phe founder of Maihar was Beni Singh, knowm as Beni ilazuri, 
Minister to Baja llindupat of Panna, who in about 1770 granted him 
in jagir the territory which now forms the State. On the occupation 
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of Biindelkliaiid, Thakur Durjan Sin^h, a younger son of Beni Singli, 
was confirmed (No. XTY) in his possessions on his executing a deed of 
allegiance in 1800. In 1814 a revised 8anad (No. XV) was given to 
him. On the death of Durjan Singh in 1820 the State was divided 
{No. XVT) l)(‘tween his two sons, Bishan Singh and Prag Das, the 
former rei^eiving the district of Maihar and the latter Bijairaghogarh. 
Th(‘ I'iStale of Bi jairagliogarh wfis confiscated in 1858 for the rebellion 
of Uie Oliief, Sur ju Tbasad, son of Prag Das, and in 1805 was included 
in the territori(‘s administered by the Ohief Commissioner of the Central 
Provinces. 

Bishan Singh became deeply involved in debt, and at his own request 
the State was placed under British management in 1849, at which time 
an Engagement (No. XVII) was taken from him. He died in 1850, and 
was succeeded by liis son Mohan Prasad, who died in 1852, leaving a 
son Raghnhir Singh, who in 1865, on attaining his majority, was in- 
vested with the management of the State. 

In 18()2 the Ruler of Maihar received a Sanad of Adoption (.vcc 
Bundelkhand No. XllI). 

In 1868 the State c-edt'd land for railway purposes (No. XVII I) with 
jurisd icl ion thereon . 

In 1869 the hereditary title of Raja was (‘onferred (No, XIX) upon 
the Ruler of Malliar: and in 1878 lie was granted a pmananent salute 
of 9 guns. 

Ragliuliir Singh died in 1908 and was succeeded by his eldest son 
Jadubir Singh, who accepted an obligation to consult the Political 
Agent in all important matters connected with the Slate. 

He died in 1910 and was succeeded by his younger brother Randhir 
Singh, who was murdered in December 1911, and was succeeded by his 
son tin' ])resent Raja Brijnath Singh, born on the 22nd February 1896. 
During his Tiiinority the administration was carried on by a Dewan 
under tin' supervision of the Political Agent in Baghelkhand. Raja 
Brijnatfi Singh received ruling powers in 1917. In 1920 the Govern- 
ment (d‘ India, decided that the Ruler of Maihar should ho admitted as 
a Meniher of the Chamber of Princes. In March 1921 be was granted 
a Sanad [aec Bundelkhand No. XXXVl) enhancing his powers to dispose 
of crin\’\na\ cases.

4. SoHAWATi. 

Sohawal was formerly a. portion of Rewa ierrilory, but about the 
middle of the sixieenth century, when Aniar Singh was Ruler of R(‘wa, 
his son Fat(‘h Sijigh threw olT his father's authorify and established iiis 
independence as (-hief of Sohawal. Afterwards th(‘ State bernme sub- 
ordinate to Panna (.s*cc Riimhdkhand), and was so entered in the Sanad 
granted to Raja Kishote Singh. Hut, for the same reasf)ns that separate 
Sanads were granted to the Chiefs of Kothi and TJnchahra on the British 
occupation of Bundclkhatid, a Sanad (No. XX) was granted in 1809 to 
Rais Lai Amaii Singh, tlie seventh Chief of Sohawal, confirming him 
in his State on his tendering a deed of allegiance. Aman Singh resigned 
the State to his eldest son Raghunath Singh. Tn 18^10 Sohawal was 
taken under British administration to liquidate a private money claim 
preferred again, st the Chief, but three years lafer was restored to Aman 
Singh, his son Raghunath Siiigh having died in the interval. 
In 1840 Aman Singh made over the State to his second son, 
Sheo Singh, who in 1848 leceived a vSanad (No. XXT) re<*ognisifig liis 
succession. By improvidence and misrule tlie State became involved 
in debt, and in 1845 it was taken under Ibitish managemetil at th(‘ 
Chief’s own request. 

The elde.st .son of Sheo Singh, Indrajit Singh, died in 1850, leaving 
a son Slier Tang Bahadur Singh, who succeeded his grandfather iii 
1805, and was entrusted with the management of his Statu in 1871. 

In 1802 the Chief of Sohawal received a Sanad of Adoption {.scr, 
Hundelkhand No. XIII). 

In 1863 the Chief ceded (No. XXII) lands for railway purjmses, 
with full jurisdiction short of sovereign rights. 

Sher Tang Bahadur Singh died in 1899, and was .succeeded by his 
elde.st son Bhagwat Raj Bahadur Singh. 

In 1911 the hereditary title of Raja was conferred (No. XXT 11) on 
the Chief of Sohawal. 

Bhagwat Raj Bahadur Singh died on the 10th Fcbruaiy 193(t and 
was succeeded by his eldest son the present Raja Togimdra Bahadur 
Singh, born on the 9th Tuly 1899. 

The territories of the State Tie in two distinct districts separated from 
other hy tie otEothi; tie nortbern portion is also intemiixecf 
with lands he/oiiging to Panna. 

The area of Sohawal is 2l'l S«pi:»tv ion, JK I oir/iiiff 

to the Census of 38,0T8; und tlie revenue slightly over one laih. 
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Tile military forces of the State consist (1926) of 4 Cavalry and 60 
Armed Police, with serviceable and 20 niiserviceabJe ginis. 

The State was liatde io thfe (>])eratioi) of the Nazarana rules up to 
1911 when, on <he occasion of the Coronation Darlmr, all such levies 
were abolished. 

/fa i go o/f .—The Taf»ir of Rai^aon belong’S to a junior branch of the 
Sobawal family. This Ta^ir was orijjfinally jjranted by Mahi])at, fifth in 
descent from Ratcdi Siuf^h, to his brother Sarup Sinp-h. on condition of 
service and of contribution towards Ihe exip^encies of ihe State. In 
1829 Rap’hunath Sin^h, then administering the Sohawal State, claimed 
the ri^hf of either resiiminff the lapfir or of levyinpp tribute and exaeiiufjf 
allegiance from its bolder. These demands were not supported by Gov- 
ernment. In ISbb, on the death of the Tafjirdar, a quit-rent (ubari) was 
imposed on the Ja^^ir by the British officer administerinp; the Sohawal 
State; but on appeal this was divsallowed by Goverrimeat, on the under- 
standing’ that the Ja^irdar faithfully performed his allegiance to the 
Chief of Sohawal. TTis claims, however, to inde]>endence of Sohawal, 
and to ceHain other privile^'es im’onsisteni with his subordinate position, 
were absolutely negatived; for in the Sanads of 1809 and 1848 tlie (ffiief 
of Sohawal had been referred to as the hereditary Chieftain of the Soha- 
wal and Raipaon fnppas, and had been guaranteed in the permaiK’nt 
possevssion of them under certain conditions of allegiance to the, British 
Government. 

In October 1883, owin«> to the continued refusal of the Thakur, 
Hikramajit Sinp-h, to comply with the just demands of his Chief, the 
Raja of Sohawal was permitted, under the orders of the Government of 
India, to attach the Raij^’acn Tao-ir. But, the Thakur ha vine' submit t<‘d 
in Novtunber 1885, the Chief r<*slored his Tao-ir, the Tafjfirdar executiucF 
an .agreement binding himself to accept the supremacy of the Sohawal 
Daibar and to fulfil the proper oblip;ations of his tenure. 

The Ja^irdar of Raipaon enjoys a revenue of Rs. 40,000 pei- annum. 

The present Ta^irdar, Ra^hubansman Prasad Sino-h, succeeded to 
the Kstate in November 1890. 

5. RoTni. 

In the Sanad o-ranted to the Raja cd Banna in 1807 (see Bundelkhand) 
Kothi is entered as one of his subordinates. The founder of the Ja"ir 
was Ta^at Raj Sinf»*h Ba^diela. The family is of the Ba/nphed caste and 
had lonji- ludd theii- Tap;ir, payiii" submission to the successive < onquerors 
of Bundelkhand. They were never disp('»ssessed either in the time of the 
Bundela Rajas or of Ali Bahadur, and therefoie in 1810 a Sanad 
(No. XXTY) was oranted to Rais Lai T)uniyap;d, the Ta^^ii'dar tlum in 
possession, making him directly dependent on the British Government, 
like the othei- Bundelkhand Chieftains. 
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Tiftl Diiniviipat was Huecceded \i\ Cliiefslup hy his soii TjuI 
Ahdh\il, who was in turn H\i(‘reedod hy his son Tiol "Ran Bahadur Sin^h. 

Tn 1862 tho (^hiof of Koihi roooivod a Sanad of Adoplion (.vcc 
BuridelklKind No. hV). 

In 1863 the Cln'of a^rroed (No. XXV) to make over lands for railway 
jrurposes fjee of cnsf , and io surrender all iransit duties on jroods passing 
through his territory. 

In 1878 the Ijereditarv title of Raja Bahadur was conferred upon the 
Ohief of Kothi (No. XXVT). Ran Bahadur Singh died in 1887. and 
was succe(‘ded hy his eldest son Bhagwat Bahadur Singh, who died 
in 1805, and was succeeded by his eldest .son Avadliendra Baliadur 
Singh. Tie di(‘d on the 7th August 1914 snul was succeeded hy his 
eldest son the present Raja Bahadur Sitarainan Rrataj) Bahadur Singh, 
horn in 1892. 

The arfui of Kothi is 169 S(juare miles; the ])o])ulation , according to 
the Ccuisus of 1921, 20,087; and the revenue about Rs. 75,000. 

Tlie military forces of the State consist (1926) of 10 Oavalry, 17 
Infantry, 20 Armed Rolice and 3 Aitillery, with 29 serviceable and 4 
unserviceable guns. 

Under ih(‘ terms of its Adoption Sanad, Kotlii was subject to the 
payment of Nazarana of a cjuarter of a year^s net revenue on direct 
succession and a lialf year’s net r(*venu(* on su(*cessions by adoption, 
Tip to 1911, wh(‘U all Nazarana levie,s were abolish(‘d on the occasion 
of the (k)ronation Darbar. 

6. Baravndma or P \TTTAI?KAT’HHAI?. 

OMiis family is v(‘rv ancient. It belongs to the Raghuhansi caste of 
Rajputs. 33ic ])n‘s(‘nt line traces its descmit frcun (lauri (’hand, a Chief 
of Baraundha who (lied in 1549. Under the rule of the Bundela Chiefs, 
the State seems to have been held under a Sanad from TTirde Sah. 
Mohan Singh wa^^ conlirmed bv tin* British tTovioiiment in tin* territory 
which he held under tlie Bundelas and .Mi Bahadur, and a Sanad 
fNo. XXVri) was givei* to him in 1867. Ue di(*d in 1827 without 
male issm*, leaving a will in which lln* whole of his propertv was be- 
(jueatlied to bis iiepliew Sarabjit Singh. Although Sarahjit Singh 
was m)t foT'mally .adopted, Co\a*rnmcnt recognised his succession to the 
exclusion of his two elder brothers. 

Tn 1862 the Chief received a Sanad of Adoption (.see Bundolkhand 
No. XTTI). 

In 18t»3 Sarahjit Singh <*eded hinds (No. XXVllT) foT‘ railway 
])ur])(>ses, w ith jurisdiction thereon. 
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Shortly before the death of Sarabjit Singh, which occurred in 1867, 
an unsuccessful atiewpt was made hv his third son, Bam Dayal Singh, 
to secure for himself the t'liiefship to the exclusion of (lihiiiarpal Singh, 
the son of Jh’sbwaiiatb Singh, who was the second son of Surahjit Singh 
and liad ])redeceased bis father, (^hhatarpal Singh died in 1874, and 
was siK'ceeded by his only surviving uncle Kaghubar Dayal Singh. 

In 1878 tlic Ruler of Rarauiidha was granted a, ])ermaneni salute of 
J) guns. 

Raghubar Dayal Singh died in 1885, leaving neither issue nor noai 
relations and without having exercised the right of adoption. In 1880 
Ihe (rovernor-deneral in (Council selected Thakur Rrasad, a descendant 
fjoin the late (Chief's original stock, as suc<‘essor to the tUiiefshi]). The 
recognition of Thakur Prasad was held to constitute a. re-grant of the 
State, to which it was within tin* cmnpetence of the Govemiuont to 
attach such conditions as niigdit seem to he necessary. For Ids compli- 
city in an affrjiy on the Raraundha border in April 1892, in which two 
Kanita Ra jauln S(*])oys w^ere killed and one man wounded by an armed 
f)arty of the Raniundha State, a fine of Rs. 4,000 was imposed on 
Thakur Prasad, and he was dehaired until further orders from atteiuh 
anee at Darhars. Tin* latter ])ortion of the ]>unishTnen( wos how^ever 
j-emittcd in Decemhei‘ 1897 in recognition of his creditable behaviour 
during the famine. 

Thakur Prasad Singh died on the 8th Julv lf)08 and w^as succeeded 
bv bis only son the pr(*sent Raja (lava Prasad Singh, who wos born in 
1805. 

The area of the State is 218 square miles; the [m])ulation, aceordirig* to 
the (lensus of I92M, 15,912: and the revenue ahfuit Its. 40,000.

The State was liable to the operation of the Nazarana rules n]> to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the (Coronation Darbar, all such levies 
were abolished.

In tbf‘ ]>artition wliicb (dibatarsal made of his possessions the par- 
ganas of Kot?a and Jaso were included in the share of Jugat Raj, 
who in 17()() divided bis State between Guman Singh, from whom 
lh(‘ Ajaigarh Raja is descended; Kbuman Singh, the ancestor 
of the Cbarkbari family; and Pabar Singh, the founder of the 
State of rlaitpur, now (‘xtiriet. Tn this division the Kotra and Jaso 
distriets were divided betw^een Guman Siiigli and Khuman Singh. 
Bharti (Cband, the fourth son of Ohhatarsal, held the district in sub- 
ordination to his elder brother and left it in two shares to his sons, 
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Durjjiii Sink’ll and Ilari Singdi wlm, duiiiif** Hn* <jii;n‘r<ds in flu* lanniv 
of' Clihatarsiil, oianu^'d to niaiiitain flioinstdvos in indop(‘ndi‘iit ])(»hsos- 
sion.

1mt his claim was considered to have heen extinguished hy the arranf^e- 
ments of 1816, the effect of which w-as to recopniso and confirm the 
antec^edent rif^hts of the Jaso family, and tlcerchy to entitle the c ollateral 
relatives of Murat Sin^’h io succ-ec'd in direct ^uhorclinal icui to the* Rritisii 
Government. Saiarjit Siti^h, of ilic* Ruiaha branch of the* family and 
nephc'w^ of 'Mnial. Siiipdi, was c*onsidered the nearest heir; and as he 
himself wished to suc*,ceed in prefei’ence to his yonnt>‘est son Ran] it 
Sino'h , wdiose adopt ion had hec'n pro])osc‘cl hy the widows fd' the laic* 
Tapirdar, he Avas recopnisod (No. XXX) as successor to the Taso Estate 
in 1862, 

In the same year the Chief received a Ranad of Adoption 

(No. XXXI). 

Satarjit Rinph died in 1869, and was succeeded hy his eldest son 
llhopal Singh, who dic'd in 1876, and ^^as snn'oedod hy liis son (rajiaf 
Sinph. On his death in 1888, without male issue, ho was succeeded 
hy his only sui n Ivinp hiotlu'i- Chl»alar])ai i Sinph, Avho chh'd in 18S6, 
and Avas sneceded hy Japat Raj, Eharidar of Richnl, represetdative of 
tlcc ncaic'sl collateral line.

nn'iit., the Rajah « ni;Mites t.o ri'ler the ease to the arbitration and di'cision ot that 
(Govi rnnu'nt, and to a.bnh' by its award, and on no a:'eonnt to commit ac^ri's- 
sion against the othi'i* jiarty, or to I'liifiloy his own iorci for the satistac'tion ol 
such claim, or for tin* redrc'ss of tiu' i*rievane(' of which he may coinjilain. On 
tin' other hand, tin' British (Government, eiiLUiiji's t.o wit hhold its ‘illii's or di'iu'iid- 
ants from cominittim^ any acjijression against the Rajah of Ifewah or to jninish 
the aiiiCK'ssor and t.o a,rbitra,t(' any demand IIk'N may havi' upon th(' Rajidi ol 
Rewa.h, acconlinc to t he strict principh's of ju.stice : the- Ra.ja,h on his jiart ayrec'- 
iny implicitly to a hide hy its aw ard. 

Auti(‘Lk 5. 

The Rajah of Rewah enyayes never to yraiit an asylum within ids domi'iions 
to any enemies of the British (ioveniinent, or to rebels, hut on tin' eontrar}^ to 
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exert/ his utmost endeavours for the af)prehensioti of such persons, and if apf)re“ 
heiuled to (h‘liv<T them up to the Othcers of the British Government. The Kajah 
further en^ai^es not to permit the families of persons of that (Jeseription to reside 
within his territories. If any of the enemies of the Kajah or tlie rebels to his 
Government, shall take refii<]f(‘ within the British territories, the British Govern- 
ment, on receivijifif notice thereof from the Kajah of Rewah, will, after due in- 
V(\sti^atioT), jujrsue such ni(‘asnres with regard to the fugitives as equity and justice 
may af)pear to require, adopting at th(‘ same time every ju'aetieabh' rm^ans to 
prev<*nt their committing any acts injurious to tlie territory and Government 
of the Kajah. 

Airj’icLE 6. 

Whereas robbers issuing from the territories of the Kajah of Kewah frequent- 
ly commit depredations in those of the (^(nnpany, the Rajah engag(‘s, on r<‘eeiv- 
ing an ap])licati()n from the Oflh'ers of the British Government, to exert his 
authority for the purpose of arresting the persons accused of such cTimes and 
when ap[)reh<*nded to cause them to be delivered over to the said Oflicers. 

Aimt5LE 7. 

If any of the brothers or servants of th(‘ Rajah of Rewah shall eabimniate, 
misrepresent, or a,eeus<‘ the Kajah f>efore the British Govm nnuml/, that Govern- 
ment will not without <Mi<pnrv and proof give credit to the statements of such 
persons. 

Aktk^le 8 

The honor, rank, and dignity of tin* Rajah of Kewah shall be estimated by tlm 
British Governnnmt in the same degre(‘ as that in whicli they were estimated by 
the former Emperors of llindoostan. 

Article 9. 

Whenever the British Government shall deem it expedient to send its troops 
into the dominions of the Kajah of Kewah or to station or canton a British force 
within the Rajah’s territories for the purpose of guarding against- the advance 
or inti'rcepting the retreat of an mumiy, or of rinciarrahs, or other predatory 
bodies, it shall be comp(‘t-ent to the British Government so to detach its tro()])S, 
and the Kajah of Kewah shall give his consent u(;cordingly. The Kajah shall 
also on any such occasion station his troops uceoriling to the advice fd the Officers 
of the British Government at the Ghaut of Chundeah, Kawreah, or such Ghauts 
or pass(‘s as the British Commanding C>llicer shall point out. The (Command- 
ing Ollicer of the British troo])S which may be thus enijdoyed in tlui Rajah’s terri- 
tories, shall not in any manner interfere in the internal concerns of the Kajah’s 
Government. Whatever materials or sujiplies may be required for tin* Britisii 
(’antonnumts,' or for the use of the British troops during their continuance in 
the Rajah’s t(‘rritori(^s, shall bo readily furnished by the Rajah’s Officers and 
Bubjects, and shall be paid for at the price current of the bazar. If any materials 
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which arc iiiclispc.iisibly noc-csaary should happen not to be procurable by pur' 
cJiasc, and it shall cfnisecjucntly become necessary to take such articles wherever 
found in tlie Itajsdrs dominions, the ]>rice of such articles shall be paid for by the 
British Clovornnicnt at the rate that may be settled by arbitrators aj)])ointed 
by the P>ritish (lovermiKUit and the Rajah re8i)ertively. 

Artk.’LE 10. 

The? Rajah of Rewah b(‘ing admitted among the number of the allies of the 
British Government, engages at. ail times to eomjdy with any just and reasonable 
requisition connecttul with the interests and pros])erity of that Government, to 
conform to its advice, and to the utmost of his ])owe.r to fulfd tlie obligations of 
friendship and attachment towards the British power. 

AimcLK 11. 

This 'IVeaty, consisting of eleven Articles, having this day been concluded 
between the Briilslj G()Vernment and Rajah Jey Sing Deo, Rajah of Rewah, 
through the ageiK'v of Mr. John Richardson, in virtue of powers delegated to 
him by tin* Right Honorable Lord Minto, Governor-General in Council, on the 
one part, and Bukshy Baugwun Dhut, the vakeel of the said Rajah on the other, 
Mr. Bicliardson lias d(‘livere(l to tin* said vakeel one coj)y of the Treaty in English, 
Persian and Ilindcc, signed and sealed by himself, and the said vakeel has deli- 
V(‘r<'d to Mr. Iticliardson another copy duly executed by the Rajah, and Mr. 
Richardson has engaged to })rocure and deliver to the said vakeel within the space 
of thirty days a co])y ra1ili<'d by the seal of the Coin])any and the signature of 
the Governor-Gcnerai in ('ouncil, on the diJiveiy of which the copy executed 
by Mr. Richardson shall be returned, and the Treaty shall be considered from 
that tim<^ to have full force and effect.

Sum but, a Treaty of mutual friendship and defensive alliance w^as concluded 
between th(‘ British Government and the Rajah of Rewah ; and whereas the Rajah 
of Rewah having failed to fulfil the engagemenfs whicli the aforementioned Treaty 
im])osed upon him, tin* British Governimuit was compelled, in vindication of its 
honour and its rights, to detach its troofis into Rewah to enforce the execution 
of those engagements, and to obtain security for their due fulfilment in. future ; 
and Whereas the Rajah, having now returned to a proper sense of his relatioxis 
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with tho British Covcrnrneut, and havinj? exprossod his contrition for the past, 
agrees to the h)]lowing conditions, for himself, and for his Jieirs and successors. 

AimcLE 1. 

All the s^pnlatioiis of the Treaty eonelmhal <»n the Titli of October 1S12, cor- 
responding with 1h(‘ Ibtlj of Kooar ISGi) Siiinbut, are her«‘l)y declared l-o be in 
full forc<* and etfeet. in ns far as they are not afTeef(‘d nor alt.en'd by the following 
conditions e»»nt.ain<*d in t his 1’reatv.

2nd June 1813, corresponding with 10th Jeyth 1870 Siimbiit, with this reserva- 
tion, that the Jiewah Government shall not reinstate Riichpal Sing in the lands 
of Siittcnee formerly Indd by him, and that the Rewah Government shall be rt;- 
sponsible for the good conduct of the persons whom it may place in the possession 
of the forfeited lands. 


Article 3. 

The Rewah lTrovcrnrn(Uit hereby disclaims all right to levy from Lai Jugmohuu 
Sing, jaghiredar of Simere(‘.ah, any portion of the })ena,lty impos(Ml uy)ou the Rewah 
Government by the Oih Article of rhe Treaty of the 2nd June 1813, corresponding 
with the 19lh of .ieyth 1870 Sumbut. 

AuTKmE 4. 

Tlie British Government being desirous that Lai Jngtnoliun Sing of Siin(*re(‘ah 
be guaranteed in tfie poss(‘ssion of the lands now held l)y him in jaghire, tin* Rewah 
Government Inireby <‘ngage,.s that the said Lai Jugrnohun Sing shall remain in 
uniriol(\sted possession of the lands which he now occuj)ies ; but without any ehange 
in his relation to the Rewah State. 


Article 5. 

By Article 7th of the Second I'reaty, the Rewah Government engages not 
to molest those jaghiredars and others, resixleiits of Rewah, who have been well 
dis])osed towards tiie British Government. Certain ])ersons, who humanely 
succoured tin* British se])oys that were wounded at Suttenee in Bysakh 1870, 
and others who have. giv(*u information respecting those who were concerned 
in the above outrage, as well as in the murder of a sepoy employed to i)rotect 
the town of Raepore on the following day, having thereby exposed themselves 
to the resentment of all who were in any way imjlicated in those outrages, the 
Rewah (jloverriment hereby solemnly jledgcs itself to protect all those ])crson8 
from suffering any injury or molestation whatever in consc(pience of such assist- 
ance rendered by them to the British cause. 

Article 6. 

Lai Zubberdust Sing, Jaghiredar of Chourhut, having voluntarily surren- 
dered himself to the British Government on terms of unt'onditional submissiou, 
the British Governme.nt has been pleased to pardon his offence, and to restore 
him to the enjoyment of his jmsscssions which he had forfeited by his former mis- 
conduct, on his executing an engagement never again to offend against the British

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Government. An attested copy of this engagement is furnished to the Rewah 
Government, and as that instrument contains nothing inconsistent with the rights 
derived by the Rritish Government from its engagements with Rewah, tlie Rewah 
Government doelares itself responsible to the British Government for the due 
execiitimi of tbe conditions of that engagement, in the same manner as it is of 
course responsible for the due execution of the terms of subsisting Treaties on 
the part of all its sul)jects and feudatories. 

Arttole 7. 

This Treaty, consisting of seven Articles, having this day been concluded 
between the British Government and the Rewah State, through the agency of 
Mr. John Wauehope, in virtue of powers delegated to him by the Right Honor- 
able tbe Earl of Moira, Governor-General in (Council, on the one part, and Rajah 
Tey Sing Deo, Rajah of Rewah and Mokund})ore, and Baboo Bishonath Sing, 
the Rajah’s eldest son, and associated with him in the administration of the Rewah 
Government, in ])erson, on the other part. Mi. Wauehope has delivered to the 
said Rajah and Baboo one copy of the Treaty, in English and TVrsian and Tlindooi, 
signed and sealed by himself, and the said Rajah and Baboo have deliven‘d to 
Mr. Wauehope another copy duly executed by them, and Mr. Waii(dio])e has 
engagi^d to proiuire and (hdiver to the accredited vakeel of the Rewah Govern- 
ment within the space of thirty days a copy ratified by the sc^al of the (^unjiany 
and the signature of the Governor-General in C^ouncil, on the didivery of which, 
the copy executed by Mr. Wauehope shall be returned, and the Tri'atv shall be 
considered from that time to have full foree and oU’eet. 

Signed, sealed and exchanged, at Kurwa.ee y on this Eleventh day o/ March 1814, 
corresponding with the Utli of dhyth 7221 Fuslee.

Adoption Sunndd granted to Maharaja Ruohooraj Sino of Rewah,— 1862. 

Her Majesty being desirous that the Governments of the several Princes and 
Chiefs of India who now govern their own territories should be jierpetuated, and 
that the representation and dignity of their houses shouhl be continued ; 1 here- 
by, in fulfdment of this desire, repeat to you the assurance which I communi- 
cated to you in the Cawiipore Durbar in November 1859, that on failure of direct 
heirs the ailoption by yourself and future Rulers of your State of a successor ac- 
cording to the ancestral custom of your family will be recognized and confirmed. 

Be assured that nothing shall disturb the engagement thus made to you so 
long as your Iiousi^ is loyal to the Crown and faithful to the conditions of tlie Tre.i- 
tios. Grants, or Engagements which record its obligations to the British Govern- 
ment.

Aceordiiig to jmiir instructions the required conditions arc entere<l in the 
Agreement, viz . — 

7aV. — AH the land that may he re(j Hired hy Oovernmeiit for the h*ail way or 
its work's, etc,., is giv(‘n in perpetuity with its sovereign authority. 

All residents within the Railway boundaries, whether subj(‘ets of tin* Native 
(Hn’ids or of the British rfoverninent, shall be consider<‘d under the jurisdiction 
of the Railway OfUcers and the Clovernnient authorities. 

Lh/f/, — All disjmtes between the ollieers and the dependants of the Railwa}' 
and the subjee.ts of the Native States outside tlm Railway limits shall bt‘ heard 
and settled by the Political O.licers. 

The disposal of cases of criminals of this State, who may go wil.hin the Rail- 
way bounds, shall be disposed of and setthsl ae.e.ording t.o the miles which have 
been long current on the part of tin* Agency (Political) authorities.

Uis Highness the Maharajah of Rewah, accompanied by his (Ihief Minister, 
Lall Riindnioii Sing, at an interview with the (lovernor-Generars Agent and 
l^)litical Agent at Rewah on 3()th January 1875, made the following represen- 
tation : — 

The management of my State has long been a matter of diirioiilty to me. The 
Government of India in view to relief at my earnest instance appointed a Poli- 
tical Agent and granted a loan of ten lakhs 1 thought that supported by the 
advice of the Political Agent, I should be able to introiluce a fair system of ad- 
ministration and restore the revenue which has long been decreasing. The result 
has not been to my anticipations. 

The revenue, though collected from the ryots, does nob reach my Treasury, 
consequently there is no money wherewith to pay establishments or meet my 
(mgagements to Government respecting the payment of the ten lakhs' loan. 

1. — I desire, therefore, with the sanction of Ilis Excellency the Viceroy, to 
make over my State, until debts are liquidated and a system of administraticn 
established, to the care of the Pobtical Agent. 
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2. — Tlio Political A^jent knows the diameter of my Chief Minister, Rundmon 
Sing, and is willing with his assistance to render me all help. 

3. — From the time the Political Agent assumes charge of th(5 administration 
1 will {jhstain from interfereTi(‘.e of <‘vory sort. 

4. — 1 will issue no orders on State matters, 

0.- -It will rest with the Political Agent to maintain or dismiss any State ser- 
vant, and I will do my best to support his authority. 

(). — A suitable allowance will bii regularly paid me to enable mo to live with 
comfort and dignity.

Wc, the Sirdars of th(‘ C<»iin<*il, came to Sutna this day, and the Superinten- 
dent of Kewah has informed us that tin* (ho'ernnu'nt of India. pro[)ose to open 
up th(^ Umana, Johilla and Sohagpur coal-lhdds, ami t(> construct a railway from 
Katni to Bilaspur through the aliove-named places. 

Having understood llu‘ intimtimi of (fovi^rnmenl , we consider that tlie Kewah 
vState should grant land for tin* const. ruction ol the line of railway, together with 
full ju-isdietion thereon, a.ecording to tin* arrangements observed when the East 
Indiaii Railway line was constructed, that, is to sav, the land and jurisdiction 
should now be grantisi to Govm*nmeiit. by the State, and tlie Stat(‘ should arrange 
to eomjieiisate landholders. 

to the (;oal mines of Uniaria, .lohilla and Sohagpur, a contract is to be given 
t.o a. compa.ny of eajiitali.'^ts for lUI years, and the agreeimmt wliieli may be en- 
tered into by Govi'rmiient on behalf of the KewaJi State should he observed by 
this State. 

Tlie Su[)erinten(lent of Kewah has exjilaiiietl to us that, without making a 
railway, the coal cannot he dcvidopod, and the greattu* the facility of means for 
conveying it, the greati'r will be the extent to which the ( oal mines will be worked, 
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and tho consequent profits to the State. We believe that tliis line from Katni 
to Bilaspur will cost above two krores of rupees. 

We understand from what the Superintendent of lU‘Wuh has told ns that the 
opening of this line will greatly faeilitatc tlie eonveyaru'e of (;oal ; that it will also 
give an impulse to trade in the districts througli which it j)asses ; tliat foodgruins, 
timber, et.c., which are now ex[)orted with great dillicuJty for want of roads and 
transport, will be easily carried to inark{*ts by rail and there sell to advantage : 
that, in addition, the prosjx'rity of towns and villages will increase, as will also 
the trade of the State. The rail will s(‘Ciire safety and (?omfort to the country, 
and improve the condition and civilisation of the people. In times of famine, 
food will be easily carricid from place to jdace. 

We arc aware that the conditions under whi(;h the contract of tho coal is to 
be given (cannot now be precisely determined. TJie royalty to be charg(‘d on 
the coal is a point which the (lovcrnmcnt will stdtie with the c<)nq)any. This 
is a matter of great importance to Rewah. The (lov‘ ’nm(mt will, of course, 
act as it thinks best, in rcsf)cct of the terms on which IIkj coal mines wdll be giverr 
on contract, the amount of coal to be extract<*d and all oilier matters connected 
therewith. 

We fully trust tiuit 1h(‘ arTsngements which the (lovcrnmcnt will make in 
the matter will prove of great benefit to (he IJ-ewali 8tat(‘, and we concur entirely 
in the views expn-sst'd i>y the, CloVi‘rnm<‘nl . Jn 18()3 when arrangements were 
made for the Singrowdi coal in the time of 1 1 is lliglmess Mahaiaj.i Rughuraj Singh, 
the rate of royalty w'as fix<‘(l (liy His Highness) at (> pies p(‘r maiind, or 14 annas 
per ton ; and we trust that, wlien tixmg the royalty to be jiaid for the LJinaria, 
Johilla and Sohagpur coal, the Uovernment will bear in mind the proposals of 
1863 referred to.

2. I beg to say in reply that the Darbar agree to the proposal tliat for the 
purposes of account the colliery will be transferred to tlic Darbar from the 1st 
of April 1899, and that the Oovernrnent of India will continue working for a short 
time until it is possible for the Darbar to take over the actual possession after 
the arrangements for the transfer of services of the Manager and the stall are 
made and other minor points, if any, are settled. 

3. The Darbar note that the selling price of colliery on the 31st March 1899 
will be tniated as a loan from the Government of India at an iriterest of Bs. 4 
(four) ]>er c<‘nt. per annum, and the Darbar will be at liberty to pay the capital in 
fixed instalments. 

4. 4’lie Darbar (piitc understand that any proposal to trausftsr the colliery 
to a Compaii}^ must be submitted for tho consideration and orders of the Govern- 
ment ol India,

Translation of an Ikuarnamah or Oultoation of Allecuance i)rescntcd by 
Laul Shew Raje Sino of Oucheerah and Naoode, — 1809. 

Whereas I, Laul Shew Raje Sing, sincerely iirofessing luy subniissiou and 
attachment to the British Government, have invariably manifested my obedience 
to the officers appointed to the superintendence of the jjrovince of Bundelcuiid 
from the period of its first annexation to the British territories ; and Whereas 
an Ikrarnamah or obligation of allegiance having lately been required of me : 
Therefore, and with a view to confirm my obedience and attachment to the British 
Government, I have prepared and hereby present this Ikrarnamah, containing 
nine distinct Articles, to Mr. J. Rh hardson, from wlH)m I have received a sunuud, 
confirming to me all my ancient possessions in this j)rovince ; and 1 hereby declare 
that I will scrupulously observe all the Articles contained in the Ikrarnamah 
and never evade nor infringe any one of them. 

Article J. 

1 hereby engage never to connect myself with any marauders or plunderers 
either wif.fiin or out of the province of Bundclcund, to afiord them no asylum 
or ])erinit their families or children to reside in my possessions, and to abstain 
from all intercourse and (5orres})ondcnce with them. 1 further engage to avoid 
entering into (juarrcls or disputes with the dej)endants and servants of the British 
Government ; and if at any time a dispute should arise on aecount of mehal or 
village, or from any other cause, between me and any of the Rajalis and Chiefs 
of this 2 )r()vincc in depemlencc on the British Government, 1 agree to submit 
such disj)ute without delay to the offi(;ers of the British Government for their 
decision, and implicitly to observe and abide by' what decision shall Ixi passed 
i]f)on it. I furtlier (mgag<i to make no re])risal.s on any one for past injuries, j»or 
to seek redress by force witlujut the iiermissioii of the British Government, and 
always to be obedient and submissive to the Government. 

Article 2. 

I engage to guard all the passes up the Ghats which are situated in my posses- 
sions in such a maimer as to ])nivent all marauders, pluiulenu’s, and evil-Jisposed 
persons from ascending or descending the Ghats by any of those 2 )asse«, and from 
entering the British t(;rritori(^s for the jnirpose of exciting disturbances ; and if 
any sirdars of troojis sliould meditate an invasion of the British territories tlirougli 
my jiossessions, I engage to give timely notice thereof to the officers of the British 
Government, and to use every practicable exertion to obstruct their jirogreas. 

Article 3. 

Whenever the British troops shall have occasion to ascend the Ghats by any 
of the passes situated within my possessions, I agree not only not to obstruct 
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or impede their progress, but to depute an intelligent person to conduct them 
by the most couviuiient route, and to furnish them witli the necessary supplies 
and provisions so long as they shall continue within or in the vicinity of my pos- 
sessions. 

Article 4. 

If any of the subjects of the British Ooverninent abscond and take refuge 
in any of my villages, I engage to deliver up such j)crHon to the ollicers of the 
British Government immediately on his being demanded ; and if any of iny ryots 
or zemindars abscond and take refuge in the British territories, I agree to sub- 
mit to the ])rincipal officer in Biindehmnd a stat(‘inent of my complaint agaijist 
such person, and to abide by whatever orders may be 7 )ass(Hl on ihe occasion agree- 
ably to the Kegulations of the (hwe.rnment, and to f ake no sf (‘ps of n»y own accord 
to apprehend him. 

Article 5. 

I engage, not to harbour thieves or rol)bers in any of my villages ; and if }iro- 
perty of merchants or travellers be stolen or robbed in any of the villages sub- 
ject to my authority, 1 agree to render the zemindars of sucli village responsible 
for the restitution of the stolen property, or for the delivery of the thief or robber 
to the officers of the British Government ; and il any fekni or murdenn’ or person 
or persons amenable to the British laws for crimes committed in the British jios- 
sessions should take refuge in any of my villages, 1 engage to seizt' and deliver 
over such offenders to the British Government and not to permit tiieir escape 
from my jiossessions. 

Article C. 

Having jiresentcd a. stateniciit and list of the villagc.s in my ]>oss(‘HS’ *n, and 
liaviiig obtained a Snnnud for tiie same, 1 therefore firomisc ami engage that if, 
amongst the villages enumerated and stated hy m<*, in any village the juoperty 
of any other jierson shall b(‘ found and the right to tin* saim*, proved, or it shall 
aj)])ear tliat during the government, of t.he Nawab Ali Bahadur the said village 
or villages were not in my i)ossession, I bind myself to abide by whatever the 
British Government shall be jdcased to direct and obey the same imjdieitly. 

Artk’LE 7. 

Wher(*as Gojiaul Sing of tin* Jloondcllah caste and Baliadoor Sing of tin* J’urhar 
sect have rel)ellt*<l against the British Government, and have i)luiid(*red and carried 
their outrages into the villages granted by the Jkitisli (TOV(*rnm(mt to the Bajahs 
Bukht Sing and Kisliorc Sing 1 therefore engage and promisi* not to give the abovt^ 
rebels shelter or prote.ction in any part (d my jiossessions, and nut to suffer tliem 
to ])asH througli my tt*rritories to those of citlicr of the aff)r(*sa-id Bajahs or of the 
British Govcniimmt ; and if the said irien shall either ojienly or secretly come 
into my possessions I will b}?' every means in my ]H>wer attempt to seize, or ajipre- 
heud them ; and if in the execution of this engagement 1 am negligent or step 
aside from its performance, I agree to any responsibility that tlie British Govern- 
ment may think proper. 
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Article 8. 

Ah the villages inserted in the Suimud now granted by the British Govern- 
ment are my hereditary j)ro])erty, (iescended to me through many generations, 
and as I am now in possession thereof, I hereby hind myself that, after having 
received my Sunnud from the British (Jovernincnt, 1 will not require or ask to 
be jmt in ])OH8ession of one village amongst the before enumerated villages, nor 
require from the British Government any aid for their government. 


Artkjle 9. 

I will aj)point on my part a person from amongst those in whom I have con- 
fidence, who shall remain at all times as a Vakeel for the transaction of my busi- 
ness in the ])resencie of the re})resenf.aiive of th(‘ Governor-General in Bundel- 
cund, and if the British rc])reHentatives shall on any account or for any fault be 
disjjleased witli the above ])erson, J will recall him and send another. 

This Engagement, (jontaining nine Articles under my seal and signature, I 
have delivered to the British Government, and I promise to bind myself strictly 
to abide by the above stipulated Articles, and in lio soH: deviate therefrom.

Translation of a .Sunnud granted to Laul Shkw Kaje Sing. 

Be it known to all chowdries, kanoongoes, zemindars, ujid mokiuldiims of 
the tupj)as of Nagode and Gucheerah, in the pergunnah of Kawee, in the pro- 
vince of Bundelcund ; that Whereas Laid Shew Kaje Sing, one of the hereditary 
Chieftains of the jiroviiice of Bundelcund, having from the jieriod of the annexa- 
tion of the said province to the territories of the Honorable the East India (Com- 
pany invariably observed a friendly conduct and refrained from every outrage 
or any sort of improper conduct, and now manifests his wish to be admitted to 
obedience and submission to the British Government, and having lately presented 
an Ikrarnamah or obligation of allegiance to the British Government by the hands 
of Dewan Derreau Sing, and requesting a Sunnud confirming him in the pro- 
])ert.y and [lossession of the villages now occupied by him ; He therefore enters 
into the jircsent engagement consisting of nine Articles, expressive of his sincere 
attachment and fidelity to the Government ; Therefore, and with view to the 
entire satisfaction of the British Government and to the support of his claims 
as a hereditary Chieftain of this province the villages contained in the subjoined 
schedule, which from ancient times have been and still are in his possession, are 
hereby granted to the said Laul Shew Raje Sing, and the said villages shall con- 
tinue in the permanent possession of the said Laul Shew Raje Sing and his suc- 
cessors. So long as he and they shall continue strictly to adhere to the condi- 
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tiojis of tlio Ikraniarnuh and to be obedient and submissive to tlie British Gov- 
ernment, the villages enumerated below shall be confirmed and continued to 
him and liis heirs free of revenue. The chowdries, kanoongoes, zemindars, and 
liiokuddnms of tin* said villages will continue as heretofore to exercise their duties 
ill their respective villages under the authority of the said Laid Shew Rajc Sing ; 
and it is the duty of the said Laul Shew Baje Sing to render his ryots and zemin- 
dars happy and grateful by the just administration of his government, to devote 
his utmost attention to the prosperity and improvement of the country, and finally 
to remain firm in his obedience and submission to the British Government accord- 
ing to the several stipulated Articles of the Engagement. 

After the sanction of the Right Honorable the Governor-General shall be 
obtained, another Sunnud signed by the Right Honorable the Govern or- General 
will be exchanged for and substituted in the place of the present Sunnud granted 
by the Agent to the Governor-General.

Tua.nslati()N of a Sunnud granted to Rajah Rugiiojund Sing of Naqode and 

OUUUKEIIA, — 1838, 

Be it known to tlie chowdries, kanoongoes, zemindars, and mokuddums of 
tuppas Nagodo and Ouclieera, pergunuah Burkee, attached to Bundelcund ; 
That since the country of Bundelcund came into tlie possession of the British 
Government, Laul Shew Raje Sing, who is one of the rightful Chiefs of tli(‘, said 
country, having never rebelled against the Government or created disturbance, 
but having ever remained firm in his allegiance to the Britislj Government and 
excuted the orders of its ollicers, a Sunnud, dated 2()th March 1809, correspond- 
ing with lyth Cheyto 1216 Fuslie, was granted to him by Government, confirm- 
ing to him ill perpetuity four hundred and four rent-free villages which he held 
ill his possession on condition of loyalty and submission ; on the death of the said 
Xjaul Shew Raje Sing, his eldest sou. Rajah Bulbhudur Sing, held the said villages 
ill his possession ; but conformably to a letter from the Secretary to Government, 
dateil 15th August 1831, he was deposed from the Raj of Oucheera, as Rajah 
Rughobind Sing, the eldest son of the said Rajali Bulbhudur Sing, having been 
educated under the tuition of Moulveo Hyder Ali, and having attained his major- 
ity, appeared before Mr. Charles Fraser, the Governor-Gcnerars Agent, exe- 
cuted an iVgreement * containing seven Articles expressive of his sincere attach- 
ment and fidelity to Goveriiiiient, and prayed that his ancestral rent-free villages, 

* No copy of this Agreement is on record* 
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enumerated in blie former Sunnud, might be restored to him : The undermen- 
tioned villages as mentioned in the former Sunnud of 1809, are now granted to 
him in consideration of his rightful claim. He and his descendants will hold 
possession of the villages so long as they abide by the terms of the Agreement 
and arc strictly faithful in their allegiance to the British Governimmt. It he- 
lioves tlie chowdries and others to obey the said Kajah and to give him the usual 
dues on account of the villages in question. It will be the duty of the Bajuh 
to make the people and zemindars happy and contented by a just administra- 
tion, to improve the cultivation of his country, and to enjoy the revenue, of the 
villages in strict adherence to the Articles of the Agreement, and execution of 
tlie orders of Goveniment.

Wliercus, from the re.port of the Political Agent at llewah, it ap])ear.s that 
(luring the disturbances you rcjidered good service to the Government by placing

Translation of Khut from Rajah of Nagode, to Second Political Assistant, 
Nagode, — (dated the 17th August 1863). 

I have received your khut dated 31st July J863, asking my consent to give 
the land for the Railway on the following conditions, that — 

Istly . — Such land as is required by (rovernment for the Railway works and 
buildings should be given in perpetuity, with its entire jurisdiction and author- 
ity, and that all residents within the railway limits, whether subjects of the State 
or of the British Government, should be under the authority of the Railway Olhcers 
and Government authorities ; 

and 

2ndhj . — That such disputes as may arise between tlic olUeers, workmen, and 
servants of tin* Railway, and the subjects of the State who dwell outside, should 
be settled by the Agency (i.e., the Politi(!al authorities). 

As this matter is for tin* increase of the prosperity of my ilaka, the extension 
of trallic, and the benefit of the people, therefon*. T agrcjc to give as much land 
as may be required from my State for the (Rail) road conformable to the above 
conditions. 
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No. XIV. 

Translation of an Engaoemrnt taken from Thakoor Doorjun Sing, dated 
17th October 3806, and signed by Captain Baillie, Agent to the Gover- 
nor-General in Bundelcund. 

Whereas I, Doorjun Sing, having professed my cheerful and voluntary obe- 
dience and su])mission to the British Government, have been ranked among the 
well-wishers and adherents of tlie British Government ; and, Whereas Captain 
John Baillie, Agent on t}»e part of the Govern or- General for the control of all 
the affairs of Bundelcund, having required from me an engagement cjomprehend- 
ing certain Articles specified beneath, I have therefore signed and sealed this 
engagement and transmitted it to Captain Baillie, and I hereby engage never 
to deviate from it, and never to bo guilty of any act that shall be at variance with 
the Articles contained in it. 


Article 1. 

I engage to maintain no intercourse with any marauders either in or out of 
t)jo pro vi rice of Bundolcurid ; to give no asylum to any of them in my jaghire ; 
to prevent their families from residing in my jurisdiction ; and to relinquish all 
correspondenee with them. I also engage to commit no a(;t of hostility against 
tlie adherents and servants of the British Government, and to neglect none of 
the duties of obedience and submission to the British Government. 

Article 2. 

In the event of the Britisfi troops ascending the Ghats, I agree to join them 
in person ; and wdienever any English gentlemen shall pass through my country 
(HI their route to or from Nagpore, 1 engage to conduct them to my frontier in 
safety. 

Article 3. 

If any of the subjects of the British Government abscond and take refuge 
in my country, 1 engage, to apj)rehend them and deliver them to the Officers of 
the British Government. If any persons on the j>art of the British Government 
<;omc into my territory to seize them, I tv ill not only not o])])ose such j)ersons, 
but will (uj-operate with them in the apprehension of the fugitives. 

.Article 4. 

I will not harbour thieves nor robbers in my country ; and if any merchant 
or traveller belonging to the British Government be robbed or plundered in any 
of my villages, I agree to cause the zemindars of such village to restore the plun- 
dered property, or to apprehend and deliver up the thief or robber ; and if any 
criminal who may have committed murder or any other offence within the British 
territory take refuge in rny jurisdictiofi, I engage to seize and deliver him to the 
Officers of the British Government. 
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Article 5. 

I origage ihfit a vakoel sluill always attend the Agent of the Government for 
the pur[>()se of carrying into <*ffe(it liis orders. 


Translation of a Sijnnud granted by Captain Dailltr, to Thakoor Dooujun 
SiN(!, dated lH|,Ii November 1800. 

To the mootsnddies for transacting ])nblic alTairs lioth present and future 
[)e it known ; that. Whereas, by the Treaty of Ihissein concluded between Llie 
British (ilovernincnt and His Highness the Peishwa, certain lands in the ])rovinco 
of Bimdelc-und were ceded and j»ermanently annextal to the British (biverninent ; 
and whenuis British troo])H having been detaclu‘d for the purpose of occupying 
t.hose lands, and Thakoor D()(»rjun Sing, youngest mm of Bence Sing Hoozooree, 
and the established ruler of the pergunnah of Mehnr above the Ghats, having 
maintained a friendly correspondence with the Ageait to the Governor-G(‘noral, 
and professed his obedience and submission to the Brit ish GovernnuMit, and having 
likewise on all oc.casions shewn every attention to the comfort and safety of 
English gentlemen and their attendants travelling through his jurisdiction to and 
from Nagpon* ; and Wliereas T (Captain Baillie) having now b(‘en again dej)ut;ed 
by the Honorable Sir George Hilaro Barlow, Bart., Governor-General, for t he 
settlement of the affairs of this province, and the said Thakoor having sent his 
a.ccredited vakeels to solicit from the British Government a grant for his lands, 
and having dclivt^re.d to me an eiigagenient compn'hending five Articles dcclara- 
t,ory of his subniission to the British Government : Therefore, and in considera- 
tion of the protection and support wlii(;h the Britisli Government, is always T(‘ady 
to ext, end towards its adh(’,rcnts and dependants, the j)ergunnah of Mt*hur with 
the undermentioned villages, which from the first establishment of the British 
Government have been actually possessed by the Thakoor aforesaid, is hereby 
granted to the said Doorjun Sing. So long as the said Thakoor shall firndy and 
steadfast.ly follow the path of obedience and submission, the British Govern- 
ment will never offer any molestation whatever to him or to his heirs and siic- 
ce.ssors in their j)Osses.siou of the pergunnah of Meliur. 


No. XV. 

'I’ranslatton of the Engagement taken from Thakoor Dook.tun Sing, dated 
13th February 1814. 

Whereas I, Thakoor Doorjun Sing, jaghiredar of the ])ergunnah of Meliur, 
in the proviiwG of Uundelciind, having heretofore professed my obedienvo and 
submission to the British Governmenb, having on all occasions afforded every 
possible attention to the comfort and safety of English gentlemen and their attend- 
ants in passing through my jurisdiction on their route to and from Nagpore, and 
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having undeviatingly served the British Government with zeal and fidelity from 
the time of its first oerupying tlie province of Bundelciind ; and Whereas I for- 
merly deputed my confidential vakeels to Captain John Bail lie to solicit from 
the British Government a Snnniid for my lands, and having presented an obli- 
gation of allegiance comprising five Arldcles, T obtained a Snnnud under Captain 
Baillie*s seal and signature ; and Whereas in consequence of the sai»l Sunnud 
not having comprehended a detail of the names of the villages contained in my 
jaghirc 1 have now solicited another Hunniid to contain a list of all th(‘ villages 
in my possession, and with a view to confirm my allegiance and fidelity to the 
British Government, T have also delivered this revised f)bligation of allegiance 
comprising nine Articles duly execut.ed, to Mr. John Wanchope, Su])crintendent 
of Political Affairs in Riindeh und ; and I do hereby ]HO!nis(‘ and engage to adhere 
firmly to the provisions of this engagement and never to infiinge nor deviate 
from them in any resjjcct. 

Artkjle 1. 

I engage to maintain no intercourse with any marnnders, whether in or out 
of the province of Bundclcnrnl ; to give them and their faniilies no asylum in my 
jaghire, and to abstain from all correspondence with them. I promise to engage 
in no dis})ute nor quarrel with the adherents and dependants of the British Gov- 
(^rnment, aTui, in the event of any Chieftain or Bajah of this ])rovince, in alliance 
with Government, entering into any dispute with me respecting the boundaries 
of my mehals or villages or on any other subject, T engage to re])resent all tin* 
circumstances of the case to the British Government, to solicit its adjustment 
of the dispute, and to abide imjdicitly by its decision. T further engage to take 
no r(*venge with my own hands in return for an injury ; nor to tak(‘ any steps 
towards obtaining redress witlnmt the authority of the British Government, to 
which I promise to conduct myself on all occasions in strict obedience and sub- 
mission. 

Article 2. 

I engage to guard all the jmsses in my jaghire in such manner as to obst.ruct 
tlie inroad.s of marauders, jdunderers, and other malicious ])ersons, and effect- 
ually to prevent them from obtaining a passage by those ])aBses into the British 
territories. And if any Chiefs or commanders of troops belonging to neighbour- 
ing countries attempt to ])cnetratc through my jurisdiction into the British terri- 
tories, I engage to convey intelligence of their apj)roach to the British Officers 
before they shall have arrived on the frontier of my jaghire, and to exert myself 
to the utmost of my power in opposing them. 

Article 3. 

Whenever the British troops shall have occasion to pass through my jaghirc, 
whether for the purj)ose of ascending the Ghats or of proceeding in another direc- 
tion, I promise not only not to oppose or obstruct their mandi, but on the con- 
trary to depute resi)ectable and intelligent persons to conduct them by any route 
they may please to follow. And so long as the British troojis shall remain in 
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my jaghire or in its vicinity, I promise to furnish it with supplies and all necessary 
articles. 

Article 4. 

If any of the inhabitants of the British Government abscond and take refuge 
in my jaghire, I agree to deliver them uj) immediately on tlieir l>eiiig claimed 
by the Officers of the British Government. And if any of my ryots or zemindars 
abscond and take up their abo<le in the British dominions, I agree to present a 
specific request on the subject to the Officers of the British Government, and to 
submit to whatever course may in consequence be adopted according to the re- 
gulations of the British Government, but T will not myself attempt to seize the 
fugitive. 

Article 5. 

I engage, not to harbour tliieves nor robbers in my jaghiri' ; and if any pro- 
perty be plundered or stolen from merchants or travellers in ji,ny of my village's, 
1 engage to cause the zemindar of such village to restore the pnqierty stolen or 
robbed or to deliver up the thief or robber to th(‘ British Government ; and if 
any person charged with the commission of murder, or any other crime in the 
British territory take refuge in any of my villages, I agrc'i' to a})prehend all such 
offenders and give them u]» to the British Govern nn'nt;, and to prevent their 
escaping into any other jurisdiction. 

Article 0. 

Having received a Sunnnd from the British Government containing a list 
of villagers drawn out agreeably to a st.at(*mcnt of the villages in my actual pos- 
session presented by myself, in the event of any of those villages proving to 
he the property of others, or not to have been in my ])ossession during tiie gov- 
ernment of All(*,e B’ihadoor, I hereby engage to abide iiiqilicitly by whatever 
decision the British Government may please to award respecting sucii disputed 
villages. 

Article 7. 

In the year 1812, corresponding with 1219 Kuslie, a body of Pindaret's passing 
througlj the Ghat of Buddunpoor in my jurisdiction, sueceeihid in making a pre- 
datory inroad into the British territories ; and as the obstruction of tliese marau- 
ders is incumbent <m all the adherents of the British Government., as well for 
the protection of their own territories as of those of the British Goverjiment, 1 
do hereby engage always to station a body of troops at the Ghat of Buddunpoor 
sufTicient to obstruct the passage of these plunderers, and further to adopt such 
efficient arrangements as shall prevent the inroads of Pindarees into the British 
territory through any part of ray jaghire. 

Article 8. 

As the villages enumerated in my Suimud are in my actual possession and 
always have been so, I therefore promise that, from the time of my receiving 
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the 8unrnid, 1 will not apply i.o the British (Jovcrnment to be put in possession 
of any of my village's, nor will T ask assistanee* to camtrol them. 

Auttclk b. 

1 agree to apjaeint one of iny confidential ])ers<»ns to attend the Oflicer of the 
British Oovenuneni. as vake'el, in order to execute* sue‘h orders as he may receive. 
And if the British Ollice'r shall be* from any reason elisjeh'ase'd with such vakeel, 
I agree inimrdiatrlv to resiall him ami te> apj)oint another in his stcael. I hereby 
de'e-laree that 1 will in ne» ivspe'ct whate'ver e)mit to fulfil all the* ceenditions of the 
nine Articles e e»ntaine'd in this obligation. *

his heirs and sue-eessors shall firmly abide by the conditions contained in his ob*- 
ligation of aIh\gianoc, which he has elelivered, the British Government will not 
interfere with nor resume tliesse lands. 

You will ae'cordingly cojjsidcr the said Tliakoor Doorjun Sing proprietor and 
manager of these villages; and it is the duty of Thakoor Doorjun Sing, on his

ing the inhabitants contented and grateful by his management, and to enjoy 
the produce of his jaghirc in the exercise of zeal and attachment to the British 
Government.

Translation of the Engacjement taken from Tijakoor Bishen Sing, — 1826. 

1, Thakoor Bishen Sing, son of the late Thakoor Doorjun, jaghiredar of Myhere, 
in the Nerbudda and Sangor territories ; Vnicreas formerly when the authority 
of the British Government was first established in the territories dependent on 
Bundelciiiid, my late father Thakoor Doorjun Sing deceased, having professed 
liis obedience to the said Government, obtained from the Agent for Political 
Affairs a Sunnud confirming to him his jaghire ; afterwards, at the request of 
my afor(?said father, an engagement of allegiance and submission under his hand 
and seal, comprising nine articles, was delivered to the Agent for Political Affairs 
and a Sunnud was granted under the hand and seal of the Governor-General, 
comprehending a detail of the villages contained in the ilakah of Myhere ; and 
Whereas rny father departed this life on the 23rd day of Phagoon in the Sumbut 
year 1882, having rejieatedly during his lifetime solicited the permission of the 
British Government to make over his jaghire jointly to his two sons, namely, 
myself an<l my brother, which proposal being at variance with the usage (‘stablish- 
ed amongst the, Cihieftains of these ]»rovinees, and tending to create disorder in 
the ilakah of Myhere, was not assented to ; but after the d(*ath of my father and 
the occurrence of disjiutes between myself and my brother, whmi the death of 
Thakoor Doorjun Sing and the circumstances of us his two sons were, reported 
to Government by Mr. 'P. H. Maddock, Acting Agent of the Governor-General 
in these, territories, the Government adverting to the constant desire and inl(‘n- 
t:on of th(^ late Thakoor, who from j)aternal alTection wished that a ])cifeet e(|nab 
ity should e.vist btjtween us two brothers in the itiheritance of his territory and 
effects, was pleas(;d to direct that the town and fort of Myhere should be made 
over to Thakoor Bishen Sing, and that the remainder of the lands and projierty 
should be, divided equally into two parts, and one of them granted to me and 
the other to rny brother ; and Whereas in conformity to the above arrangement 
1 have received through Mr. Maddock, acting Agent of the Governor-General 
aforesaid, jxrssession of the town and h>rt of Myhen* and of half the territory, 
and am to receive hereafter a Sunmnl for the same from Governnu'nt ; with a 
view therefore to confirm my allegiance and fhhdity to the British Government 
I have delivered to Mr. T. H. Maddock, acting Agent of the Governor-General, 
this obligati(»n ; and 1 do hereby promise and engage to adhere firmly to the pro- 
visions contained in the five following Articles, and never on any account to in- 
fringe or deviate from them. 
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ARTrCLE 1. 

I engage to maintain no intercourse with any marauders, whether in or out 
of the province of Biindcl<-un(l, and to givn* them or their families no asylum in 
my ilakah, and to abslain from all correspondence with them. I proausc to en- 
gage in no dispute nor quarrel with the arlherents or dependants of the British 
(Government ; and in the. event of any Oldeftaiu or Rajah of this territory in alli-

(diiefs or (Jommaiuh'rs of troops, belonging to neighbouring countries, attem])t 
to penetrate through my jurisdiction into the British territories, 1 engage to con- 
voy intelligence of their ajquoach to the British Officers before they shall liav(* 
arrived on the frontier of my jaghire, and to exert myself to the utmost of my 
f»ower in opposing them. I will not harbour thieves nor robbers in my jaghiro ; 
and if any j)roperty lx* ]dundcrcd or stohui from merchants or travellers in any 
of my villagers, I engage' to cau.se' the /.cmindar of sueh village to restore tJn^ pro- 
jx'.rty stolen or roblx'd, or to delive'r up the thief or robbc'r to the British (love'rn- 
ment, and if any pe'rson charged with conmiission of murder or any other crinM' 
in the British territory take r<*fugc in any of my villages, I agree to ap])iclicnd 
and give iij) all such (db'uders to the British (fovernment, and to prevent their 
escaping into any other jurisdiction. 

Article y. 

Whenever t/lu; British tioops shall have to pass through my jaghire in j)ro- 
gress to any fiku-e. or in any direction, I promise not only not U) oj»po.s(‘ or obs- 
truct their marcli Init alsr) to dcfiuto rcsptictable and intelligent jiersons to con- 
duct them by any route tluiy may please to follow; and so long as the British 
troops shall reuiaiu in my jaghire or its vicinity, I promise to furnish them witli 
supplies and all necessary articles. 

Article 4. 

As I have been put into possession of the villages enumerated in iiiy 8unnu<] 
by the acting Agent of the, Governor-General, 1 do not apply to the J3ritish (Gov- 
ernment to be put in possession by its assistance ; but in the event of any of the 
above villages being claimed by any of tlie. neighbouring Chieftains, and my rigJit 
to them ))roving not to be valid according to ancient and established succession,

T her(‘by en^rage always to adhere firmly to all the conditions of the above 
four Articles of this obligation and that T will not in any respect whatsoever act 
contrary thereto.

Translation of a Rttnnud j^ranted to Thakoor Btshen Stno under the seal 
and siji'nature of the Ri^ht Hon’ble the Vjce-Prkstbent in Council, dated 
2nd March 1827. 

To the chowdries, kanoon^oes, zemindars, and mokuddums of the tuppahs 
of Myhere Khas and others appeii-ainin" tr> Bundelennd, be it- known ; Whereas 
formerly in the year 1814 A.D., at the request of the Thakoor Doorjun Sing de- 
oeased, who from the first establishment of the British authority in Bundelennd 
evinced his submission and obedience to the British Government, he received 
from the Rip^ht Hon’ble the Go/ernor-General a Siinmid confirming to him in 
jaghire the villages of the ilakah of Myhere ; and since the death of the aforesaid 
Thakoor, adverting to the known intention of the said Thakoor who during his 
lifetime had given in a Wajib-ool-urz, requesting that the jaghire of Myhere might 
be confirmed to his two sons jointly, and on account of the occurrence of dis- 
putes and disagri'ement between the two sons after th(^ death of their father, 
the following arrangement was directed by the British Government to be carried 
into effect. 

After making over the town and fort of Myhere Khas to Thakoor Bishen Sing, 
the eldest son of the late Thakoor Doorjun Sing, the remainder of the villages 
of the above jaghire to be equally divided between the two sons, that, is to say, 
Thakoor Bishen Sing, the eldest son, and Thakoor Praeg Das, the youngest son ; 
and Thakoor Bishen Sing, in order to strengthen his allegiance to the British 
Government, having presented a written engagement containing five distinct 
Articles : therefore this Sunnud has been granted to him conferring upon him 
and his descendants in perpetuity the following villages with all the rights, ap- 
purtenances, and revenues thereunto belonging ; and so long as the said Thakoor 
Bishen Sing and his heirs shall firmly abide by the conditions contained in his 
obligation of allegiance which he has delivered, the British Government will not 
interfere with nor resume these lands. 

You will accordingly consider the said Thakoor proprietor and manager of 
these villages ; and it is the duty of the said Thakoor Bishen Sing, on his part, 
by the cultivation and improvement of his villages, to render the inhabitants 
contented grid grateful, and to enjoy the produce of his jaghire in the exercise 
of obedience and attachment to the British Government.

Translation of an Ikkarnamah of Thakoob Bisuen Sinq, Chief of Myhebe. 

—1849. 

After Address . — T beg to inform you that, after looking into tlie papers oh 
the subject of the arrangements projxised by the Saheb Munt/niu (l)ej)uty C!oni- 
missioner) with regard to niy estate, 1 have of my own accord and free will ac- 
ceded to the arrangements thus proposed, and have accordingly affixed my seal 
to those papers and signed them. 

It is now my desire that the management of my estate may be conducted 
by Government in the manner proposed, as I shall thereby be freed from the 
burden of the affairs of the estate and of my debts. This freedom cannot be 
elfected but by your favour. 1 therefore of my own accord and free will send 
you this application under my seal and signature attest t^d by four credible wit- 
nesses. 

1 trust you will consider me as ever anxious for your jirosperity and obedient 
to the orders of Government.

All persoFis residing within the limits (of the lajid given), whether subjects 
of my State or Government, will be considered as under the jurisdiction of the 
GoV(‘rnm(mt officers of the Railway. 

2. All dispute between tin* oflicors and servants, etc., of the Railway and the 
subjeels of th(‘. State living out sale the Railway limits will be lieard and settled 
by Iln‘ Ag(*ney (i.r., Rolitieal) tlffieer. 

77' ns 1 liavc signifie.d my agreement to give land in my ilaka for the Railway 
on tile terms indicated in your letter. 

As you are su}>erint ending this State, the entire authority lies wdth you ; you 
will (doubtless) do what will ])e propiT for my advaneemeut and welfare. I do 
not need to mnjuire.

Translation of an Tkrarnamaii or OitLKLvrioN of At.leoianck presented 
by Laul a maun Sing of S*)hawi’l and IIygawn, — 1809. 

Whereas I, Laul Amaiin Sinj?, sincerely professing my submission and attach- 
ment to the British Government, have invariably manifested my obedience to 
the oflicers aj)pointed to the superintendence of the ])rovince of Hundelcund from 
the period of its first annexation to tlic British territories ; and wh(‘reas an Ihrar- 
namah or obligatif)n of allegiaiice having lately been required of me : Therefore, 
and with a view to confirm my obedience* and attachment to tJie British Govern- 
ment, I have prej)ared and hereby present this Ikrarnamah containing nine dis- 
tinct Articles, to Mr. John Kiehardson, from whom J have received a Sunnud, 
confirming to me all my ancient possessions in this ]>rovince ; and I hereby declare 
that T will scrupulously <d)serve all the Articles contained in the Ikrarnamah and 
never evade nor infringe any one of them. 

Article 1. 

1 hereby engage nev(‘r to connect myself with any marauders or jdunderers 
(‘ither within or out f)f tin* province of Bundelcuinl, to afford them no asylum or 
permit tlndr famili(*s or children to reside in my possessions, and to abstain from 
all intercourse and corresjxmdence with them. I further engage to avoid (‘iitering 
into quarrels or disj)utes with tlie dependants andservants of the BritisJi Govern- 
ment ; and if at any time a dis])Ute should arise or*, account of mchals or villages 
or from any other cause, between me and any of tlie Bajahs and Chiefs of this 
province in dependence on the British Government, 1 agree to submit such dispute 
without delay to the*, (»fiicers ol the British Government for their decision, and 
implicitly to observe and abide by what decision shall be passed upon it. T fur- 
ther engage to make no rciprisals on any one for past injuries, nor to seek redress 
by force without the ])ermission of the British Government, and always to be obe- 
diemt and submissive to the Government. 

Article 2. 

1 engage to guard all the passes uj) the Ghats which are situated in my posses- 
sion in such a manner as to prevent all marauders, jdunderers, and evil-disposed 
persons from ascending or descending the Ghats by any of those passes, and from 
entering the British territories for the purpose of exciting disturbances ; and if 
any sirdars of troops should meditate an invasion of the British territories through 
my possessions, 1 engage to give i-imely notice thereof to the oflicers of the British 
Government, and to use every pnicticable, exertion to obstruct tlieir progress. 

Article 3. 

"Whenever the British troops shall have occasion to ascend the Ghats by any 
of the passes situated within my possessions, I agree not only not to obstruct or 
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impede their pro^^ress, but to depute an intelligent person to conduct them by 
the moat convenient route, and to furnish them witli the necessary supj)lies and 
provisions so long as they shall continue within or in the vicinity of my posses- 
sioDs 


Article 4. 

tf any of the subjects of the British (Joverfunent abscond and iahe refuge in 
any of iny villages, 1 engage to deliver up such fM*,rson to the ollicers of tlie British 
Government immediately on his being demanded ; and if any of my ryots or 
Zemindars abscond and take refuge in the British tcrritorii's, 1 agree to sii])mit 
to the principal ofTiecrs in Buiid(*leuml a statement of my complaint against such 
person and to abide by whatever orders may be passcil on the occasion agreeably 
to the Regulations of the Government, and to take no steps of my own accord to 
apprehend him. 

Artku.e 5. 

T engage not to harbour thiev<‘s or robbers in any of my villages ; and if the 
property of merchants or travellers be stolen or robbed in any of the villages sub- 
ject to my authority, 1 agree to render tbe zemindars ol such village responsible 
for the restitution ol the stolen ])roperty, or for tlie <h‘liverv of the thief or ro]>bcT 
to the officers of the British Government : and if any felon or jnurdcrer or person 
or persons amenable, to th(‘ British laws for crimes committed in the Britisli posses- 
sions should take refuge in any of my villages, 1 engage to seize and dediver over 
such offenders to the British Government, and not to permit their escai )0 from 
my possessions. 

Article 6. 

Having presented a statimient ami list of the villagi^s in my possession and 
having obtaiiKuJ a Suiinud for the same, I thcrefoia* imunise and engage that if 
amongst tin* villages enumerated and stated by me, any villagij tlie ])ro])erty of 
any other persiui shall be, found ami llu* right to t,he sanii* fuove.d, or it shall a])])ear 
that during the goveruiueiit of the Nawab Ally Bahadoor the said villagi* or villages 
were uot in my jaissession, 1 bind myself to abiile )»y whatevaii the Brit-ish Govern- 
ment shall be pleaded to direct, and obey tlie saule implicitly. 

Article 7. 

Wheri*as (ropaul Sing of the Boomhdlab caste and BaJiadur Sing of tini l^urhar 
sect have rcdxdled against tin*, British Government, and liavi^ plundered and e,arri(^d 
their outrages into the villages granted by tlie British Goverunumt to tlie Rajahs 
Hukht Sing and Kishore Sing ; 1 therefore engage and ju omise, not to give the 
above rebels shelter or jiroteetion in any jiart of my ]>ossessions, and not to suffer 
them to pass tlirougli my territories to those of (ut.licu- of tlu' aforesaid Rajahs or 
of the British Government ; and if tlu* said jm‘u sJiall (uther ojieidy or secretly 
come into my possessions, 1 will by e,very means in my power attempt to seize on 
and apprehend them ; and if in the execution of this engagement I am negligent

or step aside from its performance, I agree to Jiiiy responsibility that the British 
Government may think proper. 


Article 8. 

As the villages inserted in the Sunnud now granted by the British Government 
are my hereditary property descended to me tliruiigli many g(njerai-ions, and aa 
I am now in possession thereof, 1 hereby bind myself that, after having ret idved 
my Sunnud from the British Government, 1 will not reqiiirt* or ask to l)e put in 
possession of one villag(‘. amongst the before enumerated villages, nor lisquire 
from the British Government any aid for their gov(;rnment. 

Article 9. 

1 will apj)oint on my part a person from amongst those in whom I have eon- 
fidonce, who sliall remain at all times as a vakeel for tin* traiisaci ion ot my busi- 
ness in the preserice of the rc})r(iH(*ntative of llie Governor-GcMeral in Buiididt und ; 
and if the British representative shall on any ac.count or for any fault be displeased 
with the above person, 1 will n^eall him and send another. 

This engagement, (jontaining nim^ Articles under my seal and signature, I have 
deliv(n'ed to the British Government and J [munise and bind myself strictly to abide 
by the above stipulated Articles and in iit) sort deviate therefrom.

Translatio-N of a Bitnnujj granted to Laul Amaun Suvc* 

Be it known to all chowdries, kanoongoes, zemindars, and mokuddums of the 
tuppas of Sohawul and Kygawn, in the tulook.s of I)oorguni)ore and Birsingpore, 
in the province of Bundeleund , that \Vhe,njas Laul Amaun Wing, one of tJie here- 
ditary Ghieftains of the ])rovin<-e of Bundeleund, having from the period of the 
annexation of the said jirovince to the territories of the Honorable the East 
India Company invariably observed a friendly conduct and lefraincd from every 
outrage or any sort of improper conduct, and now manifests his wish to be admitted 
to obedience and submission to the British Government and having lately presented 
an Ikrarnamah or obligation of allegiance to the British Government by him- 
self, and reque, sting a Wuimud contirming him in the pr(q)erty and possession of 
the villages now occujued by him ; he therefore enters into the present engage- 
ment, consisting of nim*. Articles, oxpres.sive of his sinc( re attachment and lidelity 
to the Government : Thendore, and with a view to the <mtire satisfaidion of tlie 
British Government, and to the support of his claims as a her<‘ditary Chieftain of 
this province, the villages contained in the subjoini*d schedule, which from ancient 
times have been and still are in his possiission, are hereby granted to the said Laul 
Amaun Sing, and the said villages shall continue in the permanent possession of 
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the said Laid Aniaiin Si?ig and his successors. So long as he and they shall con- 
tinue strhitly to adli<‘re to tlie conditions of the Tkrarnainah, and to be obedient 
and submissive to the British (Jovernineut, the villages enumerated below shall 
be confirni(;d and (‘ontinued to him and his heirs, free of reveiuic. 

The (diowdrics, kanoongoes, zemindars, and mokuddums of the said villages 
will continue as heretofore to exercise their duties in their respective villages 
under t-he authority of tin* said Laul Arnann Bing ; and it is the duty of the said 
Laid Amaun Sing to renden- his ryots and zemindars happy and grateful by the 
just administration of his government, to devote his utmost attention to the pros- 
j)erity and improvmiumti of the eouid-ry, and finally to remain firm in his obedience 
and submission to the British (lovernment according to his several stijmlated 
Articles of Bngag<‘ment.. After tlu' sanction of tlie Right Honorable the Clov- 
ernor-(j|en<‘ral in Council shall b(‘ obtained, another Buimud signed by the Right 
Honorable tin*. ( rovi'nior-Ccmmal will be exchanged for and substituted in the 
])laoe of the present Sunniid granted by the Agent to the Governor-Ceneral.

Tkanslation of an OiiLiOATioN of Allegianck jirosented by Lal Sew Sing, 
Chief of Sohawul, — 1843. 

Whereas from the period the provinces of Baghelcund and Bumhleund came 
into the ])oss(‘S.sion ol the British Government, I, Lal 8ew Sing, acknowledging 
iny dependence to the British Government, place myself in submission to its ollicers 
who may be appointed to the charge of these j>rovinccs with the view of confirm- 
ing iny obedience and allegiaiici! to tin; British Government. I now jjrc^sent this 
obligation containing eight Artich*s duly signed and scaled by me to Major William 
Henry Sleeman, Agent to the Governor-General, hoping to receive a Buniiud con- 
firming to me the villages which by inheritance have come into my pof session ; 
1 therefore promise to adhere to the Articles contained in the obligation and never 
to d{‘])art or deviate from them. 

Article 1. 

I will not in any way ('onm^ct myself with any evil-disposed persons either 
within or without the provinei's of Baghehmnd and Bundelcund, nor will 1 afford 
them slu'lter, nor allow the families of such persons to reside in my possessions, 
nor will I hold any corresj)ondence with such persons, nor will I enter into any 
disputes with any of the adherents or servants of the British Government, and 
if on any subject dis])utos with any of the adherents of the British Government 
should arise, 1 will instaidly request the ollicers of the British Government to 
settle the subject of the dispute, and whatever decision may be made I will agree 
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to the same and not deviate from such decision. I furtlnn* j)r()miKe not to r(*faliate 
any act of hostility received from another nor withfoit pei mission of the British 
Government to giv(‘ myself justice, yml in eA'<*Ty respect 1 will be ob<*dient to the 
British Government. 


I will make such arranjj:i‘n units with respect to the passes leading into iny pos- 
sessions as to prevent tlu* egress and ingress of all evil-disposed [xnsons, maraud- 
ers, and plunderers, nor will 1 ever allow marauders and susjiicioiis persons to 
pass through my possi'ssioiis f<»r the purpose of creating disturhanees in t he British 
territories, and if any C!hief or Gominander of troops should (h'sign to penetrate 
into the liritisli territory through iiiy pos.sessions, I will give intelligenee of his 
approach hefon* ho arrives near my pos.sessions ; and ] will use my iitnio,>-t emlea- 
vours to obstniet this advanee. 

Article 3. 

Whenever the Britisli troops have occasion to pr<icecd through the passes 
1 (Siding into iny possessions f will not in any manner hinder them, and moreover 
will give orders to this eiTi'ct to iny people, and 1 will depute a conlidimlial person 
to accompany them, and tlu'y are at liberty to proceed by any road they may 
jilease, and whilst the British troojis are in luy jxjssessions or in the neighbour- 
hood I will raihso “ Busud ” supplies and all necessary articles to be continually 
furiiislu'd to them. 

Article 4. 

If any British subject should abscond and come and reside in my possessions, 
on apjilication of the officers ol the British Goveriiinent I will give liim uji, and 
if any of my subjects should abscond and go and reside in tlu* British territory, 
I will make my ajiplieation to its ollurrs to give up such jiersons, and whatever 
may bt; ordered agret.*abie to tJie regulations of tJie Britisli Ch>vernment J w'ill 
conform to. J will not of myself cause such jiersons to be seized. 

Article 5. 

1 will not permit thieves and thugs to reside in my poss(‘ssions, and if the jiro- 
jicrty of any merchant or tiaveller should be stolen in niy possessions, I wdll call 
on the zemindars of the plac«; w-here the robbery may occur and make them pay 
t he value of the jiroperty stolen or seize and deliver over the thieves and plunderers 
to the officers of the British Government, and any jierson who having committed 
murder in tlie Jlritish territory shall come into my possessions, I will liave him 
seized and delivered over to the olIieeLs of the British Governiiumt and will nut 
allow him to escajie from my possessions into those of ot hers. 

Article 6. 

Should any village in the list of the villages in my possessions which I have 
presented, and agreeable to which I have received from the British Government 
the Sunnud, belong to another person, and it be evident that in the time of Nawab 
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Ullee Bahadoor it was not in my possession, whatever decision the British Govern- 
ment may give I will obey and not offer any excuse. 

Article 7. 

As the villages mentioned in my Sannud belonged to my ancestors, I there- 
fore bind myself on re(;eiving my Smuiud not to apply to iJie British (fovornment 
to assist mo in obtaiiiirig possession of any of them nor to aid mo in tho manago- 
incnt of my possessions. 

Article 8. 

Of my confidontial servants 1 will cause one to bo always in attendance as 
a Vakeel on the olhcor of the British Governme.nt, and if the oflicer of the British 
Government should for any fault become oiTended with him, 1 will instantly recall 
him and send another person in his place. 

This obligation of allegiance containing eight Articles I have forwarded under 
my own signature to the oflice of the British Government, and 1 bind myself not 
to depart from it m any way.

Translation of a Sunnud granted to Ball Sheo Sing, Rais of Sohawul 

in the year 18d3. 

Be it known to all chowdree.s, eanoorigoes, zemindars, and mukuddum.s of the 
tupjias of Sohawid and Ryegaon in the talooks of Doorjimpoor and Birvsingpoor 
in th(i jjrovinces of Bundeleund ainl Baghelcuiid, that whereas Ball Aman Sing, 
who is one of tlie hereditary Chieftains of these provinces, has never rebelled against 
the British Government, but lias invariably remained firm in his allegiance to it, 
and has obeyed t he orders of its olUcers ; and whereas he has applied for the grant 
of a Sunnud eontirming him in possession of the Chieftainship, and has presented 
an ikrarnaniah or obligation of allegiance to the British Government consisting 
of nine Articles and dated the 16th July 1809, corresponding with the i9th Assar 
Sanie, Sun 1211) K. S. : upon this a Bunuud, dated 18th July 1809, corres])onding 
with 2 1st Asar Sanie, Sumbut 1216 Kuslee, was granted to him (confirming him 
in tho jMjrmaneiit possession of 21 7| villages so long as he and his successors con- 
tinue strictly lo adhere to the conditions of the ikrarnamah and to lx; obedient 
and submissive to the British Government, Ball A?nan Sing cnjc'yed tlnxsc villages 
during his lifetinn;, and he died on Tuesday, the 8th March 18-12, corresponding 
with Fagoon Ouddee Fkadussce, Sun 1248 Fuslee. Lall Sheo Sing, the eldest son 
of Ball Aman Sing, presented to the Agent, Governor -General, a new ikrarnamah, 
consisting of eight Articles (omitting the 7th Article in the ikrarnamah of Ball 
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Aman Sing aa no longor necessary in the present circumstances), expressing his 
sincert? atbachment and fidelity to the Oovernment, and requesting a new Sunnud 
confirming him in the property and possession of the villages now occuj)icd by 
him. Govtirnment, tfierefore, acknowledging the right of Lall Shoo Sing, and with 
a view to the entire satisfaction of the British Governmenb, and to the suj)port 
of his oJaims as a iuireditary (Chieftain of those j)rovin(‘es, the villages eonfained 
in the siilqoined seh(‘dide an* hereby granted to the said Lall Sheo Sing, and the 
said villages shall continue in the jiermancnt pcfssession of the said Lall Sheo Sing 
and his successors. So long as he and they shall continue to adh(*re to the condi- 
tions of the IkrariiaTuah tliese villages shall be confirmed and not resumed. 

Th(*. ehowdrees, eanoongoes, zemindars, and mukuddums of the said villages 
will continue as lierctofor<i to exercise their duties in their resi)ective villages 
under the authority of the said Lall Sheo Sing, and it is the duty of the said Lall 
Sheo Sing to rend(^r his ryots and zeminders happy and grateful by the just admi- 
nistration of his G()V(*rnnieut, to devote his utmost attention to the prosperity 
and improvement of the country, ami finally to remain firm in his obediemu* and 
submission to the British Government according to his several stipulated Articles 
of engageinout.

Tkanslation of Khut from the Kai.s of Soitawui. to Second Political 
Assistant, Naijode, (IjjUkI tlu; 3 1st August 18(;3. 

(After acknowledging receipt of khut dat<‘d 31st July 1-S03, riiquesting tlic 
Chief to give the land required for the Railway.) 

As the construction of the (Rail) road will Ik; an a<l vantage to the people, a 
general benefit, and a stimulus to the j)rosperity of the ilaka, I therefore willingly 
give as much land of my State as may be required for tlio Railway works in per- 
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petiiity, with the entire jurisdiction thereof: nothing shall be done contrary to 
the following conditions : — 

7.S*/. '"J’he land wliieli may be required by Government for the Railway works 
and buildings is given in perpetuity, with its entire jurisdiction and authority. 

All residents within the limits of that land, whether they be subjects of this 
State or of Goveriinient, shall bo eonshhired under the jurisdiction of the Railway 
officers and the Government authorities. 

All dis]>utes between the oflicers, work-people, and servants of the Rail- 
way, and the subj(‘ets of this State who live outside the Railway bounds, shall bo 
heard and settled by the Agency (Political) Offic<5rs.

If any of niy relations disobey and 
should be dispossessed of any maafee 
money, etc., and should complain to 
your Government, 1 hope it will not be 
listened to. 

4th Request. 

That a perpetual Sunnud of Nankar 
for eighty-two villages, my hereditary 
pro})erty, which I have mentioned to 
you, with all profits, etc., etc., be given 
to me. 

5lh Request. 

If any servant or rnahajun should com- 
plain to you about any debts that may be. 
due to them, 1 hope it will not be heard. 

Glh Request. 

If any of the Boondellah Chiefs or 
persons of your Government attack or 
plunder my country, it is hoped that you 
will remedy it.

Whereas T, Tjaul I)h(U)nia}>nt, sincerely professing my snhmission and attach- 
ment to tlje British Government., Iiave invariably inanifrvsterl my obedience to 
the officer ay)pointed to the suj)erinteudenee of the province of Bundeleund from 
the period of its first annexation t.o the British territories ; and Whereas an Ikrur- 
namah or obIij]jation of allegiance havinj^ lattdy been rerpiired of me : Tliereiore, 
and with a view to c.onlirm mv o))edienj*e ami atfaclirntmt to the liritish Govern 
merit, \ liavt' })repan^d and lioretiy present tliis rkrarnamah, containing nine dis- 
tinct Articles, l.o Mr. .John Itichard.son, from wliom I have received a Sunniid 
(‘onfirming to me all my anci^mt possessions in this province ; and I hereby declare 
that 1 will scrupiilonsly observ(‘ ail the Articles conta,in(‘d in tin' Ikrarnamah, and 
nev(‘r evade* nor infringe any one of them. 

Article 1. 

I hereby engage never to coimccd. mys<‘lf with any marauders or idiindcrers 
either within or out of the province of IbindelcuiKl, to afl’ord them no asylum, 
or permit their families or children to reside m my possessions, and to ab.stain from 
all intercourse and corresjxmdenee, with them. I further (‘ngag<* to avoid tmter 
ing into <piarr(‘l,s or disputes with the tl(*p(‘ndants and .servants f)f the British 
G(>V(‘rnm(*nt ; and if a,t any time a dispute sliouhl ari.se on account of mchals or 
villages, or from any other cause be1.we(‘ii me and any of the Ibijalis and (’hiefs 
of this ])rovine.<! in de,p(‘n<len<;e on the liritish Governim‘nt, I aanM* to submit 
such disputi' without delay to tlx* offiei'rs of the liritish Government, for tlieir 
decision, and implieitl}^ to oliserve. and ainde by whatever decision shall lx* pa.ssed 
u{)on it. I flirt her (Migage to mak<‘ no reprisal on anv oix* for past injurios, nor 
to seek redress by fona* wit-hoiit the. pormi.ssxm «»f tlx* British Go\(*rnment, and 
always to be (tb(‘di(*nl. and submi.ssive, to the Govei nnx'iit .

I (‘iigage to guard all the pa.s.ses up the Ghats which are situat(*d in rny poss(*s-

Whenever the British troops shall have occasion to ascend the (Biats by any 
of the passes situated within my possessions, 1 agree not only not to obstruct 
or impede their progros.s, but to depute an intelligent person to coixluct t,lx*in 
by the most convciiieiit route, and to furnish them with the necessary supplies

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and provisions so long as they shall continue within or in the vicinity of njy posses- 
sions. 


Article 4. 

Tf any of the subjects of the British Oovernmeiit abscoiifl and take refuge in 
any of my villages, I engage to deliver up such person to the officers of the British 
Government immediately on his being demanded ; and if any of my ryots or 
zemindars abscond and take refuge in the British territories, I agree to submit 
to the principal officers in Bundelcund a statement of my complaint against such 
person, and to abide, by whatever order may be ])assed on the occasion agreeably 
to the Regulations of the Government, and to take no steps of my own accord 
to apprehend him. 

Article 5. 

I engage not to harbour thieves or robbers m any of my villagers ; and if pro- 
]K*.rty of merchants or travellers be stolen or robbed in any of the villag<‘s subject 
to my authority, T agree to render the zemindars of such village* res])onsible for 
the restitution of the stolen property or for the delivering of the thi(d or robber 
to the officers of the British Government ; and if any felon or murderer or j^erson 
or persons amenable to the Biitish laws for crimes committ(*d in the British posses- 
sions should take r(*fug(‘ in any <»f my villages, 1 engage to seizt*. and delivc^r over 
such offenders to the British Government, and not to permit their esca]>e from 
my possessions. 


Article G. 

Having presented a statement and list of the. villages in my i)OSHession, and 
having obtained a Sunniid for the same, I therefore promise and engage that it, 
amongst the villages enumerated and stated by me, any villagci the property of 
any other person shall be found and the right to t.he same proved, or it shall appear 
that during the gov(;rnment of the Nawab Alice Bahadoor the said village or 
villages were not in my possession, I bind myself to abide by whatever t lie British 
Government shall be pleased to direct and obey the same implicitly. 

Article 7. 

Whereas Gopaul Sing of the. Boondellah caste has reb(‘lled against the- Brit ish 
Governme.nt, and has plundered and (-arried his outreges into the villag(*s grant.(*d 
by the British Government to t he Rajahs IRikht Sing and Kishore Sing ; 1 there- 
fore engage and jiromise not to give the above rebel shelter or protection in any 
part of my ])o.sscssions, and not to suffer him to pass through my territories to those 
of cither of the aforesaid Rajahs or of the British Government ; and if the said 
man shall either openly or secretly come into my possessions, T will by every 
means in my power atteinjit to seize on and apprehend him ; and if in the execu- 
tion of this engagement 1 am negligent or step aside from its performance, I agree 
to any resjionsibility tliat the British Government may think proper. 
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Article 8 . 

As the villages inserted in the Runnud now granted by tlic British Govern- 
ment are my hereditary j)ro|)erty, deH(;ended to me these many generations, and 
as I am now in possession tliereof, 1 hereby bind myself, that after having received 
my Sunnud from the British Government I will not require or ask to be put in 
possession of any village amongst the before enunu‘rated villages, nor require 
from the British Government any aid for their government. 


Articlk 9. 

1 will appoint on rny jiart, a person from amongst tJiose in whom I have coli- 
iidence, who shall remain at all times as a vakeel for tlH‘ transaction of my busi- 
ness in the })resence of the representative of the Governor-General in Biindel- 
cund ; and if the British re])rcsentative shall on any aerount or for any fault be 
dis[)hiased with the above person, I will recall him and send another. 

This engagement, containing nine Articles under my seal and signature, I 
have delivenal in to the British Government., and J ])roinis(‘ and bind mys(‘lf strictly 
to abidt^ by the above sti])ulat(Ml Artich's, and in no sort deviate therefrom.

Translation of a Sttnnijd granted to Laui- DuooNiAruT. 

Be it- known to all chowdries, kanoongoes, zemindars, Jind mokiuldums of the 
pergunnah of Kotee, in the zillah of Bundelcund, in the juovince of Biindelcund ; 
that Whereas Laul Dhooniajmt, one of the hereditary (Ihieftains of the province 
of Bundelcund, having from the pcjriod of the annexation of the said province 
to the t(^rritories of the Honorable the Bast India Company invariably observed a 
friendly conduct and refrained from evt^ry outrage or auy sort, of improf)er conduct 
and now manih'sts his wish to bo a<lmitted to obedience and submission to the 
Jkitish Government ; and having lately in ^x'.rson j)resent,ed an Tkrarnamah or 
obligation of allegiance to the British Government, and requesting that a Sunnud 
confirming him in the property and jmssossion of the villages now (X^.cupied by 
him ; he therefore enters into the prestmt engagcnnmt, consisting of nine Articles, 
expressive of his sincere attachment and fidelity to the Government : Therefore, 
and with a view to the entire satisfaction of the British Government and to the 
support of his claims as a hereditary (Jhieftain of this jirovince, the villages con- 
tained in the subjoined schedule, which from ancient time have been and still 
are in his possession, are hereby granted to the said Laul Dhooniajiut, and the 
said villages shall continue in the permanent iiossession of the said Laul Dhooniaput 
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and his successors. So long as ho and they shall continue strictly to adhere to 
the conditions of t he Ikrarnajnah and to be obedient and submissive to the British 
fTovernment., the villages enumerated below shall be confirmed and continued to 
him and his heirs free of revenue. 

The chowdries, kanoongoes, zemindars, and rnokuddums of the said villages 
will continue as heretofore to exereisi* their duties in their respective villages 
under the authority of the said Laul Dhoonia))iit ; and it is the duty of the said 
Laul Dhooniajnit to render his ryots and zemindars ha])py and grateful by the 
just administration of his government, to devote his utmost attention to the 
prosperity and im])rov{;m(‘nt of the country, and finally to remain firm in his 
obedience and submission to the British fTt>vernmeiit according to his several 
stipulated Articles of Engagement. 

After the sanction of the Bight Honorable tin* (Jovernor-Gcneral in Council 
shall be ol)tained, another Sunnud signed by tin' Bight l-loTH)raf>le the Covennor- 
General will be exchanged for and substitufed in tlu‘ jdace of the present Sunnud 
granted by the Agent to the Governor-General.

Whereas 1, Rajah Mohun Sing, sincerely prohissing my submission and attach- 
ment to tlie British Government, have invariably manifested my obedience to 
the officers ap])ointed to the superintendence of tlie province of Bundolcund from 
the period of its. first annexation to the Britisii territories ; and Whereas an Ikrar- 
naiiiah or obligation of aliegianoe having lately been required of me : Therefore, 
and with a view to confirm my obedience and attach ment to the British Govern- 
ment, I have prepared and her(d)y present tliis Ikrarnamali, containing six dis- 
tinct Articles, to Mr. John Richard.son, from whom I have received a Sunmid con- 
firming to me all my ancient posHes.sions in tins province, and 1 hereby declare 
that J will scru]mlousJy observe all the Artich‘s contained in this Ikrarnamah 
and never evade nor infringe any one of them. 


Article 1. 

I h(*.reby engage never to c,onnect myself with any marauders or plnnderi'.rs 
either within or out of the province of Biindelcund, to afford them no asylum, 
nor permit their families or children to reside in my possessions, and to abstain 
from all intercourse and corresx)Oudcnce with them. I fiirfJier engage to avoid 
entering into quarrel or disputes with the dcj)ciidantH and servants of tlie British 
Government ; and if at any time a dispute should aris(i on account, of a mehal or 
village or from any other cause between me and any of the Rajahs and Chiefs of 
this province in dcpendance on the British Govenunent, 1 agree to submit sucli 
dispute without delay to the ohicers of the British Government for their decision, 
and iiuj)licitly to observe and abide, by whatever decision shall be x^ass(‘d upon it. 
1 further engage to make no rc^uisals on any one for past injuries, nor seek 
redress by force, without the ])e.rmissioii of the British Government, and always 
to be obedient and submissive to the Government in every transaction. 


Article 2. 

1 engage to guard all the pas.scs up the Ghats which are situated in my posses- 
sions ill su(di manner as to jirevent all marauders, xilunderers, and evil-disjiosod 
jicrsoiis from ascending or (lcsc(m<ling the Ghats by any of those jiasses, and from 
outering the British territories for the purjiosc of exciting disturbances ; and if 
any Sirdar or leaders of troox)8 shouUl meditate an invasion of the British terri- 
tories through my xiossessious, 1 engage to give tiuiely notice thereof to the officers 
of the British Government and to use every practicable exertion to obstruct their 
progress. 
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Article 3. 

Whenever the British troops will have occasion to ascend the Ghats by any 
of the passes situated within my possessions, 1 agree not only not to obstruet or 
impede their progress, but to dispute respcctaljlo and intelligent persons to conduct 
them by the most convenient route, and to furnish them with the necessary supplies 
and provisions so long as they shall continue within or in the vicinity of my posses- 
sions. 

Article 4. 

If any of the subjects of the British Government abscond and take refuge in 
any of my villages 1 engage to deliver up such person to the oUicers of the British 
Government immediately on his being demanded, and if any of my ryots or zemiji- 
dars abscond and take refuge in the British territories, 1 agree to submit to the 
j)rincipal ofheer in Bundelcund a statement of my complaint against such j)crson, 
and to abide by whatever orders may be passed on the occasion agreeably to the 
Ilegulatioiis of the Government, and to take no steps of my own accord to appre- 
hend him. 

Article 5. 

I engage not to harbour thieves or robbers in any of my villages, and if the 
property of merchants or travellers be stolen or robbed in any ol the villages subject 
to my authority, J agree to render the zemindars of such village responsible for 
the restitution of the stolen property, or lor the delivery of the thief or robber to 
the officers of the British Government ; and it any felon or murderer, or person 
amenable to the British laws for crimes committed in the British possessions, should 
take reiuge in any of my villages, 1 engage to seize and deliv(^r over such ollenders 
to the British Government and not to permit their escape from my possessions. 

Article G. 

As the Sunnud which I have received from the British Government was pre- 
pared from the schedule of the villages m my actual possession, which was presented 
by me to the Agent to the Governor-General, if therelore it shall hereafter be ascer- 
tained that any ol the aforesaid villages had not been in my possession during the 
Government of the late Nawab Ally Bahadur, but had been acq^uired by me since 
the death ol the late Nawab, 1 hereby agree to deliver up such village to the British 
Government without any hesitation, and to oiler no objections on the score of the 
village being specified in my fcJunnud. 

Having deposited this Ikrarnamah, comprising six Articles, among the records 
of the British Government, 1 hereby bind myself invariably to observe the condi- 
tions contained in the said Articles ; and never to evade or omit the scrupulous 
performance of any ol them.

still are in the Kajali’s })ossesHion, are hereby granted to tiie said Rajah ; and the 
said villages shall continue in the permanent poss(‘Hsion of the Rajah and his succes- 
sors, so Jong as iio and they shall continue strictly to adhere to the (‘ondition of 
the ikrarnamah, and to be obedient and submissive to the British Gov(*rnment. 

The chowdries, kanoongoes, zemindars and mokudduins of tlio said pergunnahs 
will continue as heretofore to exercise tindr duti<‘s in tlun’r rt'spi'ctive villages under 
the authority of the Rajah : and it is the duty of the Rajah to render his ryots 
and zemindars ha[)f)y and gratified by the just administration of his Govtjrnment, 
to devote his utmost attention to the prosperity and im]>rovement of t he count ry, 
and linally to remain firm in liis obedience and submissum to the British GoV(*,rn- 
ment. Mdiis Sunnud. alter obtaining the approbation of the Honorable tlu^ Gov- 
ernor-General in C'OUiicil, shall be considered valid, and shall then be exchanged 
for another Sunnud under the seal and signature of the Honorable the (b)Vernor-

Translation of an Obligation of Allkgiance prosontocl by Dewan Moorut 

Sing,— J 816. 

Whereas the British Government having taken into its consideration the cir- 
cumstances of my descent and former riglits, and my zt'alouB and submissivo obe- 
dience, has liberally determined to admit me among the number of its immediate 
dependants, and to confirm me in tlie jmssession of tlio lands of .lessoo now actually 
occ-upitMl l)y me ; and whereas Mr. Wa,nehoj>e, the Su])crintend(‘nt of Political 
AlTairs i?i Pundelcund, on th(‘ part of the Bight Hon’ble the Governor-General 
in C'Oiincil, has retpiired me to ]»resent an Ikrarnaniah or obligation of all(‘giance : 
Therefore, and in consideration of the amph? provision wdiich the British GoveT?»- 
m(‘nt has been jdeased f.(t bestow upon me, I liave ])Tepared and do liereby ])resent 
this Ikrarnamah, comprising the following t(m Articles, having my seal and signa- 
ture didy attached to it, and I ])romise never to commit any act in violation of any 
of the subjoin(‘d Articles and n(‘V(‘r to depart from the conditions they contain : — 

Article 1. 

1 (‘iigage to maintain no intercours(‘ with any maraudtTs, wdiether in or out 
of the juovince of Bimdelcinid, to give them and their families no asylum in my 
jaghire, and to abstain from all correspondence with them. J ])romisc to engage 
in no tlispnte nor ((uarrel with t ln^ adherents or de]>ondants of the British Govern- 
ment, and in the event of any Chieftain or Bajah of this province in alliance with 
the Gov'ernment <‘nteriiig into a dispute with me resj>ecting the boundaries of my 
nudials or villages, or on any other subjects whatever, I engage to represent all 
the circumstances of the case to the British Government with a view to its adjust- 
ment of the dispute, to abide implicitly by its decision, and to tak(^ no steps towards 
obtaining redr(‘ss with my own liands without the authority of the British Govern- 
ment, to which I ])r()mise to conduct myself on all occasions with strict obedience 
and submission. 

Article 2. 

I engage to guard all tlie passes in my jaghire in such manner as to obst ruct 

inroads of maraiuhTs and jdumlerers as w<dl as all enemies of tlic British Govern- 
ment, and clhwtiially to prevent them from obtaining a [)assagc through my ilakah 
into the British territories ; and if any Chiefs or Commanders of troops belonging 
to the neighbouring cf)untries attemj)t to penetrate through my jurisdiction into 
the British territories, 1 ejigage to c-oiivey intelligence of their aj)proach to the 
British Ollicers before tJu^y shall have arrivc.d on the frontier of my jaghirti, and 
to exert myself to tlie utmost of my power in opposing them. 

Article 3. 

Whenever tlie British troops shall have occasion to pass through my jaghire, 
whether for the purpose of ascending the Ghats or of proceeding in any other direc- 
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tion, I promiBe not only not to oppose or obstruct their march, but on tho contrary 
to depute respectable and intelligent persons to conduct them by any route they 
may jdease to follow. I further engage to execute with zeal and ala(;rity all rcqui- 
sitions I may rccicivc from tho Commanding Officer of the Britiftli troops, whether 
in furnishing him with supplies and all necessary articles or in co-operating with 
my own troops and followers in accomplishing whatever object he may have in 
view. 

Article 4. 

If any of the inhabitants of the British territory abscond and take refuge in 
any of the villages of my jaghire, I engage to seize and deliver them up to the 
Oflicers of the British Government ; and if a jjcrson on the part of the British 
Government be sent to apprtdiend sueli alisconder, I agree not only not to op])OHe 
such person, but> to co-operate with him efTeetually in apprehending the fugitive. 

Article 5. 

T engage, not to harbour thieves or robbers in any of the villages comj)osing 
my jaghire, and if the propcirty of any inhabitants or travellers be stolen or rolibed 
in any of my villages, I engage to make the zemindars of such villages r(‘sponsibIc 
for the r(}stitution of the stolen proj)erty or for tluj seizure and .surrender of the 
tliief or robber to the British Oflicers ; and if any })erson amenable to the British 
laws for murder or other crimes coinmitt(‘d in the Britisli territory shall take refuge 
in any of my villages, I engage to apjuehend and deliver u^j such ollender to the 
British Government, and further to give every a8.sistance in my power to any 
persons who may be sent on the part of the British Government in pursuit of him 

Article 6. 

Sbould it. at any time, hereafter, be clearly proved to the satisfaction of the 
lliglit Ifonorable tho Governor-General in Council, that any of the villages com- 
prised in the Sunnud which T liave now obtained from the British Government do 
not rightfully Ixdong to me, 1 hereby engage to make no tlifliculty or hesitation 
in giving up those villages to the Oflicers of the British Government, and to advance 
no objections to the surrender of such villages on the plea of their being included 
in my Sunnud. 

Article 7. 

The fort of Jessoo having been formerly dismantled by order of Mr. Richardscui, 
the former Ag(‘nt to the Governor-General in tlx* juovince, 1 hereby engage not to 
repair the .saitl fort, but to place it and re4.ain it in the state in which it was before 
the year 1813 A.D., corresponding with Sumbut. 

Article 8. 

As the lands and villages enumerated in my Bunnud arc now in my actual 
possession, I hereby disclaim all right to the assistance of tlie British Government, 
whether in establishing my control over those lands and villages or in recovering 
possession of them in the event of my at any time being dis]>osbessed of them. 
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Article 9. 

I hereby engage not to enter myself nor to permit my followers to enter into 
the service of any Chief, whether in terms of friendship with tl.t* British Government 
or not, without the express sanction of the British Government. 

Artjolk 10. 

I agree to appoint a confidential person to atf-end as Agent on the Superinten- 
dent of Political Affairs in Bundelcund, who will be prepared to execute all orders 
he may receive; and if for any reason the Superintendent of Political Affairs 
should be displeased with such Agent, I agree immediately to recall him and to 
appoint another in his stead. 

I iunehy declare that I will in no respect whatever <unil. to fulfil all th(! condi- 
tions of the for(‘-going ten Articles contained in this obligation.

acTua! occupation, ))u1 imtludiHl in the Sunniid of Rajah P>ukht Sing) imh'pen- 
dently of R-ajah Buklit Sing, the Right Honorable the (lovernor-Cbmcral in Council, 
actuated by those j)riiiei])les of justice and impartiality which ever regulate the 
conduct of the British Government, bas determined to confirm Diswaii Moorut. 
Sing in ( lie j»osscssion of the said lands and fort of Jessoo now actually held by liim ; 
and Dewan Moond. Sing having preseid.ed an Ikrarnamah or obligation of allegiance 
to i he, British Government under his own seal and signature, comprising ten Arti- 
ch‘S, expressive of his sincere obedience and faithful attachment to th(‘ Ibitisli 
GoviTiimcnt : 'rh(U*efor<*, and from motives (*f benevolence and liberality, the 
lort. of Jes.soo and the villages sjiecified underneath, which from ancient, times Jiav(‘, 
beem in ])oss(>ssi()n of Dew^an Moorut Sing, are hereby granted to him and to his 
heirs in jierpid.uity, rent-free, by the British Government ; and ,so long as th(‘ said 
Dewan Moorut- Sing and his heirs shall remain in obedi(‘nc(‘ and submission t.o t In^ 
Britisii Government and strictly adhere to the terms of his (‘iigagements, tlie afore- 
said villages shall continue permanently in his jiossession. It is your duty, there- 
fore, t.o acknowledge and obey Dewan Moorut Sing as the jaghiredar of the afore- 
said villages, and to consider yourselves as accountable to him for all rights and 
immunities appertaining to them. 

It is incumbent on the said Dewan Moorut Sing on tlie other hand to conciliate 
and render grateful the peasantry and inhabitants by his good government ; to 
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dftvote his endeavours to increase the population and to crdiance the ])rosperity 
of liis jaghire, and to employ its (lourisliing resources in tlie service of the British 
government.

lianuji, the foiuider of the Seindia family, began his cafeer in the 
service of Balaji Baji Bao, Peslnva, ]>y wJiom he was aj)pointed (o a com- 
mand in the Baigah or body-guard. From this point his lise to the first 
rank of tlie Maliratta Cliiefs was rapid. He died in ITbO in Mahva, 
whcjc he ]»ad acquired some ])ossessions, and was .succ(‘edc<l by liis (ddest 
son Jaya])a, who was killed at Nagor in ITbJ). davaj»a was sncceetled by 
his son Jankuji, wdin in 17(il was taken piisoncr at Banipat and put lo 
death. Ilis uncle Madliuji Scindia, the young(sst son ot Itanuji, (hen 
succeeded to the Ohiefship. 

Madhuji Scindia was presemt al the ba(tl(‘ of Banipal in 17(>I, in 
which h<' wars sevej(‘lv wounded. Alter (In' disasirous (light oJ the Mah- 
rattas Scindia, like (it her Maliratlas (Undd's, lost his ]>oss(‘ssions in Malwa. 
On the return of tlic Maliratlas to Nortlnuji India in 17bl, the most 
active of tin* jnedaiory leaders was Scindia, wdiose formidable aiiny, 
organised under J'rench oilicers, made him in iisility the rulej- of 
Northerji India, (hough nominally the servant of 1h(‘ Peshwa. 

Madhuji Scindia pla \ ed a mosl imporlani part in the stiuggh' w'hi(‘h 
took place for the Jh'shwashi}) after the death of Madha\ Kao Balal in 
1772'^ lie was the chi(‘f sujiport of the party of Nana Karnavis. it 
w’as the jiolicy of the British tio\ernnien1 to sc'curc' p(‘ace by concluding 
a separate tieatv with vSeindia, and then using him as a mediator with 
the other ])arti<'s; but Scindia's ambition, and his insistemo' on some 
of tfi(' inadniissibh' conditions <d' tin* ( ’on vimt ion ot W'argaon (177(1)', 
defeat(‘d the negotiations which had more than once heen begun. The 
reveises, howevei, which he met with from a force, which had iii\ad(‘d 
hifl territories from llengal for the ]>urpose ol enaitiug a jiowtoful divtu-- 
sioii, brought him to terms: and a Treaty (No. 1) was concluded with 
liiin bv Colonel ^luir on the Idth October I7<S], by which th(‘ fojces <)f 
Colonel Muir and Scindia were withdrawn, and Scindia agri^ed to use 
Ilis good otHces to ellccl a peace, and failing that to ?(‘main muitral. 
Beane w^as coiicliuled with the Mahrattas by the Treaty of Salbai in 
1782*^, Scindia being the guarantee for its ohservaiu'e. Diider the third 
article of tliis treaty the right of the British Covei nmcnt to the jiargana 
and town of Broach wais recogjiiscd. Tn dune 1782, Government coiu 
ferred these on Scindia (No. IT) in coJisideiation of his sei vices, on condi- 
tion of trade remaining: unmolested. A separate Treaty wuis eoncliided on

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the 30th Seplemhe;' 1785 (No. ill) lor the legulatioii of trade and tlie 
duties to be levied at liroach. 

lly the ^Jheat}" of Salbai the independent power of Madhuji Seindia 
in his relations with the Jiritish Governnjeiit was lirst recognised; but 
in all other lespects he continued ostejitatioiisly to profess subjection to 
the l^eshwa. The system of neutrality which the llritish (iovernment 
then pursued left Seindia at liberty; and he availed himself oj tbe 
opportunity to establish his power over jN'ortherti India, and to obtaiii 
control over the person of the Emperor of Delhi. In Seindia made 

overtures to share in the alliance against Tipii, but the conditions he 
proposed, that the British Government should defend his possessions in 
Northern India and aid liim in liis wars with the Kajj)ut States, were 
inadmissible. After the peace with Tipu in 1792 [see Vol. IX, Mysore 
No. Vlll) the feelings of Seindia, who was probably jealous o1 the 
increasing as(;eudancy of the British Governmeiit, were rather hostile 
than friendly. It was partly througli Ins iniluence that the prr)posals 
made by Lord Cornwallis in 1793 to the .Nizam and the IVshwa ioi a 
definite treaty of guaiantee against Tipu were deteated. 

Madlniji Seindia died in 1794 and was succeeded by liis gTand-nepiu‘w 
Daulat Uao Seindia, who was too young to cany out any dangeious 
designs which Madliuji Seindia might have entertained. During the 
distiactions which followed the death ol ^ladhav Itao Narayan I’eshwa 
in 1795, Seindia gained an ascendancy which enabled him to place* Baji 
Bao in jiower; to usurp most of the possessions of llolkar; and to secaire 
to himself the fortress ot Ahmadnagar, which gave him the kt‘y to the 
entrance into the territories of the lh*shwa and the Nizam. The powei 
of Seindia, whose army was commanded by Trench otHcers, was at this 
time most dangerous to the British Government. VV hen by the ^freaty 
ot Bassein in ltS02* the British Government had recovered its inHuence at 
Booiia and established a subsidiary force there, Daulat Rao Seindia 
entered into a league with the Raja of J^erar to defeat the t)bjects ot tJje 
treaty. The deceit and evasion with whi<‘h Seindia met the overtures »d 
General Wellesley for an amicable adjustment of their dilTerences 
rendered war inevitable. In the campaign which followed tlie power ot 
Seindia was completely broken bo+h in Ujiper and Central India. He 
was comiielled to sue for peace, and to sign the Tieaty of Sarji Anjan- 
gaf>n in 1803 (No. IV). By this he ceded his territories in Northern 
India and south of the Ajanta hills, with the exception of some heiedi- 
tary villages, ami resigned liis claims on subordinate Chiefs witli whom 
the British Government had made treaties. 

Article 15 of the Treaty of Sarji Anjangaon left Seindia the option 
of becoming a parly to the defensive alliance <*onclnded by the British

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(joveTUiuent with the Ih'shwa ami the ISizaiii, and bound the llritish 
(iovt’irnineni, iu ovoui oT his so doin**;, to niainUiiii a subsidiary iuice 
of six battalions i(» he paid bu* out of the lerritories codcMl by that Treaty. 
Scindia agreed to the ailianee; and hy a se])aiate. Treaty (No. V) eon- 
eluded on the ‘.27tli h\‘hruary bS04, arranj^-einenls weJ’e made for the 
subsidiary force to he statione*! near Seindia’s boundary, but within 
liritisli territory. 

When tlie seheduh' of places to l>e surrendered was presented four 
months after the sif»‘ning of the Treaty of Sarji Anjanf^'aon, Daiilat Itao 
Scitidia. was incensed to tind tlie fortiess of (xwalior and the par'jana of 
(lohad included in it. Ife at once rejiresented the matter, and his 
rejiiesentation was su])ported hy (icneral Wellesley and Colonel Malcolm, 
then acting" Itcsident at Scin<lia*s (Joint, nmieral Wellesley declai’ed 
that Scindia had sip'iied the Trinity on the distinct nndiu’standin^ that 
article 11 tlid not apply to the fortress of (Iwnlior and the par^aiia of 
(lohail ; hut th(‘ Mritisli (lovernment. disa^ieed. 

The discontent which Scindia felt at the determination to deprive 
him of (Johad and (lualioi, indiii-ed him to entei* into a coriespimdence 
with llolktir which nearly led to an open ruptnre. Amon^ other acts of 
hostility he attacked and plundered the Resident’s (*amp and detained 
the Ftesidctii a joisoner. As Scindia lefuseil to lelcasc f he Jlesidinit , he 
was informed that his (onducl had annulled the trealies wMth him; 
that ( lovernnKMil were at liberty to deal with him as they mifjht think 
fit; and thal Ihe suireiider of the Resident must precede any friendly 
i ntei'cou i'S(\ 44i(‘ cliaiif^’c, however, in the policy of (tovenimcnt on the 

arrival of Lord (Cornwallis who, inde]»endeiit]y of any refeience to the 
settlement of dilferences with Scindia. deemed it expedient to retain 
])ossession of fiohad and (hvalior, led to the riMiewal of negotiations on 
the basis of lestorin^- t hi'sc territories. 

A ’rrcaty (No. A"l) wa" accojilinj^^ly concluded on the t?‘Jnd November 
1800 , whicli confirmed tlie Treaty of Sarji Anjanf»-aon excejit in so far as 
it mi^^hl he altered by the mwv I’jeaty ; ceih'd (fwalioi- and (rohad to 
Scindia; abolished the ])ensions of fifteen lakhs a year ptiid by (bivern- 
ment to Scindia’s offii^ers ; consfituted the Chamhal the noithei n honiidary 
of Scindia’s territory; deprived Scindia of all claim to tribute from 
Rundi or any State north of the (Chamhal and east of Kolah; hound the 
Rritish (roveiniuent not to make treaties with T^dai])iii-, Jodhpur, Kofah, 
or other (Chiefs tributary to Scindia in Malw^a, Mewar, or Marwar, or to 
interfere wn’th the airanjicmenfs wliicli Scindia mifrht make in regard to 
them; and pranled an assi^iimenl of four Lakhs a year to Scindia, and 
jaf^irs of two lakhs to liis w ife Baiza Bai, and of one lakh to his daufifhter 
(>liimna Bai. 

Tn the Pindari w ar the plundering (Chiefs looked for support to Daiilat 
Hao Scindia as the most powerful of the Mahrutta Princes, and one whose 
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feelings were hostile to the IJritish Government. He was also subjected 
to sii'ong solieitntions Jjom the j'eshwa, who was endeavouring to restore 
the broken 3Jahiat(a eonfederaey. Seindia made no movement indicative 
of a (lesig'M t(^ aid tJie J*eshwa, aJthoiigli he was no doubt Imsitating as to 
the line he would lake. WJieu it was decided to form a S 3 ^stem of 
jaditical alliajj(*es agaijisl the Hiiidaris, negotiations were early opened 
nitli him, and th(‘ dispositiojj of troops was so made as to compel him 
(‘illitM’ 1,0 conioiin lo the views of the Jtritish (lovejnment or range 
himscdf on the side of the Pindaris at the very outset. The points at 
issue were his co-ojx'jal ion against the Pindaris and the abrogation of 
article (S ol the 'riealy of ISttb, which restraimxl the Hi itish Government 
from forming engagements with the llajput States. This Treaty ijuleed 
had been jegaided as substantially annulled in (‘onsecjuence of Scindia’s 
repeated infractions of it by his secret intei‘(‘ourse with the Pijidari 
leaders. Still Government were willing, if S<‘india cordially entered into 
their meaisures, to leav(‘ him in all other res]»ects the full benefit of fojiner 
tretdies and to guarantee* to him the trihute of those States. To secure 
his co-op(*]*at ior» , he was recpiiied to surrender tin* tribute* for tli]’t*e A’cars ; 
to put his lroo[)s in tixed positions, whence they wt*r(‘ not to move with- 
out, the consent of the Itritish Gov(‘rnnient ; aixl to gi^(‘ u]) the foits of 
Asirgaih and II India, both as security for tin* lin(*s of coinnmnicat ion and 
tis a guarantee for the peiformance ot his engageni(*fds. M^hesc* (d)j(*cls 
W(‘re seemed hy the '^Freaty of the oth Xov<‘mlH‘i‘ bSlT (i'?o. \'ll). 

The o])(‘n defection of the Peshwa and the Kaja of Ih‘rar shook the 
tidelily of Seindia to his t‘ngag<‘ments. 'I'lu* stiiuig fortress of Asirgaih 
was not Mil r<*ndered as stipulated hy tht* treaty, ami it (h(‘r(‘for(* hoeaim* 
ru'cessaiy to it'diiee if hy forei*. In theeapturi'd fort a b*(l(‘i‘ was lonnd 
in whi(*h Seindia directed tin* Govt*rnor to obey all oidi'is ot tlie Peshwa 
who, hv aftai'king tiie Hesidenc\ at Poona, had deelaretl war on the 
Hritish GovernTm*nl . In eonseijueiK'i* »)f this want of good faith Seindia 
was r<‘<|uired jiennanently to cede the fort (d‘ Asirgarh. 

On the 25th June ]8ltS, a. Treaty (No. YlII) was made with Seindia 
for tin* adjustment ot lioundaries, the Pritisli (iov(*]nin(‘nt r(‘eeiving 
A|m(‘r and other disliiets, and ceding lands ol eijual value. 

Danlat Hao Sidndia di(‘d in 1827. Tie h'ft no son, and liad ?t‘])eatedly 
evaded the advice id' the Resident to adoj>i a sueet*ssor, leaving it, fo the 
llritish (b)\ermnenl fo do what they might tliink ])ro])(*r. fn aeeord^ 
ance, howeviu', with what w<*re believed to be the last w’islies of Danlat 
Pan, a voutli of eleven years, named jMiigat Pao, of an obscure luamTi 
of the family, bur declared to be tin* n(*aresl relation of Danlat P-ao, 
was ado])tcd; was married to the grand-daughter of Dauliit llao, by 
Baiza Bai; and w^as placed in power, with the title Ali Jah Tankuji 
Pao S(*india, under the legeney of Baiza Bai. Baiza Bai ai'knowdedged 
this siK'cession most relartanlly, and maintained that, it, was her late 
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s intention tliui slit* should h(»l(l the jj’overninent during liei* liie. 
She even pressed on tlie British Governnieiit the eoiKdiision of a ne\\ 
treaty, in oidei that she inij^ht «htv\in the lornuil re<‘on;niti(ui of her li^ht 
to exercise the power.’, ot lejj^t'nt duriiijj^ iu*r life. Allhou^h (Toveruinenl 
declined to conclude a new treaty, and althouo-h in IS^O they insisted on 
Baiza Bai using the yc'ung- Maharaja’s seal in all nlticial comm unica lions, 
she still (dung 1o Ihe ho|K* of keeping* the goveiiiment in lie?* own liands, 
and took no sl<*ps to train tlu‘ young (^hief for thc‘ future ex(‘r(‘ise of 
power. The restraints umlcr whi< h tlie youth was lield hy the Begeiit. 
])ecam(‘ at last intolerahh* to him, and he tied fiom the ])alace and 
took ri'fuge with the Resident. A reconciliation was with difficulty 

effect (‘d ; and, as (lovernmeiit gave no definite decision on the riglits of 
the paities, the seeds of dissension remained and the (juarrel came t«) a 
crisis in 1833. 

Bai/a Bai’s rul<‘ ha<l then heconie most un])opular, and the cause of 
tin* young Maharaja was es]iou.sed hy a large portion of the army; she 
was com])elled to retire f)*oin (hvalior territory and the Maharaja was 
acknowledgiul hy tin* British ( h>v(‘rnment . ’Po su(‘h a hmgth Avas the 
])rincij)le of ahsolule luuitiality carri<‘d at tins tinu' that (lovernmenl 
de(*lared it was a matter of indiffer(‘nce to them Avhidher tht‘ IMaliaraja or 
Bai/a Bai was at the head of the (Iwalifir State, and that th(‘ only 

(d)jecj of ( lovei nuKUit was to ])jeserve the gen<‘ral f ran(|uillity ami tlnur 
own re])ulalion, rc<‘ognising such ruler as might hi' placed hy the iiopulai 
voice at the head id' the administration. Bai/a Bai was jiridiihited Irom 
using' her asylum in British teiiiloi*\ or any dependent Stale for the 
|>in pose of organi/ing an inA’asion of (lAvalioi, l)ut she was left al I')>ei tA' 
to return to (lAvalior and icly on tlu' support id' her (»wn suhji'cts. Thi' 
|{esident Avas even ccnsuri'd for having ealled in I lie conlingeiit in su])- 
])ort of the Mahaiaja’s authority: and it aaus rail'd that the legildiiate 

pinpose for an Inch the contingent Avas formed Avas the suppiession of 

plunderers and the ii'pulse of external enemies. 

By the Treaty ot 1817 Daulat Rao Scindia. had engaged to furioish a 
contingent'' of h,!)!)!) horse and had assigned foi* its sU])])ort the annual 
payments made to him hy the British (loAernmeid and the trihuti' fiom 
the States of Jodhpur, Bundi and Kotah. Aftei* the close of the Ava?' the 
contingeid Avas ledui'ed to !2,tKI() horse at a monthly cost of Rs. !,20,(M)(), 
hut; this amount Avas in exce.ss of the funds allot ti'd to mi'et it. It Avas 
therefore agreed (No. W) in Fehruarv 18s?() that the force should he 
reduci'd so as to hring its cost Avithin the sum ojiginally assigned, and 
that, for the deht due from Scindia on account of it, ceitain distiicts 
shouhl he temporaiily transf(*i*red to the Biiti.sh flovei’iiment. On the 
death of Daulat Rao his annual grant of four lakhs, Avhii'h he had assigned

AVhen Raiza Rai fled from flwalior, tin* revenues of h(*i’ jaj;ii’ were 
no loiif’cr availahle foi- the ])ayment of the 1*011 tinmen t, and a c*orres]>ond- 
inj^ reduction of tin* force became necessary. Rut this was no sooner 
resolved on than the Darhar demanded that the revenues of the Khandesh 
and Saiioor disti’icts, which liad formed [lart of the territories lestorcd to 
Scindia und(‘r the Oth aitich* of the Treaty <d' Sarji Aiijanpion, sliould he 
jriven hack; that only tlic tributes from the Rajjiut Stale's, amountinf^ to 
Rs. J»,42,r)00, should he retained; and that the cont inj^e'ut should he still 
further r(*<luced to correspond w'ith this diminution of the funds. Ry the 
Treatv of 1820 it was optional witli the Rritish f love'irmicnt , on the 
extim'iion of the debt, eithei- to restore these districts, to [lay lent for 
them, or to ‘»ive other lands in e.vchanee. 

It was Hnally arranged that, hi'sides ri'cei vinjii; the Rajput tributes, 
tin* British Cfoveriinieiit should retain the manapeiuent of the districts 
of Gaihakota and Malthon in Saup-or; that the Khainh’sh districts wshoiild 

lestored to Scindia ; and that in lien of t)icm Scindia should ])ay a sum 
of Rs. (It), 920-8 a year, which was <*(|ui valent to theii* net revenues. No 
written enprap-ement was concluded, hut the contiiifrent, was ren)*p;anise(l 
in accordaiu'e with this arranp:einent ; and Scindia ])romised to take 
measures for the ])io])er maiiapeinent of the <*nuntry and to res])ect the 
settlements which the Rritish Government had made with the Rhils. 

Th(' ^^>urt of Divectnis, however, were of o])inion that the restoration 
of the districts was not rcijiiircd hv the terms of the enpa^jement of 1820; 
that Scindia was not likely to respect the Rhil settlements; and that there 
was dan per of the country relapsiiip into anarchy by its transfer to 
Scindia’s povernment. They therefore desired that measures should he 
taken for obtaininp* the retrocession of the districts to the Rritish Govern- 
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ment; but the Darbar were unwilling to part with them, and Government 
at last resolved not to press the matter. The Darbar, however, were 
em])hati<*:illy told that (lovtonnieut would not peiinit these distiiets to 
heejoiie cenlres of op])iessioii aiHl ilisonler dsiiigerous to neiglihoiiriiifr 
territories and tliat, if niisniauagenHMit should occur of a nature to 
ciidangt'r the security ot tlie suiroundiug districts, the parganas would at 
once he taken p«»sscssiou of by the Hiitish Governincnt and not again 
lestored. 

In 182*> the distiicts (»f Kai\d\vai, Uarwai, Punasa, Sailani and the 
village of Dhangaoji, and in the* following year the districts of Asir (with 
\\ie, i*\ception ot ttiie(‘ t<»wns), Uliamgarti, Mvn\di, Uitora, At.ud, Deov’i 
and Piplod, wane made over (N<*. X) hy Scindia to th(' neaimgenuMit. of 
tin* llrilish Government. 

In l(S.‘{| the exchange of tin* paigaria of <*«jst<*rn Shnjawalpur lor 
Scindia’s di,stri<‘ts (d' I)(‘ori, Gaiirjhamar, Ghanwarj)atha, Tenduklieia 
and Naharmau was negotiat«*d. d'ln* reveiuies of Shnjawalpur were alxon, 
Ks. and those <d‘ Scindia's districts Hs. 87, '105, A ino!n*y pay- 
ment ol lis, i(*niaiin*d ther<*fore to he made to the llritish tiovern- 

ment hy the Gwalior Darhar. 'I’ln* (’ouH of Directors disa)»proved (d' this 
e\('liang(‘ ol teirit(M \ ; Init, as the ariaiigemeii t was eonv(*nient foi’ both 
jKirtn*s and il,-. cainellation would ha\(‘ lunni very unj)alatahle to the 
Gwalior Darhai, Gon (‘ rnnnnit finally |•(‘^<d\ed md to disturl) it. 'Pile 
IG'sidtnif , liowev(‘r, was re(|Ujred, w'ithout inviting eonijdaints, to use his 
in/luenei' to prevtuit injury to tin* inhabitants. G iiaran t(*es were givini foT 
life* to loui jxMSiins who had leeeived jagirs in Slni jawalpur from the 
Hritisli Govenmient. IJajan Khan, a Dindari l(*ader, brother of the 
notorious ('hitu, had also received a life grant* oi lands in Shujawnilpur.

Bt' it Known to the Chaiidhris and Kaniingos of pargana Shnjawalpur that, in 
accordanci* with th<* orders ot (iO\ ernnient. three v^illages in the par^ana have been

ment, and fiay the established rent into the Government Treasiii'y.

value of which had been exdiided from the estimated value of vShiijawal- 
piir, were eontiniied to his i'uinily, and Sciiidia was rei^uired to abstain 
iron) any aibitrary measure of lesumjdioti. (Questions of suc(‘essioa to 
this ja^ir are usually decided by the British (loverunuuit and the decision 
communicated to Scindia. 

I’he Agreement of 18t3‘l was in a maniiei* f'orcc'd on the Darbar, who 
loii^ continued to uri»<* their ri^ht to the restoration of th(‘ disti’icts (otlier 
than l)(^o?i) placed by them und(*r JBitish manao’emeiit. In 1837 it was 
(h'cided that the ananji-ement w^as not revocable at the will of the Gwalior 
Dajbar, and that the districts could not b(‘ i(‘]im|uished without dis- 
appointing the expectations of tlieii- ]>eople and causing* danger to the 
geneial tramjuillity and to the freedom <if commerdal int(‘rc(;urs(‘ with 
Bombay. Tin* distiicts were eventually ceclcd in full son (‘id^nty to th(i 
British Government under the Treaty of IStJO (No. XII). 

The rule of Tanhuji Scindia was very weak. Although Baiza Bai* 
had no strong ])arty within Gwalior territories, she did not cease to 
intrigue and to use for this ])urpose a sum of Es. 37 ,t)0,tl0t), d('])osited 
in the Benarc's treasury, which, by the aibitration of the llritish Govcun- 
ment, ac(jui(‘sced in by Sdndia, had Ikwmi d('clar(‘d to b(‘ Inu' I'livate 
property. The Mama Sahib, the Maharaja’s inattuiial uncbw occu]>ied 
the post of ministej’ d urine- the ^-((‘ater ])art of his rub': but tin* couit 
was a constant scene of feuds and stru<;»Ies for pow(‘r amonjj;’ tju' nobles, 
Nvhib' the army was in a chronic state of mutiny. The NV(‘akness of the 
iTjternal i»-o\ (‘i-nment pre]>ar(‘d the Nvay for the hostilities Nvith the British 
Govoinment NNbidi broke out shortly after the IMaha raja’s d(‘at^’, .\nd 
resulted in an entire (‘lianj»-e of British policy towards the Gwalioi* vStute. 

Jankuji Sdndia died in 1843. Tie bad no diildren, and bad exjuessed 
no NN isli reirardiii^ t lu' succ('^sion, altlmuj* !) r('))(*a1(Mll v and ejn iu'stly 
iirfi^pd })y the IB'sident to do so. Tara Earn, the Alaharaja’s widow, a 
^^irl twelve years of a^e, adopted, with tin* conniii enc(' of tin' (Iiiefs of 
the State and tlu' aiiny, Bhagirat Kao, a boy of about d^ht y<*avs, sofi of 
IlnnNvant Eao, usually called Babaji Sdndia. Jlc* was tin* nearest rt'la- 
tive, tbou/^h a veiy distant one, of tbe late Maharaja, and tin* .idoptiou 
was re(*of»-nised by the British Goveininent. On Jiis acc-ession he assumed 
the title (;f Ali Jab -layaji Eao Scindia: and tbe Mama Sahib, who 
a opeared to possess tbe ^leatest intliieiice and nnus attached to Britisli 
interests, was c hosen by tin' Gbit'fs of (iwalioi- as Eeoent. TIis sdecliou 
NNas re ported to j» ive universal sat isf;»ct ion to tbe ti*ooj>s and p{*o]>le ; and 
he was accordingly reco^-nizi'd by the British rtovernmeni as the rcsjion- 
sible head of the Stab' duriii*^ the minority, and was as'^urc'd of sup[)ort. 
For three months aifaiis wc'iit on smodhly; but palace iutri'^ties were 

* Baissa Bai wais eventually permitted to return to Gwalior, Nvhere bUe died in 
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curried un aguiiisi the Mama Sahib hy a party headed hy llada Kliasjrh 
wala, who gained ovoj- a portion of the army to his cause. The com- 
inciiceinent of th(‘ intrigue is attributed to apjnehensions instilh'd into 
the mind of the young IMaharani that tlie ^lama Sahib, whose daughter 
was married to tlie Maharaja, would supersede h{*r authority: an<l it 
ended in the expulsion of the Mama Sahib fjom Gwalior and tin* estab- 
lishment of the influence of Datia Khasgiwala, notwithstanding the 
remonstrances of the Resident and the British Goverjiment. 

Bada Kliasgiwala showed himself hostile to the interests of the Brih'sh 
Government. Offices were taken from those wlio were su]>p(>sed to he 
favourable to Uie maintenance of fj'iendly relaiions, and j)ersons, who at 
the rt'(juost of the Resident had been expelled from Gwalior hy the fate 
Maharaja, weie lecalled and resiored to Tlu'se ])i o(*eedings v ere 

accomj)anied hy the assemblage of large l)odies of mutinous troojis at 
Gwalior, hy a t !ir(‘at(‘ned attack on Sironj in the teiritories of the \awah 
of Tonk, Avhere the Mama Sahib Jiad takeTi refuge, and hy di solders on 
the frontier at a, time when v\ar on the Sutlej Avas impending, and it Avas 
necessary to secure th(‘ communications of the British army hy the jC- 
estahlishment of a friendly government in its rear at Gwalior. 

Accordingly, the British rejiresentative A>as witlnlraAVii Irom Gwalior 
until either a settled govcuimieiit should he estahlish(‘d tlnui', or his inter- 
vention should he solicited by tin* Maharani and the tdiiefs for the 
restoration of order. Before final nn'asures Avere taken, tJie Resident 
wrote to the Maharani, in reply to a. lett(‘r in Avhieh she had invited his 
return, stating the coiiditiiuis under Avhich alone friendly T(‘lations conld 
be re-estal)lish('d and re(]uii‘ing the banishment of Dada KliasgiAvala, 
whose ])res(mce was the only obstacle to the r(‘sto!’ati(m of frieiidhhip. 
Tliis letter awms intercejited hy Dada Khasgiwala, Avhose right to ini(-rfere 
in the aft'aiis of the State had never been ailmltted hy the British GoviMIi- 
rnenl, and its contents concealed from the fMaharnni. This act Avas con- 
sidered as a \irtual assumption of the ]K)Avers of goAernim^nt hy Dada 
Khasgiwala and a sn])ersession of the autliority of the IMaharani and 
the young Chief, aaIioso position and supremacy the British GoAuunment 
were bound hy tr<*aty to maintain. A demand was 1 Inutdore made for 
Dada Khasgiwala’s snnemh*r, as tlie jncl iniinary condition of furth(‘r 
fi'iendly intercourse. Dada Khasgiwala A\as seized hy the fUiiefs who 
were favourable to the restoration of ])eace, hut Avas reh‘as(‘(I hy the poi- 
tioii of the army Avhose sii]>]M)rt In* had bought; and it was only on the 
adA^auce of a Biitish force towards (iwalior that he Avas surrendered. 

It remaiiK'd now* to negotiate measures for the formation of an efficient 
government and the reduction of the mutinous army, A^hi(‘h possessed the 
real poAver in Gwalior and OA^evaAved the government of the State. For 
this purpose uii intervicAv Avas agreed upcui hetAveou the GoA’ornor-General 
and the Maharaja, to take place at Uingona on the 2Gth December 1843,

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The (liiy |)ass(‘(l wiihoiii Hie appearance of the Maliarani and her son, 
who were held in restrain! hy the mutinous troops. On the 29th necem- 
hei', wlien Hie lliilish hii'ce was taking iij) its adraneed niTound, it was 
fired on by the Gwalior troops. The battles of Maharajpur and Paniiiar 
were fou^lit on Hie same day and (‘nded iji the total defeat of the 
Gwalior army, and tlu‘ eonelnsion on the 13th Tannary 1844 of a MVeaty 
(No. XI) by which it was a»rc*ed that territory yielding' eififhteen lakhs a 
year should be (‘('ded to tli(‘ liritish Government for the maintenance of a

hh'oin this tiiiK' till the mutiny of ISb7 then* was bltb* chanj^'c in Hu* 
relations of the Tlritish Government with Hu* Gwalior Slate, 3'he mutiny 
of t he eont ino-eni in duiu* 1857 forced tin* political A; 4 ‘ent to (piit Gwalior, 
The «‘ouusels, howevei', of the Maharaja’s abb* Minister Dinkar Ttao who, 
dui in^' Hu* four pr(*ei*din^’ years of his tenun* of ottice, had reformed the 
iriteinal administration, w(*r(' stroiifily in favour of Hritish interests. In 
dune 1858 the Mjiharaja was desert (‘d by his troops on the a})])roach of 
the it*bels und(*r 3’aiitia lb])!, and lompelled with his Minister to seek 
refuse at Aera. On tlu* 19th June Gwalior was n'taken by Sir JTuf3;*h 
Rose’s fori'e <ind the Maharaja w'as le-establishod in his jiabu’e. From 
that dal<* the confi(b*nee of the Atahaiaja was v\itlidiawn Fnun his 
Minister, foi‘ whom he <'onc(*iva‘d an intenst* disliki*. Dinkar Fao vacatecl 
office in November 18(i(), an<l Halaji (Jiimnaji was ajijminied in his 
stead, with the (’<ui(*urr(*nc»* ol tlu* Rritish Government. In 1808, Ihilaji 
Chimnaji havirio* liecome inca])acitated by old af*e for the ])(‘rformancc of 
his duties, Ganjiat Rfio Khadlo* was ap})olnted Diwan. After Dinkar 
Dao’s removal the Maharaja himself sup(*i’iiitended the whole of IHs 
affairs until his death in 1880. 

For his services durlnp- the mutiny Scindia was informed that lands 
yieldine- tlirei* lakhs of rupees a year would be added to his teriitories ; 
that jiermission would be o-iven to him to laise his infantry fiom 3,000 
to 5,000 men, and his artillery ficmi 32 to '50 <»-uns; that the arrears due 
ta Hie Ibitish Government, on account of Hu* deficiency in tlu* r(*venues 
of the districts assipned under the Treaty of 1844, wmuld be remitted, 
and no pav merits would in futuie be claimed should these revenues fall 
short of elp'hteen lakhs; and that the annual payment of Rs. 10.000 out 
of the reveniK's of Ihirwa Sap;ar in the Jhansi district would be heredi- 
tary. These modifii at ions of flu* 3’reaty of 1844 W(*re embodied in a iu*w^ 
IVeatv (No, XII) concluded on the 12th Decemher 1800, based upon 
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certain pjoposals wliicli bad been made in 1(S54, but haid in the interval 
remained in abeyance, for an exchange of territory with Scindia. The 
new Treat}’^ provided for tlie resloration to Scindia of lands from the 
assigned districts yielding three lahhs of rupees a year; for the (session of 
the town of BurhaJipur and the district of Zainabad in exchange for the 
town and part of the district of Jhansi ; for the exchange of Scindia’s 
five districts in (jii jarat, the ])argana. of Kanjia, the annual payment from 
Barwa Sugar, and all his teriitories south of the Narbada with the 
exception of seven hereditary villages, in return for lands of equal value 
on the Sind and Bet.wa rivers; f(»r th(' cession to the British Government 
in full s(tvereignty of all the districts, etc., assigmul in 1844 wliicli might 
remain afl(M‘ tlu' ahoNc exclianges should he i4Vected ; and for the sub- 
stitution of a subsidiary force costing not less than sixteen laklis a yeai‘ 
in the place of the e\iim*1 contingent. 

All pensioiiar\ and charitable allowances ainl religious eiidowuneiits 
assigned (»n the lands tra nsbuaed to S<*india under the Trealv of ISGl) in 
e\chang<‘, wh(4li(‘r oilginally I'eded districts or Biitish territory, are 
paid by the British rbjv'mnnicni : liecausc, tlioiigli tin* Treaty ot ISGO 
jnoN i(h‘d for ilie calculation of tin* \alue of the lands to bi‘ mutually 
exchang(‘d on tht‘ gross revenues, all (Osh assigrrmmits of the nature in 
qm'stioii, which were v(‘ry eonimon with the Mahialtas, were dtalucted 
in the salnation statement of the Gwalroi* Darhar. 1 rv the cas(‘ of the 
jrar'gana of N(*eniuch, which was giviur as a rew'ard to Scindia for services 
during the nrutiny, tlie Maharaja was informed that the continuance of 
jxmsioTis and allow ances was disc.n'tionary. The aggregate annual charge 
on Indh the lands exchanged and those given in reW'ard was Rs. 7,4G2-ll-b; 
deducting from this Bs. r»,189-l'l-9, rdiargenble to the revenues of 
Neemm h, an annual payment of ]{s. '>-8 is rnarle on this ac(‘ount. 

S\il)se(|uently to the conclusion of the Treaty of 18(i() it was ascer- 
tained that the (’’bar Tirana esla1(‘, whirdi formed oire of the items ( f the 
assigrnrrmris innlei- the Ti(‘at\ of 1841, had m'ver been taken over by the 
Biilisli Governnrent and Jrad been allowr'd virtually to c('ase to fornr one 
of tire ced(‘d itruns, as its revenues never a])pearrMl in the annual aci’ounts, 
whiidi vv(‘t(* made up without reference if) them. A mde to this eilect 
was (Mitered opposite this itcMu in schedule A a]>i)ended to article T of the 
Ti'eaiv, and tin* necessarv corrections vviMr* made in tin' nunibiM' of villages, 
and in the ainount of their gross value in sdiediile G. (lhar 'riiana was 
suhse(|U(Milly included in the exchanges with lire Gwalior Stale, the 
Darhai’ leecnving credit in the account for its gioss valu(‘, Bs. l,197-G-8. 

The Eaja of Amjhera,* tributary to Scindia, formerly paid to the 
Gwalior State a yearly tribute of llali Rupees dr>,()l)0, under an eugagv- 
ment mediated by the British Government. This tribute was part of 
the sums assigned in 1844 for the payment of the contingent, and is now

In 18(i0 Scindia consented to fin* f'onstrnciion of a hrid^c over the 
(Oiajnhal riA’(‘r. Li Avas d<‘ci(h‘d that Scindia should share Avith ])hoIj)ur 
ill the net jnofits of the hridoe and terry at Raj/^hat, and that Dholjuir 
should r(‘C(*iv(‘ a moiety ot the piofits accrnino* fj*om Scindia’s feiiy at 
Khaintri (,scc Dholpur, Vol. 111). 

Jn 1801 the Maliaraja ^ave up the her'‘ditary Aulla^es in the Deccan 
resmved to him under the 4th article of the Trt‘aty of 1800 for an 
e(]ui valent on the J’ahiij liver. 

In 1802 tlie Ruler of (iwalior Avas planted a Satiad of Adojition 
(No. XIII). 

After tin* ca])fnrc of (Iwalior bv tbe lone umbu’ Sir TlAiph Rose in 
1808, Rritish troo])s continued to occupy tin* fort, of (iAvali(»r. Durinp; 
tite ncpol iai ions whi(4i cmdcd in the 4hcaly of 1800, Lord (^inniiip 
}»romisc<l that tin' fort should he restoreil f<» Scindia Avlnm this could be 
done A\i(h safi'ty: and this promi,se was i(‘pcaled ])y bold Idpin. Its 
fulfilment de[)eiided on flu* wifhdraAval of the Rriti.sh force from Alorar 
to some more elipihle station, Avhiidi Avas nf that finn* contemjilated. 
It, was, howt'vei', decided in 1804 tliat ihe <'antonim*nt of IMorar sliould 
l)<‘ maintained: and this neeessi j;ited the continued tenure of tin* (Iwalior 
fort hy Ib'itish troops. On Lie 20th March 1804 Scindia apiced fo pivt* 
lip liis j'ipht to the restoration of the lort on rcceivinp an incieasc of 
t\\clv(‘ puns to Jiis artillery, and on condition that his flap should fly 
on tile ram])arts of tlie fort; that ln‘ should lie saluted from its puns; 
and that, if at any time the Rritisli (iovernmeiit should AvithdraAV from 
its oeciijiation , lie sliould he allowed to oeeujiy it Avitli his oAvn iroojis. 
The documents (No. N 1 V) recordinp these arranpements, are held to 
constitute supplemeiitaiy aitiides of the 'Ireafy of 1800. The twelve 
puns referri'd fo w (Mi* snppli(*d in the shape of two complete* biitteri(*s 
of b-poiinib‘r puns, fn l8(>o Scindia leceiAi'd Iaao IS-jiounder puns in 
place of Iavo «)f Miialler calibn* AAdiicdi were piA’en up.

Tn 18o() llio Maharaja. Ikm’ii^ anxious to have his niniy under his 
iinrnodiato contiol, liad withdrawn Jiis tioops on provincial service, 
aniouiitin^r to 4,000 cavalry, 1,')00 infantry and J2 ^uns, and proj)osed 
to orOoi lain in ilioir ])]a(‘e a body of ‘1,000' jVajihs who should be formed 
into three |)olic(* corps: one to ho stationed in Malwa, onotlun* in the 
(diamhal district, and tlie third in T'<aj»arh and tlie Bnndelkhand frontier. 
This pioposal liad lioen sanctioned hy (lovoininont on llie undeistnndin|^ 
tliat Ihe IVajihs wore to constitute* a ])olico aud not a mililary forc(*. 
Ill process ot time (liey came lo ho r(*^ulaily drilled soldiers: and in 
ISOO tlie Maharaja, urj^’od that the Xajib battalions should he orf^aiiised 
on Ihe same footing*- as w(‘re British ])oli(*e haflalions at 

the time ot the enlistment ot thes(* men. fie also asked that article 9 
of tile Iht*aty of JSOO ini^ht hi* niodified, so as to admit of their heiii”' 
added to the ro” ulaj- stri'ii^tli of his army. The leijiiest was iie^atived 
as being- eontrai y to treaty and o])})osed to the conditions on which tlie 
Maharaja had lieen allowed to raise the Najih battalions. Tlie Maliaraja 
aeeordingly re-oi-gan ised tliem on the footing of jiolice. 

Tn ISOd Seindia ]i]eferred a claim tliat. the titles of holders of rent- 
free estates, in those portions of the assig-ned district of Bhander which^ 
became Briiish teriitory under tlie ojieration of article 7 of the Treaty 
of LStiO, should 1)0 confirmed in perpetuity hy the issue of Sanads fiom 
the British (lovernmont under the terms of article ?1. Tlie Maharaja 
Was informed that the terms of clause 4 of article 3 were not intended 
to apply to any portion of the as.signed districts lesiored to Jjim under 
the territorial exchanges provided for therein, and that he was fi’pe to 
deal with them as he ])leased ; lint that he must faithfully carry nut the 
terms of that clause in rosjieet of the landowners enjoying s])(*eial rights 
in the British lands transfeired to him, as would he done in respect of 
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_sanu. . lass of person, in the Chmlior hauls tmnslerred in e.ohnnoe 
the Hndsli (wvevmnent ; also Hiat tiie coiiJi/iona in quedion ^^v,v not

to the British (fovenimeJit ; also that the eondilious in quldiZ '»ereZ‘t 
applicable to the portions of the assigned districts transferred to the 
British Government in full sovereignty under article 7, us the iransier 
had not been subject to any such conditions. 


Ill 18(H) certaiu rules \ver(‘ sanctioned })y the (Toveinnient of India 
for enforcing the responsil)ility of Indian States toj- mail robberies 
committed within their territories. Scindia ashed for spetjial exemption 
from the operation of these rules, on the ground of the comparative 
excellence of his police arrangements; but the request was disallowed, 
and he was inforuied that it rested with liiui, by still further improving 
his police, to avoid tlie cliauc(‘ of being affected by the penalties laid 
down in the rules. 


In 1807 the Jtuler of (hvalior was granted a periiianeut salute of 19 
guns, and a pennaueiil local salute oi til guns within liisown territories. 

After tlie exchanges <'lf(M*tc*d hy the 'rrealy of I8()0 had heeii tiiially 
adjusted, there still remained a halaiu*<‘ of Ks, J. 99-1-0-19 in Sciiidia's 
favour; and, as tJiere was no land thi*ii availalile, this lialaiicc was paid 
to him annually ijj i‘ash. Scindia ohjc^<*tcd to this ai rjiiigenienl , and 
it was eventually decidc'd to give him an equivaJcuit in land out of tiie 
pargana of Bliander, in the dalaiin district, which had hecn ceded to 
the llritish Uoveinment under the Treaty of 1800. It was also decided 
to cede to the Maharaja territorx of the annual value of Its. 10,000 
as an ec^uivalent for lauds taken up tor the lixtensiou of the Moral can- 
tojiiiienl, the Maharaja being left to settle the details of eouipensation 
with the proprietors and others ijiterested in the alienation of the land. 

In the meantime tiie Jlritish Government had undejtakeii negotia- 
tions for the transfer to the Nizam of ten aueestral villages possessed 
by Scjbidia within the Hyderabad territories. These villages had 
enjoyed au excuiiptioii troui tin* juiisdicliou of the iNizain's ( n»vei uuient. 
whic li, in the interests of the general jieaee of the country, could not be 
allowed lo couiiiiiu*. Scindia eouscMilcMl lo cmmIo villages 0) ihc* 

BritisJ) Gciverniuent on condition of receiving from tJieiu an equivalent 
in lands bordering on his territory north of the Naihada; while the 
British Government were lo transfer iln‘ ten villages hy a sejiarate 
(‘\cliaiigc lo the Ni/ani, i ec-(‘i\ iiig in Immi ol them an (M|ni\al('nl in 
Jlyderahad villages on the Bombay frontier (.vcc' Vol. 1\, llydcuabad). 
The villages were valuc'd by a Uritish cdticer, by whose decision Scindia 
and the Nizam agreed l)eforebaml t(» be bound, at Its. 15,000 a year. 

It was settled that all these exchanges shoidd form one tiansaction 
and be included in a supplementary treaty. An aiiriual payment to 
Scindia of Its. 452-9-4, representing village-rights and holdings in the 
Poona Collectorate, was afterwards included in the list of claims. From 





t\us musl be deducted an annual payment by Scindia oi Us. 325-13-9 
on account of other holdings in the Deccan, and the equivalent of the 
levenue of the jagiv of Aiiiii in the rooini Collect oruio, viz., Its. 2,602-13-0 
per anniini, w/iich ji< Srindiu's ri'^uef^t, wns roiiferred by the British 
Government on his Minister, Dada Gaiipat Itan Xhadke. The result 
of the Bettlement showed that territory to the annual value oi about 
Ms. 27,500 had ti> \)e made over to Scindia aiid \\vs heirs in perpetuity; 
and a Treaty (^No. XV I) embody inj^; these arrangements was eoneludcd 
on the 2nd December 1871. Tlie account was finally closed by a cash 
payment of Us. 29,()b<S-l -!), lejueseniing one year’s payments on account 
of the f)abince due under Ibe Treat v of ISGO foi the land ceded lor the 
Morar cantonment and tor Scindia’s Hyderabad villagi's, up to the date 
of tlie actual transfer of the villages ctMled in exchange, to him. 

In hlovember 1872 and daiiuaiy J87d tlie (iovtunmeiit ol India 
accepted oilers Irom Scindia ol luo loans, each ol 7r> lakJis, lor the 
construction oi lines ol lailway helweeii Gwalior and Agra, and between 
iNeemuch and Indore. The arrangemciils made, whieh included the 
cession by S<indiu of all lands require<l lor the jailways and of plenary 
civil and criminal jurisdiction on the lines, as well as an imderUiking 
that he would levy no iiansit duties on through tjallie, were eiiihodied 
in an Engagement (No. X\T1) and formally ai^eepted in a Kiiarita from 
Ihe Viceroy. 

In J87b Jayaji llao Scindia sat as a niemher ol ilii; mixed commission 
by which Malhar Itao, Gaekuar ol Jbu-oda., was tried lor an attempt 
to poison the llrilish Resident at Baroda. Jn 1877, on the oeeasion 
ol tlu' Delhi Asscmhlage, Ihc lilh* (d H isam-os-Saltanal ua^ (ontci icd 
upon him. 

In August 1877, owdiig to the unusually small rainfall and the 
cojisequejit distress in Scindia’s jiorlheiji distiicts, wJiicli (‘utaiJed lieavy 
expenditure in reliel opeiations, the Maharaja obtained from the British 
Government a loan of fifty lakhs. It was arranged (No. XVIJI) that 
the amount should he repaid in eleven years, from tlie inteiest annually 
payable to Scindia on his railway Joan. The balance, Rs. ld,77,8-17-ir;-9, 
w^as paid oil in 1887. 

In 1879 tlie GoveiJiiuenl of India coucludcil an Agiccmeiit (No. XIX) 
wdtb Scindia under whiidi lie made eertain eoju*i‘ssions legaiding tlie 
production, export and import of salt in Gwalioj- Slate. The Agreement 
also included an article proliibiting the export from the Slate of ain 
intoxicating jueparations, such as bliaug, ganja, opium, etc. In con- 
sideration of these concessions, the Government of India, while reserving 
their right to revise the Agreement if necessary, agreed to pay to Scundia 
Rs. 8,12,500 annually, in half-yearly instalments. 

In 1879 Scindia accepted liability for the cost of the maintenance 
of prisoners convicted of offences committed in Gwalior territory and 
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(“oiifiiuHl In Britisli jails in India. Tliarf' is no spVcial extradition 
with (iwalior. Tlip extradition arran«;en\ents with the l)a]l)ar are on >, 
basis of re('ipr(Hity in all ordinary rases; ainl surreiideis are eflecled in 
arr()j(}an/‘r wiih ll)e ])n)j(‘duir tor tlw' t\\\\e heiujr in U.rre in llrltislj 
Jiuiin, 

In JSJ' f ///(• /riiz/Z/f/r Ihuhuv had agreed io spend four lakhs of rupees 
on Ihe (‘ons/iiiefien of ilie port ion oi iJie Aovn-'liouihuv viKid riiiinino 
thion^h their teiritoiy. F|> to the time ot the mutiny Scijidia liad ])aid 
three lald»s of rupees: and hetween IS-vS (when the ronstnirtion of the 
road was resumed) and 18(10, from two to three lakhs more. In 18G() a 
fresh arrangement was made, hy wdiieh the Maharaja agreed to eon- 
trihnte lls. fAl.OOO a year for six years towards the completion of the 
road, and thereafter an annual sum of Its. 12,000 towards its repaiis. 

In IS()7 Srindia agreed to allot, in lieu of t]H‘ annual ])ayment of 
lls. oO.OOO for tile Afjra-llomhay road. Its. (>8,000 annually for snnh 
])oit.ions of six roads named hy him as lay in (iwalior territory; this 
sum was tf> he apjaut iornal hy the British (io\einment in any way it 
])Ieased, until tour-tilt hs of (he entiie cost of the roads had l)(*en made 
up. In 1888 it wiis touml necessary to rcM’onsidei- these arrangements: 
and it was IIkui a^‘re<Ml that, aft(‘i’ the payment hy Scindia of the arrears 
tliat liad accumulated under the former eomlition, he sliould, in April 
of each \('ar, coutiihute Its. 00,(100 towaj'ds the repair of roads in his 
terriloiy, in limi of all his c\istiiif»; jiayments under that head. 

In lS 8 o n Postal Convention (No. XX) was eonchidcd hy the British 
(iovernmeii I with tlo' (iwalior State to lacilitate the (‘xelmnp’e of })Ostal 
matter' hetwerm ihe Impiu’ial ])o«l otiice ol llritish India and Ihe post 
offiee^ in the t(‘i-ii(()i‘ies of the Maharaja. 

In hSSo tlie ([iiestioii ot the surrender to Scindia >>f the (iwalior fort, 
which had h(“-*n occujricd hy the British since 1808 , was ag-ain hrou^ht 
under <lis(*ussion . It was (‘Ventually decided to make over the fort to 
tin? Maharaja, loj^etlrtu’ wilh the cantonment of Morar. In return for 
this r'orieessioii , Scindia agreed to pay t.o ihe Jiritish (hjvm’iiment a sum 
of fifteen lakhs of riipt‘es on account of expenditure incurred U]K)ii the 
fort, and to transfer to the British (toverimient the town and fort of 
dhansi. At the same time Seimlia w’as allowed to increase his infantry 
hy 8,000 men, hut it was stipulated that, he should not hrine- his regular 
cavalry heyond tlu' actual .strength at wd»i<-h it stooil in TSovemher 1885. 

The decision of tlie (iovernmenl to effect tin’s transfer was announced 
}»y the Viceroy at a Darhar hehl at (Iwalior on the 2nd Decemher 1885, 
and was corifiiriied hy a Kharita (No. XXI), dai(‘d the 24tli February 
188(). 8 ’lic actual evacuation of (Iwalior and Molar hy British troops 
tof)k place on the lOlh .March 1880, and on the same, date the town ami 
fort of flJiansi A\(‘ie made over hy the (Iwalior authorities. 

ilayaji .Bao Scindia died in 1880. In 1805, after ihe death of the 
last survivor of three infant sons, lie had obtained the sanction of Gov-

This 
admin isfrafi VO body was ompoworod io carry on fiio u,’ovcrnmeni of the 
(rwalior Stafo in consuHarion with the Ko.siflojit, who was iiisfnictod to 
supervise their proce(‘din^s and fo suj’jiest, measures for file improvement 
of the adminisfiaf ion. Itelorms were initiated in almost eveiy hrancli 
of the jiovernment ; and sjiecial efforts, wliich met wilfi a considerahle 
measure of success, ncrc* made to su])iv<t< ciijin*, and inoiv jiarticiiJarJy 
or^‘anis(‘(l dakaiti, tJirou^liont the State. 


Tlie a(V‘essi()n ol Maharaja Madlio Kao Scindia was signalized liy ilie 
aliolilion of' all li’ansil dut i(‘s tlnouo-lioiil (iwidioi’ State. This ini])ortant 
nu-asuK* was announciMl hy a not iticat i(m dat<‘d th(‘ L^’itli Septeniher ISStJ. 


In 1SS7 the (’ouncil ol Iteo’ency olVered the (government of India a 
loan of three and a half crorc's of rujiees at 4 ])er cent. intei’Cid. This 
investment of a jiortion of the accumulated State treasure, which 
amountiMl to ii])wards of six crores, was apjiroved, the liu'ms wmi* em- 
hodied m an Ajireement (Xo. X \ I 1 ), ami it was aiian^-ed that lh(‘ rcjiay- 
ment of the loan sliould he made hy annual instalments of ll.? lakhs, 
commencing' one year aft(‘i the Alaharaja should come of a^-e. 14ie Joan 
was finally I'cjiaid in full in ItlLM. 


Kao Kaja (lanpat Kao died in liSSS: and, with ilu' concurrema' of 
the (iovernment of India, the junior Alaharanl was nominated to act as 
Ke^’cnf, thone-h wltliout administrative* powers or right of intciTereiice 
w ith the conduct of ]»uhlic all'airs. Ua])u Sahih Jadan, a memher of the 
(h)uncil of K(*g’(*ncy and the Mahara|a's maternal grandfather, was 
instalh‘d as Pjesident of the (hmncil. 


In 1S88 detailed arrangements were made foi flit* transfei* of the 
teiritorv in the neighhourhood ol Jhansi, ceded hy dayaji Jtao Scindia 
in ISStl. The conditions relating thereto weie set forth in a Khaiita 
(Xo. XXIll) dated tlie ITIh dune from the Viceioy to Aladho Kao 
Si'india, and acc(*pted hy him in a Kharita (Xo. X X I i ilatc'd the 7lh 
Septeniher. 
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In December 1888 tin Aoreemerii (No. XXV) was concluded with the 
Council of Regency, whereby the Durbar ceded full civil and criminal 
jurisdiction over the lands in (Jwalior territory occupied by the extension 
of the Indian Midland Itailway from (Iwalior to Jhansi and from Jhansi 
ill the direction of llhojial. These lauds had been given, free of charge, 
by Jayaji Ilao Scindia in 1882. In the same month the Postal Conven- 
tion of 1885 was modified bv the conclusion of an additional Convention 
(No. XXVI). 

In 1887 the Council of Hegency made a formal rec}uest that all the 
roads in Gwalior territory, then under the charge of tlie Public AVoiivs 
Department of th(‘ (imtral India Agency, should be made over to the 
admin istiation of' the Gwalioi Stale. 'I’he Iransfei* was agreed to, on 
condition that thc^se roads wiiich were important fi’oin an Jni])ei‘ial 
jjoint of view should be kept in a state satisfjn*tory to the Govern nitmt 
of India, who would make arrangemeiits f(U* examining them I'rom time 
to time; ami that, it at any tiim* the Slate sliould fail to kee]) the roads 
up to the re(|uired standard, Governimujt \\ould resume charge, the whole 
cost of such Jesumj)tion and of fulun* mainliuianct^ btu’ng chargeable to 
the Gwalior State. I'he transK*r was accordingly carried out with 
elfect I'rom the 1st June 18SS, and the yearly lont ribution ol ILs. 50, ()()() 
formeily paid by Gwalioi' ceased I'rom that date. 

In 1800 an Agreement (No. XXVII) was made by (he llritivsh Gov- 
ernment beiweiui the Gwalior and Ratlam States, for the construction 
by the former of a imdalled road a jiorlitm of which runs through the 
Pat lam State. 

In 1800 the (h)uncil of P<*gency placed at the disposal of tlie Govern- 
ment of India, for the purposes of Imperial defem^e, a force of two 
regimcjits of cavalry and a tFans])ort tjaiii of 5|)() ponies. This olVer, 
wliich was made in th<‘ name of the Maharaja, was accepted by the 
GoN(‘rnmt*nt of India. 

In Dei'cmber 180-1 Maharaja Madho Pao Scindia was inv(‘sted wdth 
luling powejs, and the (kmncil (d' Peg<‘ncy was dissolveil. 

In 1805 the Gwalior Transport (hups took part in the Chitral 
expedition. 

In the same xear the following <listri<*ts of the Isagarli Prant were 
transferred to the ]>olitical chai'g(‘ of the Resident at Gwalior: — the 
Gwalioj- distriids of Philsa and Mongaoli, and the Estate of Agra- 
Parkhera, fiom the Phopal Agency: and the Panod Pargana, from the 
Gun a Agency. 

In 1800 the Gwuilior Darbar bad agreed to the construction of two 
lines of railwaxy, one from Pina on the Indian Midland Railway to 
Guna, and the other from TTjjain to Bhopal by way of Sehore. These 
lines were opened for public traffic in 1895 and 1897. The working of 
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botli was made over to the Indian Midland Railway Company hy Agree- 
ments (Nos. XXVIIT and XXIX) rontliuled in 1890. Full civil and 
criminal jurisdiction over these lines was ceded hy the Darbar, but no 
formal agreement on this point was drawn up. 

In 1894 the Jlombay, Baroda and Central India Railway Company 
contemplated the construction of the TTj jain-Ratlam Railway and its 
extension to Delhi; and the Gwalior Darbar applied for jxnniission to 
construct the line from lljjain Nagda. The (Tovernment of India 
had decided that the line should be constructed as an ijnperial railway, 
but, in deference 1r) the wish(*s r)f the Maharaja, ihey ac(‘(‘ded to the 
Darbar’s recpiest to own and pay for the railway, on the understanding 
(hat it should he construct(‘d and worked by the Bombay, Baroda and 
(hmtral India Railway (V)!ripany. The Darbar ced<*d land for, and 
full eivil and eriTiiinal jurisdietiorC over, the line b(*lwcen Djjain, 
Nagda and Ratlani ; but no formal agreement was cxemited. The 
working of the TTj jain-Nac'da. so(‘tion of the IT jjain-Ratlam Railway 
was handed over by tin* Gwalior Darbar to (lie B(md»ay, Baroda and 
(%mt?al India Railway Company under an Agreement {No. XXX) eon- 
eluded in 1899. I’he Schedules to this Agieemmit weie reviseal in I90o: 
and additions and alterations to the Agreement weje made in 1915, 
1!)I9 and 1921. 

In 1899 the eantonment of Sipii, with all its buildings, \>as made 
over to the Gwalioi' Darbar at a valuation of Rs. 50,000. 

Ill NoNeiiilMM* of Ihe same \(‘ar th(‘ Kstales of Raglmgaih, Raron, 
Garha (Jamner), T^mri, Bhadauia. DImrnanda, Sirsi, and the ('hhahra 
pargana of ihe Tank State, and t/ie Bajiangarli district of the Gwalior 
State, foT'merly uniJer the political eontToI of the Officer Omjmanding’ 
the Central India Horse at Giina, were transferied to tlie charge of the 
Resident at Gwalior 

In the same year Maharaja Madho Rao Scindia placed his Transport 
(\>i])s at Ihe dis])osal of the (government of India foi- .service on the 
North-West Frontier. 

In 1898 British Currency wms introduced in the Gw’alior and Isagarh 
Frants. Imperial rupees are now current throughout the State; hut the 
State still maintains a mint, and retains the right of coinage. 

In the same year a fresh Postal Convention (No. XXXI) was con- 
cluded. 

The extension of the Bina-Guna Railway to Bar.an had been sanc- 
tioned hy the Government of India in 1899, the line rnnning through 
the territories of the Gwalior and Tonk States. Tlie Gwalior portion 
of ihe line was constructed at the cost of the Gwalior Darbar, while tlie

occupied by the line (No. XXXll). 'Pbe line was worked by the Indian 
Midland Kailway with vnIioiu Agreements were cojicluded by tbe Darbara 
(d' Gwalior (ISo. XXXIJI) and Tonk (.vcc Yol, III). 

In 1900 tlie Maharaja ])laced at the dis])osal of tlie Kritish Govern- 
ment dot) trained aitillery horses for service in South Afric-a. In the 
same year an Af»reement (No. XXXI V) was concluded, providinp; for 
the effective (‘ontiol and discijdine of the Imperial Servi<‘e dhoops, 
maintained by the vStafe, wluni s(*rvin<»‘ beyond its frontier. 

In vSeptenib(‘r 1000 the Mahaiaja proceeded on field service to (diina. 
lie subsecpiently ])laced at tlie dis])«)sal of tbe Kritisb Govaunnient a 
fully e({ui])j»cd Ilosjiital Ship for the use of tlie sick and uniindcd of the 
(diina ex])editionarY forces, at an initial cost of 20 lakhs of rupees. 

In 1807 tbe const met ioji within the Gwalior State of two secti(uis of 
th(‘ Gwalior lii^-ht Railway on th<‘ 2-fo(»t «:auo-t*, one li'orn Gwalioi’ to 
Si])ri and the other from Gwalior to Khind, was sanctioned by the Gov- 
ei’ument of India at tlu' fost of the (Gvalior Daibar. Tlu' (juestion of 
jurisdiction over these lines is left in the hands of tli(‘ Daibar so lonj»‘ 
as the lines remain isolated, but the Daibar have a^re(‘d to its c(‘Ssiou 
in the event of its assunijition by the Kritish Government becomiiif^ 
necessary. Tlie lines were work(‘d hy the Indian Midland Kiiilway 
under an A^’-reement (No. XX XY) coiielnded in October 11)00. 

In 1001 sanelion was aeeoided by tbe Government of India to tbe 
extension of tin* Gwalior lii^bt Kailway from Gwalior to Sabal};aili , on 
tbe same condition as that wblcb np])licd to the lim* already opened; 
nam(*ly, tliat jurisdiction over the line should be n*tained by tin* Daibar 
so lon^- as the line remained isolated, but that flu* Darbar should ((‘dt* tlie 
jurisdiction, «*tc., wbenever its assninpti(ui by tlie (iroveriiment of India 
mifilit become ueeessary. In 1004 an A<i*r(*emf‘nl (No. XXXYI) was 
loneliub'd with the Great Indian IVninsnla Kailway (with wbieh the 
Indian Midbmd Railway had been amalj;aniaied) for the working of tbe 
Gwalior l/i<.»‘bt KaiUvay, including* tbe Sabaloarb extension. In tbe 
same year tbe Darbar obtained sanetion to tin* further extension of tbe 
liiK* from Sahalo-ai'li to Slieopur. In 1010 the Daibar took ovc'r the 
workiii}^- of the wdiole of the Gwalior Lifjrbt Railway. 

In 1904 tbe Gov’ernmeiit of India aeeepted an offer by the Mahara ja 
to iiKuease bis luijierial Service Troops by tbe addition of a regiment of 
cavalry, two battalions of infantry and a transport corps. 
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In 1905 the Toiik Darhar, finding theinsfdves unable to refund the 
niom'v advanced bv Sciiidia in lH9(i for the constiuction of tlie (9ihabra. 
section of the Guna-Baran Railway, concluded an Agreement (No. 
XXX VII) for its sale to the Gwalior ])a.rbar. In tin' same year the 
Government of India decided to accept a contribution from the Gwalior 
Darbar towards the cost of con struct in that jiortion of the Nao*da- 
Muttra Itailway whicli lies within Gwalior territory : and in Fe})ruarv 
190() the Darbar ceded (No. XXXVIII) full and exclusive power and 
jurisdiction of every kind over the lands in the Gwalior State which 
were, or mij^ht thereaftei* be, occupied by the Na^da-Muttra Itailway. 

In 1911 Supplementary At^reements (No. XXXIX) were concluded 
between the Gwalior Darbar and the Sei-retaiy^ of State, consequent on 
the dissolution of the Indian Midland Railway (k)mpany, for th(^ workin^^ 
of the Bina-Guna, Guna-Baran (the portion in Tonk as well as that in 
Gwalior territory) ami U jjain-Bhopal Itailuays, through the agency of 
the Great Indian Peninsula Railway. 

In 1910 the head(|uarters of the Bhoj)awar Agency were t lansferred 
from Sardarpur to Manpur, and that of the Malwa Bhil (.'orps to Indore. 
As a r(‘sult of this arrangement Sardarjjur was vacat(‘d and Innided 
over to the Gwalior Darbar on the 29th November 1911. h'or the civil 
and Jiiilitary buildings the Darbar jiaid a siini of Rs. l,2l),o97. 

In PM I the Imperial I’ost OHices within the State, except those at 
the Gwalior Residency and Agar, were closed. The one at Agar was 
subsequently closed in October 1922. 

In PM 2 a Convention (No. XL) was concluded regajcling the free 
exchange ol postal seiTice telegiams and telegjaph ^^tu vice (‘orre.spon- 
dence. 

On the outbieak of the Greal. Wai the Maharaja ]>laced Ids personal 
services ami all the lesources of the State at the disposal of the King 
J0mj)eror. The whole of the Impejial Service Tioops as well as a 
number of men fjom the Irregular Koj'ces of the Slate served the Empiro 
in ditferent theatres ()f war. 

Maharaja Scindia offered and, witli the help of a number of 
Indian Princes, oi’ganised the Hospital Ship “Loyalty”. He also 
established and maintained, at the cost of his own Stat(‘, a (\)nvalescent 
Home at Nairobi. 

The Darbar, besides arranging the ])ostpon(‘ment of payim'nts due 
to them on account of State loans and other Treaty ])aymeJits, {ulvanced 
a fresh interest-free loan of bO lakhs, and purchased S5 lakhs worth of 
War Bonds. Their total financial assistance is said to have amounted 
to nearly 2d4 lakhs. 
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In October 1914 an Agreenioiit (No. XLI) bi*tween llie (jwalior Dar- 
bar and tlie (jioat Indian Peninsula llailway was concluded for the 
joint use of the (Iwalior Station. This Agreement was revised in 1923. 

In 19 1 (S the permanent salub^ of ilie liuler of Gwalior was raised to 
21 guns. 

In March 1921 the Government of India restored to the Gwalior 
Daibai- suz(‘.rain rights ov(*r certain feudatories to whom the Ibitish 
Government, in I he earlier ]>art of tJie nineteenth ('Ontury, had guar- 
anteed in p(*i'peiuity e(*riain hlstates and allowances. This restoration, 
whicli affected 43 Estate's, was announced (No. XLII) by the Viceroy 
at a Darbar he'ld at Delhi on the Mlh Mare-li 1921. As a result of this 
settlement the Gwalior Darbar granted new perpetual Sanads to the 
13 hold era. 

In Octoher 1922 the ( ’anionmeuts of Agar and Guna were vacated 
l)y tlie (h'litral India Hoisi*, and I In' area occupit'd by tlieni \\as restori'd 
to the Darhar. At the same time an assurance was given that, their 
transfer should not prejudice the exi.sting treaty obligations of the 
Hritish Government to assist, the Maharaja, siiould occasion arise. 

In 1921 c('?'tain extensions and realignments of the Gwalior Light 
Hailway round Lashkar, Gwalior and Alorar were carried out by the 
Darhar with the consent of the Government of India. 

A ievis<'d lh)stal (Convention (No. XLIII) was roncluded in February 
1925. 

Mahai'aja Aladho llao Scindia died (in Laris, on his way to Fingland) 
on tlie otli June 1925. lie was succeeded by liis son the jiresent 
.Maharaja George Tivaji Itao Scindia, boiii in June 191() and named, 
wdth ITis Maji'sty’s consent, after King George y . During his minority 
the State is administeri'd, in a<*cordance with the wishes of the late 
Maliaraja, by a Council of Administration wdth the Senior Maharani 
as President. 

Opium cultivation in Afalwa had received n severe blow from the 
extinction of tlie o]>ium trade with China in 1913 In 1910 the Gov- 
ernment of India, had undertaken to purchase a part of the opium 
lequired for the Ghazi])ur factory from tlie Malwxa States, and had 
agieed to take over at a fixt'd ])7ice, for a period of six years, the produce 
of specified areas to be cultivated under State (‘ontrol. In 1922 the 
terms were further extendi'd for a period of six years, under a supple- 
mentary agreement terminable in 1927-28; but, owing to large over- 
deli vejies, increasing accumulations and a shrinking demand, it became 
necessary to reduce' jiroduction: and in 1924 the Government of India 
terminated the agreement, and in 1920 entered into a fresh Agreement

From that time there was perpetual 
feud between Sciiidia and llie Khiehi elan, till Tai Sinf^li died in 1818, 
leaving liis title to be dis]>u(ed by two claimants, Dhaiikal Singh and 
Ajit Singh. With these <laimants a Settlement (No. CT) was made in 
1810, througli tlie mediation and under Ihe guaiantee of the British 
Government, by which Scindia gave them the fori and town of llaghu- 
garh and lands in theii' vicinity, snj)posed to yield an annual revenue 
of Its. 1,42,848-8, witli a provision that any revenue derived t'rotn tliese 
lands whiidi exceeded Its. 55,000 should be paid to the (iwalior Darbar 
who, on th(‘ir ])art, were to make good any deficiency. The dagir nevei’ 
yielded so much as Its. 55,000, and the result was tliat an animal balance 
was shown against Scindia, which was advanced to tlx* Khichis fiom 
the Britisli treasury. Up to 1828 the Darbar paid lhes(‘ balances; but 
thei(‘after they demurred, (»n tin* grounds that, if the dagir were jiroperly 
managed, it would yield more tlian Bs. 55,000. and that tin' Khichis 
realis(*d mor<‘ nwenue than was cr(‘dit(*d in the ac(M)unts. 

The mattei* was complicated by disputes in tlie family: ami at last, 
in 1843, with the consent and ])y the mediation of th(‘ British Goven’n- 
ineiit, it was arranged that the (‘lig-inai agreement shmild be r('])laced 
})y sepaial(* enyagenients with the thre<* principal mmubers of th<‘ family 
— Bijai Siagh, Thakur Chhatarsal and Ajit Singh. The Darbar, on 
granting these flesh sanads, stipulat(‘d tor the jiaynient of a nazarana 
of Bb. 30.000, to which Bijai Singh and Chhatarsal consented.

Translation of an Acjrkkimknt from Sindia, granting to the Encillsh the ex- 
clusive jirivilegc of Trade in the City and Pjorounnah of Baroach, dated 
the 21st March 17S;5. 

This is to certity, that, as the* (loveriior-dcneral and (Vmncil have of their own 
free will and accord, and on Ixdialf of the (Company, (amferred upon me. their entire 
right to the two shares of the fort, city, and perguimah of Baroach, I have there- 
fore accepted of the same, and will retain them always in my own possession. And 
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1 hereby agree that the English shall carry on trade as usual in the said city and 
pergunnah and no improper molestation shall be olTered to them ; and also, I 
will not permit any other European nation excepting the English to trade in any 
shape in the said city and pergunnah. 

Written on the sevenleetifh of litibee-oos-sanee^ of the year one thousand one hundred 
and ni net y- seven of the lleyira^ eorrespondiny with the twenty-first day of March one 
thousand seven hundred and eight y-three of the Christum era.

and the settlennmt of eojuATiis of traile wen* omitted, a.ml doubts ha.v<“ a.J‘isen on 
t lu'se subjects, which Maharajah Sonbadar lVla.dho Dao Sindia. is willing to rt'iiiove : 
Kor this ])urpos(“, a.nd to sn])port tin* English trade in the city and jiergminah of 
Haroaeh. We, the (b»vernor-(leneral and Council of K<nt W'dliaiii in Jhmgal, a]»- 
pctiiit.ed by the King and J’arlianient of (treat Dritain to direct a.nd control all 
jiohtieal affairs of the llommrabh*, English East Jjidia Conij)any in India, on the 
(me part, and Maharajah Mad ho Ibio Bnidia Dahadoor on tin* other part, agree. 
t(> tlu! following 'treaty (amtaining seven Articles, and bijid ourselves a)id suc- 
cessors to the full a.iid invariable observance of them. 

Article 1. 

Maharajah Soubadar Madho Rao Sindia Bahadoor agrees that in every year 
in which the English (Jonijiaiiy carry on trade in the district of Jhiroach, the duties 
theremn shall be taken according to the Treaty with the Nawab of Baroach, in 
the year one thousand seven Jiundred and sixty-four; that is to say, on 
the cotton which is purchased from Baroach, on every candy of Surat weight, 
one and a half Rupees and four felloos shall be paid, and the duty on other artich‘8 
which are importial or (ixportixl by the Gonijiany shall be one Ruiiee eight annas 
for every hundred Rii])ees ; and liesides these established articles of the Company’s 
trade, whatever oth(*r articles come from English individuals shall be subject to 
a duty of six Rupees in every hundred thereon, conformably to the usage which 
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existod wln*u the (!)oinpany had posscflsion of Baroach. The Governor-General 
and OoiiiKjil a'^ree that, tlie Enf^lish ahall not unite any Hindostanee in their trade, 
and tti it in case of siieh partnership, such duties shali b(^ paid thereon as arc paid 
upon the eoiniiicrei^ of the nnTclianta wearing turbans. The Governor-General 
and Gounijil eousent tfiat tlie dutie,s stipulated to be ])aid upon the Company’s 
trade shall be paid by t.lie Company’s Resident at Ihiroaeh to the Amil of that 
district. 

Article 2. 

It has the old establislied custom, on <he wreck of any ship, vessel or 
bf)ats within any of tin* jiorts in the neighbourhood of ihiroach, that the owner 
of tin* port should l.ake, poss<*ssion of the goods ; but as at this time a firm friend- 
slii[) exists between the gov«*rnment of the English Company and Maharajah 
Soubidar Madho Hio Sindia Hahadoor, th(^ Governor-Gimeral and Council have 
r<‘.(piost(3<l that the goods of the slops, v'(*.ssels, and boats of the English that may 
be wf<3cked in the rivm- of Biroaeh, may be released and Maharajah Soubadar 
Madho Rio Sindia Bahadoor agrees, for the sake of friendship, that when any 
ship, vessel, or boat- biilonging to the English shall be wr(*ck(5d in the river Nerbudda 
wnieh b(i ongs to the district of Baroach, and the Amil of Baroach may save any 
gO(»ds which biMi* tin*, mark of tin*. English, the Amil shall (b'.livtn* all such goods 
to the, Coiujiany’s Re..sident at Baroach, who shall reimburse the amount exjiended 
in saving and keejiing th(*m. 

Article d. 

Souk* disputes having aris<*n betwe<*n the English and subjects of flic Maha- 
rajah l)i*longing to tin*, fort of Baroach, in res]n*ei, to tin* tinn* of j>assing into tlie 
fort and out ol it, it is now agreeil, and tin* Maharajah has dirt'ct<‘d, that at the 
tim *s when it is (uistom.iry that tin* gat(* should remain open, tin* jx'ojih' In^loiig- 
iiig to tin* Amil of Biro.ich shall not j»r<*V(*nt the going ainl coming of the English 
or t.ln*ir dejn'udant.s, hut t hat the gate shall lie shut at 1 he apj)oint(*d hour, and none 
of tin? English or tln*ir defx'inbints shall have any light to (*nt(*r (In* fort, or go out 
of it, aft(*r tliat. tim*. 'Plie English are not then to d'-sire that tin? gati? may be 
<>[> ‘iii*.d for ( hem, not even to give, inte.liigciiei* of the arrival of any shi]) that may 
c.ome into (.h«* por(. at night. 


Article 4. 

MilMiMjah Soubadar Madho Rao Sindia Bahadoor engages that the servants 
of tin*. E'l'ilirth f.K'.t.ory, and their hoiise.hold att.endants, and the tradesiin'.n such 
as c irp. inters or siijitlis, or [lorters who work in the Company’s factory, and do not 
work anywherii but in the, fac,t.ory, shall be unde.r the protection of the Resident 
at Biroach, and the Amil of Biroach shill in no m inner molest them lot dut.es 
or customs, etc. And when any crimi curamitte.d or supposed to have been com- 
mitted, by any such persons, shall be discovered, the Amil of Baroach shall send 
notice to the Ooiupany’s Resident that he iniy examine and pass judgincut upon 
Such persons, or the Company’s Resident shall send hack such persons to the Amil, 
that whatever is proper in the case may bo done by him ; and the Governor -Ge- 
neral and Council agree that when any tradesmen, etc., working in the Company’s 
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/actoiy, ehall go into the town of Baroach, and work also with other nicKhants 
and townsmen, the Amil of Baroach shall 1ak<i the duties for such tradctnicn, 
etc., according to the ])racticc now in use with respect to the ])crsons not working 
for the English only. For the-sakc of obviating any disputes that might occur 
on this point, the Com])any’s Kesideiit at Baicaich shall prepare a list, of tin* servai ts 
of the factory, with their descriptions and stations, and deliver it to the Amil. 

Article 5. 

The (Joveruor-Ceneral and Council agret* that the (bm]iany‘s l\esi(!eiit at 
Baroach shall not. atTord ])roteetion to any person «>! the town wl (» may f'y liom 
the Amil and resort to the B(‘sident for it, ])nt. shall, eonfoimab]\ to J’rji nch'-lnj), 
deliver iij) such person to the Amil. 

Article G. 

It is agreed that, the Jb‘Si(l<*nt at. Baroaeli sliall not ejitertain more sejiojs 
than the numher m^eessary for the ])rotection of the Ericlisli ])ro]teTty in the' fac- 
tory, wliie.li niimbt'r luis been tiA(‘d at fifty men. It is a.lsn agreed that the English 
in future sliall not heat th(‘ drum in the factory, as is the custoin in the ( onijniny's 
districts. 8ueh jaTsons as may he in tin* train or soware<‘ of the Besident may 
have distinguishing badgi'S, but are not to carry imiskets. 

Article 7. 

Maharajah Souliadar Madlio Bao Sindia Baliadoor engages in lespec^ to the 
d<*hts rec.cnt.ly incurred by the. inhabitants of flaroaeb to tin* f'mnpany's sub- 
jects, or Hindi as may be ineurr<‘d in fuiurv and not duly paid, that the Amil of 
Baroa.ch shall examine the claim in the kutelieree of his owui Adawdnt, and t'nfoici* 
the payment of wliatever may be proviMl lo be just : and in res])<‘i‘t to 1h(‘ didds 
which wer<’ owing from the inhabitants of Baroach to the (Vmijianv’s suhjiets 
at t.lu^ time when Haroacdi was given to Madhajee Sindia, the Amil shall ascertain 
wdiatever ma,y la* due, uiul if the (bditor be in good eirenmstanee.s, he shall force 
him to pay immediately; it not in good eireiimstanees, h«‘ sha.Jl tixon juojier periods 
of jiayiiieiit liy instalment, and oblige tlie ohservanee oi tlnmi. 

The ])art,ies mutually swear, according to their n'speetive fa,it]'‘i, to aliide by 
this agreement.

is ])iirchased from Baroach, on every candy of Surat W(‘ight, one and a half Rupee 
and four felloos shall be pai<l and the duty on other articles, which are imported 
or ex])orted by th(^ Company, shall be one Rupee eight annas for every hundred 
Rupees. And wlicrcias the extent of the Company’s t rade at Baroach, in respect 
to the weight of cotton and the amount of pie(;e goods was not exactly known to 
either of the ])arti(‘s, and the sp(‘.cifi cation of the saTiic was required by Maharajah 
Soubadar Madho Rao Sindia, tin* Covernor-Ceneral end Council of Bcmgal, in 
compliance with the wishes of Maharajah Soubada,r Madho Ra,o Sindia, having 
written to the Governor and Council of Bombay on this subject, and ascertained 
the annual t rade of the Honourable Company at Baroach to consist of eight hun- 
dr(!d candies of cotton of Surat weight, and ])iee(‘ goods to the amount of on(‘ lakh 
and fifty thousand Rupees, firime cost ; it is thendon' mutually agreed to, that

This Treaty is to be ratified by the Maharajah Dowlut Rao Sindia in eight 
days from this time, and the ratification is to be delivered to Major-General Wel- 
losh'V. 

Major-G('neral Wclh'sley engages that it shall be ratified by His Excellency 
the Most Noble tlu; Governor-General in Council, and the ratification shall be deli- 
vered to the Maharajah in three months or sooner, if possible. 

The orders for the cession of the territories shall be delivered to Major-General 
Wellesley at the same time with the ratification of the Treaty of Peace ; but the 
forts of Asseerghiir, Powanghur, and Dohud are not to be delivered up till accounts 
will have been received that the territories ceded have been evacuated by the 
Maharajah’s officers and troops.

require, shall be colh'cted : and it is further agreed that the Officers of the res- 
pective Cfovernni<‘nts, while they ar<* in the fulfilment of the Articles of this Treaty, 
either with the army or in tin* territories of tin* other, shall In* tri'ated with that 
respect and consideration which is due to their rank and station.

The subsidiary force will, at all times, be ready, on the ri'quisition of the Maha- 
rajah, to execute s(*rvic.(*H of imjiortance, such as the care* of the person of the Maha- 
rajah, his heirs and Hucc<‘ssors, the protection of the country from attack and in- 
vasion, the overawing and chastis(*ment of relx'Is or (‘xcit(‘rs of (listurbanc(* in the 
Maharajah's dominions ; but it is not to be emjdoyed on trifling occasions. 

Article 7. 

Whereas it is agreed in the thirteenth Artich* of the Tri'afy of Ih'ace that tin*. 
Maharajah All Jah Dowlut Kao Sindia shall nevi'r taki* or retain in his s(‘rvice any 
Frenchman, or the subjt*ct of any other European or American ])ow('r, tin* Efovern- 
ment of which may be at war with Great Britain, or any British subji'ct what(‘ver, 
Eiiro])ean or native of India, without the consent of the British Gov(*rnment, 
the Maharajah now further t*ngages that he will hereaft(*r never emi)loy in his 
service, or permit to r(*sid(* in his dominions, any European or American what(*ver, 
without the, consent and accpiij'seence of the British Government ; the said British 
Gov(*rnment, on its part-, engaging that it nev<*r will emjiloy, or p(*rmit to reside 
in its dominions, any jierson subject of the Maharajah or others, who shall here- 
after b(! guilty of crimes or of hostility against the pi‘rson or govertiment of the 
aforesaid Maharajah Dowlut Kao Sindia. 

Article 8. 

As, by the present Treaty, the union and friendship of the two States is so 
firmly cemented, that they may be considered as one and the same, the Maharajah 
engages neither to commence nor to pursue in future any negociation with any 
principal States or iiowers, without giving pr(*vious notita* and entering into mutual 
consultation with the Honourable East India Company’s Government: and the 
Honourable. Company’s Government, on their part, declare that they will have 
no manner of concern wdtli any of the Maharajah’s rc*lations, dejiendants, military 
chiefs, or servants, with res 2 )ect to whom the Maharajah is absolute : and that 
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they will, on no occasion, ov(*r afford encouragement, support, or protection, 
to any of the. Maharajah’s relations, de)>endants, clncffs, or servants, who juay 
eventually act in o])i)osition 1o the Maharajah’s authority, hut, on the <'ontrary, 
at the requisition of the Maharajah, tiny will aid and assist t(> ])unisli and reduce 
all such offenders to obedience : an<l it is further agreed that no officer of i he Honour- 
able Company shall ever interfere in the internal affairs of th<i Maharajah’s govern- 
ment. 

Article 9. 

As the chief object and design of the present defensive alliatice is tin' security 
and protection of the dominions of the contracting parties, and their allies and 
dependants, from all attack whatsoever, the Maharajah Dowlut Hao Sindia engages 
never to commit any act of hostility or aggression against any State or Cluef in 
alliance with the Ronourable (Company, or against any other princi])al State or 
power ; and in the ev(mt of differences arising, whatever adjustment the Comi)any’8 
Government, widghing matt(‘r8 in the scale of truth and justice, may determine, 
shall me(*t his full approbation and acquiescence*. 

Article 10. 

The contracting parties will employ all practicable means of conciliation to 
prevent the calamity of war, and for that purpose will, at all times, be ready to 
cnt<‘r into amicable exqdanations, with other principal States or powers, and to 
cidtivate and improv'e tin* gen<*ral ndations of peaee and amity with all the prin- 
ci])al powers of India, aceording to the true spirit and tenor of this Treaty ; but 
if a war sliould unfortunately break out between the contracting ]n*rties and any 
other State or ])owor what(‘ver, then tin* Maharajah AH .Tali Dowlut Kao Sindia 
Bahadur engages that the English force, consisting of six battalions, with their 
guns, etc-., joiiK'd by a detachment of his army, consisting of six thousand of the 
Maharajah's infantry, and ton thousand of his Pagah and Sillahdar cavalry, whicli 
force* the Maharajah engages always to keep ready, shall be imm(*diatcly put in 
motion for thc! piuqiosc of opposing the enemy : and the Maharajah also engages 
to employ every further effort for the purpose of bringing into the field the whole 
forei* which lie may he able to siqiply from his dominions, with a view to the effec- 
tual prosecution and spe<*dy termination of the said war. The Honourable Com- 
pany, in the same manner, engage on their part (on such event occurring) to em- 
ploy in active ojierations against the enemy as largo a force as the service may 
require, over and above the said subsidiary force. 

Article 11. 

Whenever war shall apjiear probable the Maharajali Ali .Tali Dowlut Kao 
Sindia engages to collect as many Binjaries as possible, and to store, as much grain 
as may bo practicable in the frontier garrisons. The (’ompany’s Government 
also, with a view to the effectual prosecution of the war, engages to adopt similar 
measures in their frontier garrisons. 
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Article 12. 

I’liii L'oiit raciing particB entertain no vi(^WH or conquests of extension of their 
resj>ective dominions, nor any intention of proceeding to iiostilities against any 
State or principal power, unless in the case of unjust and unprovoked aggression, 
and after the failure of their joint endeavours to obtain reasonable satisfaction, 
through the channc*! of jiaeific negoeiation. aeconling to the tenor of the preceding 
Treaty. It, eoidrarv to the s]>irit and object of this defeiisivi* Tri'aty, war with 
any State should Injreafter a])])(‘ar unavoidable (which (Hod avert), the contract- 
ing parties will ])ro(a*ed to adjust the rule of jiartition of all such advantages and 
ac<[uiaitions as may eventually n^sult from th(‘ success of their united arms. It 
is declared that in the event of war and of a consequent partition of conquests 
between the contracting ])arti<‘S, the shari'S of each GovernnKUit shall be equal, 
in the division of any territory wdiich may be acquir'd by the successful exertions 
of their unitcMl arms, ])rovided that each of the contracting jiarties shall havt* faitli- 
fully fullilhal all the sti])uhition8 of this Trealy. 


Aiiticle 13. 

The interests of the contracting parties being identified by Ibis defensivi* al- 
liance, it is agreed that the Honourable (Vmipany's GovuTiiirK'nt shall be at lib(Tty 
to employ the whole, or any part of the subsidiary force establislu'd by tlu' Trcaity 
in the quelling of any distur]»anc<‘S whieJi may arise within their tiuTitm-ies, or in 
the perforinancti of any other siTvicc* which may be r(M]uired by the said Honour- 
able (■oiiqiany’s Government, ]>rovide(| such s<‘r\ ice shall not inti'rfen* with any 
other duties on whii'h the said subsidiary forei* is liable to Ik' (unjiloyed und(‘r the 
conditions of this 'treat. v. And if disturbances shall at any time bieak oiu in any 
jiart of th<‘ iMaharajah’s dominions which Iua s eontigiioiis to the frontier of the 
Honourable t^impanv, and to which it might bt‘ ineonvenient to detaeli any ]uo- 
portion of the subsidiarv force, the British tlovernmeiit, in like manner, if reijuiri'd 
by Howlut Bao Sindia, shall diiect such of the ('ompany’s t roops as may he most 
conveniimtly stationed f<»r the ]»ur]*ose, to assist, in (pudling the said disturbances 
wdthin the Maharajah'i- dominions; and if disturbances shall at any time break 
out in any j>art of tJie dominions of the British (lovernment which lays contiguous 
to the frontier of the IVTaharajah, t.lu‘ Maharajah, if reijiiired by the British Govern- 
ment, shall direct such of his trinqis as may b(‘ moat eorivmuently statiomal for the 
pur])ose, to assist in <juelling the said disturbances within the dominions of the 
British Government. 

Arti(!LK 14. 

In ord(,‘r to strengthen and confirm th<* friendshi}) established between the 
two IStat(‘B ; it is agreed that neither of the tivo contracting parties shall enter 
into any alliance, or have any concern with the tributaries or chiefs ol the other : 
and, in order to sup]iort the independent authority of both Governments, it is 
agreed and declared, that hereafter neither of the contracting parties will give 
protection or countenance to the rebellious tributaries and subjects of the other, 
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but they will use their utmost endeavours lor the appreliension of rikjIi rebels, in 
order that they may be brought to punishment. 


Article 15. 

The Honourable Cornjiany agr<‘e to exert their influence to maintain the ob« 
servance of such usag<*s on matters of form and ceremony, and other customs, 
as shall appear to have* been fixc'd on all points of intercourse', and conimunication 
between thi' Pcishwa and his ancestors, and the Maharajah Dowlut Rao Sindia 
and his ancestors : and thc' English (Jov»‘rninent also agree to recognize the rights 
of Dowlut Rao Siridia to all possessions he holds, wheth(*r by written Sunnuds. 
or by grants, or by tin' unwritten authority of the Ih'ishwa, according to former 
U8ag<^, ])rovided such Sunnuds do not ii\t<'rfere with the faithful fulfilrjienf. of tho 
Treaty of Peace; uml ])rovided also that in all cases where flisjjules jnay arise, 
on th(' subjc'ct of possessions held by Ufiwritten authority, the Maharajah Dowlut 
Rao Siiidia agrt'es to refer if. to the arbitration of the said British (iovt'rrnuent, 
who willdi'cide, with r(‘ferene<‘ to former usage, on the princi])lcs of truth and justice. 
The English Dovau-nmc'iit further agre<*s to us(‘ its endc'av'onr fo ])revenf any aets 
which have' b(‘en done ])y Dowlut Rao Sindia, or his ancestors, iind(*r tin' author- 
ity reposed in him or tlnun by the Peisliwa, or his ancestors, from being sub- 
V(‘rt(*d provided tlieir being sn])ported is strictly eonsistc'iit with tin' pri'servation 
of tlie honour and dignity of His TIiglmess tin' Peisliwa, am) of the stipulations 
the Tri'aty of TVaei*. 

Article 10. 

This Treaty, consisting of sixteen Articles, ficing this day si'ttled by Major 
Male.olm, on tin' jnirf of tin* Honourable D()m])any, and by Ei'tul Pnni and Moonsliee 
Kavel Nyn, on tin* ])art. o) Dowlut Rao Sindia, Major JMalcolni has d(‘]iv(*r(‘d one 
copy thereof, in Persian and Marhatta and English signed and seah'd by himself 
to tin* said Maliarajah, who, on his pa-rf., has also <lelivered oin* eo])y of tiie same 
duly executed by himself : and Major Malcolm by virt ue of a sjx'cial autliority 
givi'ii liim in tliat belialf, by Major-(h-ucral the Ilnnouraldc Arthur VVi'llesley 
(liimself vested with full ])ovv<*rs as Ix'fore statc<l), In'rcby declares the said Tn'atv 
to be. in full I’oiiM' from tin* date In'icof, and engages that a copy of tin* same from 
tin* (lovc'rnor-dein'ral in (^>uueil, in (‘very respect a eouiiterparl of that (*xt*euted 
by himself, sliall be delivered to the Araharajali Ali Jah Dowlut Rao Sindia., in the 
sjiacc of two months and t(*u da 3 "s, and on (he deliverv of such eo],y, the Treaty 
cx(*eiitc(l by Major Malcolm shall be. returned.

Treaty witli Dowutt Rao vSindia, with the Doelaratory Article annexed, — 1805. 

Definitive Treaty of Amity and Alliance between the Donocrahle English 
East India (.'ompany and the Maharajah Ali Jah Ddwlut Kao Sindia 
Kahadook, and his children, heirs and siiccesHors. 

Whcre.as various doubts and inisuinb'rstandinf^s have aris(‘.n respecting the 
clear meaning and interpretation of parts of the. Treaty of Peace concluded be- 
tween the British (rovernment and Dowliit Kao Sindia, at 8urje(‘ Anjengaum, 
on the 3()tli December 1803, with a view of doing away all such doubts, and of pre- 
venting the recurrence in future of any misunderstanding, this definitive Treaty 
of amity and sdliance is concluded between the two States by Lieutenant-Colonel 
John Malcolm, acting under the immediate direction and superintendence of the 
Right Honourable General Gerard Ijake, (k)mmander-in-(3iief of His Majesty’s 
and the Honourable (^>m])any’s Forces, &c., &■(*., &c., and vesti'd with full powers 
and authority from tin* Honourabh' Sir George Hilaro Barlow, Baronet, ap]»oint- 
ed by tin* Honourable Court of Dir<‘ctors of the said Com])any to control and direct 
all their affairs in the East Indies, and MoonsJiee Kav(*l Nyn, vested with full 
powers and authority, on the part of the said Maharajah Dowlut Kao »Sindia. 

Article 1. 

Every ])art of tin* Treaty of Peace concluded by Gcm'ral Sir Arthur Wellesley, 
K.H., at Surje(' Anjengaum, (‘xcept what may be altiued by this engagement, is 
to remain binding upon the two States. 

Article 2. 

The Honourable Conijiany can never acknowledge tliat Dowlut Kuo Sindia 
has any claim or right, grounded on the Treaty of Siirjee Anjengaum, to ])ossess 
the fort of (Jwalior or the territories of (bdiiid ; but, from considiTationK of friend- 
ship, it agre.es to cede to tln^ Maharajah that fortress, ami such parts of the ter- 
ritory of Gohud as art; described in th<‘ accomjjanying Schedule. 

Article 3. 

As a compensation for this cession, and to rtummerate tin* English Govem- 
m(;nt for tlic annual exjxmst* incurred in sujiporting the. Kana of Gohud, Dowlut 
Kao Sindia agrees, on his own part and that of his Sirdars, to relinquish, after tlie 
1st of January 180fi,all right and claim whatever to the ])e,iisions of fifteen lakhs 
of Bu[)(;es granted to several of the chief oflie.ers of his State, by Die seventh Article 
of the aforesaid Treaty of Surjee Anjengaum. 


Article 4. 

The Honouralile. (Company agret* to pay to Dowlut, Kao Sindia the arrears due 
upon the pensions granted by the seventh Article of the Treaty of Peace, as above 
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mentioned, up to the 31st of December 1805, and also the balance due uj)on the 
revenues of Dholepore, Rajah-Kerrah, and Baree up to the same date, making 
deductions on the following heads : — 

Jst . — Pensions forfeited by Ba))j)Oo Sindia and Sudasheo Rao, by acts 
of hostility towards the British Government, to be stoj)j>ed from the 
date of tlKiir hostility. 

2^kL — Plunder of the British Residency. 

3rd . — Cash advanc(‘d by Mr. Jenkins to jjarlies td tlu' Maharajah's trooj)B. 

Charges of collection, etc., for the provijices of Dhole])orc, Baree, 
and Rajah-Kerrah. 


Aiittclk 5. 

With a vi(*w of pr(‘vcriiing any misunderstanding relating to their r(‘S])ective 
poss(‘Ssions on the quarter of Hindustan, it is agr(*ed ihat th<5 river Cfmmbul shall 
form the boundary between the two States, from tlie city of Kotah to the- west 
to tii(‘ limits of the tiirritories of Gohud to the east, and within that extent of tlie 
course of th(5 (‘hiiirihul, Dowlut Kao 8india shall have* no claim or rigid to any 
rule, tribute, revenue, or possessions on its north bank ; and the Honourabh* 
Company shall have no claim or right to any rub;, tribute, revmiiies or jiossi'ssions 
on the south bank of that river. Tin*, talooks of Bhad(*k and SoosejK*rarah, which 
are on t he banks of the Jumna, will, however, remain in jiossisssion of the llonour- 
ahle Company. 


Article G. 

By the fifth Article of this Treaty, which makes the riv(T (.'humbul the bound- 
ary of the two States, from the city of Kotah to the wesi to the limits of the terri- 
torii'S of Gohud to tlie east, tJie Maliarajah resigns all jiretcnsiims and claims to 
any tribute- from the Rajah of Boondei*, or any other, on thc^ north bank of the 
Cliiimhiil, within the aforementioned limits: also to tin* countries of Tank Ham- 
porah, Ibihraiingaum, Zemeidah, etc., and to tin* districts (*f Dholepore, Rajah- 
Ke-rrah, and Baree, all which remain in the posse.sshm of the llonourabh^ Conqiany. 

Article 7. 

The Honourable Company, on consideration of the benefits derived from the 
Article which makes the Chumbul the boundary between the. two States, and 
from friendship to the Maharajah, agree to grant him, ]K‘rsonally and exclusively, 
the annual sum of four lakhs of rupees, to be paid by quartiu'ly instalments, through 
the Resident at the Durbar ; and the Honourable (\mij)any also agree to assign, 
within their territories in Hindustan, a jaghire (to be- holden on the same footing 
as that enjoyed by Balia Bai) amounting to a revenue of two lakhs of rupees per 
annum, to Baiza Bai, the wife of Dowlut Rao Sindia, and a jaghire, amounting to 
the sum of one lakh of rupees per a mum, to Chumna Bai, the daughter of that 
Chief. 
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Article 8. 

Tho, Honoiirjiblo ('!onif){iny onjragt* to filter into no Tn'aty with the Rajahs 
of Oo(h‘V|K»re and .7o(lli[)ore, ami Kotah or otfuT Chi<‘is, tributaricH of Dowlut 
Hao Simlia, nil anted in Malwa, Meywar, or Marwar, and in no Hlia])e whatever 
to interfere with the settlement which Sindia make witli tliose. (-liiefs. 


Article 9. 

The Flononrahle Company are now euj?a,<^ed in a war with Jeswimt Rao IToIkar,

Bai, the daughttir of that Chief.

Tkeaty of Concert and Alliance with Dowlut Kao Sindia, dattid the 5th 

November J817. 

Treaty of Concert and Alliance between the Honouradle the Knclish Kart 
India Company and Maharajah Ali Jah Dowlut Rao Sindia, Kaiiadoor, 
and his children, heirs and successors, settled on the part of the Honourable 
Company by Captain Robert Close, by virtue of full powers to that effect 
vested in him by His Excellency the Most Noble Francis, Marquis of 
Hastings, Knight of the Most Noble Order of tlie (Iarter, one of His 
Britannic Majesty’s Most Honourable Prjvy" Council, Governor- 
Genfral, appointed by the Honourable Company to direct and control 
all their affairs in the East Indies, Commander-in-Chikf of His Majesty’s 
and the Honourable Company’s Forces, 4&c., &c., Ac., and on the j»art of 
His Highness Dowlut Rao Sindia by Ram Chundru Bhaskur, duly em- 
powered by His Highness to that effect. 

Whereas the British Government and Maharajah Ali Jah Dowlut Rao Sindia 
Bahadoor arc mutually actuated by a desire to suppress the predatory power of 
the PindareelB, and to destroy and prevent the revival of th(^ predatory system 
in every part of India ; the following Articles have been agreed on for the purpose 
of giving effect to the mutual wishes of the two States. 
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Article 1. 

The contracting parties engage to employ the, forces of their respective govern- 
ments and of their allies and dependants in prosecnting opesrations against tlie 
Pindarees and any other b()di(‘s of assoe.iat(^d freebooters ; to e,xpe] them from their 
haunts, and to adopt the most effectual m<‘-asur<‘s to dispt^rse and prevent tliem 
from re-as8(unblirig. With this view the fon^^s of the two (lovernments and their 
respective allies will iinnicdiatcly attack the Pindarees and their associates, 
ac(}ording to a concerted plan of oi)crations, and will not desist until tin* objects 
of this engagement an? entire,ly accimiplished. The Maharajah further agrees to 
emj)loy his utmost efforts t,o seize the. persons of the, Pindar<*,e leaders and t heir 
families, and deliver them up to the Britisli (lovernment. 

Article 2. 

'Phe Pin<lare<* hord<‘s having established th«‘.m8elv(‘s in the territories of the 
Maharajah and other mughboiiring Btat<‘s, it is luireby agreed that, on their 
eX[)ulsion, sin^li of the lands occupied by tluun as Inu'etofore belonged to the Maha- 
rajah, shall ])e immediately resum<‘d by ITis Highness, who engag(!S never to 
re admit them to poss<‘Ssion. Such ol the lands now oeeu])ied by the Pindarees 
as Ixdong l,o other St,ates shall b<‘ r<5Stor<*d to t.heir rightful pnniru'tors, ]>rovided 
they shall have <'x<^rt(‘d themselves to t he extent recpiin'd in expelling the J’lmlarees, 
and shall <mga,ge never to re-admit tliem. or in any way to connect themselves 
with those frcidiootcirs. Those lamls shall otherw'ise bt‘, delivered ovisr to Maharajah 
Dowliit Itao Sindia, and Ixi ludd hy him on the. same c.ondit-ions. 

Article 3. 

Maharajah IJowlut Kao Bindia hereby engages n<‘ver to re-admit the Pindarcos 
or any other [iredatory bodies into bis t<Tritori<‘.s, or in any manner to give them 
the smallest, (anmtimance or su])j>ort, or to p<*rmit, his oili(T‘.rs to do so ; on the 
contrary, His Highmvis promiS(‘s to issu<‘ tin* most posit, ive orders to all his officers, 
civil and military, und to enforce them, hy the, severe.st pcmalties, to em]>loy their 
utmost efforts to expel or de.stroy any bodi(‘s of plunderers who may attcmjit tc 
take red’uge in His Ilighne.ss’ ti^rritories. All ollieers disregarding His Highness’ 
orders are to be considered and dealt with as rebels to t he Maharajah and enemies 
of th<^ British (jovernmciit. 

Article 4. 

Maharajah Howliit Kao Sindia is the undisputed master of his own t.roops and 
resources. With a view, however, to the more etfectual accomplishment of the 
objects of this Trcat-y, His Highness agrees that t he divisions of his troojis (which 
taken together shall amount to 5, (MM) horse) employed in active ojierations against 
the Pindarees or other freebooters, shall act in eonem’t, with the British troops, 
and in conformity to the plan that may be counselled by the officer commanding 
the British divisions, with which His Highm^s8’ troops may be appointed to act in 
concert. With the same view it is agreed that a British officer shall be stationed 
with each division of the Maharajah’s troops, to be the channel of communication

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between them and tlie British Oommaiiding Officer ; and to forward the other 
purposes of their conjuiuit operati<ins, Ilhs Highness engages that all his officers, 
civil and military, shall afford every degree of sup])ort and assistance in their jiower, 
in juocuring sujijilies or otheiwiso to the British troojis operating in his territory ; 
and any failure in this resj>e<;t shall subject the offending party to bo considered 
and treated as a rebel to IIis Highness and an enemy of the British Government. 

Akticle 5. 

Maharajah Howhit Bao Sindia engagers that the divisions ajipointed to act 
in concert with th(‘. Briti.sli troops sinill be maintained in a state of coni])lete ecjuip- 
nicnt, boMi men and liorses, and regularly ]>aid. In order to ])rovide effiictually 
for the latter objee.t in sueli a manner as shall prevent all future discussion or 
dis})ute. His Highness consents to renounce, for tin? next three years, the jiayinciiits 
now made by tlie British Government to him, as well as to certain members of his 
family and ministers of his Government, and that those sums shall be disbursed 
towards the jiayment of His Highness’ troo}>s, through the British officers stationed 
with them : and the British G<»vernment agrees at the conclusion of the war, and 
after IIis Highness’ troops shall have received what may be dee to tJiem, tt pay 
any balance that may remain to His Highness. With the same view, the 
Maharajah Howlut Bao Sindia likewise consents to rclimjuish in tin*, fulhist manner 
to the British Government, for a ])eriod of two years, the tribute which he is entithid 
to receive from the States of Jodhjiore, Boondee, and Kotah. 

Artiolk 6. 

Tt is agreed that- the troojis of Maharajah Dowliit Hao Sindia, cavalry, infantry 
and artillery, shall occupy, during the war, such jiositions as shall be designat(‘d 
by the British Government, and shall not change them without t he express con- 
(!Urrenco of that Gove.rnment, any nnconcerted movememts being calculated to 
derange the joint operations of the forces of the two States, and to give advantag<' 
to the enemy. It is also agreed, in orde.r to ensure the due execution of the stii)ula- 
tion e-ontained in this Article, that the British Governiuent shall be at liberty to 
station an officer in each of the divisions of the Maharajah’s army above- 
mentioned. 

Article 7. 

The. force that will he })Ut in motion hy the British (tovernnient, and that 
actually in the service of Maharajah Dowliit Jiao Sindia, being fully sufficient 
to chastise the Bindarees and effect the objects of the jjresent Tnaity, His Highimss 
agrees, in order to prevent the possibilit)’ of collusion between his officers and th(^ 
Pindarees, not to augment his forces during the war, without tlui concurrence of 
the British Government. His Highness expressly engages to ]>rohibit his f>fficerN 
from admitting into the ranks of Ids army, or otherwise harbouring or protecting, 
the Pindarccs, or other freebooters ; and all persons neglecting or disobeying these 
orders are to be considered and treated as rebels to His Highness and enemies of 
the British Government.

Article 8. 

With a view to the more ellectual prosecution of tlie joint operations of the 
two Groverninents, and to tlie facility and security of the communication of the 
British troops with their 8U])])lios, the Maharajah, n‘]) 08 ing entin* confidence in 
the friendship and good faith of tlie British Government, agrees that British 
garrisons shall he admitted into the forts of Ilindia and Asseergiirh, and sliall be 
chargi'd with the care and d(‘fence of those forts during the war, and shall have 
the liberty of establishing depots within them. The flag of Dowlut Rao Sindia 
shall, liowever, continue to fly in th<^ fort of Asseergiirh, and Ilis Highness shall be 
at liberty to station a killadar, with a ])ersonal guard of fifty men, in tin; said fort ; 
but it is clearly understood that the actual command of that place as well as of 
Ilindia, and the disposal of the warlike stores tliat may be found in those forts, 
shall be vested exclusively in the British Commanding Officers. Any part of those 
stores tliat may be damaged or expended, while the forts in (|U(*stion are occupied 
by the British trooiis, shall be accounted for, and the value made good to His 
lliglnuiss. For the more effectual performance of this stipulation, inventories 
shall be taken by olfie.ers, on the jiarf. of both Governments, at the time of the 
occu])ation of the forts by the British Government. I'he present garrisons (witli 
the exception above stat(‘d in regard to Asseergiirh) shall move* out of the forts. 
The Maharajah will thenceforward have no furthiT concern with the Sebundees 
of the garrisons, but His Highness’ otln‘r troops, including the Baigah, etc., shall 
oneamp at such jilaces as may b(‘ prescribed by the British olliecsrs, in conformity 
to the provisions of the 6th Article. The territories d(^])ending on the forts nbove- 
nientionod will continue to lx*, managed by the officers of the Maharajah, who will 
receivi^ (?very siij)j>ort from the British Government and its officers. The whole 
or such portion of the rev(‘nu(*8 as may be necessary, shall be .appropriated to 
the j)ay merit of tin* Maharajah’s troops acting in concert with the British divisions, 
as stipulated in tlie 5th Article; and a faithful account of the whole shall bo 
rendered to His Highness after the conclusion of the war. Tin* two forts above- 
nu'jitiomxl, and tJn^ territorios dopimdent on them, will be restored to the Maharajah 
as soon as the o})eratioiis against the Biudarees or their confederates shall be 
brought to a termination, in the same condition in which they may b(i delivered 
up to the British Government. All private jirojicrty will b(* resjiected ; and the 
inhabitants of the towns or villages de.jiending on the forts will enjoy tlx; prot ection 
of the British Government, or be permitted to dcjiarf. with their projierty, if they 
think jiroper. 

Article 9. 

The main object of the contracting parties b<dng to prevent for ever the revival 
of the predatory system in any form, and both Governments bi;ing satisfiixl that 
to accomplish this wise and just end it may be mxM'ssary for th(‘ British Government 
to form engagements of friendship and alliance with the sevi'ral States of Hindostan, 
the 8th Article of the Treaty of tlx; 22nd November 1805, by which the British 
Government is restrained from entering into Treaties with certain (Jhiefs therein 
specified, is hereby abrogated and annulled ; and it is declared that tlie British 
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Govt^raninut tihnil Iw at full liberty to form enga.j?<'iiieiita with Iho States of Oiidey- 
por( 5 , Jodi I pore, jukI Kotiili, and with tlie State of Booudee, and otlier substantive 
States on tlu' left bank of the Ohunihuk Nothing in this Artiele shall, however, be 
Miifftriied to ^ive the British Government a rifrht to interfere with States or Chiefs 
in Mtilwii or (liizerat, oh'arly and indisputably dependent on, or tributary to, 
the Maharajah : and it is agret‘d that His Highin'ss’ authority over those States 
or Cliiefs shall continue on tlie same footing as i1 lias been heretofore. The British 
ClovcTiiment further agrees and promises, in the event of its forming any engage- 
ments with the above-mentioned States of Oud(iyi)ore, Jodh])ore, Kotah, and 
Boonde(‘, or with any others on the left bank of tin* Clmmbul, to secure to Dowhit 
Rao Sindia. liis ascertairn'd tribute and to guarantee th(‘ same in j)er])etuity to be 
paid through the British (roveninient ; and Dowlut Rao Sindia engages, on his 
part, oji no account or pretence wdiatever, to interfere in any shape in the affairs 
of tliose States without the eonciirnaice of the British Governnnuit.

If (wliieli (lod forbid) the British Governnumt aJid tin* Maharajah sliall be 
comp(dl(‘d to wage war w'lth any olhi'i- Sfat(‘, on account rd such Sta1(‘ attacking 
eitlier of Iht* conlraelmg jiarties, or aiding or protecting th<‘ Pindar(*es or otlier 
fniebooters, tli(‘ British (lOVcuniiM'nt, having at heart the welfare of Dow'lut Rao 
Sindia, will, in the event of success, and of Ills Highness* z(‘alous ])(‘rformance of his 
enga.g<‘ment.s, nnilo^ tiu* most lib(‘ra.l arra.ngeimmtsfor tin* coTisohdation and increase 
of his t(‘rrit(»ri(‘S. 

AjrnoMo j 1. 

Su(‘h parts of the Tri'aty of Surjet* Anjengaiiin, and of the Treaty (‘oncluded 
on tlie 22iid of Noveinlier IHO.*), as ar<* not alTected by the ])rf>visions of the ])r'*sent 
engagement, remain in full force, and are mutually binding on the contracting 
parlies.

'riiis 'rreaty, consisting of tw'olvc Articles, having this day been eoneluded, 
subject to the ratification of tin* Governor-deneral and Maharajah Ali Jah Dowlut 
Rao Sindia, (V])tain Close <*ngages to ])rocure the ratification of the (lovernor- 
(lein^ral in live days from this date, or sooner if ])ossible ; and J^am Chandru 
Bhaskur engages to obtahi Ilis Highness’ ratification before sunset this ev(‘ning.

Engagement betwcitiii tho Honourable tlu* English East India C-ompany and 
Maharajah Alt Jah j)ow'HiT Rao Sindia Bahadoor, dated the 2r)tJj June 
18J8. 

WJiereus by tlic 14th Article of the Treaty of Poona, concluded on the 13th 
of June 1817, all the rij^lits and territories of His Higliness Rao Pundit Prudhan 
in Malwa wore ceded to tlie Honourable East India (Joni})any ; and whereas some 
of those t(*Tritorie8 are contiguous to, and intermixed with, those of Maharajah 
Dowliit Kao Sindia, ; it has thendore been agreed, for the mutual conveni(mee of 
both vStates, that eert.ain exchangoB of territory should take }>lace ; and the British 
(Government hereby transfers to Maharajah Ali Jah Dowlut Rao Sindia, his heirs 
and succ(*,Hsors, all its rights and claims to the districts and territories mentioned 
in the annexed Schedule, No. 1 ; and Maharajah Ali Jah Dowlut Rao Sindia, lor 
liimseJf, his heirs and successors, hereby transf(‘rs to tin* British Government all 
his rights and claims of every description t() tin* jdaces mentioned in the accom- 
})anyiug Schedule, No. 2. 

Moreover tln^ British (lovernineiit having resolved io restore to Maharajah 
Ali Jah Dowlut Kao tin* fort and territory of Jawiid, etc., the Maharajah on his 
jiart (*ngagi‘S, on his recovering that district, to (‘stablish such an administration 
tln‘re, as shall atl'ord s<*curit y for the jieace of the count, rv, and the prevention of 
tin*, n‘,vival of the predatory system. 'Fhe Maharajah further (*ngu,g(‘S to recall 
J(*swiint Kao Bhaoo, for whoH(* future conduct the Maharajah will be responsible, 
and will requin* him to residi* at a distance from Jawud. on a ])rovision to be 
assigiu'd him by tlni Maharajah <‘ither in jaghire or in any other manner His 
Highness may prefer. 

It is further stipulated, that in tin* event of Hindia and Asse<*rgurh being 
restonid by the British (.lovernrnont to tin* Maharajah, pr(*vious to the entire 
cessation of operations against the Pindarees, etc., the Maharajah engag(*s that 
in limi of the revenues of those districts, which by Treaty have be(*n set aside for 
the paym(*iit of tin* contingent to lx* employed against the Pindarees, a third year’s 
tribute on tin*, States of Kotah and Jodhpore shall, in the event of its being required, 
be assigned for that purpose. 

In witness whercMif Maharajah Ali Jah Dowlut Kao Sindia has her(‘unto allixed 
his seal, and Paiitain Josiah Stewart, engages to obtain and deliver to Maharajah 
Dowlut Kao Sindia, without delay, a eounterjiart of this (*,ngagement, with the 
ratification of the Most Noble, the Governor-General.

Engagement botwccn the Bhitish (Iovernment and th(‘ Maharajah Dowldt 
J^AO SiNDTA, daled the Gth February 1820. 

Whereas the Maharajah Dowlut Rao Sindia agret*8 to give up for tliree years 
the annual payments made l)y the British Government to liimselt and certain other 
persons of his Court, and also the tribute to which he was entitled from the Raj})Oot 
States (for three years), for the jnirpose of maintaining a body of Auxiliary Horse ; 
and whereas the whole of that amount has already been paid by tlie British Govern- 
ment to the Maharajah’s troops and a considerable balanct* remains due to the 
British Government ; it has now been agreed between the Maharajah and the 
British Government that the body of Auxiliary Horse to l)e maintain<‘d by His 
Highness shall be reduced, so that the abovementioned fuiuls, namely, the annual 
payments formerly made to the Maharajah and his family, and ministers, together 
with the tribute due from the Rajpoot States, may be fully adequate to the pay- 
ment of the force. 

It is further agreed that, for the liquidation of the debt incurred by the Maha- 
rajah to the British Government for the payments already made to the Auxiliary

Translation of an Agreement between the British Government and the 
Maharajah Dowlpt Kao Rindia, regarding the Nimar Districts, — 1823. 

Whereas by an arrnngeinent formerly eflect-cd by Major-General Sir .lohn 
Malcolm, it was agreed that the Maharajah Dowlut Kao Sindia should pay annually 
the sum of' Kup(*e.s four thousand and thirty-eight towards thci support of certain 
Girassia (^hi(*fs in Nimar. whiedi contribution not. having heim jiaid for upwards of 
four years, a debt bas consequently accumulated to near Rujiees twenty thousand ; 
and whereas the pergunnahs of Dhurgaon, Burwye, Sylanec, Poonassa and Kandwa, 
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which adjoin certain provincch bcdongiiij^ to tlie British (Jovernment in Niiuar, 
are now so dopolate tliat the Maharajah does not receive the })roj)cr revenue of 
them, and in consequcnc.e of tlie disorder which prevails in them, ^reat 
inconvenience is occasioned to the adjacent districts of tin; Britisli (Jovernmont 
in thyt (juartcr ; Therefore, in order to remove those inconvenic.nees and t,o ],rovide 
for thc! j)aymcnt of tlic. d(‘])t heforti-mentioned, as well as to stjcurc the janudiial 
discluirfre for the. future of the aniitiai contribution above noticed of Uupe.es four 
thousand and thirty-eij^ht, it is hereby agreed liy the Maliarajah tlial. tlie aforesaid 
pergiinnahs incliuling tlieir de]>endencios shall (with the. ex(‘.eption of e.e.rtain long 
established rights or charitable grants as Nankar Pinlarick and Dherindow) remain 
in thc })Oss(^ssion of the Honourable Oonipany. 

The Britisli (lovernmeiit consents that, aft(‘.r deducting tlie amount of the 
debt mentioned in the ])r(‘.ecding Arti(de, ami after de<lueting the annual contri- 
bution of Uiipe.es four tliousand and thirl y*eight , logetluT wit It thc e.xjxmses of 
management, the whoh* remaining revenue to be collected from the districts 
aliovenumtioned shall be ])aid annually to th(‘ Maharajah for evei ; and as the 
ex])ens<^s of manag<mient cannot now Iwi correctly ascertained, it is likewisii agre<*d 
that, whatever sum those, expenses may amount t<» during the. first year that, the 
pergunmihs aforesaid remain in the possession of the British tlovr^rmnent, tin; 
sam<‘ amount shall he considered for cvit a.ft<‘rwuirds the fixed and jiermanent 
annual charge on that account. 

And whefe<as certain Girassia Chiefs in Malwa ar(‘ hy foiinor agreement (mtitle.d 
to receive from the Maharajah 's (jovernment eertain Tankha du(‘s in the jiaymcni 
of wdiieh diflicnlti(‘s have heen sonudimes mad<^ hy the Maharajah’s olfujors, it is 
hereby a.gr(*ed hy both Oevermeents that as long as those paymetils shall l>e 
faithfully and n-igiilarly discliarged, the Girassia (dnefs shall continue to nuauve 
tliem from tlie Maharajairs kamavisdars, hut if at any time the Maharajah's 
olheers hesitati^ to inaki' t lie ]»ayments in qm^stion, it is understood that th(‘ British 
(Jovi'rnmcnt shall be at liberty to disebarge them and to add the anumut of those 
paynmnts to the diiductions alnaidy agreed to be made from the n^veiiue of the 
dis tri e ts above men tio n ed ,

In tlie year Soor (Shuru) Sun, Araba Asseereeii ( \sbriii), in the month of 
Mohtirrum and on the ^bth day, corresponding witfi A.D. 1824, I request that in 
the district of "Nin'ar, the uridennentioncd nuilnds may bo received from tlu* charge 
of kamavisdars and transferred in kaniav ish (khalsa) to the charge of the English

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Those five mihals are transferred from the aforesaid years in kamavish in 
order that tliey may b(*, restored to prosperity and re-peopled. Whatever may be 
collected shall be paid into the Sircar’s treasury year by year ; this is exclusive of 
the Doinallaj^aon, the Padaruk Zurneen, which must be continued according to 
custom. When tlie Tnahals are restored to prosperity, and shall hav(^ reached their 
Kumal Juma, they must bo shown (in Mahrateo “ Anoon dakwac ”). 

In the year Kumus (Kharns) Asseereen, Moeateein-wo-Aluf, and the 22nd of 
the month of Suffer, A. I). 1825, the Government of the floni])any having stated 
that certain ruahals are, not prosperous, but t)n the contrary very much depopulated 
and roqiK^sted that they might bo transferred to its mangement to be restored 
to prosperity ; for this reason the following mahals are transferred : —

Ajumhi dakwiinee ”). After tlie Malmuskoor (tliis includes Selmndee, Nemnook, 
Durnkdar, &c.) shall have, b(*en settled, the r(‘maind<T of th<* c,ol](‘cf.ions, as in other 
mihals, acfiording to the kistbiindee. shall be ])aid into tin; Sircar’s treasury always 
exciliiding Diionmdae, Wurchasun, Padiiriike Zuiiummi, and (hion Doinale, Nat- 
khasgee, Ameene, which must b<‘ continued according to custom. 


No. XI. 

Treaty between the British Government and tin* Maharajah Jyajee Rao 
S iNDiA, dated the 13th January 1844. 

Treaty between the IIonourahle Enousu East India Company and Maharajah 
Alt Jah .Iya.tee Rao Sindia, Bahadoor, and his children, heirs and succes- 
sors, settled on the part of the IIonottrabt.e Company by Frederick Currie, 
Esquire, and Lieutenant-Colonel William Henry Sleeman, by virtue 
of full powers to that effect vested in tbem by the Right Honourable 
Edward, Lord Ellenborougii, one of Her Britannic Majesty’s Most 
Honourable Privy Council, Governor-General, appointed by the 
Honourable Company to direct and control all their affairs in the East Indies ; 
and on the part of His Highness Jyajee Rao Sindia by Rao Ram Rao 
Phalkia Bahadoor Shumshere Juno, Deo Rao Jadhow Mama Saheb, 
Dubeer-ood-Dowlah Moonshee Rajah Bulwunt Rao Bahadoor, Oodajeb 
Rao Ghatgia, Moolla Jee, and Narayun Rao Bhaoo Yumajee, Potnn- 
vees, the Sirdars nominated to conduct the affairs of the Government during 
Ilia Highness’ minority. 

Article 1. 

Every part of the Treaty of Peace concluded by General Sir Arthur Wellesley, 

K.B., at Surjee Anjengaum, on the 3Qth December 1803, and of the Treaty of 
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alliance and mutual defence, settled by Major John Malcolm at Boorbanpoor, on 
the 27th February 1804, and of the definitive Treaty of amity and alliance, with 
the declaratory Articles annexed, concluded by Lieut(*juint-(V)lonel John Malcolm, 
at Moostafapoor, on the 22nd Noveinbcir 1805, and of tins Treai y concluded between 
Captain Robert Close, on the part of the British Gov<‘rnment, and Maharajah Ali 
Jah Dowlut Rao Sindia, on the 5th November 1817, as well as every part of all 
other Treaties and Engagements betwe(m the two States, which may be now in 
force, except in so far as may ))e altered by tliis engagermmt, is to remain binding 
upon the two Governments. 


Artiolk 2. 

Whereas the late Maharajah Jiinkojee Ra(> Sindia cngag(‘d to defray all the 
charges of a force, to l)(‘ c,ommaiid<id by British officers, and constantly stationed 
within iris Highness’ territories, for the protcj-tion thereof and the preservation 
of g(»od order th(‘rein, and tin' cost of such force hitherto has been about Company’s 
Rupees 5,0t),(MM) per annum, and the revenues and receipts set apart and assigned 
for the maintaini/ig of the said force, together with other n^veiiues now received 
by the British Gov('Tnment on His Highness’ account, amount to the sum of about 
Company’s Rupees 5,4b,tH)() ; ami wliereas it is (‘\pedi<'nt to increase* the amount 
of such force and to make permanent provision for defraying tin* charge* thereof, 
it IS t-h(‘refore agree.d In'tweeii the British Government and His Highness the 
Maharajah Jyaji^e Rao Sindia, that in addition to all the revi'iiues and other receipts 
already set apart for tliC! purjiosc of maintaining the said forc<‘, or reci'ived by the 
British Government on llis Highness’ account, the revenues of the districts 
enumerated and territory d<!scribed in the Schedule A to this Treaty sliall be 
appropriated t o the maintenance of such force. 


Article 3. 

It is further agreed that if the revenues of the districts so enumerated and 
described in such Schedule A, together with the revenues and payments men- 
tione»l in the- foregoing Article as 8(*t apart for the paynu'iit of the said force, or 
h(*retofore r(‘ce,ived on His Highness’ account, shall, after defraying thereout 
all the charges of civil administration, <‘xeeed the sum of Company’s Rujices 
eighteen lakhs, the- surplus shall be paid over to His Highness Maharajah tlyajee 
Kao Sindia ; and if the sahl revenues and receipts shall fall short of (Vmipany’s 
Rupees eighteen lakJis jair annum, tin* deficiency shall be made good by llis 
Highness. 


Article 4. 

And it is further agreed, for the better securing of the due payment of the 
revenues of such districts enumerated and described in Schedule A, and for the 
better preserving of good order within the same, that the civil administration 
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thereof shall be. eoiiducted by tlie British Government, in tlie same manner in which 
the civil administration of the other districts belonging to tlie Maharajah, of which 
the revenues arti similarly assigned, is conducted by the British Government for 
Jlis Highness. 

Article 5. 

And whereas there is now due to the British Gov«*Tnment the sum of ten lakhs 
of Hu])ee8, more or less, as may hereafter ap])ear on (‘xamination of the accounts, 
on the score of charges of the contingent force, and a further sum of one lakh, on 
account «)f advances made to Her Highiu'ss Baiza Bai, and on other accounts, and 
the charges of the present armament, of the British Government may be estimated 
at ten lakhs (aft<*.r deduct ing ther<“from the expense of furnishing to His Highness 
six thousand men, with artillery and stor(‘S, free of cost to His Highm‘ss, under 
the provisions of the Treaty of Boorhan])oor), and a further ex])enditure of five 
lakhs will be incurred by the British Government in allording comjiensation for 
loKSi^s sustained during, and in eonsinpnmee of, the lat(‘ hostilities, and in other 
charges (!onnect<‘d therewith ; it is further agr<‘ed that His Highm'ss shall ])ay to 
the British Government tin* sum of twenty-six lakhs of Rupees within fourteen 
days from the date of this Tr(*aty, and in default thereof that the revenues of the 
several districts (muim'.ratc'd in Schedule B, attached to this Treaty, shall, together 
with the civil administration of such districts, be made over to the British Govern- 
ment until such tirm; as the said sum of twenty-six lakhs of ('omjiany's Rupees 
shall hav<^ been paid, togetlmr with interest, at the rate of live pc'r c(*nt. per annum 
upon the same. 

Article 6. 

And wh(‘rea.s tin* British Government is bound by Treaty to protect tin* person 
of His Highn(*ss tin* Maharajah, his heirs and siicc(*ss(>rs, and to ])rot<‘ct his 
dominions from foreign invasion, ainl to (juell serious (listiirbain cs ther(*in, and the 
army now maintained by His Highin*ss is <»f unin*c(*ssa.ry amount, embarrassing 
to His l!ighrn*ss’ government and the cause of disijui(*tude to n(*ighbouring States, 
it is tln*refor<i furtln*!* agreed that the military forc<* of all anus hereaft<*r to be 
maintained by His Highness, exclusive of the contingent abovi* providt'd for, shall 
at no time exceed iiiin; thousand men, of whom not more than three thousand shall 
be infantry, with twelve £i(*ld guns and two hundre<l gunners, with twenty other 
guns ; and His Highness the Maharajah engages to taki*. immediate iin*asurt*s for 
the redu(*-tion of his army within the number above spi'cified, and the, British 
Government engages on it.s parr to assist His Highncbs therein, should such aid 
appear to be required. 

Article 7. 

It is further agreed that His Highness will discharge all ])ay due to the troops 
disbanded, and also give a gratuity of three months’ jiay to such of tin* officers, 
non-commissioned officers, and privates of the corps disbanded, as may not be 
re-enlisted in the contingent or in any new corps formed by His Highness, 
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AimcLE 8. 

And inasinucli as it is expedient to ^novide for tlie due aduunistration of the 
government during th(‘, minority of His Higluioss tJie Maharaja]), wliicli minority 
shall 1)0 considered to terminate when Ilis Highness shall have attained the full 
age of 18 years, and not sooner, that is, on the 5tli Magh Ahid Sumhut 1900, or 19th 
(lay of January A.I). 185J, it is furtJier agreed that during such minority the persons 
entrusted with the. administration of the goveninn'nt shall act u])oii the advice 
of the, British Resident in all matters whereon such adviei* shall Ix' offered, and no 
change shall he made in th<^ p(‘rsons entrusted with the administration without 
the consmit of the British Resident acting under th(‘ exjjress authority of the 
( Jovernor-General. 


Article 9. 

And it is agreed tliat. t he following p<*r8ons shall, in the first instance, constitute 
the (Joune.il of Regency, and that the fust -named juTSon shall ln‘ Jh-esident of the 
same. Rao Ram Rao IMialkia Bahadoor, Shumsher Jung ; Deo Rao Jadhow 
Mama >Saheh ; l)ul>e('r-ood-dowlah Moojjshee Raja Bulwunt Rao Bahadoor ; 
Dodajee Rao Ghatgia, ; Moolla Jee ; and Narayun Ra,o Bluioo Yumajee Rotnuvees.

And inasmuch as it. is (itting that Her Highness Tara Bai should have a suitahle 
provision now made for the maintenance of her court, it )s liirther agn'cd that 
the sum of Rupf'cs three lakhs shall h(‘ annually set ajiart for that purpose, and be 
al Her KighnesH’ sole, dis])osal. 


Article 11. 

And it is further agreed that tin* British Government shall, as lieretofore, 
exert its influence and good oflicc'S for maintaining tin* just territorial riglits of 
the IMaharajah and the subjects of the State of Sindia at ])reseiit existing in tho 
neighbouring and other Native, States. 


Article 12. 

This Treaty, eonsisting of twelve Articles, has been this day settled hy 
Frederick Currie, Fsfpnre, and Lieutenant-GoIom*l M’llliam Henry Sh'mnan, acting 
under tlie diree.tions of the Higlit Honourahle Ediva, rd, Lord Kllmihorougli, 
Governor-Gem^ral, on the jiart of the British Government, and hy Rao Rani Rao 
j^halkia Bahadoor, Shumsher Jung ; De,o Rao Jadhow Mama Salnd) ; Diilx'cr-ood- 
Dowlah Moonshee Ra,jah Bulwunt Rao liahadoor ; Oodajc'c, Rao Ghatgia. ; Moola 
jt‘e ; and Narayuii Kao liliaoo Yiiniaje Potiiuv(‘cs, on the jiart of the Mai:ara.jah

Whereas the fifth, seventh, oiglith, ninth and tenth Articles of the above- 
mentioned Treaty relate to matters of a temporary natnn', and havi^ been fulfilled, 
or arc no longer applicable to the existing relations between the two Governments ;

After usual compUments acknowledges the receipt of a khut, No, 447, dated 
2lst December 1853, from iJie Political Agent, detailing the conversation which 
passed between Ilis Higlincss the Maharajah and the Political Agent, rc8])ecting 
the proposed ext(‘nsiuii of Jlailway from Asserghur to Indore via Bauglce and from 
Baroda nwi Amjhora to Indore on the following conditions : — 

J.s'L — The ground whicdi may be required by the Railway ()iTie(‘rs may be granted 
to them free of charg(‘, and that the sovereignty of the land in question rest with 
tho British OovernnuMit. 

2ad. —That all sayer tax(‘s on articles conveyt'd on the above lines be remitted, 
but tliat such taxes shall remain in fore-e in tlu‘. Durbar t(*rritory which may be out 
ol the limits of the. Railway line, and that the taxes be realised on articles purchased 
within the Dvivbar ilaka, and where t\\ey may be landed from the rail. 

The Durbar in reply state that the purport of the Political Agent’s letters, and 
its enclosure, has biMui duly communioa.t<‘d to His Highness the Maharajah, who 
has signified his consent to tlu' terms s])ecificd therein.

Whereas under the arrangements concluded with the Gwalior State by the 
Treaty ratified at Benares on 12th December 1860, there remained due to the

4,658-1-9 as per Schedule A ; 

And whereas it is desirable to cede to the Gwalior State lands yielding a land 
revenue to that amount ; 

And whereas for reasons of State and for the advantage of both contracting 
parties, it is desirable to effect certain exchanges of territory between the con- 
tracting parties ; 

The following Articles are hereby agreed on 

Article 1. 

His Highness the Maharajah of Gwalior cedes in full sovereignty to the British 
Government the lands now inelud(‘d within the limits of the British Cantonment 
at Morar, with all his rights and interests therein. 

Article 2. 

His Highness the Maharajah of Gwalior cedes to the British (Jovernment his 
righls and interests of ('very description in the villages named in the Schedule B 
anrmxed to this Treaty. 

Article 3. 

His Highness the Maharajah ol Gw'alior transfers to the British Government 
his rights and inter(*sts in the village^ of Sirusgaonkata in the B(‘roor Talooka of 
thf? Poona C^jllectonite, which art* esiimated to be of the present value of Rupees 
452-9-4 per annum. 

Article 4. 

In consideration of the.se rcssions, and with a view to extinguish the annual 
|iayment of Rupees 4,058-1-9 referred to in the ])reanible of this '^freaty, the British 
Government cedes to the Gwalior State in full sovenngnty, to bo held on the same 
tenure as tin; rest of the Maharajah’s dominions, the villages named in Schedule

in Scln'dule G in full satisfaction of all claims under the afor(*said Treaty of 1800 
and of the cessions made to the British Government under Articles 1, 2, and 3 
preceding.

Agi{EEMENT for the security of the salt hevenite of British India, in the event of 
the ABOLITION of th(‘. Inland Gitstoms Link, and for the abolition of salt 
DUTIES within the Gwalior State, between the British Government and 
His lliciiNEss the Maharaja .Iyajee Rao Sindta, G.CVS.L, of 

Gwalior, his heirs and successors, (‘xecuted on the one part by Lieutknant- 
Generai. 8ir Henry Oaly, K.C.B., Agent to the Governor-General for 
the States of Central India, in virtue of the full j)ower8 vested in him by 
the Governor-Generat- of India in Counctl, and on the other part by the 
R,ao Ra.ia SiiuMSHERE JuNG SiR Gunrut Rao Ktturkey, K.C.S.I., Dewan 
of Gwalior, in virtue of full powers confeiTcd upon him by His Highness 
the Maharaja, -1879. 

Article 1. 

His Highness the ^Taharaja of Gwalior agrees that no new salt-works shall be 
o])on(‘d within his State ; that no w'orks, except those* enumerated in Schedule A 
attached to this Agreement, shall be j)ermitted to be wn)rked, or to continue in 
existence, in the said State ; and that at no work so emmierated shall a greater 
(juantitv of salt be manufactured wdthin any year than double the rjiiantity entered 
in tlie said Schedule furnished by His Highness the Maharaja, which Schedule 
shall b(‘ ace(*j)t(*d as a register. The aggregate (juantity manufactured in any 
year shall not exceed 54,000 niaumls. 

Artici e 2. 

Nothing ill the foregoing Article shall be hold to prohibit the bond fide manu- 
facture, by His Highness the Maharaja, of saltix'tn*, rasi sajji, or other saline 
products other than edible salt, at any of his works now in use for such manufacture 
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and entered in Schedule B attfiched to this Agreement : but His Highness the 
Maharaja agrees that no new works of this descrij>tion shall henceforth be oj)ened, 
that no edible salt shall be inanufacternd at any of those now existing, and that 
no edible salt shall be permitted to pass out of the refineries. 


Article 3. 

His Highness the Maharaja agrees to prevent — 

Ist^ the export from the State of Gwalior of any salt therein manufac- 
tured ; 

2ndlyy the import into, and passage through, the said State of any salt 
other than salt upon which duty has been levied by the British 
Government. 


Article 4. 

Further, His Highiuiss the Maharaja agrees that no tax. toll, or duty of any 
kind shall b(', levied within the State of Gwalior on salt upon ■whicdi duty has been 
levied by the British Govmnmenl,. 


Article 5. 

If any stocks of salt, other than salt, manufact.uri'd in the State of Gwalior, 
be found to exi.'-’t within the territories <d such Stati* on tin* date on wdiich this 
Agreement comes into force, Hi.-- Highness the Maharaja agrees, if so requested 
by the British Governin{‘nt . to take possessson of such stocks, and to give the 
ow'ners thereof the option of mther tiunsferring tlie salt to the I^ritish (toverninent 
at such <*(juital)l(j valuation as may In* fixed by His Highness the Maharaja, in 
concurrence witli tlui Political Agent, <»r of [laying to tJie Britisli Government such 
duty, not I'xcccdiiig two riijiees eight annas p(‘r mauiul, on such salt asthe Governor- 
(jicneral in (hiunc.il may lix. In the event of the ownm's accepting the latter alterna- 
tive, they shall he allowed to retain the salt on wdiich the said duty may have 
been paid, but not otherwise.. 


Article 0. 

His Highness the Maharaja agrees to jirohibit the export from the State of 
bhang, ganja, spirits, opium, or other intoxicating drug or preparation, by all 
routes and in all directions heretofore barred by the inland Oustoms Lino. 


Article 7. 

In consideration of the due observance, of this Agroemont l>y His Highnes.s 
the Maharaja, and of ide proclHiming tliroughout bis State, free trade and transit

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for all salt manufactured and excised at British salt-works, the British Government 
agree to pay to His Highness annually in half-yearly instalments the sum of Rupees 
three lakhs twelve thousand and five hundred (Rupees 3,12,500). This payment 
to be made at the Gwalior Treasury. 

The mode and date of first payment will be arranged hereafter. 


Article 8. 

Returns of the salt-works within the Gwalior State, as enumerated in Schedule 
A, and their approximate outturn, and of the saltpetre and other works enumerated 
in Schedule B, shall be furnished annually by His Highness the Maharaja to the 
Political Agent on dates to be hereafter fixed. 


Article 9. 

The British Government reserve to themselves the right of revising the above 
Articles of Agreement should experience prove that they are insufficient for the 
protection of the British salt revenue. 


Article 10. 

This Agreement is to come into force from a date to be fixed by the British 
Government.

Postal Convention for the exchange of correspondence, parcels, insured 

and VALUE-PAYABLE ARTICLES, MONEY-ORDERS, and InDIA POSTAL NOTES, 

between the Imperial Post Office of British India and the Post Offices 

in the territories of His Highness the Maharaja of Gwalior, — 1885. 

Article 1. 

There shall be a mutual exchange of correspondence, parcels, money-orders, 
and India postal notes, between the Imperial Post Office of British India, herein- 
after termed the “ Imperial Post,” and the post offices in the territories of His 
Highness the Maharaja of Gwalior, hereinafter termed the “ Gwalior State Post.” 
This exchange, which shall also include registered, insured and value-payable 
articles, shall be governed by the rules given in the Indian Postal Guide for the 
time being. The term “ correspondence ” shall includ** letters, post-cards, news- 
papers, and book and pattern packets. 

Article 2. 

Oertain selected post offices in British India and in the Gwalior State shall be 
}>laced in postal communication with one another, that is, they shall be authorised 
to e.xc/luinge mail-bags containing registered and unregistered corresj)ondence and 
ordinary parcels, but not insured or value-payable articles or money-orders. Some 
of these offices shall be constituted offices of exchange on the side of British India 
and on the side of Gwalior State, and these offices shall be the solo medium of 
exchange for insured and value-payable articles and money-orders, and shall 
alone bo entrusted with the duty of preparing the accounts resulting from the 
exchange of money-orders and India postal notes. 

Article 3. 

Indian postage stamps over-printed with the words Gwalior State ”, and 
embossed envelopes and inland post-cards over-printed with the words Gwalior 
State ” and also with the Gwalior arms, shall be supplied on indent by the Govern- 
ment of India to the Gwalior State at cost price. They shall be sold by the Gwalior 
State to the public at the value marked on each postage stamp, post-card, or 
embossed envelope. 

Article 4, 

Those over-printed ])Ostage stamps, post-cards, and embossed envelopes shall 
alone bo used in the Gwalior State for the prepayment of inland correspondence, 
and they shall be recognised by the Imperial Post only for inland correspondence 
posted in any post office or letter-box (whether belonging to the Imperial Post 
or the Gwalior State Post) within the limits of the State of Gwalior. 
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Article 5. 

Tlic ratos of postage, fees, or noiiiniission charged by the Gwalior State Post 
on all rlasses of corr(‘S])ondence, [>aid and iin]mid, n'gistered and imr(‘gifltered, 
insured and value-])a.yabie, on all parcels, and on all money-orders and on all 
India postal notes, shall not be in excess of tlu* rates cliargcd by the Tnij)(Tial Post, 
calculated at the rate, of exchange fix<Ml by the Gwalior Durbar under Article 33. 

Article 6. 

Responsibility for articles insured and for payment of compensation under the 
rules given in the Indian Postal Guide- for the time being shall rest with the Imperial 
Post Office while the articles concerned are in its custody, and with the Gwalior 
State while the artitdes c.oncerne.d arc in its custody. 

Article 7. 

Neither the Imjierial Post Office nor tin* Gwalior State shall be liable to rnakt 
good the loss of (O’ dama.g<‘ to any iininsur«‘<l article while in its custody, but it 
shall be incinnbent on tlic Imperial Post OHi(M‘ or the Gwalior Stale to investigate 
every <ui8C ol such loss oi da.ma.ge oemirring witliin its jurisdictioM. But nothing 
in this article shall b<* liehl to sufiersi'de tlic or(h*rs passed }>y the Su]>rem<' Govern- 
ment in Resolution No, Itlitr), dated 18th July 3800, rciating to losses occasioned 
by highway robbery of Im]»erial mails within the limits of the (Jwalior State, 
or any future orders of a similar nature which may h(*r(*aftcr be* issued l>y tlui 
Government of India. 

Article 8. 

Articles of all kinds superscribed “On Postal Service.” and franked by the 
signataire. and official designation of an oflicer of the Imperial Post or an officer 
of the (iwalior State Post, shall be exchanged free of all charge as rt‘S])ects ]) 08 tage. 

Artk^k 9. 

The Imperial Post shall be entitled to the free, conveyaiiee (d mails over postal 
linos maintaine.il by the, Gwalior State, whether such mails be int<*nd<Ml for trans- 
luission to a Gwalior State Post Office or an Imjicrial Post ; and similarly the 
Gwalior State Post, aliall be entitled to tlie free- c-onveyance of mails over Tmja'rial 
])ostal lines, including railways, whether sucli mails be int.imded for transmission 
to an Imperial Post Office or a Gwalior State Post Office. 

-\rticle 10. 

Inland corr(‘.sj)onde.iice, r(*-gistered and unregistered, received from the Gwalior 
State Post. addr«\sse-d to any ]dace. in British India, or in any Native State which 
has entered into a postal convention with the Imperial Post, and fully prepaid 
with the over-printed postage stamps described in Article 3, shall be delivered free 
of all charge on account of postage. 
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Artiolk 11. 

Inland corrcspondrnco, m^civrd from iho Gwu.lit»r Rosi, addrosHod to 

any placo in British India, or in any Native Stat(‘ wiiieii Iiss enier<*d into a [)osta.I 
convention with tlic Imperial Post but not fully pre])aid with tlie over']>rinted 
y)o8tage stamps described in Article .3, shall be treated l)y the Imperial Post as 
tliougli on^^inally posted in British Tridi<i., and taxed by the Jmpt‘rial Post with 
the usual rates for inhind unpaid ]>ostac:e, which shall be retained by the Iniperial 
Post or the Native State, as the case may be. by which delivery of such unpaid 
correspondence is elTectcd. 

Article 12. 

Fully prepaid inland correspondeiie<‘, registered and iinregist (‘red (including 
corre.B 2 )ondence, pr(‘pa.id by Si'ivice stamps), transb‘rr(‘d hy the lnij)cria1 Post, 
shall be d(divcrcd ]»y t he Gwalior Stat(‘ Post In^e of all clia.rge on accauint of postage. 

Arrru'LL i:*). 

On inland correspondence, not fully prej)aid, Iranslerrod by the Inija'iial 
Post for dedivery t-hrongli the Gwalior Ktale Pos1,tli<' latter shall i(‘1ain 1 he ]>ostayje 
it H'alises.

description of traffic, or subject any particular person or fVjinpany, to any undue 
or unreasonable prejudice or disadvantage, but shall do all in its power to d(^v(‘lop 
traffic on the Railway. 

12. All costs, charges and expenses incairred by the Company in connexion 
with th(^ maintenance, management, use and working of the Railway, and the 
conveyance of the traffic thereon shall be ]iaid by the Comjjany, provided thal., 
in the event of the telegraph lines and instruments not being the property of tin' 
Railway, the. coat of f.ho rent of the same shall be a eharg(* against the Jfailway ; 
and ])rovided that the rent charged by the Bombay, Baroda and Central India 
Railway for the use of tin* Station and ae.eommodal ion ])rovided by that (iojiipany 
at TJjjain shall lie eharg<‘d against the Railway. 

13. The gross receipts of tin* Railway are to be colb'ctcul and treated as recoi]its 
of the Company, and the Comj)any shall pay the same into the Covernment 
Treasury in the samc^ way as th<‘ir own earnings. The exjyression “ gross rec('ipts ” 
as used in this Agreement means and includes gross earnings from coaching and 
goods traffic and niotu'vs received by the Coni])any from I he* working of any tele- 
graphs or t<'Iegraphie appliances which are Ihe j)ro])erty of flu* Railway or of which 
the Gov(*rnm(*nt of India have allowed the (*om])any t ht* (‘xeliiHive use for the 
purposes of the Railway ; also all sums n'ceived as rent and all other sundry 
receipts usually treated as Railway Rev<*nue. 

14. For working and maintaining tin* Railway, as hereinbefore provided, the 
(Company shall retain bO p('r <-ent. of tin* gross receipts of the Railway f)f (*aeh 
half-year. 

15. The (knnpany shall keej) a distinct and separate account of the gross 
receipts of the Railway. Such accounts shall be made* up half-yearly to the 30th 
day of June and the 31st day of Decemb(*r in (‘ach y(*ar, or to such other days as 
may at any time b(* ])r(*f ciib(‘d for Indian State Railways, and so soon as tin* half- 
yearly accounts of the (^omj)any have been passed by tin* Consulting Engine(*r, and 
not later than thre(i months after the close of each half-year, the C^ompany shall 
render to llis IHghn(*ss’ (Tovernment through the Consulting Engineer, a summary 
of the account of the Railway, signed by the Consulting Engineer and by tlie 
(Toveriiment Examiner of Accounts attached to tin; iTidian Midland Railway, 
and shall ]Kiy over t.e ITis Highness’ Government tin* amount shown therein as 
due to th(*m. Every r<;venue account shall be considered as settled at the expira- 
tion of throe calendar months after the same shall have been submitted to His 
Highness’ Government, but nevertheless any error which may subsequently bo 
discovered therein shall be corrected in the next or in any subsequent revenue 
account. 

16. If Ilis Highness’ Govormnent and the Railway Company sliall fail to agree 
touching any matter with respect to which their agreement is required by this

months’ previous notice in writing has been given by one of the jiarties to this 
Agreement to the other of them. 

2. The Railway during the term of this Agreement is to be worki'd by the (Vuii- 
pany as part of the undertaking which consists of the Indian Midland Hailway 
and Railways worked by the Company, subjeet. to the same arraiigi'iiKMits as are 
in force with the Company itself under the Prineijial Contract, exeeiit as her(‘inaft<‘r 
modified. 

3. All communications of importanci*, or involving (’apital ex]H'nditui(‘ belwet'ii 
Ills Highness’ Government and the Company, umh'r this Agrei'ment, shall ])ass 
through the Resident at Gw^alior and the Consulting Engineer to the Government 
of India, Lucknow Circle, or such other Ollieer as tlu* Government of India may 
from time to time appoint to undertake the same general duties with resiieet to the 
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Railway, as arc ontrusiod to that Oflicer by the Government of India in respect 
to ih(‘ Indian Midland Railway. All correspondence as to details in connexion 
with sciiictioiH'd works, aiid as to trafTie and other matters, shall be carried on 
dire(it between the Residejit at Gwalior and the Tndiaji JlfidJand Railway Coni 2 )any.

7. That in vit*w of the loss which is accruing to the Gwalior Darbar liy the 
conclusion of the transaction being delayed, the Gwalior Darbar siiall bi* entitled 
to receive the net earning oi the said section from 1st July 1904 as by the delay 
in the purchase being finally concluded the Darbar loses its interest on tlu* amount 
advanced to the Tonk Darbar.

Pronottnckmioni’ by His Excellency Lord (^nEiMSFciiD Vjc’eroy and Gcv- 
ernor-General India, addressed to the Jactrdars and Tankadars 
of the (fWALioR State on the Nth March 1921 

Jatfirdars and Tanhidars of the Gwalior State, 

It niust la' within t-he knowledpe of most of yon how your ancestor? ranie t(; 
have direct access to tluj Political Ollicc'rs and thus to enjoy the ])rot.ection c'f llu' 
British Govc'rnmcMit . 

2. In t he. la'.jjjinnin^ of tin' 191, h Gentniy t in jnaec of Ilmdust.Mi was very much 
distnr])c(l by tin' ])r(‘vah'nc.e of tin* ))r<‘datory system. Idu' Bi'tish Govc'rnnunt 
dc'sircd t<^ restore’ order and succc’eded in doing sc‘ In' 181H A. I). To this r<*snlt 
the cooperation of 1 lu'ir .Ally, Maharaja Danlat Bao Seindia, greatly ('ontribnied 

‘i. The ovc'rthrow of those wlio were gi\en to marauding and h'vying black- 
mail, l(‘ft, tile ehic'ftains and nobilit.y of Malwa without nuaiiis of subsist en(*e and in 
c,ons('()uenr(‘ c'xtrenu'ly sorc' and disalb'ctc'd, 1’h(‘ British Governnu'nt, therefoie, 
addri'ssi'd themsc'lvi's to tJu' task of pacifying tin* country and a])])oinled Sir dohn 
Malcolm to elTect (his end. Sir .bdin a<‘comj)lislied his mission with the lu'lji of 
c'c'rtaiii assistants and tin* r(“idy eo-o]a’ra.tion of tin* Darhars of Ccuitral India. 

I. Setth’inents were thus eOectc’d which, by tlu' fact of (lie mediation of Sii 
John Malcolm and his assistants. invoKc'd the guaiantc’c’ on the ]>.irt. of the l^iilish 
Go\ c’rnnient, that whatever was sc’tth'd would be scrupulously observed. Thc’sc' 
settlemcnis assured to th<‘ Thakurs (In* continuance, iji jK'ijxAuity or for life-tinu’, 
according as the terms of tlu’ grants provided, of their holdings and tankas subject 
to good conduct and in many cases the duties of watch and ward in resjuct of 
jMjitions of tlu' Darbar t.(*rritory in })ioxijuity to their grants. But- the British 
G<»vernment did not iritc'iid that tin' mediation of Sir John Malcolm should foim 
tin' basis for eiicroacliment u]>on, or intertc'iencc' with. (In' siiZA'rain rights of the 
Darhars. In tin' course of time, howu’Acr, owing to the conditions jirevailing in 
most. States, tin* settlenu'nts ('ITect-ed crc'ated a jirivileged ])osition for those to 
wdiom certain emoluments had bc'i n secured and British ollicc'rs were ic'd to inter- 
vene ill matters w'itli whicii Sir John Malcolm’s mediation had no concern. 

5. The conditions referred to have ceased to exist, and in Gwali<.r tlu' Darbar’s 
administration is cliaracterised by fa,irnes.s and justice, and Jai'Ut (*nant-General 
His Highness the Maharaja Scindia taki's an active pi'isonal inti'iest in all branches 
of administration. And indeed for safeguarding tin' interests of this large body 
of his Jagirdars he created, many years ago, a. separate' Bi'partmc'iit and Jramed a 
Manual which is complete in all resiiects. 

0. But ({uite apart from that, the need for a revision of the juactice which has 
subsequently grown up has been apparent for a considerable time. The Govern- 
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mont of India have ^jiven their best ooiisideration to the problem and *havc arr' v'ed 
at the following eonelusions : — 

(1) that, wlnle the ])]ed^es originally given by l-lie British (lovernment must, 
remain inviolable, the speeially privileged ]>osition which the 
guarantee -holders have aequin'd, and which was not. contcuuplated 
at the time of the original settlement, should not continue; and 
therefore, 

(2) that tlje Owalior Darbar should no longer be prevented from exercising 
the rights wliieh belong to it as Suzerain. 

7. (Consequently it has been arranged, in consultation witlj the Maharaja 
Sciudia, that- - 

(1) the Gwalior Dar))ar will issue to you fnish Sanads in perj>et,nity in a 

form a])proved by the Government of India ; 

(2) th(iS(! Saiiads will in all cases (ionlirm tin' s])ecific rights scanna'd t») yc.u 

by the existing title deeds and l,he Sjx'cirie oldigations laid on you 
l)y your exivsting title decals will bt‘ enforced by llis Highness to a 
V(‘ry limited (‘xtent ; 

(Cl) innb'r His Tlighness’s Nazarana. Iluh‘s, as reecmt-ly moditiod, the sinauvs- 
sion du<*s, wliicli wctc formerly l(‘,vied on ado])tion at the rati* of a 
whole year’s reveiiiu*, are now to be levied at the rediiecaJ rate of 
months’ n'Venue only. 

H. In view of this scdtUninmt, Political (dnicers will no longc'r coneiMn them- 
Bclvt‘,s wit.li your affairs, and von will in future look to your Suzm-ain, His Highiu'ss 
tlie Maharaja Si‘,india. for the tame b(‘ing, aud his Darhar in all mattcus conina'i.ecl 
with your estates and tankas. You wdl, tlnuefore. heiuadcn’th he cmtitlt'd t<. the 
rights and sulqcct to the o])ligations eontaimal in tin* Manual of dagirdars of tin' 
Gwalior State, Sariibat 1970, as in force for the time Ixung. 

Jafjirdarfi and Tankadai s. 

Such are in bric'f tin* terms of the set.tlement wbic-b has been arrived at bedween 
my Government and the Gwalior Darbar on your behalf. These ti'rms liavc* been 
fully e.xplained to you by my Agent, (Jolonel Beville, and I am glad to hear tliat 
you have; aoco])ted them as a fair and just settlement of your claims under tin; 
agrecnicmts guaranteed by the officers of the British Government a century ago. 

1 feel that you have*, every r<*ason to congratulate yourscivc's on this scttIcnKuit, 
which is the result of the negotiations of my olTiccrs witli His Highness the Maharaja. 
Seindia. Ilis Highness lias met their suggestions in a most generous spirit, and 
will, T ;im confident, always be ready to treat you as his loyal feudatoricis, and 
extend to you a friendly hand in all your difheulties. T look to you on your ])art 
to bear true allegiance towards your Suzerain, and to perform faitlilully the duties 
which you owe* to him By so doing you will (Misnre your own happiness and 
contentment and add to the strength and prosperity of the British Empire, of 
which the Gwalior Darbar and yourselves arc a part.

You are hereby informed that you submitted a petition to me to the effect 
that your uncle Pirthaji having died you would arrange for the maintenance and 
clothing of his widow Gehana Bai, that the maintenance allown ma* due to the 
dec(iased Parthaji was included in your tanka, that as he had no heir the amount 
of Tanka might b(‘ paid to you. Gehana Bai lodged a complaint mentioning that 
she appointed her nephew Samtaji as successor to the Tanka. With a view to 
ascertain the facts of the comidaints lodged by the plaintiff and defendant in 
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accordance with custom the Vakil of Nana Saheb was directed to make enquiries 
into the matter and send a re])ort wiih tlie file. Nana Saheb was addressed by 
the Vakil who after making necessary enquiries returned the file of the ease with 
his letter and a Kayasvama (opinion). A perusal of the Kayasnama show'cd that 
the complaint of th(‘ d(‘fendant Gehana Bai was not correc^t and that your state- 
ment proved to be just and proper. Tt is, therefore, witli reh'rence to the Kayas- 
nama decided that you shall receive (‘very year the sum of Rs. 470 (four limulred 
and seventy) on account of Tanka which was enjoyed by th(‘ dc'ceased Pirthaji. 
Gehana Bai has since died and her (‘.laim to the tanka, to which she had ap])ointed 
her ne[)hew as successor, was not ])rov(‘d, but as she adopted Samtaji you should 
mak(‘ such a provision tor his maint(‘nance and cdothing as you may dt‘em nec(*s- 
sary.
